THE  SAMOAN  PROTECTORATE. 


No   Appropriation    Made  lor   This  Counlr>'s 
Skira. 

W.4sHiXGTON,Jan.  i6.— A  question bas 
been  raised  by  the  appearance  ot  the 
sundTY  civil  appropriation  bill  whether 
the  admimitration  is  not  attempting  to 
cairy  into  tffect  President  Cleveland's 
recommendation  that  the  United  States 
recede  from  its  part  in  the  tripartite  pro- 
tectorate over  Samoa  by  refraining  from 
askinji  conersss  to  appropriate  any 
maney  to  defray  our  share  of  the  ex- 
penses. 

Last  year's  sundry  civil  bill  contained 
an  item  under  the  head  ot  the  depart- 
ment of  state,  for  carrying  out  the  Samo- 
an  agreement,  but  from  this  year's  bill 
the  clause  is  cnnspicucuslv  missing.  It 
might  properly  have  been  included  in 
either  the  diplomatic  or  consular,  or  the 
sundry  I  Jcivil  b  Us  but  the  diplo- 
matic was  framed  and  passed  the 
bouse  without  refercr.ce  to  Samoa 
and  Chairman  Savers  says  that  no  re- 
quest has  been  received  from  the  de- 
partment of  state  for  any  funds  for  the 
purpose  of  the  protectorate. 

Secretary  Gresham  has  several  times 
suggested  that  the  United  States  recede 
from  anv  participation  in  the  govern- 
ment of  Samoa  and  his  views  were  made 
the  subject  of  a  strong  paragraph  in  the 
president's  last  messige.  hi  accord- 
ance with  these  views  the  administration 
has  for  some  time  neglected  to  station  a 
warship  at  the  islands  although  it  was  a 
a  feature  of  the  agreement  that  the 
three  nations  would  altsraatciy  be  rep- 
lesented. 

Chairman  McCreary  of  the  house  com 
mittee  on  foreign  aEfairs  states  that  he 
never  looked  upon  the  Samoa  agree- 
ment with  favor  and  in  the  course  ol 
the  debates  upon  Hawaiian  matters  has 
referred  to  the  policy  of  keeping  a  sav- 
age king  on  the  throne  there  as  an  in- 
stance of  the  sort  of  foreign  policy  which 
the  Republicans  accused  the  president 
of  designing  to  cany  out  in  Hawaii. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  last  week 
by  Representative  McMillan,  of  Ten- 
nessee, making  inquiry  into  the  cost  of 
this  government's  share  of  Samoan  ex- 
penses, and  it  was  understood  to  be  the 
intention  of  Democrats  in  the  house  to 
oppose  any  further  appropriation  for  the 
purpose,       _

The  Contest  For  the  Kail  Diamond  Medal 
Begun. 
Milwaukee,  Jan.  16.— The  George 
F.  Hall  diamond  medal,  valued  at  $200, 
was  the  prize  contested  for  by  the  cur- 
lers this  morning,  the  preliminary   draw 

and  the  first  rounds  beiag  played. 

Notwithstanding  the  almost  contin- 
uous play  by  many  of  the  rinks  during 
the  past  two  days,  there  were  only  two 
entries  for  this  trophy,  that  went  by  de- 
fault—the Lombard  rink,  of  this  city 
and  S.  \ .  Smith's  rink  from  Pardee- 
ville  failing  to  apj)ear.  Sickness 
among  some  of  the  members  of  Mr. 
Lombard's  team  compelled  him  to  with- 
draw temporarily.  He  will  be  entered 
for  the  lohnstou  trophy. 

The  possibility  of  a  prize  being  won 
today  is  remote,  though  the  fortunes  of 
tomorrow  may  result  in  the  transmission 
ot  greetings  to  some  of  the  waiting 
"britbers"  at  home.  The  Hall  medal 
becomes  the  property  of  tbe-  ekip  win- 
ning it  three  times.  Kelly  of  Winnipeg 
won  it  two  years  ai?o  and  Shaw  of  the 
same  place  secured  it  last  year.

From  Fifty  to  Seventy- five  People  Killed  and 

Nearly  Two  Hundred  Wounded  at 

Butte. 


Three  Terrible  Explosions  of  Giant  Powder 

Took  Place  While  a  Fire  Was  In 

Progress. 


Parts  of  Bodies  Were  Hurled  Scores  of  Feet 
Away  and  the  Scene  Was  Hor- 
rible. 


Blood  and  Brains,  Legs  and  Arms  and  Pieces 

of  Flesh  and  Entrails  Scattered 

Around. 


Butte,  Mont,  Jan.  i(  .— At  9:55  o'clock 
last  night  the  fire  department  responded 
to  a  call  from  Box  73,  the  call  of  death  to 
nearly  the  entire  department.  The  hre 
was  either  in  the  Kenyon  Connell  or  the 
Butte  Hardware  company's  warehouse 
and  both  contained  powder.  There  was 
a  rumor  that  there  was  powder  in  the 
building  but  this  was  denied  and  after  a 
moment's  hesitation  they  began  fighting 
the  fire.  At  io:cS  the  men  had  barely 
started  to  work  when  there  was  an  ex- 
plosion which  shook  Butte  to  its  very 
foundations.  The  powder  in  the  ware- 
house blew  up,  spreading  death  and  ruin 
to  all  who  were  near. 

All  but  three  of  the  firemen  were 
killed.  It  is  believed  that  in  the  first 
explosion  only  three  firemen  were  killed. 
There  were  heroes  among  the  spectators, 
however,  and  as  soon  as  the  stun  of  the 
shock  passed  away,  while  some  ran  in 
terror,  others  began  pulling  the  muti- 
lated bodies  of  the  firemen  and  the  in- 
jured from  the  proximity  of  the  fiames. 
From  all  over  the  city  people  began 
moving  towards  the  fire  and  the  crowd 
had  greatly  increased  within  five  min- 
utes. 

Just  about  that  length  of  time  after  the 
first  explosion,  a  second  explosion  al- 
most equal  in  volume  to  the  first  height- 
ened the  terror  all  over  the  city  and 
spread  death  and  desolation  at  the  dis- 
astrous scene.  In  this  explosion  scores 
of  citizens  were  killed  and  injured.  Parts 
of  bodies  were  buried  scores  of  feet 
away.  A  man  near  the  Northern  Pacific 
water  taink  was  almost  struck  by  the  leg 
and  thigh  of  a  human  being,  driven  by 
♦he  force  of  dynamite*  from  the  fearful 
scene. 

There  were  still  heroes  left  to  help 
pull  the  shrieking  wounded  and  the 
groaning  dving  to  a  distance,  but  the 
people  up  town  hesitated.  There  had 
been  two  explosions  and  there  mieht 
be  more.  There  were  rum- 
ors of  carloads  of  powder 
in  the  vicinity  besides  that  stored  in  the 
warehouses.  Five  minutes  later  a  third 
explosion  did  come,  but  it  was  a  mild 
one,  and  it  is  believed  that  very  few  if 
any  were  injured  in  this.  It  had  all  oc- 
curred in  fifteen  minutes,  the  most  hor- 
rible quarter  of  an  hour  in  Butte's  his- 
tory. 

The  horrible  awfulness  of  the  scene 
after  the  explosions  was  beyond  descrip- 
tion. Words  could  give  no  idea  of  it. 
It  presented  more  the  appearance  of  a 
field  of  battle  than  anything  else.  The 
dead  were  strewn  everywhere  and  the 
cries  and  groans  of  the  injured  and 
dving  presented  a  scene  altogether  un- 
earthly. Blood  and  brainswerc  spattered 
about.  Here  were  legs  and  arms;  scat- 
tered around  here  and  there  were  pieces 
of  flesh  and  entrails.    It  was  sickening. 

Between  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
Gf-eat  Northern  depots,  a  space  of  300 
feet,  the  ground  was  literally  covered 
with  parts  of  human  beings  and  with  the 
dead  and  injured.  The  scene  was  one 
of  utter  and  absolute  destruction.  The 
houses  in  the  vicinity  were  as  thoroughly 
wrecked  as  if  a  cyclone  had  passed 
through  tnem.  One  of  the  rescuing 
corps  gathered  t*enty-sevendead  bodies 
in  one  pile.  Eight  were  in  another,  two 
and  three  in  other  piles.  The  rescuers 
pulled  some  of  the  bodies  out  still  quiv- 
ering, the  remnants  of  the  human  beings 
still  groaning  while  legs  and  arms  had 
been  torn  ofif.  Shapeless  trunks  quiv- 
ered and  died  in  the  arms  of  the  living. 

The  work  of  rescue  was  prosecuted  in 
earnest.  Every  vehicle  in  the  city  was 
brought  into  service  to  carrv  away  the 
scores  of  the  dead  and  the  hundreds  of 
injured.  The  spare  rooms  in  the  hotels 
were  taken,  and  private  houses  were 
thrown  open  where  it  was  necessary. 
The  hose  wagon  crew  included  Chief 
Cameron,  Assistant  Chief  Sloan,  Sam 
Ash,  Ed  Sloan.  Dave  Moses,  Dave  Ma- 
gee  and  Jack  Flannertv.  Magec  was  the 
driver  and  remained  with  the  wagon 
about  forty  yards  away  while  Fianncrty 
was  at  the  hydrant.  The  hook  and 
ladder  was  mannea  by  George  Fisher 
and  Peter  Nolan,  of  the  regular  depart- 
ment and  William  Orr,  one  of  the  vol- 
unteers. 

Chief  Cameron  directed  the  attack  on 
the  buiidinj',  and  while  some  of  the  fire- 
men headed  a  line  of  hose  along,  the 
others  started  in  to  tear  off  the  iron 
covering,  and  secured  an  entrance.  The 
first  explosion  came.  A  blinding  sheet 
ot  llame  forced  the  roof  from  its  fasten- 
ings and  shot  100  feet  into  the  air,  fol- 
lowed by  a  second  of  deadly  silence,  and 
then  came  the  awful  roar,  carrying  with 
it  annihilation  to  those  who  closely  sur- 
rounded the  death  trap  and  destruction 
on  every  hand.

The  sights  in  the  undertaking  estab- 
lishments this  morning  are  something 
awful.  All  are  crowded  with  heaps  of 
human  iiesb.  Here  was  half  a  head  and 
a  mutilated  trunk  below  it;  in  another 
place  an  armless  and  '  legless  trunk  with 
the  face  disfit;ured  beyond  all  possibility 
of  recognition.  Srarcely  any  of  the 
corpses  were  rerognizible  and  the  com- 
plete roll  of  dead  will  probably  never  be 
known. 

There  are  twelve  dead  at  the  Butte 
undertaking  rooms;  ten  at  the  Montana 
and  nineteen  at  the  Sherman.  Forty- 
three  wounded  are  in  thb  hospitals,  and 
twenty-eight  of  them  .ire  in  a  critical 
condition.  No  attempt  will  be  made  to 
complete  the  idcnlification  of  the  deat' 
until  the  injured  are  all  cared  for.  The 
loss  of  life  IS  variously  estimated  at  from 
fifty  to  seventy-five,  and  the  wounded 
will  probably  exceed  150. 

THE  SCENt  UF  HORROR. 


Blood.  Brains.  Arms  and  Legs  L)ing  Around 
Everywhere. 

Denver,  J.in.  16. — A  special  to  the 
Republican  from  Butte,  Mont.,  says: 
From  what  can  be  learned  at  this  hour 
(3:10  a.  m.)  no  one  suspcced  the  pres- 
ence of  powder  in  the  warehouses,  and, 
as  is  customary  when  a  fire  is  lagiug  in 
Butte,  people  were  crowded  around  the 
burmng  structure  as  close  as  they  could 
i;et. 

The  firemen  had  arrived  only  a  min^ 
ute  or  two  Ik- fore,  and  were  almost  in  the 
iu.t  oi  turning  en  the  first  stre.imol  Wdter 
when  a  small  explosion  took  place. 
This  seemed  to  be  a  sort  of  warning  ol 
what  was  to  follow,  for  no  sooner  had  the 
first  pufi  occurred  than  people  be^jan  to 
suspect  ihe  presence  of  a  greater  quan- 
tity of  explosives  in  some  part  ot  the 
sttucture,  and  some  of  them  fell  back. 
B.i'ore  they  had  reached  a  place  of 
safety,  however,  the  first  fjreat  explo- 
sion took  place  and  hundreds  of  people 
were  hurled  right  and  left  and  many  of 
ibt-m  were  mangled  bejond  reci>Kniiion. 

Bodies  were  thrown  for  h  unci  reds  of 
yards  in  all  directions.  Some  were  thrown 
agaiust  houses  and  smasihod  to  a  pulp, 
v/hile  flying  debris  literally  knocked  the 
heac's  from  others  where  they  stood. 
One  body,  is  is  reported,  was  seen  flying 
through  the  n\r  at  a  heig'-'t  c,i  200  or  300 
yards.  Blood.  br.Mas,  arms,  legs  and 
other  pieces  of  bodies  were  lying  around 
everywhere.  Many  cf  the  wounded  were 
a  pitiable  sight. 

After  the  first  explosion  occurred  many 
of  the  wounded  were  cornp^^lled,  by  their 
helplessness,  to  lie  near  the  fire,  and  the 
heat  only  intensified  the  pain  they  were 
suffering.  They  begged  to  be  taken 
away  but  there  was  no  means  of  convey- 
ing iNemlrom  the  scene  at  that  tune. 

A  hackman,  sceiogj^e  terrible  state  of 
affairs,  drove  up  antlattempted  to  assist 
in  the  removal,  but  while  in  the  act  the 
second  explosion  took  place  and  killed 
him  and  hi-^  horses  and  many  of  the 
wounded. 

F'orty-four  bodies  have  been  uncov- 
ered, and  as  mariy  more,  it  is  feared,  are 
still  in  the  ruiiis.  Never  before  have 
i-uch  excitintr  scenes  been  witnessed  in 
Montana.  The  people  of  Buite  have  not 
thf  ught  of  rest  tonight. 

Tbc  explosions  oc  :urrcd  before  many 
people  bad  gone  to  bed,  and  when  the 
horror  of  the  silu.^tion  fastened  itself 
upon  them  they  gave  their  whole  strenj^th 
and  the  m';ans  about  them  in  aid  of  the 
wounded  and  in  caiing  for  the  bodies  of 
the  dead. 

No  good  estimate  can  be  made  of  the 
number  of  wounded.  They  were  cared 
lor  by  every  conceivable  method.  Ve- 
hicles of  every  description  were  pressed 
into  service  and  mantjled  men,  women 
and  children  were  taken  to  hospitals,  the 
city  hall,  drug  stores,  public  buildings. 
doctors  offices  and  residences.  It  may 
be  severil  days  before  the  full  list  can 
be  published. 

Oiily  about  one-half  cf  the  dead  bodies 
so  far  recovered  have  been  identified, 
rhe  undertakers'  shops  are  full  of  the 
identified  bodies  and  at  the  police  sta- 
tion are  a  large  number  of  the  un:denti- 
fied  ones.  These  bodies  are  fearfully 
mangled  and  burned,  and  as  the  faces  of 
most  of  them  are  unrecognizable,  the 
only  means  of  identification  today  will 
be  by  the  clothing  or  other  property 
found  on  the  person  of  the  dead. 

IT  IS  AN  AWFUL  SIGHT. 


Daylight  Only  Added  to  the  Horrors  of  the 
Scene. 

Salt  Lake,  Jan.  16.— A  special  to  the 
Tribune  from  Butte  this  morning  says: 
Investigation  but  adds  to  the  horrori  of 
last  niRht's  terrible  accident.  The  bril- 
liant glare  of  the  skies  from  the  flames 
ot  the  burning  buildings  has  passed 
away,  onlv  to  be  succeeded  by  the  leader. 
gray  of  early  amrnitig  thus  giving  to  the 
awful  scene  a  fitting  canopy. 

Never  did  a  lar.dbcape  bear  more  im- 
pressively the  unmistakable  record  of 
the  great  destroying  force  of  powder 
than  the  gloomy,  bloodstained  wrevk 
which  appeared  in  the  first  faint  light  of 
morning.  Nearly  all  ot  the  dead  bodies 
<  f  men  have  been  recovered  bat  the 
mammoth  heaps  of  cebri?,  the  charred 
remains  of  buildings,  warped  and  shat- 
tered tire  engines  and  mangled  bodies 
of  dead  horses  are  stil!  rciuinders  of  the 
terrible  work  of  the  fateful  night. 

In  addition  to  the  Mckening  slaughter 
of  human  beings,  the  destruction  of 
property  is  great.  Where  vast  sums  of 
money  were  represented  in  well-filled 
warehouses,  nothing  remains.^ut  black- 
ened ruins,  and  the  streets  of  the  city 
sp.irkle  and  glisten  with  broken  glass. 
Butte  has  more  the  appearance  of  a  be- 
sieged city  in  days  ot  war  than  that  of  a 
business  center  ot  commerce  in  time  of 
peace. 

The  hour  for  practical  woik  has  ar- 
rived and  a  relit'f  im-cting  has  been 
called  by  Mayor  Dugan  for  1 1  o'clock 
this  morning.  The  fire  was  under  con- 
trol at  4  o'clock  and  i^everal  more  bodies 
were  sighted  and  taken  from  the  ruins. 

John  Sloan,  Sr.,  wiio  was  taken  to  the 
hospital,  had  both  legs  crushed  to  a  pulp 
and  will  die. 

Damage  to  plate  gbiss  windows  in  the 
city  amounts  to  several  thousand  dollars. 
A  number  of  persons  reported  killed 
have    turned    up,    among    them   being

An    Investigation  Asked   For   Into  Officials 

Receiving  Interest  on  Public  Funds 

in  their  Charge. 


St  Paul,  Jan.  16.— The  first  ten 
minutes  of  the  session  of  the  senate  was 
)^ivcn  up  to  routine  matters  relating  to 
the  ssi;ate  employes.  Then  Senator 
Yale  called  up  his  rcsoluliun  for  a  sixty- 
day  session,  final  adjournment  being 
fixed  for  March  8,  and  rifcved  its  adop- 
tion. Senator  Greer,  whose  notice  of 
debate  yesterday  cause  the  matter  to  lay 
over  until  today,  argued  against  im- 
mediate action  on  the  resolution,  hold- 
ing that  It  was  too  early  to  know  whether 
a  sixty  day  session  would  be  sufficient. 
Senator  Yale  argued  in  support  of  his 
resolution.  Only  two  or  three  affirma- 
tive Votes  were  cast,  a  strong  negative 
vole  disposing  of  the  resolution. 

Senator  Wyman  moved  that  the  rules 
be  so  far  suspended  as  to  take  up  bi.s 
bill  appropri.iliiig  fio.ooo  for  the  relief 
of  the  forest  fire  sufferers,  on  which  mo- 
fion  the  vote  was  unanimous.  Senator 
VV5  man  urged  prompt  action  as  neces- 
sary, the  state  commission  having  been 
compelled  to  borrow  money  for  the  pur- 
pope  of  relieving  sufff-rioc,  and  thesnnU 
additional  amount  being  very  much 
needed.  There  were  forty-nme  votes 
cast,  all  being  in  the  nffirmative. 

A  joint  resolution  was  introduced  by 
Senator  Day  requesting  the  Minnesota 
<le!egation  at  Washington  to  oppose  the 
Patterson  pooling  bill,  and  the  resolution 
was  referred  to  the  committee  on  rail- 
roads with  instructions  to  report  forth- 
with. 

The  committee  on  rules  made  its  re- 
port, which  has  already  been  published, 
and  the  repoit  was  adopted.  Among 
the  bills  introduced  were  the   following: 

By  Senator  Ringdabl,  relating  to  the 
forfeiture  of  corporate  franchises,  pro- 
viding that  the  attorney  general  shall 
bring  suit  to  close  up  the  affairs  of  such 
concern  when  it  fails  to  accept  its  fran- 
chises, or  becomes  insolvent. 

By  Senator  Jones,  amending  the  gen- 
eral laws  cf  187S,  to  allow  appeal  from 
justices  of  the  peace  in  certain  civil 
cases.     Judiciary. 

By  Senator  Hanna,  amending  the  laws 
of  1S03  relating  to  election  districts. 
Elections. 

By  Senator  Miller,  amending  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  1S78,  relating  to  the  collec- 
tion of  notes  signed  by  more  than  one 
person,  making  each  liable  for  a  portion 
Tud  not  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  note. 
Judiciary. 

By  the  Ramsey  county  delegation, 
abolishing  boards  of  public  works  and 
substituting  therefor  a  director  of  pu'olic 
works.     Municipal  corporations. 

By  Senator  Sevatsou,  limiting  liens  on 
estates  of  deceased    persons.    Judiciary. 

The  president  appointed  the  following 
committee  on  mileage:  Ringdahl,  Hene- 
man  and  Roverud.  He  announced  that 
the  senate  committees  would  be  an 
nounced  tomorrow  morning,  after  which 
the  senate  adjourned. 

DOINGS  OF  THE   HOUSE. 


The  Committees  Will  Not  Be  Announced  Until 
Tomorrow. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  16. — The  house  was 
late  this  afternoon  and  the  members 
were  once  more  disappointed,  the  speak- 
er having  again  postponed  the  announce- 
ment of  the  committees   until  tomorrow. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  by  Re- 
presentative Feig  reciting  that  public 
funds  have  been  placed  in  banks  and 
other  like  institutions  to  the  loss  of  the 
state  and  the  personal  benefit  of  public 
officials,  and  dnecting  a  committee  of 
five  to  investigate  all  deposits  of  public 
funds  to  see  v/hether  public  ofl^cials have 
been  receiving  any  interest  or  other 
benefit  from  public  funds  in  their  charge 
and  investigate  the  whole  matter  ot  pub- 
lic funds. 

The  preambles  alleges  a  misappro- 
priation amounting  to  §150,000  at  least. 
The  resolution  went  over  until  tomorrow. 

I.  M.  Smith  introducd  a  bill  to  amend 
the  general  laws  of  1S78  relating  to  the 
filing  of  chattel  mortgages,  providing 
(or  the  filinjj  of  such  deeds  in  unorgan- 
ized towns  with  the  county  register  of 
deeds. 

Mr.  Zeir  introduced  a  bill  for  the  pro- 
tection of  unknown  depositors  m    baidci. 

Mr.  Dahl  introduced  a  bill  calling  for 
two  new  judges  for  Hennepin  county. 

Mr.  Maginnis  introduced  a  bill  for  a 
state  board  of  arbitration  and  concilia- 
tion. 

Mr.  Schurmeier  introduced  a  bill  for 
a  constitution.al  amendment  relating  to 
the  elective  franchise.  A  pure  elections 
bill  was  presented  by  Mr.  Johnson. 

E.  C.  Johnson  introduced  a  bill  provid- 
ing that  the  state  examiner  shall 
thoroughly  examine  all  financial  insti- 
tutions at  least  once  a  year  and  report 
to  the  governor,  who  shall  direct  his 
lurther  acts. 

Mr.  Fcig's  resolution  further  charges 
that  i^302  841  is  now  on  depoiit  in  banks 
that  have  long  since  f  niled.

WON  ON  LAW  POINTS. 


Case  tif  State  vs.  Shev!in-Carpen!er  Lumber 
Company  Decided. 

Minneapolis,  J.m  16. — In  the  case  of 
the  State  against  the  Shcvlin-Carpenter 
Lumber  company,  the  action  in  replevin 
for  a  quantity  of  logs,  the  plaintiff  in  re- 
buital  yesterday  sought  to  introduce  a 
memorandum  from  the  slate  auditor■^ 
ofti':e,  showing  the  sale  of  the  logs  at 
$4  05  per  loco  feet. 

The  defendants'  counsel  objected,  and 
a  long  argument  ensued  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  permu  under  which  the  logs 
were  cut  could  be  attached  in  a  collateral 
action.  The  facts  are  that  the  state 
auditor  issued  an  extension  of  time  on  a 
contract  for  cutting  logs,  which  the  state 
claims  he  had  no  authority  to  do.  This 
contract  called  for  $3  per  icoo.  The 
memorandum  referred  to  places  the  sura 
at  54.05,  and  the  entry  on  the  auditor's 
books  show:,  the  sale  to  have  been  for  $3. 
The  state  sought  to  prove  the  f  4  05  rate 
by  the  evidence. 

The  decision  of  Judge  Russell  on  th« 
motion  was  against  the  plaintiff,  and  dl^ 
poseci  of  the  case.  The  court  held  that, 
as  there  was  a  clause  in  the  contract 
which  stated  that  the  proper  olficers  had 
investigated  the  matter,  the  state  must 
be  bound  by  that  contract  in  the  present 
action,  and  could  not  bring  proof  ot  anv 
matter  prior  to  its  issuance  relative  to 
ihe  contract  itself. 

As  a  replevin  suit  bad  been  brought 
o  '  the  theory  that  the  logs  had  been 
wrongfully  cut,  Judge  Russell  directed 
a  verdict  tor  the  defendants,  giving  them 
possession  of  §25,000  worth  of  logs  and 
the  case  was  ended.  As  it  is  a  test  case, 
the  state  will  probably  appeal.  F'or  the 
present  the  Shevlm-Carpenter  company 
has  won  the  suit  on  law  points  without 
the  assistance  of  a  jury.

system  and  the  appointment  of  legisla- 
tive committees  on  roads.

Paris,  Jan.  16— The  attention  of  the 
whole  ot  Fraucc  and  for  that  matter  the 
entire  of  the  whole  of  Europe  is  cen- 
tered upon  this  city.  There  is  no  doubi 
that  the  political  crisis  resulting  from 
the  resignation  of  the  Dupuy  minisny 
and  the  subsequent  resignation  of  l're-.i 
dent  Casimir-l'erier  is  one  of  the  most 
serious  in  the  history  of  France.  How- 
ever, the  crisis  has  not  had  any  great 
effect  upon  the  bourse.  Rentes  opened 
this  morning  only  75  centimes  lower,  and 
advices  received  here  Irom  Vienna  say 
that  the  opening  of  the  bourse  there  was 
firm. 

The  ministers  met  at  10  a.  m  ,  in  order 
to  discuss  the  situation  and  the  Socialist 
croup  ot  deputies  will  meet  at  i  p.  m 
in  order  to  arrange  a  piogram.  Rumors 
are  in  circulation  that  a  dissolution  uf 
parliament  is  expected. 

The  opinion  this  morning  at  the  clubs 
and  on  the  boulevards  is  unanimous  wiih 
the  press  in. strongly  condemning  M.  Casi- 
mir-Pirier  for  having  resigned  in  the 
midst  of  a  parliamentaiy  crisis.  The 
Journal  des  Dcbats  says  that  in  view  ol 
the  terrible  perils  to  which  the  ever  in- 
creasing acnvity  ot  the  revolutionists 
and  the  inertia  of  the  Moderates  expose 
France,  other  courses  tnan  abdication 
should  have  been  pursued. 

The  Gaulois  expresses  the  opinion 
that  the  resignation  of  M.  CasiOiir-ferier 
is  "simply  desertion,  and  the  reasons  for 
it  will  be  found  in  bis  antecedents  and 
personal  character." 

The  Figaro  says:  "If  M.  Casimir- 
Perier  persists  in  his  determination  to 
resign,  Europe  mus:  judge  him  as  se- 
verely as  France  does." 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Journal  the  pres- 
ent conditiou  of  affairs  is  the  result  ol 
the  state  of  anarchy  in  which  the  differ- 
ent political  parties  exist. 

According  to  the  Autorite,  the  resigna- 
tion ot  M.  Casimir-Pcrier  not  only  re- 
quires the  Censure  of  one  man,  but  it 
aiso  calls  for  the  condemnation  of  a 
regime. 

The  Lanterne  says;  "The  resignation 
of  M.  Casimir-Perier  says  nothing  but 
begins  a  coup  d'etat  against  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  chamber  and  the  rights 
of  universal  suffrage,  for  M.  Casimir- 
Pericr  is  desirous  of  a  new   investiture." 

•The  resignation  of  M.  Casimir- 
Perier,"  says  the  Petit  Journal,  "is  a  mat- 
ter of  exceptional  gravity  and  can  only 
complicate  the  situtation  which  is  al- 
ready perilous." 

The  Soleil  asserts  that  "M.  Casimir- 
Perier  did  not  wish  to  compromise  his 
dignity  m  struggles,  the  issue  of  which 
was  not  doubtful.  In  tendering  his 
resignation  with  sovereign  disdain  ne  has 
proved  himself  a  crafty  player.  His 
res  gnation  means  a  revision  of  the  con- 
stitution." 

The  Estafette  says:  "Thiers,  Gam- 
betti  and  Ferry  had  assaults  to  withstand 
but  not  half  of  them  shrank  from  this 
duty.  The  repubur.  however,  will  show 
its  vitality  and  on  Thursday  next  when 
national  congress  meets  nothing  will  he 
changed  in  France." 

The  Socialist  group  in  the  chamber  of 
deputies  have  issued  a  manifesto  saying 
they  do  not  believe  that  Casimir  Perier 
will  present  himself  for  re-election.  The 
maniiesto  adds:  "He  is  K"ne  forever, 
vanqui^hc  d  bv  socialism.  He  tailed  in 
the  combat  to  obuin  the  victory  ex- 
pected of  him  by  the  reactionaries  on 
account  of  his  weakness  of 
character.         It      is      a      victory      for 
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the  Socialist  party.  Wishing  to 
struegle  against  us.  he  found  only  rotten 
instruments.  He  perished  through  the 
corruption  of  the  regime  of  which  he 
was  t  e  chief.  He  was  deleated  by  the 
intrigues  of  his  president  of  the  coun- 
cil.' 

The  manifesto  finds  his  light  harmtul 
and  says:  "In  the  dishonor  of  his  tlight 
the  capitalist  class  will  per'sh.  The 
downfall  ot  Casimir  Perier  is  the  down- 
fall of  capitalists  and  reactionism.  Let 
us  remain  ti<m  as  the  supreme  crisis  ap- 
proaches and  desert  not  our  post  of 
combat." 

The  Journal,  official,  this  morning 
publishes  the  following  notice.  "The 
president  of  the  republic  has  resolved  to 
resi^jn  his  functions  and  has  begged  the 
uiinislcrs  to  withdraw  their  resignations 
provisionally  in  order  to  insure  the 
transmissions  of  powers." 

What  is  the  true  reason  of  the  step 
taken  by  the  president  is  aqut  siionupon 
which  there  is  a  great  coiiri.ct  of  opinion. 
The  prts->  is  unanimous  m  holding  that 
Casimir-Perier  IS  to  blame  for  having 
chosen  the  present  moment  to  withdraw 
Irom  office. 

In  this  connection  the  details  of  the 
election  of  M.  Casimir-Perier  to  the 
the  presidency,  which  have  hitherto  re- 
mained secret  have  come  to  light.  It 
appears  that  it  was  known  among  his 
intimate  friends  and  relatives  that  he 
was  not  strong  enough  physically  to  re- 
sist the  mrvous  ttnsion  which  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  his  election  involved. 

After  his  election  M.  Casimir-Perier 
fell  back  upon  a  couch  aud  remained 
completely  prostrated  for  several  hours, 
to  the  consternation  of  his  friends,  who 
did  everything  possible  to  hush  the  mat- 
ter up,  and  succeeded  in  keeping  it  al- 
most a  secret  until  the  present  time. 
Now,  however,  the  incident  is  being 
commented  upon  on  all  sides  and  it  is 
generally  believed  that  the  nervous 
strain  was  too  much  for  him,  especially 
as  he  is  understood  to  have  been  in  con- 
stant apprehension  of  an  attempt  upon 
his  life. 

Then,  again,  the  death  of  M.  Burdeau, 
the  laie  president  of  the  chamber  of 
deputies,  d-  pnved  the  president  of  an 
intimate  personal  friend  and  adviser  and 
his  loss  affected  the  president  most 
deeply.  But  those  who  are  most  com- 
petent to  express  an  opinion  say  that 
they  have  good  reason  to  believe  that 
the  man  lesto  published  by  the  Socialist 
deputies,  after  tlie  refusal  of  the  cham- 
ber of  deputies  to  libe<  ate  M.  Gerault- 
Richard,  wtio  had  been  elected  a  depuiy 
after  having  been  sentenced  to  a  year's 
imprisonment  and  a  heavy  tine  for  vio- 
lently attacking  the  president  in  Le 
Chomard,  m  which  manifesto  the  presi- 
dent, the  ministry  and  the  major  i  y  of  the 
chaiiibcr  of  deputies  were  violently  at- 
tacked, tontritmted  more  than  anything 
else  to  induce  M.  Casimir-Perier  to  re- 
sign. 

The  ministers  met  again  at  noon  to- 
day and  it  is  understood  that  the  whole 
political  situation  was  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed and  weighed  from  all  stand- 
points. This  meeting  took  place  at  the 
ministry  of  the  interior  which  was  sur- 
rounded the  while  by  crowds  of  anxious 
people  all  eagerly  discussing  the  crisis 
in  the  affairs  of  France. 

In  some  (juarters  it  is  stated  that  the 
resignation  of  the  president  is  not  con- 
sidered official  until  it  is  announced  to 
the  Chamber  of  deputies.  The  official 
announcement  w  11  be  made  to  that  body 
at  about  3  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

One  of  the  most  significant  features  of 
the  resignation  of  the  president  is  the 
fact  that  his  action  is  condemned  even 
by  his  most  intimate  entourage. 

The  senate  and  chaoflber  met  at  3 
o'clotk  this  afternoon  and  the  folIowin>j 
Itttcr  from  M.  Casimir  Perier  was  read 
to  butn  bodies: 

"I  did  not  conceal  from  myself  the 
difficulties  ol  the  task  which  the  national 
ar>sembly  imposed  upon  me.  I  had  fore- 
seen them,  but  if  one  does  not  refuse  a 
post  in  a  moment  of  danger  one  can  only 
preserve  one's  dignity  in  the  conviction 
that  the  country  is  being  served  A 
president  of  the  republic  without  means 
of  action  or  without  control  can  derive 
from  the  confidence  of  the  nation  alone 
that  moral  force  without  which  he  is 
nothing. 

"I  doubt  neither  the  good  sense  not  the 
justice  of  France.  But  public  opinion 
has  been  led  astray.  More  than  twenty 
years  devoted  to  the  same  cause,  more 
than  twenty  years  of  attachment  to  the 
repuDlic  and  devotion  to  the  democracy 
hiVc  sufficed  neither  to  convince  the  re- 
public lif  the  sinceritv  and  ardor  of  my 
political  f  uth  nor  to  disabuse  my  adver- 
ser es  who  believe,  or  affect  to  believe, 
that  I  will  make  mystlt  the  instrument 
of  their  passions  or  hopes.  For  the  last 
SIX  months  a  •  ampnign  ot  slander  and 
in>uit  has  been  going  on  against  the 
army,  magistracy,  p-trlianent  and  the 
hierarchial  chief  of  the  state  and  this 
license  to  disseminate  social  hatred  con- 
tinues to  be  called  'liberty  of  thought." 

"The  rtspect  and  ambition  which  I 
entertain  for  my  country  will  not  allow 
me  to  acknowledge  that  the  servants  of 
the  country  and  he  who  represents  it  m 
the  presence  of  foreign  nations  may  be 
in.xuited  every  day. 

"I  am  not  content  to  bear  the  weight 
of  the  moral  responsibili'.its  plai  ed  upon 
me  in  the  condition  of  powerlessue^^s  to 
which  I  am  condemned.  Perhaps  I  may 
be  understood  when  I  affirm  that 
constitutional  functions  cannot  silence 
the  exigencies  of  political  conscience. 
Perhaps  in  laying  down  my  functions  I 
shall  have  marked  out  the  path  of  duty 
to  those  who  are  solicitous  for  the  dignity 
ol  the  power,  and  good  name  ot  France 
in  the  world.  Invariably  true  to  myself, 
I  remain  persuaded  that  ref-rms  ctn 
only  be  carried  out  with  the  assistance  of 
a  govt-rnmen'.  de'.crmined  to  insure  re- 
spect for  the  laws,  make  itself  obeyed 
by  Its  subordinates  and  group  them  all 
together  in  common  action  for  the  com- 
mon good. 

"In  spite  of  the  glooni  of  the  present 
hour,  I  have  faith  in  the  future  ol  social 
progress  and  jusnce.  1  lay  on  the  table 
ot  the  senate  and  cbamtier  ot  deputies 
tny  resignation  of  the  functions  of  presi- 
dent of  tbt  republic. 

CasimirPekier." 


A  PRINCIPLE  AT  STAKE. 


The    Crisis    Is    Not    Really    a     Ministerial 
One. 

LoNUON,  Jan»  16.  A  disp.atch  to  the 
Times  from  Paris  sa>s  that  the  crisis  is 
not  really  a  ministerial  one  but  one  in 
whi.h  a  constitutional  principle  not  pe- 
culiar to  France,  but  common  to  all 
countries  possessing  a  constitution,  was 
at  siske.  Ever  since  the  beginning  of 
the  prt-sent  republic,  the  Republican 
party  has  always  shown  a  peculiar  ten- 
dency to  transfer  the  chamber  ot  depu- 
ties into  a  convention — that  is  into  a  dic- 
tatorial executive  assembly  rather  than 
an  assembly  of  legislators. 

"What  happened  Monday  was  onlv  one 
more  proof  of  the  singular  force  of  this 
tendency.  The  act  of  the  mnjontv  was 
that  of  the  convention.  V>y  resisting 
this  tendency  M.  Dupuy  has  been  great- 
ly elevated  in  the  eyes  of  all  constitu- 
tionalists. He  must  be  praised  for  hav- 
ing immediatelv  understood  the  revolu- 
tionary character  of  the  Radical  position 
in  pretending  to  contest  the  authority  ot 
the  decision  of  the  council  of  st*te.  If, 
as  believed  by  many,  he  chose  to  fall,  he 
could  rot  possiolv  have  quitted  office 
with  more  credit  to  himself  than  falling 
gallantly  fighting  for  the  defense  of  a 
principle  so  universally  honored  by  all 
seif-respectirig  communities  as  that  of  a 
separation  of  powers." 

The  Times  this  morning,  in  an  edi- 
torial on  the  French  situation,  sa>s:  "M. 
Casimir  Perier  was  convinced  that  he 
accepted  the  only  alternative.  It  must 
be  allowed  that  he  made  the  only  honor 
able  and  dign  fied  choice,  but  it  he  has 
abandoned  his  post  through  mere  im- 
patience and  personal  disgust,  he  will  be 
rightly  adjudged  to  have  incurred  heavy 
responsibility  in  the  eyes  of  his  con- 
temporaries and  in  history.  Such  an  act 
may  be  the  act  bf  a  strong  roan,  but  it  is 
not  the  act  of  a  true  lover  ci  his  coun- 
try. 

A  dispatch  <<>  the  Standard  from  Paris 
savb  that  M.  Casimir-Perier  during  his 
prrsidcncy  has  done  nothing  remark- 
able. His  present  decision  indicates 
k!reat  lack  of  moral  courage.  Besides 
M  Brisson  and  Dupuy,  the  other  candi- 
dal* s  are  Gen.  Fevier  and  M.  Marago 
and  Cavigoac. 

The  duke  of  Orleans,  pretender  to  the 
throne  of  France,  left  Stowe  House  to- 
day for  Dover.  It  is  presumed  that  he  is 
going  to  Belgium  or  that  he  will  meethis 
supporters  at  Dover.  Conse<|  lently  it  is 
believed  that  the  Royilists  ot  France  are 
preparmg  to  take  .some  action  in  view  of 
the  crisis  in  France. 

The  Pall  Mail  Gazeite,  commenting 
upon  the  political  situaiioa  in  France, 
says:  "France  is  now  in  the  throes  of 
the  most  menacing  crisis  since  the  down- 
fall of  the  empire." 

The  Gazette  says  that  it  thinks  par- 
liamentary government  in  France  has 
been  tried  and  broken  down  and  that 
there  i-j  a  i.bar.ce  now,  such  as  hai.  r.ct 
been  for  twenty  five  years,  for  a  pre- 
tender to  come  forward. 

The  Globe  on  the  other  band  thinks 
there  is  not  the  slightest  danger  or  hope 
that  France  will  return  to  a  monarchial 
form  of  government. 

A  specifil  to  the  D  lily  News  from 
Paris  s-iys:  "In  the  sketch  of  his  coming 
message  to  the  chamber  of  deputies,  Ivl. 
Casimir-Peric  r  declares  that  he  had  the 
single  minded  wish  to  'oe  not  a  man  ot 
party,  but  of  all  France,  to  defend  order 
by  all  constitutional  means  and  to  seek 
inspiration  in  the  example  of  the  lamen- 
ted Carnot,  but  to  bis  deep  sorrow  he 
found  he  pleased  no  party  and  was  at- 
tacked on  every  side.  The  attacks 
varied  in  form,  but  all  showed  personal 
ilU'ill. 

•The  ministry  will  meet  in  the  morn- 
ing and  con-ult  on  M.  Casimir  Perier,  on 
the  changes  they  may  deem  desirable 
and  to  take  steps  to  s-.c.  re  order  which 
I  mu*t  say  does  not  seem  threatened. 
The  chief  candidate  for  the  presi  lency 
is  Brisson.  Congress  may  desire  to  re- 
elect Casimir  Perier,  but  as  he  is  sick  of 
the  presidency,  he  will  in  all  pruhability 
refuse  to  put  himself  forward."

He  Was  Arrested  on  a  Charge  of  Complicity 

in  the  Murder  of  Jack  Stall- 

jngs. 
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Says  Ho  Was  Tortured   Into  Making  a  Con- 
fession Implicating  Two  Men  Who 
Are  Innocent. 


Fort  Woim  11,  Tex.,  Jan.  kV- About 
two  weeks  ago  the  story  of  the  mysteri- 
ous but  forcible  taking  of  Jim  Boyd  from 
the  Washington  hotel  at  Bowie,  Mon- 
tague county,  was  told  in  these  dis- 
patcher, doubt  being  then  expressed  as 
to  his  fate.  Since  then  the  case  was  en- 
veloped in  mystery  until  today,  when  he 
furnished  the  solution.  His  removal  from 
the  hotel  was  not  by  his  friends  but  by 
his  enemies. 

He  furnished  a  very  long  story  of  his 
arrest  on  a  charge  of  complicity  in  the 
Jack  Siallings  murder,  and  accused 
Sheriff  Garrison,  of  Montague  county,  of 
arresting  and  re-arrestine  him  until  he 
was  driven  to  despair,  liven  after  re- 
leased under  habeas  corpus  proceeding^, 
he  said  he  was  arrested  on  trumned  up 
charges  until  his  life  was  a  burden. 
After  one  of  these  arrests  he  was  re- 
leased on  bail  from  the  Montague  jail 
and  started  for  Bowie  to  go  to  his  home 
m  Walnut  Springs,  Bosque  county. 

When  aroused  by  the  mob  at  the  hotel 
he  was  brutally  beaten,  taken  to  a  grove 
south  of  Bowie,  where  he  was  repeatedly 
hanged  until  unconscious  to  fcirce  a  con- 
fession. Revived  h^i  told  a  lie  to  save 
his  life,  implicating  two  men  in  the  mur- 
der of  Stallings  who  are  now  in  j  iil  under 
indictmt^nt  for  the  crime.  The  mob  was 
composed  of  fully  200  masked  men.  He 
recogni/ed  some  of  those  who  had  un 
masked. 

Finally  they  dragged  him  through  the 
timber  until  he  lainted.  When  he  re- 
vived he  was  helped  to  a  Rock  Island 
station  by  a  Strang  r  who  thought  him 
drunk,  and  where  he  left  for  his  home  at 
Walnut  Springs.  After  recovery  he 
prepared  his  story  for  publication. 

He  gives  the  names  of  some  of  those 
who  mobbed  him.  He  is  an  attached 
witness  in  the  Stallings  murder  case  and 
Is  to  appear  again  at  Montague  on  Jan. 
28.  He  was  warned  he  would  be  killed 
if  he  told  of  his  treatmer.t  by  the  mob, 
and  he  fully  expects  the  threat  to  bs 
ctrried  out.

Tho  finest  diamond 
backs  range  In  price  from  $40  to  $100  a 
dozen,  and  one  terrapin,  when  properly 
cooked,  will  make  about  three  plates,  so 
that  the  cost  of  a  dish  of  stewed  tcuTapin 
must  necetisarily  range  from  $1  to  |3.50, 
and  whatever  is  charged  alxivo  these  fig- 
ures represents  the  pioflt.

Tho  Wonderful  "Flower  of  Luna." 
This  may  be  a  mistake,  but  I  believe 
that  I  am  warranted  in  saying  that  there 
is  but  one  botanical  collection  in  North 
America  which  boasts  the  poasession  of  a 
"moonvine,"  or  "flower  of  Luna,"  that 
being  at  Mount  Sterling,  Ky.  The  plant 
Is  from  the  Amazon  country  and  is  really 
£Oinething  unique  iu  botany.  It  is  a  deli- 
cate, tenacious  vine,  about  five  feet  In 
height,  bearing  hero  and  there  small  stems 
provided  with  milk  white  crescent  shaped 
llowers. 

When  the  moon  Is  in  its  first  quarter,  a 
thin  yellow  crescent  appears  in  the  center 
of  each  flower,  iucreai>ing  in  size  day  by 
day  until  the  time  when  the  moon  is  at 
its  full,  when  the  entire  blossom  is  covered 
with  the  yellow  stain. 

Nor  is  this  all.  When  the  moon  disap- 
pears from  view  in  the  west,  the  flower 
closes  and  does  not  open  until  "our  silvery 
sister  world"  is  again  sei^n  in  the  east.  It 
pursues  this  course  month  after  month, 
whether  exposed  or  kept  in  the  green  house. 
As  the  moon  wanes  it  gradually  loses  the 
yellow  tint  \iutil  the  time  of  "old  moon," 
at  which  time  the  flower  is  again  perfectly 
white.  The  vino  is  said  to  live  almost  ex- 
clusively upon  air. — St.  Louis  Republic. 


About  the  Fourth  Finger. 

The  wedding  ring  is  almost  invariably 
placed  on  the  fourth  finger  of  the  left 
hand  and  all  because  many  centuries  ago 
tho  Egyptians  believed  that  a  certain  small 
artery  proceeded  directly  from  the  heart  to 
tho  termination  of  that  digit.

Protest  at  Once. 

There  is  danger  that  the  amendments 
to  the  Duluth  and  Superior  Bridge  com- 
pany's bill  may  be  passed  by  the  senate, 
despite  the  protest  of  the  people  of  Du- 
luth, contained  in  a  resolution  passed  by 
the  chamber  ot  commerce  at  its  last 
mreting.  Only  the  objection  of  Senator 
Vilas,  of  Wisconsin,  prevented  the  pas- 
sage of  the  bill  yesterday,  when  it  was 
called  up  by  Senator  Davis,  at  the  re- 
quest of  Mr.  Washburn  who  is  now  at 
St.  Paul  striving  to  be  re-elected  instead 
of  being  at  his  post  of  duty  in  the  senate. 

.Senator  Davis  has  evidently  not  re- 
ceived the  resolution  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce,  or  he  would  not  have  asked 
consideration  ot  the  bill.  He  supposed 
there  was  no  opposition  to  it.  Senator 
\'ilas,  a  dispatch  says,  stated  that  "the 
Superior  people  opposed  the  present 
bill,  which  gave  too  many  rights  to  the 
street  car  company."  The  dispatch  says 
Mr.  Vilas  his  since  "learned  he  was 
mistaken"  and  "the  bill  will  pass  in  a 
day  or  two."  This  shows  the  necessity 
of  instant  action  to  defeat  the  bill.  In 
its  present  shape  it  is  highly  objection- 
able. Mr.  Vilas  was  correctly  informed 
that  it  gives  too  many  rights  to  the 
street  car  company.  Not  only  that,  but 
it  is  an  attempt  to  defeat  the  expressed 
opinion  of  the  people  of  Duluth  and  Su- 
perior on  the  bridge  question. 

The  bridge  bill,  as  originally  passed 
at  the  last  session  of  congress,  was  satis- 
factory to  the  people  at  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior.  It  provided  for  a  first 
class  steel  bridge  that  would  accomo- 
date all  forms  of  traffic,  including  double 
tracks  for  steam  railways.  This  is  the 
sort  of  a  bridge  that  Duluth  and  Super- 
ior want,  and  no  otlitr  kind  of  a  bridge 
will  be  satistactory.  By  the  amended 
bill  now  before  the  senate,  the  company 
could  erect  a  bri  Ige  thit  wou'a  only  ac- 
comodate street  cars.  Steam  cars  and 
wigon  traffic  would  hav^  no  show  on  it. 
This  would  greatly  lessen  the  cost  of  the 
bridge,  and  no  one  would  be  benefited 
by  it  but  the  s  rcet  railway  companies. 

It  would  be  better  to  wait  for  years  for 
a  Satisfactory  bridge  than  to  permit  the 
erection  of  a  , bridge  of  that  sort.  In 
erecting  a  bridge  between  Rice's  and 
Connor's  Points,  account  must  be  taken 
of  the  demands  of  the  future  as  well  as 
the  present.  No  other  bridge  will  ever 
be  allowed  there.  Therefore  the  bridge 
now  erected  should  be  first-class  in  every 
particul.ir,  providing.for  every  form  of 
tr-iffic.  - 

There  is  danger  that  the  bill  may  be 
pissed  tomoirjw,  and  everyone  who 
tikes  an  interest  in  the  welfare  ot  the 
city  ih(ud  protest  to  Senator  Davis  at 
cnce  by  telegraph  against  the  passage  of 
ihi.s  >nn;iiitous  nieasure.

Hence 
they  are  ":,awing  wood"  and  saying  noth- 
ing. t'Ut  they  will  so jn  decide.  The 
Republican  caucus  has  been  culled  to 
meet  on  Friday  evening.  Then  they 
will  be  called  upon  to  vole,  and  the  indi- 
cations are  that  it  will  be  an  open  vote. 
This  is  the  proper  way  to  vote. 
The  people  have  a  right  to  know 
for  what  car.didate  each  man  votes.  All 
the  candidates  seem  to  favor  an  open 
vote,  and  this  is  a  good  sign  that  no  cor- 
rupt methods  are  being  employed.  Cor- 
ruption likes  secret  ballots,  and  the  fact 
that  Jin  open  vote  is  now  favored  by  ail 
leads  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  no 
boodle  m  this  campaign.  It  is  an  agree- 
able change  from  the  condition  of  affairs 
siv  years  ago. 

But  will  the  caucus  agree  on  the  nomi- 
nation of  any  man?  Vvho  can  tell? 
Certainly  the  outlook  is  not  promising 
for  an  agreement.  The  sicus  point  to  a 
deadlock.  The  Washburn  men  are 
making  amazing  claims,  but  the  St.  Paul 
Globe,  which  has  been  espousing  the 
Washburn  cause,  declares  that  there  is 
nothing  in  their  claims.  "As  a  matter  of 
fact,"  says  the  Globe,  "Washburn 
will  go  into  the  caucus  with  about 
fifty  voles,  if  he  goes  in  at  all.  Nelson 
men  will  have  about  the  same  number 
and  the  rest  will  be  di/ided  betw.ien 
Comstock  and  McCleaiy  in  the  ratio  of 
about  three  to  one  in  favor  of  the  former. 
Pillsbury  will  undoubtedly  have  some 
votes,  even  if  his  candidacy  is  not  for- 
mally announced  before  the  caucu.-,  and 
the  number  will  increase  as  the  caucus 
progresses.  It  is  now  concedea  that 
Washburn  has  no  show  of  an  election, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  his  whole  en- 
ergies are  being  devoted  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  a  healthy  boom  for  the  man  he 
will  fmally  name."  It  is  said  that  if 
called  upon  to  name  any  one.  Senator 
Washburn  will  name  Mr.  Pillsbury.  It 
is  very  doubtful,  however,  if  Mr.  Pills- 
bury could  get  enough  votes  to  elect  him.

charge  him  with  dishonesty.  Neither 
has  he  violated  any  state  law.  There  is 
nothing  m  the  state  law  which,  except 
by  a  most  extreme  construction  ot  its 
wording,  would  forbid  a  county  commis- 
sioner holding  ofiice  because  a  corpora- 
tion in  which  he  was  interested  was 
awarded  a  contract  for  furnishing  some 
supplies  for  the  county.  To  say.  as  does 
the  News  Tribune,  that  Mr.  Miller  has 
audited  and  allowed  his  own  accounts,  is 
unjust.  The  acccunts  of  the  Duluth 
Book  and  Paper  company,  of  which  Mr. 
Miller  is  an  ofiicer,  have  been  audited  by 
a  committee,  of  which  Mr.  Miller  is  only 
one  member,  and  they  have  been  allowed 
by  the  full  board  ol  live  commissioner?. 
There  were  four  voles  to  Mr.  Miller's 
one.  If  the  accounts  were  incorrect, 
Mr.  Miller  could  not,  unaided,  have  or- 
dered them  paid. 

If  the  law  is  to  be  construed  so  closely 
as  the  News  Tribune  wants  to  have  it  in 
.Mr.  Miller's  case,  why  not  also  apply  the 
law  of  attempted  bribery  to  the  News 
Tribune  itself?  It  has  already  laid  itself 
open  to  a  charge  of  improperly  ir.fluenc- 
ing  members  of  the  board  to  award  to  it 
the  contract  for  county  printing.  The 
members  of  the  board  refused '  to  be  in- 
fluenced, but  that  does  not  lessen  the 
News  Tribune's  ofifensc.  It  made  the 
attempt  to  improperly  influence  the  com. 
missioners  and  thereby  became  liable  to 
the  penalties  provided  in  the  clauses 
of  the  penal  code  covering  such  cases.

Regular  Ticket  Was  Successful  in  the  Annual 

Election  of  the  Board  of  Trade 

Yesterday. 


Hugh  Steele  came  down  from  the 
Seine  River  gold  country  a  few  days  ago 
and  will  return  again  within  a  short  time. 
Mr.  Steele  is  in  charjjc  of  the  work  of 
pultinji  in  the  stamp  mill  on  the  Hinver 
property.  It  will  be  completed  in  about 
>i\  weeks.  The  frame  woik  is  up  and 
ready  for  the  machinery,  which  is  ex- 
pected to  be  landed  there  next  wsek. 
The  mill  is  to  be  built  for  a  i^stamp 
null  hut  win  only  be  a  5-stamp  null  from 
the  start.  It  will  have  to  be  increased 
in  si.c  very  soon  if  present  prospects  are 
real;,  .li. 

Mr.  Steele  went  into  the  gold  country 
a  skeptic.  He  says  frankly  that  when 
he  viiittd  the  country  a  vc  u  ago  he  was 
rather  disgusted  and  did  not  believe  it 
had  any  future.  Last  summer  he  went 
up  again  and  went  through  tbe  Seme 
region  and  his  ideas  underwent  a 
chan;:e.  He  returned  aijain  this  winter 
and  now  vs  certain  that  the  country  is 
rich  in  mineral  wealth  and  will  be  one 
of  the  most  prosperous  on  the  continent. 

On  the  Hillyer  property,  says  Mr. 
Steele,  there  are  two  shafts,  one  down 
about  hfly  feft  and  the  other  about 
twemy  feet.  The  50  foot  shaft  opened 
on  a  vein  of  four  icet  and  it  has  now 
widened  to  eight  feet  and  in  some  places 
is  as  high  as  ten  feet.  Between  these 
two  shatts,  wh.ch  are  about  150  feet 
apart,  is  a  vein  six  feet  wide.  Ihi^re  are 
eleven  veins  on  the  property  which  are 
declared  by  t^eoiogtsis  10  tie  tissure  veins. 
Tbe  only  dou'n  as  to  the  permmency  of 
the  mineral  il  s:oveiies  in  the  ouniry 
has  hinged  on  ttie  question  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  veins  found  were  hssure  veins.

The 
latter,  Mr.  Steele  does  not  place  any 
great  dependence  or.  and  does  not  quote 
It.  He  says  that  the  assays  received 
show  an  average  of  from  S36  to  >f;o  a 
ton.    This  would  bring  a  hne  profit. 

A  I  r  foot  vein  has  been  discovered  on 
Sterling  S.  Smith's  properly  between  the 
Hdlyer  property  and  \  ermilion  lake.  It 
is  oil  the  same  vein  that  runs  through 
the  Hillyer  property.  It  will  be  exolored 
at  once.  Mr.  Steele  has  i6o  acres  ad- 
joining the  Hillyer  property  on  the  other

When  coming  down  Mr.  Steele  met 
the  machinery  for  the  new  stamp  mill 
which  is  going  in  on  Uryweed  island, 
two  miles  from  Rainy  Lake  City.

house  with  his  head  cracked  open  by  a 
billy  in  the  hands  of  an  unknown  assail- 
ant. It  is  thought  he  was  assaulted  by 
someone  owing  him  a  grudge. 


W.\sniNGTON,  Jan.  16.— [Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Perhaps  no  department 
of  the  government  has  been  the  subject 
of  more  criticism  than  that  presided  over 
by  the  secretary  of  agriculture.  Some  of 
this  may  be  undeserved,  that  there  is 
just  cause  for  complaint  about  the  man- 
agement of  this  department  in  very  many 
things  there  can  be  no  question.  Espe- 
cially is  this  true  in  regard  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  weather  bureau. 

Formerly  this  bureau  w.as  under  the 
war  department,  but  as  it  was  consid- 
ered to  be  more  of  a  factor  in  the  agri- 
cultural communities  it  was  concluded 
that  it  belonged  legitimately  to  that 
branch  of  the  administrative  wing  of  the 
government  and  hence  wa-.  put  under 
the  control  of  the  secretary  of  agricul- 
ture. 

So  far  as  the  great  lakes  are  concerned 
this  change  has  not  been  for  the  better, 
especially  in  respect  to  the  shipping  in- 
terests. Some  time  ago  a  member  of  the 
Michigan  delegation  wrote  to  the  secre- 
tary of  agriculture  requesting  that  a 
cable  be  laid  to  Manitou  island,  which  is 
a  short  distance  off  the  coast  in  Lake 
Michigan,  and  a  storm  signal  established 
in  Older  that  ships  bound  from  Chicago 
through  the  Straits  of  Mackinac  might 
be  warned  of  the  approach  of  storms  and 
seek  a  harbor  of  refuge. 

The  cost  of  laying  this  short  cable  and 
establishing  a  signal  would  have  been  in- 
finitesimal compared  with  the  value  of  a 
single  cargo  which  might  be  saved  by  it. 
The  secretary  of  agriculture  wrote  a 
voluminous  letter  in  reply,  stating  that  it 
had  proved  a  bail  investment  for  the 
government  in  every  case  where  it  had 
attempted  to  buihl  and  operate  tele- 
graph lines  and  that  this  policy  would  be 
abandoned  in  future  and  that  the  gov- 
ernment would  use  the  wires  of  private 
telegraph  companies. 

F'or  this  reason  the  government  would 
not  build  a  cable  to  Manitou  island,  but 
if  a  storm  signal  was  established  would 
prefer  to  use  the  wires  of  the  Western 
Union  or  some  other  telegraph  com- 
pany. Inasmuch  as  no  private  company 
had  a  wire  to  Manitou  island  or  had  any 
intention  of  building  one  there,  ships 
bound  from  Chicago  are  still  without  the 
protection  which  a  signal  on  this  island 
would  give. 

Similar  cases  have  happened  on  the 
shores  of  Lake  Superior.  If  there  did 
not  happen  to  be  a  private  wire  running 
to  a  certain  point  wtiere  a  signal  would 
have  been  very  useful  to  navigators,  the 
department  would  refuse  to  lay  a  wire 
even  for  a  mile. 


Charges  Against  a  Postmaster. 

San  Francisco,  Jan.  16.  Postmaster 
McCoppin  is  accused  of  violating  the 
civil  service  rules  by  removing  two  sub- 
ordinates. A  telegram  to  that  effect  has 
been  sent  to  the  postmaster  general,  and 
Attorney  N.  Clements  says  he  intends  to 
bring  the  matter  before  the  civil  service 
commission  at  Washington.

London,  Jan.  16.— Lord  Randolph 
Churchill  is  much  weaker  today  and  ii  is 
believed  that  the  end  is  near.

Kowodays  Pert'oriuurit  l!^ud«avor  to  Under-

At  a  gathering  of  men  prominent  in 
the  theatrical  world  the  other  night  an 
autlior  who  has  had  somo  Kuecess  with 
one  cr  two  pl.'iys  brought  up  the  old  argu- 
ment that  actors  were,  in  a  great  measure, 
littltt  better  than  aut>omatans. 

A  star  wanted  a  play  in  a  hurry.  W'hat 
ho  was  using  was  not  to  the  public  tastti, 
and  the  author  sent  bim  one  of  the  many 
wliich  were  knocking  about  in  his  trunk 
.Somo  three  weeks  after  tho  piece  had  been 
produced  ho  nm  out  to  a  lityo  town  in 
Nt  w  .lersey  and  s/iw  the  play.  It  was  not 
a  I  it  liko  tho  play  be  planned  and  wrote. 
Tho  situations  were  all  there,  and  so  were 
the  lines,  hut  ideas  ho  had  never  dreamed 
of  iu  countction  with  tho  play  were  being 
conveyed  by  tlm  actors.  This  made  him 
furious,  and  he  railed  at  actors  in  gen- 
eral, saying  that  they  had  no  ideas  of 
their  own,  and  there  was  not  one  actor 
out  of  ten  who  could  tell  you  tho  story  of 
the  play  in  which  he  was  appearing. 

The  poor  lictor  has  Jioard  this  claim  re 
peatcd  many  times.  When  Henry  Irving 
was  in  this  country,  tho  American  dram- 
atists gave  a  dinner  in  hia  honor.  In 
responding  to  tho  pleasant  tldngs  said 
about  liim  the  English  actor  told  how  ho 
h.-id  been  an  actor  for  many  years  before 
he  held  ever  given  any  thought  to  the 
general  character  of  the  plays  in  which  he 
was  taking  part.  It  had  only  been  after 
lie  bad  ri.sen  iu  his  profe&^ion  .that  he  bad 
understood  tho  work  of  the  author  and 
how  close  a  relation  one  scene  bore  to  an- 
other. When  he  became  a  manager,  ho 
made  a  .study  of  these  things,  and  tlio  pro- 
duction of  a  play  me.int  a  "great  deal  more 
to  bim  than  the  memorizing  or  Lis  lines 
and  of  his  cues. 

To  strengthen  his  argument  that  most 
actors  paid  little  attention  to  anything  but 
tlieir  own  lines,  Mr.  Irving  told  a  story 
about  tho  famous  Frenchman,  Frederick 
Lemaitre.  Tho  latter  bad  made  a  gigantic 
hit  in  a  now  play,  tho  name  of  which  I 
cannot  now  recall,  and  had  been  giving  it 
steadily  for  nearly  two  jcars  in  Paris. 
While  dining  one  afternoon  with  a  friend 
tho  latter  .is  a  joke  asked  him  what  was 
tho  story  of  the  play,  in  whicli  he  was  be- 
ing seen.  To  his  ama'zcment  the  actor  re- 
plied that  ho  h.id  only  a  remote  idea. 

This  will  strike  most  people  as  being 
decidedly  odd,  but  Mr.  Irving's  word  is 
not  to  be  doubted.  Lemaitre  told  tho 
truth,  and  while  many  actoi-s  of  his  day 
might  have  answered  like  questions  in  tho 
same  way  the  actor  of  today  who  would 
say  the  same  thing  would  be  looked  upon 
as  a  curiosity. 

Actors  are  not  automatons,  and  the 
man  who  couhl  not  t«ll  you  tho  story  of 
tho  play  in  which  ho  is  appearing  would 
bo  an  imbecile,  .'^uch  a  man  I  do  not  be- 
lieve exists  in  the  profession.  Wh.it  Mr 
Irving  says  and  what  my  friend  the  an 
thor  holds  was  true  in  .1  measure  10  or  15 
years  ago,  but  it  is  not  today. 

Years  ago,  when  I  was  a  member  of  a 
stock  company,  I  frequently  appeared  in 
plaj's  of  which  I  knew  very  little.  We 
used  to  give  for.r  or  live  different  plays  a 
week,  and  we  rehearsed  every  day.  Of  a 
Mondjy  morning  1  would  be  given  several 
parts  and  tokl  to  memorize  thcni.  .Some 
of  tiiese  p.irts  would  consist  of  (35  or  more 
pages,  and  all  of  my  time  was  put  in 
studying,  rehearsing  and  playing.  I  had 
no  time  for  recreation. 

There  was  nothing  but  work  and  worry, 
with  a  small  salary  thrown  in  and  a  hopti 
that  I  would  pull  through  with  the  help 
of  heaven  and  the  prompter.  Had  somo 
one  asked  mo  in  those  days  the  story  of 
any  one  of  the  plays  in  which  I  was  ap- 
pearing I  could  not  have  told  him.  Ir. 
fact,  1  was  not  expected  to  Icnow.  All 
that  was  required  was  that  1  ehouldknow 
my  linis.  But,  to  use  a  very  old  and  mil- 
dewed expression,  times  have  changed. 

Tho  production  of  plays  today  is  reduc- 
ed to  a  sciontilic  principle.  If  Mr.  Daly 
or  Mr.  Frohman  or  any  of  our  big  man- 
agers decides  to  produce  a  new  play,  a  call 
is  postc<l  notifying  the  company  to  meet 
at  the  theater  at  a  certain  hour.  The  au- 
thor is  present,  and  it  is  his  «)r  her  duty 
to  read  tho  work  to  the  assembled  company 
and  explain  to  it  his  or  her  ideas  and  where 
and  how  he  or  she  desires  to  obtain  cer- 
tain effects.  P^vcry  point  is  made  clear. 
Tlie  stage  manager  has  already  cast  the 
play,  and,  tho  reading  ovTfi',  the  parts  are 
handed  around.  Tho  next  day  the  really 
hard  work  begins  when  tho  play  is  placed 
in  relicarsal. 

It  is  the  author's  business  to  be  present 
.it  all  these  rehearsals.  Bronson  Howard 
rehearses  all  of  his  own  plays.  Ho  takes 
a  se.it  down  near  the  stage  with  a  copy  of 
the  manuscript  in  his  hand  and  directs 
every  little  bit  of  sttxge  business  and  cor- 
rects every  mistake.  Clay  Greene,  David 
Belasco,  Augustus  Thomas,  Paul  Potter, 
Sydney  Roseufeld  ami  all  of  our  promi- 
nent authors  attend  ah  of  the  rehears.ils 
of  their  plays,  for  they  have  learned  tho 
lesson  that  it  is  to  their  interest   to  do  so. 

My  friend  the  author,  who  complained 
so  much  about  actors  being  automatons 
and  being  devoid  of  ideas,  had  neglected 
to  attend  the  rehearsals  of  his  play  and 
was  surprised  when  ho  st.vt  it  to  find  that 
all  of  his  ideas  had  not  been  carried  out. 
The  man  who  stagetl  it  drew  his  own  de- 
ductions, the  most  reasonable  perhaps 
that  ho  could,  and  then  gave  tho  ideas  to 
the  company.  Such  cases,  however,  aro 
very  rare. 

To  my  mind,  the  actors  of  today  are  an 
enlightened  body,  and  most  authors  who 
have  been  brought  in  contact  with  them 
will  bear  out  this  statement. — William  H. 
Crane  in  New  York  World.

Trying  to  sav<>  luTsHdf  by  fli.qht. 
He  .Hhouti-d,   "Bill,  bijfore  .she  goea 
•Tii-st  play  up<jn  hir  with  the  hose." 
i'ar.-»d,  as.saulted,  all  but  drowned, 
BleediuK  from  the  puppies'  wouad. 
Till-  plaintiff,  t'(  nth  nun  of  the  jury. 
At  lu.st  eseiiix'd  this  bliK-k^uard's  fury 
And  ronies  in  court  to  see  if  you 
Will  do  as  you'd  have  others  do. 

These  atrocities,  the  Albany  Law  Jour- 
n.al  says,  resulted  in  ."i  verdict  of  $575  for 
his  client.  His  patron  was  so  pleased  that 
ho  gave  him  another  case,  in  which  he 
recovered  $it,5,S3  against  the  Long  Island 
Bailroad  company  on  injuries  to  a  wom- 
an's knee.  This  case  he  summed  up  in 
rhyme,  n-marking  among  other  things 
deserving  death:

The  French  Senators  and  Deputies  Gathered 

at  Versailles  Today  to  Elect  a  New 

President. 


Henri  Brisson  Had  a  Large  Lead  Over  Rous- 
seau and  Faure  on  the  First 
S^llot. 


Rousseau  Withdrew  and  on  the  Second  Bal- 
lot Felix  Faure  Was    Elected  Presi- 
dent  of  France. 


The  General  Opinion  Throughout  France  is 
That  Casinfiir-Perier  Mads  a  Mis- 
take in  Resigning. 


Vkrsailli  s.  Jan.  17.— In  anticipation 
of  the  meeting  this  afternoon  of  the  sen- 
ators and  deputies  to  elect  a  new  presi- 
dent of  France,  the  usually  placid  pal- 
ace of  Versailles,  where  the  election 
takes  place,  is  humming  like  a  beehive. 
An  army  of  telegraph  operators  is  in- 
stalled in  a  section  ot  the  palace  setapart 
for  their  use,  and  from  this  operating 
room  are  a  large  number  of  wirss  cc n- 
uectirg  with  Paris.  In  addition,  every- 
thing IS  readv  here  to  set  the  type  of  the 
Journal  Oftkial  and  place  its  forms  in 
the  hands  of  printers,  who  have  their 
presses  already  in  working  order  in 
order  to  put  out  the  special  edition  of 
that  paper  which  will  announce  the  re- 
sult of  the  work  of  the  national  assem- 
bly. 

The  first  train  load  of  deputies  and 
senators  brought  the  otiirers  of  the  sen- 
ate and  the  chamber  of  deputies.  M. 
Challemel-Lacour,  president  of  the  sen- 
ate, who  in  that  capacity  presides  over 
the  national  assembly,  traveled  from  the 
Mont  Parnasec  railroad  station  on  the 
train.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  offi- 
cial secretary  and  upon  arrival  here 
drove  to  the  palace  in  an  open  carriage. 
There  are  only  three  candidates  for 
the  presidency  whose  chances  of  election 
are  seriously  discussed,  namely:  M. 
Waldeck- Rousseau.  M.  Henri  lirisson 
and  M.  Felix  Faure.  Two  ballots,  it  is 
believed,  will  be  sufficient.  Numbers  of 
senators  have  expressed  the  intention 
of  voting  for  M.  Waldeck-Rousseau, 
whose  friencs  expect  that  he  will  secure 
300  votes  on  the  first  ballot.  M.  Bris- 
son's  supporters  claim  a  similar  total, 
with  the  balance  of  the  votes,  about  250, 
conceded  for  Felix  Faure.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  latter  will  retire  after  the  first 
ballot  in  favor  of  M.  Waldeck-Rosseau 
When  M.  Casimir-Perier  was  elected  853 
votes  were  cast  by  the  members  of  the 
asismbly. 

The  train  bringing  the  ministers  to 
Versailles  lelt  Paris  at  noon.  Their  de- 
parture was  not  marked  ^y  any  demon- 
strations upon  the  part  of  the  public. 
Several  members  of  the  diplomatic  corps 
travelled  on  the  same  train.  M.  Car- 
naud.  the  Socialist  deputy,  who  was  re- 
cently imprisoned  at  Roanne  for  incit- 
ing workmen  to  strike,  was  released  last 
evening  and  arrived  here  just  before  the 
ministers. 

By  the  time  the  hour  for  opening  the 
national  assembly  approached,  all  the 
streets  leading  to  the  palace  of  Ver- 
sailles were  thronged  with  animated 
crowds.  When  the  cabinet  ministers 
arrived  at  the  palace,  M.  Dupuy, 
the  premier.  was  heard  to 
declare  to  several  of  his  friends  that  he 
was  not  a  presidential  candidate.  In  the 
lobbies  of  the  Salle  du  Congress  the 
greatest  uncertainty  prevailed  in  regard 
to  the  result,  although  there  seemed  to 
be  a  decided  impression  that  M.  Wal- 
deck-Rosseau would  be  elected.  Voting 
tickets  with  the  names  of  M.  Waldeck- 
Rosseau,  Brisson,  Faure  and  Meline,  the 
protectionist  leader,  were  everywhere 
being  distributed  by  the  active  mana- 
gers of  their  campaigns. 

During  the  mornin?  it  was  stated  that 
the  members  of  the  Right  had  decided 
to  oppose  the  candidacy  of  M.  Brisson  to 
the  utmost.  The  latter  reached  Ver- 
sailles at  12:30  p.  m.  and  went  directly  to 
the  palace  where  he  was  warmly  re- 
ceived by  his  many  friends.  M.  Wal- 
deck-Rousseau drove  from  Paris  accom- 
panied by  his  wife,  and  he  also  met  with 
a  warm  welcome  from  bis  friends  when 
he  reached  the  Salle  du  Congress. 

M.  Cnallemel-Lacour,  president  of  the 
senate,  the  presiding  officer  of  the  as 
sembly,  called  the  senators  and  deputies 
together  at  i  p.  m.  The  proceedings 
were  no  sooner  opened  than  M.  Henry 
Michilin  (Reunionist)  asked  leave  to  ad- 
dress the  assembly  with  the  object  of 
recommending  the  convocation  of  a  con- 
stitutional assembly  and  that  Debaudry 
d'Asson,  ( Monarchist  and  Revisionist), 
who,  as  a  result  of  his  interrup- 
tions, has  repeatedly  been  the  object 
of  rigorous  measures  upon  the  part  of 
presidents  of  the  chamber  of  deputies, 
demanded  to  be  heard;  but,  as  it  is  be- 
lieved that  he  was  only  going  to  make 
some  of  his  familiar  affirmations  of  devo- 
tion to  the  monarchy  and  the  papacy,  the 
president  refused  to  hear  or  to  permit  M. 
Michilin  to  address  the  assembly. 

M.  Challemel-Lacour  ordered  that  the 
first  ballot  be  immediately  taken.  This 
was  proceeded  with  amid  considerable 
excitement  in  the  galleries  and  in  the 
great  halls,  which  were  crowded  to  the 
utmost  capacity  with  notabilities  repre- 
senting every  profession. 

The  following  are  the  official  figures 
for  the  first  ballot  for  president:  M.  Henri 
Brisson,  344:  M.  Felix  Faure.  216;  M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau.  195.  The  number 
of  scattering  votes  is  not  announced.  A 
majority  of  the  total  number  of  votes 
cast  is  recjuired  to  elect: 

M.  Waldeck-Rousseau  retired  in  favor 
of  M.  Felix  Faure  after  tbe  first  ballot 
On  the  next  ballot  Faure  was  elected 
president  of  France. 

Followintj  was  the  result  of  the  second 
ballot,  so  far  as  the  leading  candidates 
are  concerned:  M.  Felix  taure.  430;  M. 
Henri  Brisson.  361.  There  was  a  vio- 
lent Socialist  protest  when  the  result  was 
announced. 

A  president  is  elected  for  seven  years, 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  tbe  national 


assembly.  There  have  been  five  presi- 
dents of  the  third  French  republic:  M. 
Thiers,  elected  Aug.  13,  1871.  resigned 
May  24.  1873;  diet!  -'^ept.  30,  1S77.  Mar- 
shal McMahon,  elected  May  24,  1873.  re- 
signed fan.  30,  1S79;  died  Oct.  17.  1893. 
Jules  Grevy.  elected  Jan.  30,  1879;  •■«• 
electtd  Dec.  28,  1885,  resigned  Dec.  2, 
181S7;  died  Sept.  0,  1890.  M.  Carnot, 
elected  Dec.  3,  1887,  assassinated  at 
Lyons  June  24,  iS<;4.  M.  Casimir-Perier. 
elected  June  27,  1894,  resigned  Jan.  "15. 
1895. 

M.  Felix  Faure  was  born  in  Paris  on 
Jan.  30.  1841.  He  was  formerly  a  ship 
owner  of  Havre  and  was  president  of  the 
chamber  of  commerce  of  that  town. 
During  the  Franco-Prussian  war  he  was 
chief  of  a  battalion  of  the  garde  mobile, 
and  ledifrom  Havre  to  Pans  volunteeVs 
who  assisted  in  ptitting  down  the 
commune.  He  was  first  elected  to  the 
chamber  of  deputies  as  a  Republican  in 
iSSi,  and  at  the  time  of  the  formation  of 
the  Gambetti  cabinet  ot  Nov.  14.  1881. 
he  became  under  secretary  of  state  in 
the  then  new  ministry  of  commerce  and 
the  colonies.  He  relinquished  office  with 
the  members  of  the  cabinet  in  January, 
1.S82,  but  he  was  called  to  fill  the  same 
office  on  Sept.  24,  1883,  >nthe  last  cabinet 
presided  over  by  M.  Jules  Ferry,  and  re- 
signed with  the  rest  of  the  ministry  on 
March  31,  1885.  M.  Faure  was 
elected  to  represent  the  Seme- 
Inferiure  in  the  elections  of 
Oct.  4,  188;,  and  for  the  third  time  be- 
came under  secretary  of  state,  this  time 
in  the  Tirard  cabinet.  In  the  elections 
of  Sept.  22,  1889,  he  was  elected  to  re- 
present the  Second  district  of  Havre, 
.-ind  in  the  Dupuy  cabinet,  which  re- 
signed just  previous  to  the  resignation 
of  M.  Casimir-Perier,  he  was  minister  of 
marine.  

PERIER'S  GRIEVOUS  ERROR. 


General  Opinion    in  France  That  He  Made   a 
Mistake. 

London,  Jan.  17.— The  News  corre- 
spondent says:  "There  is  but  one  opinion 
in  France  and  that  is  that  M.  Casimir- 
Perier  has  committed  a  grievous  fault. 
Against  his  own  personal  comfort,  the 
gravest  rea.sons  of  state  go  for  nothing. 
If  he  had  thought  about  the  matter  he 
might  have  said,  'apres  moi  le  deluge,' 
but — and  this  is  his  only  excuse— he  evi- 
dently did  not  reflect.  His  own  letters 
show  that  his  resignation  was  the  out- 
come of  a  fit  of  petulant  irritation. 

"He  discovered  that  the  presidency  was 
not  a  bed  of  roses  and  that  the  president 
must  suffer  bodily  discomforts,  risks, 
ingratitude,  calumny  and  even  wounded 
vanity,  but  h  t  must  have  been  aware  ot 
all  this  when  he  accepted  the  greatest 
honor  the  nation  could  bestow  upon  a 
citizen.  He  displayed  great  bravery  in 
the  war  ot  1870,  and  was  credited  with 
equal  moral  courage,  yet  the  very  first 
crisis  reveals  that  the  iron  arm  was  but  a 
painted  reed. 

"Not  a  single  party  judges  the  resig- 
nation favorably.  The  Conservatives 
call  him  a  deserter.  The  Opportunists 
of  the  Raynal  and  Burdeau  set  are  very 
angry  that  he  did  not  stay  to  defend 
them  in  tbe  terrible  scandal  that  threat- 
ens to  submerge  them.  Through  his  in- 
timate friends,  the  Burdeaus  thought 
they  could  govern  him  and  thereby  graft 
themselves  upon  the  Conservative  party 
and  thus  be  indepenpent  of  sincere  Re- 
publicans. There  is  a  deal  of  truth  in 
his  complaints,  but  what  else  could  have 
he  expected?  Surely  he  knew  the  presii 
dency  was  not  Cicsansni. 

"At  the  palace  ot  the  Elysee.  disap- 
pointment is  felt  at  tbe  manner  in  which 
M.  Casimir-Perier's  letter  has  been  re- 
ceived. It  is  felt  that  he  should  merely 
have  resigned  without  attacking  the  in- 
stitution of  the  presidency,  and  that  he 
should  have  waited  until  he  re-entered 
the  chamber  as  a  deputy.  His  parting 
arrow  is  as  sharply  barbed  as  he  could 
make  it.  He  was  certainly  plotted 
against  by  those  whom  he  treated  as 
Iriends.  but  it  was  for  him  to  out-maneu- 
ver them.  I  cannot  think  of  any  respect- 
able paper,  whether  Royalist,  Radical  or 
Republican,  which  has  assailed  or  vili- 
fied him.  The  others  were  beneath  con- 
tempt, and  should  have  been  looked  upon 
as  not  worth  noticing. " 

The  Times,  in  an  editorial,  paints  a 
eloomy  picture  of  the  situation.  It  asks: 
"What  benefit  is  to  come  to  France 
through  M.  Casjmir-Perier's  resignation? 
Will  the  confidence  of  the  nation  be  more 
freely  bestowed  upon  the  office  thus 
hastily  vacated?  However  plainly  we 
perceive  the  essentially  personal  char- 
acter of  M.  Casimir-Perier's  motives,  it 
IS  impossible  to  deny  that  what  has  hap- 
pened is  exactly  what  the  revolutionary 
factions  desired  to  happen.  Nothing 
short  of  a  grave  strategical  blunder  can 
thus  make  a  gilt  ot  success  to  those 
whom  it  was  the  president's  first  duty  to 
resist." 

A  dispatch  to  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette 
from  Paris  says  that  when  M.  Casimir- 
i'erier  heard  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
chamber  of  deputies  yesterday,  he  was 
completely  overcome.  The  dispatch 
adds  that  the  Socialists  are  intoxicated 
with  their  victory  and  that  the  Royalists 
are  in  a  ferment.  The  duke  of  Orleans 
and  Count  de  Haussonville,  the  Roval- 
ist  leader  in  Paris,  are  in  active  tele- 
graphic correspondence.  Manifestos 
from  the  duke  of  Orleans  and  from 
Priiice  Victor  Napoleon  are  expected 
today. 

The  Pall  Mall  Ga;'.ette  dispatch  also 
says  that  orders  have  been  given  at  the 
frontiers  to  suppress  anything  like  at- 
tempts to  demonstrations  against  the 
republic  which,  it  is  added,  is  not  likely 
to  be  shaken  by  the  political  develop- 
BBsnts.

St.  Paul,  Jan.  17.— In  the  house  yes- 
terday afternoon  Mr.  Mclnnis,  of  Vir- 
ginia, introduced  a  state  arbitration  bill, 
which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
judiciary. 

The  bill  is  practically  the  one  evolved 
by  the  Duluth  chamber  of  commerce, 
and  provides  that  the  governor  shall  ap- 
point a  state  board  of  conciliation  and 
arbitration  of  five  members;  that  in  all 
counties  in  which  are  located  cities  hav- 
ing a  population  exceeding  10,000  per- 
sons, the  senior  judge  of  the  district 
court  of  the  district  in  which  said  county 
IS  located  shall  appoint  a  similar  board 
for  the  city  or  cities  in  such  county,  and 
that  whenever  such  board  learns  of  a 
strike  or  lockout  in  its  territory  it  shall 
put  itself  into  communication  as  soon  as 
may  be  with  such  employer  and  employ- 
es and  endeavor  to  affect  an  amicable 
settlement  by  mediation. 


St.  Paul,  Jan.  17. — The  first  busi- 
ness in  tbe  bouse  after  roll  call  was  the 
matter  of  the  long  expected  committees, 
in  the  assignment  of  which  St.  Louis  and 
adjoining  counties  fared  well.

I  New  York,  Jan.  17.— Suits  have  been 
brought      in    the    supreme    court    here 

!  against  seven  large  New  York  wholesale 
firms  by  Harry  Simon,  of  tbe  firm  of 
Charles  Simon  s  Sons,  of  this  city,  to  re- 
cover $50,000  from  each  firm  for  defama- 
tion of  character  and  false  imprisonment, 
they  having  charged  him  with  conspiring 
with  H.  J.  Rosenthal  to  defraud  the  lat- 
ter's  creditors. 


Washington,  Jan.  17.— Mr.  Pugh  se- 
cured recognition  soon  after  tbe  senate 
met  today  to  present  what  he  regarded 
as  a  solution  to  tbe  present  lack  of  gov- 
ernment revenue.  The  senator  varied 
the  usual  custom  of  introducing  a  bill  by 
reading  the  full  text  of  his  measure  with 
great  deliberateness  and  then  comment- 
ing on  it.  The  bill  provides  for  the  im- 
mediate issue  of  $100,000,000  of  treasury 
notes  to  meet  deficiencies,  these  notes  to 
be  redeemable  in  coin  and  to  be  con- 
stantly re-issued.  It  further  directed 
the  coinage  of  the  seigniorage 
and  the  deposit  of  silver  bullion  from 
American  mines. 

Mr.  Hill  asked  if  the  senator  asked  the 
immediate  passage  of  this  bill? 

"That  question,"  said  Mr.  Pugh,  "is  in 
line  with  the  New  York  senator's  treat- 
ment of  all  great  public  questions  and  I 
decline  to  answer  it." 

After  further  discussion  tbe  bill  was 
referred  to  the  finance  committee. 

Mr.  Sherman,  as  soon  as  Mr.  Pugh 
had  closed,  rose  with  another  important 
financial  measure.  Its  reading  received 
the  closest  attention  from  senators  on 
both  sides.  The  Sherman  bill 
provided  for  the  issue  and 
sale  of  bonds  under  the  provisions  - 
of  the  resumption  act  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  deficiencies  of  the  treasury  re- 
quire, the  proceeds  to  be  used  wholly 
tor  deficiencies,  the  bonds  to  run  five 
>ears  at  not  to  exceed  3  percent  interest. 

The  second  section  provides  that  in 
lieu  of  tbe  foreton^  il«  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury  may  issue 
coin  certificates  in  denom- 

inations of  $5  to  $too,  bearing  3  per  cent 
interest  and  put  tbe  certificates  into  cir- 
culation through  the  treasuries  and  post- 
office.  Tbe  third  section  deals  with  the 
deposits  of  bonds  in  national  banks. 

Mr.  Sherman's  bill  was  referred  with- 
out comment  to  the  finance  committee.

THE  ALTAMONTE  BILL'S  FATE. 


It  Will  Be  Settled  in  the  House   Next  Mon- 
day. 

Washington,  Jan.  17.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.]— The  fate  of  theAlumonte 
bill  will  be  settled  in  the  bouse  for  this 
session  next  Monday.  The  rules  will  be 
suspended  and  any  committee  can  bring 
in  one  bill.  A  two-thirds  vote  is  required, 
however,  to  pass  the  bill  under  suspen- 
sion of  the  rules. 

The  committee  on  Indian  affairs,  with 
but  two  dissenting  votes,  today  decided 
to  allow  Represenutive  Baldwin  to  bring 
up  the  Altamonte  bill  as  tbe  committee 
bill.  There  will  be  a  haif-hour's  debate 
and  then  the  vote  will  be  taken.  It  is 
not  believed  that  the  opposition  can  mus- 
ter sufficient  votes  to  defeat  the  bill.

Tomorrow  there  will  be  a  bearing  on 
the  Altamonte  company's  project  before 
the  house  judiciary  committee.  Some  ot 
the  best  legal  talent  in  the  country  will 
appear  and  argue  tbe  respective  rights 
of  the  company  under  tbe  permit  issued 
by  the  secretary  of  war  and  which  is  now 
pending  before  the  committee. 

For  the  citizens  of  Cloquet,  ex-Con- 
gressman Dunnell  will  apoear.  For  the 
Weverhauser  and  C.  N.  Nelson  lumber 
interests,  ex-commissioner  of  tbe  general 
land  office.  Gen.  S.  S.  Burdett,  will  be 
heard.  Congressmen  Kiefer  and 
Tawney,  who  oppose  tbe  Altamonte 
scheme,  will  also  be  heard.  For  the 
Altamonte  people,  S.  A.  Thompson,  of 
Duluth,  and  E.  S.  Jennison  will  present 
arguments. 

The  project  is  now  one  of  the  most 
conspicuous  before  congress  and  Maj. 
Baldwin,  who  is  pressing  the  bill,  is  using 
every  effort  possible  to  get  the  bill 
through.  Time  and  again  he  has  been 
defeated,  but  taking  his  cue  in  congres- 
sional fortitude  from  Congressman 
Springer,  the  Duluth  congressman  never 
gives  up.

The  situation  is  becoming 
more  serious  since  the  arrival  of  Viceroy 
Lui  Kun  Vih.  Li  Hung  Chang's  greatest 
enemy  and  head  of  the  Hunan  faction. 
The  first  evidence  of  Lui  Kun  Vih  is  the 
issuing  of  a  decree  condemning  Admiral 
Tmg  Rung  to  death,  and  all  other  otTiccrs 
in  command  of  divisions  yet  alive  who 
showed  cowardice  before  or  ailer  the 
battle.  r>v  this  sweeping  decree  none  of 
the  generals  or  admirals  escape. 

The  decree  states  that  as  they  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  unnecessary  fall  of 
Port  Arthur,  death  must  be  their  penalty. 
The  board  of  punishment  will  publicly 
disgrace  the  commanders  before  execu- 
tion. The  mandate  overrides  Li  Hung 
Chang's  desperate  attempt  to  "white 
wa&b"  evtrv  cowirdly  commander  who 
deserted  his  post  at  the  fall  of  Port 
Arthur. 

Officers  have  been  sent  after  Admiral 
Kung  with  instructions  to  bring  him  back 
alive  or  leave  his  dead  body  to  the  vul- 
tures. Kung  will  surely  be  taken.  He 
is  hiding  at  Yang  Chow.  Kung  is  a 
brothtr  of  the  Chinese  minister  to  Eng- 
land, and  up  to  a  recent  date  under  Li 
Hung  Chang  was  a  very  powerful  poli- 
tician at  c  mrt,  Lui  has  selected  Kung 
for  bis  special  revenge  on  account  ot  his 
eomitv  to  Li  Hung  Ch^ing. 

Lord  Li,  another  impeached  admiral, 
is  in  hiding  and  is  in  communiiation 
with  Kung.  Government  spies  have  re- 
ported these  facts  to  the  authorities,  so 
that  his  capture  is  certain.  Admiral 
Ling  IS  locked  up  with  his  fleet  at  Wei 
Hai  Wei.  It  is  said  if  he  hears  of  his 
fate  he  will  cheat  the  executioner,  as  he 
IS  extremely  proud  -ind  will  not  live  to 
satisty  the  hatred  of  his  old  rival  Lui. 

An  edict  issued  a  month  ago  by  the 
emperor  of  China  to  those  within  the 
palace  precincts  has  just  come  to  light. 
During  this  time  it  has  been  jealously 
guarded  from  the  public  as  it  was  hoped 
and  wished  that  the  young  emperor, 
desparing  and  discouraged,  would  change 
his  mind  and  recall  his  utterances  It 
was  given  out  when  Wing  Thung  Tsao 
and  Wen  Thung  Shih  memorialized  the 
emperor  suggesting  the  removal  of  the 
capital  westward.  The  substance  of  this 
proclamation  is  as  follows: 

"When  we  first  took  charge  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  empire  it  was  our  Jntenlion 
to  introduce  many  reforms.  oS'ddenly 
and  unexpectedly  the  Japanese  'aave 
broken  the  peace,  taken  away  our  Corean 
dependency  and  taken  possession  of  the 
borders  of  our  empire. 

"We  have  sent  our  generals  on  whom 
we  trusted,  with  their  armies,  to  punish 
the  enemies  of  peace  and  drive  them 
away,  but  we  never  intended  to  disturb 
the  peace  of  the  Japanese  empire,  and 
this  our  ancestors  and  all  foreign  nations 
will  know. 

"Little  did  we  expect  that  our  generals 
were  incompetent  and  in  many  cases  un- 
trustworthy and  that  the  soldiers  were 
insubordinate  and  ill  supplied 
with  inadequate  arms  that 

large  sums  of  money  were  ap- 
propriated by  us  to  supply  them  with, 
and  it  is  for  these  reasons  that  the  Jap- 
anese have  gained  victory  after  victory 
and  place  alter  place,  which  causes  us 
the  greatest  concern  and  makes  our  an 
cestors  restless  in  their  honored  graves 
"All  this  atrliction  and  trouble  is  be- 
cause we  are  unworthy  and  have  em- 
ployed unfit  men.  If,  however,  the  worst 
comes  and  the  enemy  secure  our  sacred 
altars,  then  there  remains  nothing  for  us 
but  to  perish  at  the  altar  of  our  fathers 
and  be  gathered  home  to  them,  fighting 
to  the  last,  as  thty  did  before  us,  for  our 
country  and  our  honor.  When  that  time 
comes  may  you  reverently  escort  the 
empreis  dowager  westward  and  elect  a 
worthy  man  to  be    your    empemr.    loo'<

The  Bridge  Question. 

In  an  interview  with  himself  in  his 
own  paper  this  morning,  Mr.  Hartley 
made  a  lengthy  defense  of  the  amend- 
ments proposed  to  the  Duluth  and  Supe- 
rior Bridge  company's  bill.  Much  of  the 
interview  consist:*  of  criticizing  The  Her- 
ald because  it  opposed  the  original  bill 
and  fought  it  in  the  interests  of  the  peo- 
ple until  the  company  was  compelled  to 
accept  the  amendments  agreed  to  at  a 
conference  of  the  city  councils  and  com- 
mercial bodies  of  Duluth  and  Superior 
and  representatives  of  the  Lake  Car- 
riers' association.  In  seeking  to  amend 
these  provisions  of  the  bid,  the  bridge 
company  is  commiting  a  breach  of  good 
faith.  It  accepted  the  provisions  sug- 
gested by  the  joint  conference  commit- 
tee, and  on  the  strength  of  that  ac- 
ceptance it  secured  authority  to  build 
the  bridge.  Had  it  been  supposed  that 
the  Duluth  and  Superior  company  would 
subsequently  repudiate  the  agreement 
and  seek  to  radically  change  the  bill,  in 
so  far  as  the  character  of  the  bridge  is 
concerned,  a  loud  protest  would  have 
gone  forth  against  the  rights  being  given 
to  this  company. 

Mr.  Hartley  says:  "We  have  betn  ut- 
terly unable  to  find  a  single  steam  rail- 
way company  which  will  join  us  in  build- 
ing or  contract  for  the  use  of  the  bridge 
at  any  price."  This  is  no  doubt  true, 
but  what  of  it?  Mr.  Hartley's  company 
in  seeking  authority  to  build  the  bridge 
professed  to  have  the  necessary  capital 
to  construct  it.  There  was  another  com- 
pany ready  to  bui  d  it,  if  given  authority 
by  congress,  and  it  had  all  the  required 
capital  arranged  for.  It  is  ready  to 
build  the  bridge  today,  if  Mr.  Hartley 
and  bis  company  desire  to  relinquish 
their  rights.  And  it  stands  ready  to  put 
up  a  bridge  th  it  will  conform  in  every 
detail  to  the  agreement  reached  by  the 
joint  committee  representing  the  people 
of  Duluth  and  Superior. 

Mr.  Hartley  forgets  that  this  bridge  is 
not  lor  the  present  only,  but  for  the  fut- 
ure, and  that  within  a  few  years  several 
roads  will  be  anxious  ^o  gain  entrance  to 
Duluth  by  such  a  bridge.  It  will  be  the 
only  bridge  permitted  at  that  point  in 
addition  to  the  Northern  Pacilic  bridge. 
Hence  the  importance  of  providing  in 
the  act  of  congress  now  that  it  shall  fur- 
nish accommodations  for  all  forms  of 
traffic.  Mr.  Hartley  says  the  company's 
plans  provide  for  adding  additional 
tracks  when  needed.  That  may  be  true, 
but  unless  the  act  of  congress  explicitly 
provides  for  them  the  company  need  not 
erect  them.  Mr.  Hartley  may  not  have 
any  voice  m  the  bridge  coaipany  a  few 
years  hence.  He  may  sell  bis  interest. 
Then  of  what  effect  will  be  his  good  in- 
tentions ? 

The  people  of  Duluth  and  Superior 
want  a  firs  -class  bridge  and  no  other 
kind  will  suit.    Under  the  bill    now   be- 


fore congress,  the  cumpanv  would  not  be 
rec{uired  to  put  up  a  tirst-class  bridge. 
Mr.  Hartley  says:  "If  we  build  tliis 
bridge,  it  will  be  as  good  a  bridge  as 
The  Herald  is  a  newspaper."  The  Her- 
ald IS  pleased  to  hear  it,  but  it  is  fearful 
that,  if  the  bill  now  pending  in  the  sen- 
ate be  passed,  we  will  only  get  a  bridge  of 
the  News  Tribune's  character  as  a  news- 
paper, and  Duluth  people  will  not  be 
satisfied  with  such  an  inferior  article. 


A  Chance  to  Reduce  Expdnses. 

Two  communications  art  published  to- 
day in  regard  to  the  subject  of  abolishing 
the  municipal  court  at  West  Duluth. 
Judge  Himebaugh  protests  against  the 
extinction  of  the  court,  and  as  he  is  not 
seeking  re-election  it  cannot  be  said  that 
a  desire  to  retain  the  office  prompts  him 
to  asiume  this  attitude.  He  maintains 
that  the  continuance  of  this  court  was 
part  of  the  compact  when  the  union  of 
Duluth  and  West  Duluth  was  arranged, 
and  instead  of  abolishing  it  he  urges  that 
the  judge  there  be  assigned  to  perform 
the  duties  that  now  fall  upon  the  special 
judge  in  Court  No.  i. 

The  judge  at  West  Duluth  gets  a  sal- 
ary of  $2ooo  a  year,  w^hile  the  special 
judge  is  paid  Jiio  for  each  day  he  serves, 
and  as  he  served  nearly  every  day  last 
year  he  probably  received  $3000.  To 
abolish  the  special  judge  would, 
Mr.  Himebaugh  figures,  effect  a 
of  SictK)  a  year.  But  he  has  forgotten 
the  cost  of  a  clerk  at  West  Duluth  and 
other  expenses  ot  maintenance,  which 
would  probably  amount  to  $1000.  There 
is  no  reason,  thertfore,  why  the  second 
court  should  be  continued.  Outside  of 
the  men  w^ho  are  anxious  to  be  elected 
judge  and  a  few  of  their  friends,  the 
West  Duluth  taxpayers  are  in  favor  of 
doing  away  with  the  court. 

The  second  communication  is  from  one 
of  the  largtst  resident  taxpayers  in  West 
Duluth,  and  he  declares  in  favor  of  abol- 
ishing the  court.  At  the  same  time  he 
draws  attention  to  other  municipal  ex- 
penses 111  that  portion  of  the  city  which 
might  very  properly  be  reduced.  Three 
street  comoiissioners,  an  engineer,  a 
health  inspector  and  a  cow  catcher  cost 
about  S5340  a  year.  It  is  contended 
that  several  of  these  officials  might 
be  dispensed  with,  and  a  great 
saving  effected.  This  is  a  matter  that 
will  bear  investigation,  and  The  Herald 
would  draw  to  it  the  especial  attention  of 
Mayor  Lewis  and  the  common  council. 
There  does  seem  to  be  a  superfluity  of 
officials  at  West  Duluth, and  there  should 
be  an  immediate  inquiry  to  see  if  their 
number  cannot  be  reduced. 

Three  men  at  the  most,  probably  two, 
should  be  sufficient  to  attend  to  the  work 
now  performed  by  the  six  officials.  At 
the  same  time  the  court  there  should  be 
wiped  out.  Here  is  a  chance  to  save 
about  $3600  or$4oooayearin  the  running 
expenses  of  the  city. 


Iron  Manufacturing  in  Minnesota, 
A  subject  of  great  importance  to  Du- 
luth and  the  entire  state  was  discussed 
at  the  meeting  of  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce yesterday.  On  recommendation 
of  the  committee  having  the  question 
under  consideration,  the  legislative  com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  prepare  a  biil 
providing  for  the  rebate  of  the  25-cent 
state  royalty  on  all  i">ti  manufactured 
within  the  state,  witl  i  fifteen  ycarsafter 
the  passage  of  the  bill,  providing  that 
manufacturers  wishing  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  provis:on  must  have  their 
plants  erected  before  igoo. 

This  is  a  measure  that  should  meet 
with  favorable  consideration  by  the  leg- 
islature. It  would  prove  beneficial  not 
only  to  Duluth  but  to  St.  Paul  and  Min- 
neapolis, as  well  as  to  every  other  por- 
tion of  the  state.  The  rebate  of  the 
state  royalty  on  ore  converted  into  pig 
iron  at  plants  established  within  the 
borders  of  the  state  would  offer  a  strong 
inducement  tor  the  location  of  iron  and 
steel  plants  at  this  point.  St.  Paul  and 
Minneapolis  might  also  expect  to  be  se- 
lected as  favorable  points  for  such  es- 
tablishments, while  the  increased  mar- 
ket for  farm  products  provided  by  the 
hundreds  of  men  who  would  be  given 
employment  in  the  furnaces  and  other 
plants  would  benefit  the  farmers  of  Min- 
nesota to  a  very  great  degree. 
"As  matters  now  stand,  the  only  benefit 
the  people  of  Minnesota  generally  derive 
from  the  iron  mines  is  the  royally  of  25 
cents  per  ton,  the  small  amount  of  wages 
paid  to  miners  and  about  10  cents  per 
ton  for  handling  the  ore  at  the  docks.  If 
the  ore  were  turned  into  pig  iron  at 
plants  in  this  state,  the  ainount  of  money 
distributed  among  the  people  would 
equal  nearly  $10  per  ton. 


Bitter  Experience. 

A  pitiful  tale  comes  from  Florida  of 
the  sufferings  and  privations  of  the 
people  who  emigrated  from  Superior  to 
that  state  in  December.  The  land  on 
which  they  were  to  locate  was  distant 
from  any  settlement  and  found  to  be 
unfit  for  cultivation.  The  colony,  it  ap- 
pears, has  been  duped.  They  went 
from  Superior  with  scarce  funds  to  get 
to  their  destination  and  are  now  home- 
less ind  penniless,  as  well  as  friendless. 
A  movement  is  on  foot  in  Superior  to 
raise  funds  for  the    destitute    colonists. 

There  were  some  West  Duluth  people 
who  at  one  time  thought  of  joining  this 
colony,  and  they  are  undoubtedly  glad 
now  that  they  changed  their  minds  on 
the  subicct.  At  the  present  time  an 
eilort  is  being  made  by  interested  per- 
sons to  induce  a  number  of  people  to 
settle  in  Alabam?..  The  experience  of 
the  Superior  colonists  ia  Florida  should 
be  a  warning  to  those  who  may  have 
been  attracted  by  the  rosy  picture  of  life 


in  Alabama.  They  will  find  that  the 
best  plan  is  to  stay  in  Duluth.  There  is 
no  place  in  the  country  that  is  so  pros- 
perous Jas  is  Duluth,  and  if  any  man 
has  a  desire  to  go  farming,  why  not  look 
at  the  splendid  farming  land  within 
easy  distance  of  Duluth?  There  is  an 
excellent  market  here  all  the  yeai  round 
for  all  the  products  of  the  farm. 


The  St.  Paul  Municipal  league  has 
adopted  a  number  of  recommendations 
for  changes  that  are  deemed  advisable 
in  the  city  government.  Among  the  pro- 
posed changes  are  that  the  offices  of  city 
and  county  treasurers,  of  city  comp- 
troller and  county  auditor  and  city  and 
county  attorneys  be  consolidated;  that 
the  board  of  public  works,  water  board, 
workhouse  board  and  the  board  of  con- 
trol be  abolished,  and  that  the  school 
board  be  reduced  to  five  members.  It  is 
also  suggested  that  there  should  be  de- 
partments of  public  works,  coirections 
and  charities,  education  and  fire,  and 
that  each  department  except  that  of 
education  should  be  administered 
through  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor. 


The  Ramsey  county  delegation  intro- 
duced in  the  legislature  yesterday  a  bill 
for  the  abolition  of  the  board  of  public 
works  in  every  city  in  the  state  now  hav- 
ing such  a  board,  and  the  substitution  of 
a  director  of  public  works,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor.  The  first  director 
is  to  he  appointed  on  July  i  next  and 
hold  office  for  a  year,  and  is  to  possess 
all  the  powers  and  authority  now  appei- 
taining  to  the  board  of  public  works. 
This  is  a  measure  of  great  importance 
and  deserves  careful  consideration. 


The  terrib!e  disaster  at  Butte,  Mont, 
due  to  the  presence  of  powder  stored  in 
violation  of  the  law,  should  arouse  the 
attention  of  hre  wardens  in  every  city  to 
the  necessity  of  strictly  enforcing  the 
law  regarding  the  storage  of  explosives. 
Disregard  of  hum.in  life  is  altogether  too 
common.  The  people  residing  in  cities 
are  exposed  to  needless  danger  in  many 
instances,  and  it  is  lime  that  more  atten- 
tion was  paid  to  the  safely  of  the  public. 
Is  the  fire  warden  of  Duluth  performing 
his  full  duty  in  this  respect. 


A  correspondent  of  the  morning  paper 
thinks  that  the  excess  of  receipts  over 
expenses  at  the  Duluth  postoffice  should 
be  devoted  to  extending  the  free  delivery 
system  to  West  Park  and  other  suburbs. 
He  evidently  forgets  that  the  surplus  at 
the  Duluth  office  is  required  to  pay  the 
cost  of  transporting  the  mails  throughout 
the  country.  The  cost  of  transporting 
letters  to  and  from  Duluth  is  an  item 
that  "West  Park"  has  overlooked. 


Senator  Hoar,  of  Massachusetts,  who 
v/as  re-elected  yesterday,  was  first  sent 
to  the  senate  in  1877  when  he  was  48 
years  old.  He  has  been  in  politics 
nearly  half  a  century,  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Forty-first  congress. 


The  "dark  horse"  is  still  the  favorite 
in  the  senatorial  race  at  St.  Paul.  It  is 
possible  that  a  Duluth  man  could  be 
brought  under  the  wire  a  winner.

Judge  Himebaugh   thinks  That  it  Should  i>c 
Retained. 

To  the  F.ditor  of  The  Herald: 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Taxpayer,  of  Jan.  14,  I 
have  this  to  say:  Four  years  ago  when 
the  union  or  disunion  of  Duluth  and 
West  Duluth  hung  in  the  balance,  with 
the  odds  in  favor  of  disunion,  a  compact 
was  made  on  the  basis  of  a  compromise 
for  the  union  to  take  place  three  years 
hence  or  on  Jan.  i,  i8<:;4,  and  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  municipal  court  at  West 
Duluth.  This  agreement  was  entered 
into  by  the  representatives  of  the  two 
parties  interested  and  met  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  people  of  both  cities.  So 
much  for  the  agreement. 

Now  as  to  the  expense,  which  seems  to 
be  the  only  thing  which  sticks  in  the 
craw  of  Mr.  Taxpayer.  The  law  pro- 
vides that  there  shall  be  a  judge  elected 
for  the  court  in  the  city  of  Duluth,  who 
shall  preside  iiver  the  same  at  all  times 
and  do  the  business  of  said  court;  also  a 
special  judge,  who  shall  upon  the  invita- 
tion of  the  judge  of  said  court,  or  the 
mayor  of  said  city,  assist  the  judge  in  the 
transaction  of  the  business  ot  said  court, 
for  which  he  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of 
$10  for  every  day  or  fractional  part 
thereof. 

Under  this  law  the  court  now  known 
as  No.  I  can  be  made  to  cost  the  city  of 
Duluth  j^iDoa  a  year  for  judges,  and  as  a 
matter  of  fact  has  come  close  to  that 
t'lgute  the  last  year. 

It  is  provided  by  the  law  of  i8<)3, 
chapter  lip,  section  5,  that  the  judges  ot 
the  several  municipal  courts  in  this  city 
shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  and 
preside  in  either  court.  The  judge  at 
West  Duluth  gets  a  salary  of  $2coo  per 
year.  If  he  is  permitted  to  earn  bis 
salaiy,  asthe  law  contemplates,  the  ex- 
istence of  a  court  at  West  Duluih  would 
be  a  saving  to  the  city  of  Duluih  of  Sicoo 
per  year,  and  a  keeping  of  the  compact 
between  Duluth  and  V»'est  Duluih. 

Why  should  the  West  Daluih  court  be 
made  a  scapc-^oat  against  which  every 
mtn  shoul'j  be  at  liberty  to  vent  his 
spleen?  Offices  are  not  created  for  the 
benefit  of  individuals,  but  for  the  people 
as  a  means  of  government.  If  the  West 
Duluth  court  had  received  the  courtesy 
ihit  is  due  it  under  the  compact  and  the: 
law,  the  city  of  Duluth  would  have  saved 
$1000  for  the  year  of  i8;)4. 

It  Mr.  Taxpayer  had  been  as  well 
versed  in  the  law  of  the  municipal 
courts  as  he  seems  to  be  in  the  law  of 
mortt;ages,  he  would  not  pose  before  the 
communiiy  as  a  man  adverse  to  home 
institutions.  To  me,  personally,  it  makes 
but  little  difference  wneth^r  the  West 
Duluth  court  is  maintained  or  abolished, 
as  I  am  not  a  candidate  for  re-trlection. 
To  me  as  a  citizen  of  West  Duluth,  em- 
budd  with  patiiotism  for  the  community 
in  which  I  live,  it  makes  a  vast  differ- 
ence.

Municipal  Uourt  No.  2. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Please  allow  me  space  in  your  col- 
umns for  a  few  remaiks  concerning  the* 
curtailing  of  expenses  ;  round  court  No. 
2.  I  see  in  your  edition  of  Jan.  15,  a 
communication  from  a  taxpayer  in  rela- 
tion to  .Mr.  Merchant's  scheme,  but  of 
course  that  need  not  be  considered,  as 
such  a  scheme  is  too  absurd  even  to  be 
considered,  as  most  of  the  delinquent 
taxes  are  due  from  parties  who  bought 
acreage  at  $5  per  acre  and  now  they 
want  J;8oo  for  twenty-five  feet  on  some 
back  alley.  Let  them  sell  their  property 
at  a  reasonable  rate  and  there  will  not  be 
so  much  tax  penalties.  People  in  mod- 
erate circumstacices  have  to  build 
houses  iu  the  alhys and  streets  that  will 
not  be  improved  lor  some  time  as  they 
cannot  afferd  to  pay  $700  or  $8x3  for  a 
lot  to  build  a  hou:ie  on. 

But  now  about  court  No.  2  and  its  ex- 
penses. I  admit  it  is  only  a  burden  on 
the  taxpayers.  The  salary  and  other  ex- 
penses are  somewhere  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $2500  a  year.  That  sum  would 
pay  all  court  fees  to  Duluth  twice  over. 
But  let  us  consider  for  one  moment  th- 
other  expenses  around  the  same  buildii  g 
and  if  the  taxpayers'  money  is  to  b^ 
squandered  it  iLi^^ht  as  well  go  one  way 
as  another. 

Here  we  have  three  street  commis- 
sioners Warming  their  shins  around  court 
No.  2  at  a  salary  of  $6^  per  month,  that 
is  $2340  per  year;  an  engineer  at  $125 
per  month,  that  is  S'Soo  per  year;  a 
health  inspector  and  cow  catcher  must 
be  $1500  per  year  more.  What  the  two 
latter  individuals  are  doing  this  time  of 
year  it  is  pretty  hard  to  tell,  but  we  are 
informed  the  cow  catcher  is  Arthur 
Briggs'  private  secretaiy. 

Now  I  do  not  tee  why  we  must  get  a 
bill  through  the  legislature  to  curtail  ex- 
penses, when  we  can  start  so  near  at 
home  without  it  be  to  abolish  our  board 
of  works  as  they  do  not  seem  to  know  or 
care  what  is  going  on.  One  man  at  $60 
per  month  can  do  what  those  four  men 
are  trying  to  do.

H.  H.  Phelps  presented  a  resolution 
favoriiijj  the  reduction  of  fees  in  the  reg- 
ister of  deeds  and  clerk  of  court's  cttices. 
It  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  leg- 
islatton. 

The  itrcet  railway  company  informed 
the  chamber  that  as  soon  as  the  bridge 
plans  are  received  the  chamber  will  be 
given  acop>. 

loseph  M.  Geist's  application  for  mem- 
bership was  presented  and  referred. 

THEY  ARE  BAD  MEN. 


The  chamber  of  commerce  meeting 
yesterday  afternoon  was  ijuite  an  ani- 
mated one.  The  proposed  insolvency 
law  and  S.  L.  Merchants  tax  rebate 
scheme  were  discussed  at  considerable 
len>;ih.  Tne  tax  question  was  broaght 
up  as  the  special  (>rder  of  business.  The 
report  of  the  committee  on 
legislation  made         last  week 

was  read  again.  This  opposed  Mr. 
Merchants  idea.  E.  C.  Gridley  moved 
to  lay  It  on  the  table  and,  although  under 
strict  parliamentary  rules  a  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table  is  not  debatable,  the  dis- 
cussion began  and  continued  merrily. 

Mr.  Gcidley  said  while  he  was  not  in 
full  accotd  with  all  of  Mr.  Merchant's 
idea  he  did  feel  that  this  state  mi^ht  do 
as  have  others  in  times  of  huancial  de- 
pression and  relieve  the  people  from  the 
severe  penalties  on  delimiuent  taxes. 
The  object  of  the  penalties  is  not  to  eei 
money  but  to  enforce  payment  and  it  by 
rebating  them  the  state  can  get  its 
money  then  it  can  afford  to  do  so. 

J.  V\' .  Bull  thought  there  was  some 
merit  in  Mr.  Merchant's  suggestions.  If 
things  keep  on  taxes  will  pile  up  until 
the  state  will  have  to  auction  them  off 
for  less  than  the  amounts  due  and  the 
lands  will  pass  into  outside  hands.  The 
state  will  have  to  oflfer  some  inducement 
to  get  the  taxes  paid,  and  why  not  better 
offer  it  to  the  owner,  who  is  delinquent, 
than  to  tne  outsider.  The  whole  tax 
system  is  vicious,  said  Mr.  Bull.  The 
idea  of  attaching  lo  per  cent  all  in  one 
day  is  wrong,  rhen,  again,  there  ought 
to  be  semi-annual  payments. 

Col.  Harris  considered  the  report  a 
well  and  wisely  written  measure  and 
thought  the  tax  laws  were  all  right. 

E.  C,  Gridley  claimed  the  adoption  of 
the  report  would  declare  unequivocally 
against  anv  reform. 

J.  W.  Reynolds,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, m.ide  a  strong  argument  in  favor 
of  the  report.  He  said  the  adoption  of 
the  report  would  put  the  chamber  on 
record  only  as  opposed  to  refunding  or 
rcbatmg  the  penalties  of  1892  and  1893. 
Nothing  in  it  could  be  construed  as  de- 
claring against  amending  the  tax  laws. 
He  thought  perhaps  it  would  be  wise  to 
have  serai-annual  payments.  He  read 
the  tax  rates  from  fifteen  or  more  states 
showing  Minnesota  to  be  among  the 
most  lenient,  most  reasonable  and  just. 
He  said  the  adoption  of  Mr.  Merchant's 
suggestion  would  be  class  legislation  of 
the  most  apparent  sort. 

The  motion  to  lay  the  matter  on  the 
table  was  lost  by  a  close  vote  and  it  was 
then  put  over  for  another  week. 

The  committee  on  manufactures, 
through  Henry  C.  Spalding,  chair.iian, 
reported  favorably  to  a  reduction  of 
royalties  on  all  iron  ore  taken  from  state 
lands  which  shall  be  manufactured  in  the 
state.  This  is  to  continue  for  fifteen 
years,  and  all  plants  entitled  to  receive 
the  benetit  of  this  must  be  in  operation 
before  1900.  The  idea  is  to  obtain  an 
entire  remission  ot  the  royalties. 

James  E.  York  was  present  and  favor- 
ed the  idea.  He  spoke  of  the  incentive 
it  would  give  to  the  manufacture  of  the 
iron  ore  at  home  and  said  the  state  would 
secure  through  the  added  wealth  $10  to 
where  it  now  gets  i  cent.  Today  the 
slate  gets  25  cents  and  the  people  hand- 
ling the  ore  on  the  docks  get  about  10 
cents  per  ton  and  the  bsnetit  to  the  state 
aad  the  people  ends. 

The  committee's  report  was  adopted 
and  a  bill  will  be  drafted  and  sent  to 
the  legislature  providing  for  this. 

A  communication  from  the  Minne- 
apolis board  of  trade  was  received  re- 
ferring to  the  attitude  of  the  Duluth 
chamber  on  the  insolvency  law.  The 
idea  was  expressed  that  the  Duluth 
people  had  failed  to  comprehend  the 
idea  of  the  law.  The  existing  insolvency 
iaw  is  not  to  be  superseded  by  the  proposed 
one  but  only  amended.  To  the  creditors 
is  given  the'  choice  of  the  assignee  and 
50  per  cent  must  be  realized  in  order  to 
release  the  insolvent. 

The  latter  point  was  the  one  most  dis- 
cussed, E.  C.  Gridley  thought  it  all 
light.  A  man  who  could  not  pay  50  cents 
on  the  dollar  ought  not  to  be  released. 
\V.  C.  Sherwood  opposed  this  idea 
and  favored  the  present  laws. 

C.  E.  Lovett  took  a  similar  stand.  He 
said  that  there  are  today  commercial 
agencies  which  hunt  up  men's  conditions 
and  keep  creditors  informed.  The 
creditors  have  plenty  of  sateguards  and 
if  they  do  not  know  what  their  debtors 
are  then  thev  deserve  to  lose.  Men  who 
were  wealthy  two  or  three  years  ago  are 
poor  today,  he  said,  and  they  are  not  dis- 
honest men  either.  Shall  one  drive 
them         into  a         corner         take 

everything  they  have 

then  not   discharge

Sutphiu  were  cuculated 
amoni,'  a  number  ut  Duluth  merchants, 
including  C.  I'oirier,  J.  I'olinskv  and 
Mack  &  Johnson.  Tncletterers  of  these 
spurious  documents  were  net  discovered 
although  quite  a  number  of  them  turned 
up. 

The  police  .ire  now  confident  that  they 
will  be  able  to  trace  some  of  these  for- 
geries to  these  men.  Sheriff  Jones,  ot 
Eau  Claire,  arrived  in  Duluth  yesterday 
and  identified  the  man  giving  his  name 
ns  Sam  Cody  as  James  Burns,  otherwise 
Fogarty,  who  played  ihe  same  game  suc- 
cessfully in  Eau  Claire.  Sheriff  Jones 
returned  to  Eau  Claire  last  nighr,  but  he 
will  appear  in  case  the  men  cannot  be 
convicted  for  the  range  crimes.

The  Centfal  I'opulist  club  at  its  reg- 
ular meeting  last  night,  held  in  the 
Parsons'  block,  endorsed  the  candidacy 
of  H.  H.  Dibell  and  1.  W.  Hunt  for  the 
municipal  bench.  l>ed  \'oss  for  treas- 
urer and  \V.  G.  Ten  Brook  for  comp- 
troller. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  fifty  or 
sixty  Populists.  At  the  previous  meet- 
ing of  the  club  the  permanent  organiza- 
tion was  effected.  The  constitution  re- 
quires that  the  roll  be -signed  and  a 
small  sum  of  cash  be  paid  before  one 
can  be  an  active  member.  Last  evening 
a  good  many  found  that  they  were  not 
entitled  to  vi>te,  but  they  took  part  in  the 
discussion  as  a  rule,  and  there  was 
plenty  of  discussion,  too. 

The  oratory  was  opened  by  the  intro- 
duction of  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that 
the  club  formally  endorse  the  candidacy 
of  the  four  gentlemen  named  above. 
While  there  was  scarcely  a  man  present 
who  did  not  txpect  to  support  those  four 
men  at  the  polls,  there  was  some  differ- 
ence of  opinion  as  to  the  advisability  of 
adopting  the  resolution.  Some  thought 
that  ^hey  should  be  brought  forward  in  a 
citizens'  convention. 

Others  did  not  see  the  feasibility  of  a 
citizens*  convention  and  thought  that  the 
resolution  snould  pass.  The  men  named 
were  competent  and  an  endorsement  be- 
fore they  were  taken  up  by  any  other 
party  would  entitle  the  club  to  recogni- 
tion as  a  leader  in  the  matter  of  non- 
partisan municipal  campaigns. 

W.  D.  ("xordon,  John  .M.  Martin,  R.  C. 
Mitchell,  Mr.  Welch,  James  Anderson, 
John  l>o>er, /.  H.  Austin,  H.  Wesen- 
berg,  President  Nichols,  John  L.  Morri- 
son aid  others  made  speeches  of  one 
kind  or  another,  with  the  final  result 
that  the  resolution  prevailed  by  a  vote 
of  two  to  one. 

A  majority  of  the  city  committee  was 
present  and  retired  to  consider  the  ques- 
tion of  a  city  convention.  It  was  decided 
not  to  call  one,  and  it  most  likely  will  not 
be  done  unless  subsequent  events 
make  it  imperative.  Each  ward  will 
look  after  its  own  alderraanic  interest 
without  any  assistance  or  interference 
from  the  other  wards  or  the  city  in  gen- 
eral. If  the  regular  Republican  con- 
vention nominates  an  unht  or  undesir- 
able candidate  for  alderman  in  any  of 
the  wards  the  citizens,  regardless  of 
part\,  will  see  that  an  independent  can- 
didate is  put  in  the  field  and  his  name 
will  go  m  the  ticket  by  petition. 

It  is  estimated  that  probably  ninety- 
nine  Populists  out  of  100  will  support 
Dibell,  Hunt  and  \'oss.  Ten  Brook 
stands  almost  as  strongly  with  that  party 
but  a  few  of  the  more  radical  ones  are 
not  quite  favorable  to  him  because  of 
his  straight  Republicanism.

Again  Be  Treasurer  of  the  City 

of  Duluth. 


The  Democratic  city  convention  was 
called  to  order  shortly  after  2:30  o'clock 
this  afternoon  by  C.  O.  Baldwin,  chair- 
man of  the  ciiy  central  committee.  Mr. 
r>ald«nn  then  read  the  call.  Judge  Hoi- 
lembaek  nominated  John  C.  Bulittt,  Jr., 
for  temporary  chairinan.  The  name  of 
Oscar  Mitchell  was  presented  by 
J.  O.  Secord, 

Mr.  Bullitt  received  eight  votes  and 
Mr.  Mitchell  got  several  times  that  num- 
ber. He  gave  thanks  for  the  honor  and 
announced  that  he  would  refrain  from 
making  a  speech. 

Without  opposition,  James  Rooney 
was  selected    for    temporary    secretary. 

On  motion  of  Judge  HolleccDaek 
Chairman  Mitchell  named  Messrs.  Hol- 
lembaek,  C.  d'Autremont,  Charles  Bud- 
den,  John  Frazer  and  M.  H.  McMahon  a 
committee  of  five  on  credentials.  The 
delegates  handed  in  their  credentials 
and  the  committee  retired. 

The  committee  on  credentials  in  about 
half  an  hour  made  its  report,  a  reading 
being  dispensed  with,  there  being  no 
contests.  Quite  a  number  of  precmcts 
m  several  wards  were  unrepresented. 

On  motion  of  Judge  HoUcmbaek,  the 
temporarv  organization  was  made  per- 
manent. 

Un  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  the 
convention  proceeded  to  nominate  a  can- 
didate for  treasurer. 

C.  1).  Baldwin  said  that  he  wanted  to 
name  a  man  practically  already  nomin- 
ated.

STRIKE  PARTIALLY  ENDED. 


Compromise  Made  in  BrMklyn,  But  6000 
Men  Still  Out. 
Brooklyn,  Jan.  17. — The  trolley  cars 
of  the  Dekalb  avenue  line  are  all  run- 
ning on  schedule  time  today,  a  com- 
promise agreement  having  been  reached 

between  the  company  and  strikers  early 
today.  The  number  of  men  on  this  line 
is  about  400. 

The  Filth  avenue  line  of  the  Atlantic 
avenue  road  and  the  Court  street  and 
Flatbush  avenue  lines  of  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  company  are  running  in  a 
limited  fashion. 

Practically  the  men  of  the  Dekalb  line 
have  won  a  victory  as  the  only  point  on 
which  they  maintained  any  kind  of  a 
stand  is  the  ten-hour  working  day  rule, 
which  the  company  conceded. 

The  condition  of  the  Atlantic  avenue 
and  the  Brooklyn  Heights  companies 
remains  about  the  same.  Six  thousand 
men  are  still  out,  and  the  two  most 
powerful  of  the  railroad  corporations 
remain  obdurate.

Review  this  week  will  say:  "The  devel- 
opments as  to  iron  and  steel  demand 
continue  to  give  encouragement  for  the 

future  but  the  struggle  for  prompt  de- 
livery business  is  still  revealing  soft 
spots.  In  the  general  search  tor  prom- 
ises of  better  demand  or  uf  better  prices, 
prominence  has  long  been  given  to  the 
railroads  as  the  key  to  any  marked  en- 
largement in  the  business  ot  mills,  foun- 
dries and  furnaces." 

"The  feeling  is  growing  that  in  like 
manner  the  key  to  any  improvement  in 
prices  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Lake  Su- 
perior ore  companies.  It  is  believed 
that  the  conferences  of  the  past  two 
weeks  in  Cleveland  with  a 
view  to  lifting  iron  mining 
out  of  its  present  profitless  position,  will 
tend  also  to  stop  the  disastrous  price 
cutting  that  is  hurting  pig  iron  and  soft 
steel  producers  everywhere. 

"Should  there  be  an  advance  now  of 
2S  cents  a  ton  on  standard  Bessemer  ores, 
the  certainty  that  mere  money  would 
have  to  be  paid  for  ore  going  into  fur- 
nace burdens  after  May  i,  would  help  to 
maintain  any  better  price  for  Bessemer 
pig  in  the  immediate  future,  even  if  pro- 
duced from  the  cheaper  ores  now  in  fur- 
nace yards  and  on  docks.

Broker  Seymour,  of 
New  York,  and  correspondents  E.  J. 
Edwards  and  J.  O.  Sbriver  were  over- 
ruled today  by  Judge  Cole  in  the  crimi- 
nal court,  and  tne  defendants  required  to 
plead  to  the  indictments. 

Kick  Against  a  Postmaster. 

Washington,  Jan.  17.— The  patrons 
of  the  postoffice  at  Spring  Lake,  Isanti 
county,  Minn.,  have  sent  in  a  lengthy 
protest  to  the  postmaster  general  in 
which  it  IS  alleged  that  the  postmaster  is 
incompetent  and  does  not  handle  the 
mails  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people  of 
the  village  and  vicinity.  His  removal  is 
asked  lor  and  C.  J.  Dahl,  the  former  in- 
cumbent, or  some  other  good  and  com- 
petent person,  is  recommended  to  be 
appointed.

San  Francisco,  Jan.  17.— William 
Preston  Harrison,  son  ot  the  late  Mayor 
Carter  Harrison,  of  Chicago,  is  in  the 
city  on  his  way  to  the  South  Sea  islands, 
where  he  will  remain  for  some  time.

The  people  hen^al)OUt,  Britishers  and  na 
lives,  had  tohl  mo  so  much  «if  the  fakir 
pi.  siding  over  !he  Hanuniaii  temph- on 
t  hn  summit  of  fl-oJaiko,  III  the  Himalayas, 
that  1  niatle  :viu.\y  the  other  day  to  climb 
the  1,500  feet  to  the  mountain  top  in  com 
pany  of  u  devout  Hindoo. 

We  found  Jiim  sitting  In  front  of  the 
hlirine  ennti^iii)lating  tho  fascinatinji  pan- 
•rama  bene.ith  liim,  the  slopes  of  the 
•snow  abode, •'  with  wonderful  Simla, 
that  has  ri.srn  in  tho  de,sert  almost  with 
the  rapidity  of  an  American  city,  the  green 
landscapes  dutt»'d  hen'  and  there  with  an 
cient  ruin.>-,  small  clumps  of  mango  trees 
and  lonely  ptdnis  towering  in  their  height, 
as  if  on  sentinel  duty.  He  is  a  powerful 
man,  in  spit^^  of  his  age  and  mode  of  liv- 
ing, with  a  strong,  almost  haughty  face. 
Around  his  hips  lio  wore  a  white  linen 
scarf,  leaving  Ids  legs  and  feet  free.  A 
leopard  skin  wjis  drawn  over  his  shoulder 
anil  a  turban  on  his  head.  Tho  fakir  an- 
Ewered  our  greetings  in  good  English.  He 
spolie  slowly,  but  his  words  were  well 
chosen. 

•lam  Charles  William  do  Rousette,  ' 
he  said.  "My  father  came  from  the  south 
of  America  to  Simla  in  KS'J.'i  and  engapeil 
in  the  mercantile  business.  I  was  born  on 
boanl  of  a  sailing  vessel  Hying  the  stars 
and  stripes.  My  mother,  long  since  dc-iil, 
camo  from  the  north  of  tho  Union,  but  my 
father  was  of  French  descent.  Ho  was 
very  successful  in  trade  and  gave  mo  tho 
benefit  of  what  is  called  by  you  people  an 
excellent  education. 

•'Among  our  native  house  servants  was 
a  .^juliiu  (disciple)  who  had  originally 
served  tho  venerable  Brahman  in  thistcm- 
j)le,  and  who  afterward,  upon  tho  death  of 
tho  fakir,  became  his  successor.  I  loved 
this  good  man,  and  whenever  I  had  occa- 
sion to  visit  liiiii  I  staid  for  hours  in  and 
around  his  shrine.  All  endeavors  to  in- 
terest mo  in  study  ami  in  the  life  my  par 
onts  and  friends  were  leading  failed.  I 
longed  for  the  seclusion  and  freedom  of 
the  hermit,  and  one  morning,  after  con- 
sulting with  tho  holy  man  on  tho  moun- 
tain, 1  mado  good  my  escape  and  entered 
upon  my  novitiate,  with  a  staff  and  beg- 
gar's bowl  as  my  sole  capital.  I  became  a 
rover,  a  mendicant,  anything  you  choose 
to  call  it.  The  good  religious  folks  fwl 
me,  and  tho  heavens  were  my  cover  for  12 
long  years,  during  which  time  I  visited  all 
the  remote  valleys  and  all  the  temples 
standing  beside  tho  stupendous  glaciers 
until  my  soul  was  full  of  wonder  and  awe 
at  the  work  of  (iod. 

"Twelve  times  I  worshiped  at  the  holy 
souK'es  of  the  (ianges,  then  to  return  to 
Simla,  strewn  with  ashes  and  clad  in  my 
locks,  that  during  yiy  wanderings  never 
had  felt  shears.  My  father  liml  died  mean- 
while, leaving  me  independently  rich.  But 
what  was  money  to  me?  I  never  went  near 
the  oflicial  administering  my  fortune. 
After  learning  of  my  father's  death  I  pro- 
ceeded at  onco  to  this  temple  and  took  my 
place  at  the  fwt  of  the  holy  man.  I  be- 
came his  disciple,  and  when  ho  died,  years 
after,  ho  nominated  mo  his  successor. 

'  I  detest  Europeans,  not  us  individuals, 
but  as  members  of  a  degraded  community. 
1  am  better  off  here.  As  far  as  nationality 
go»'s,  certainly  I  belong  to  tho  so  called 
civilized  world,  but  I  would  rather  dio 
and  rot  as  a  heathen  outcast  than  submit 
to  the  dictations  and  believe  in  tho  teach- 
ings of  the  lying,  deceitful  English  clergj-, 
devoted  to  all  the  vices  and  luxuries  ever 
inventwl." 

The  fakir's  business  is  to  receive  the 
offerings  froiu  the  natives  and  divide  their, 
among  tho  apes  after  deducting  his  own 
share.  l)v.  flousette  told  us  tho  monkeys 
of  tho  Simla  region  aro  divided  in  two 
groups,  living  apart  from  each  other  in 
different  districts  of  the  forest,  which  they 
leave  only  at  the  pariods  of  migration,  re- 
curring every  third  year. 

"You  should  seo  my  friends  preparing 
for  their  wandering,"  said  the  fakir.  "Xo 
English  regiment  that  ever  trod  Indian 
soil  moved  in  such  splendid  order.  Thej* 
march  indeed  as  if  drilled  by  the  I'rus- 
sians,  and  iron  discipline  is  maintained  in 
tho  ranks,  may  their  route  bo  ever  so  long.  " 
"It  is  said  in  tho  valley  you  possess  pro- 
digious influence  over  the  four  handed  le- 
gions,"  I  remarkwi. 

"I  nominate  their  king,"  said  the  fakir, 
smiling.  "His  majesty  docs  tho  rest. 
But  there  they  come.  Ijook  for  your.self. " 
In  an  instant  tlio  trees  and  bushes 
around  the  temple  were  alive  with  whis- 
kered monkeys,  leaping  from  the  branches 
or  walking  erect  on  their  hind  legs,  with 
staffs  In  their  hands.  Tho  '"gros"  of  tho 
army  remained  on  the  terrace  of  tho  tem- 
ple, while  one  monkey  walked  gravely 
into  the  sanctum.  Tho  fakir  took  my  arm 
and  led  me  in  too.  •This  is  the  'Mahar- 
ascha  Sahib'  (king), "  he  said,  '•who  is 
privileged  to  eat  in  front  of  my  own  fire-* 
place.  Tho  prototype  ot  proud  dignity,  is 
ho  not?" 

His  majesty  sat  down  on  the  furs  spread 
upon  tho  stono  floor  and  took  from  the 
hands  of  the  fakir  a  bowl  filled  with  maize 
and  wild  ginger.  Then  he  began  to  eat, 
slowly  and  deliberately,  paying  no  atten- 
tion whatever  to  his  audience.  Tlie  king's 
"general, ''  called  Kotwal,  meanwhile  kept 
order  without.  He  was  a  big  monkey, 
nearly  as  tall  and  weighty  as  the  "Sahib" 
himself,  who  stood  head  and  shoulders 
above  tho  rest  of  his  tribe.  The  Kotwal 
marshaled  his  troops  with  imposing  dis- 
cretion, and  only  onco  in  awhile  was  it 
necessary  for  him  to  use  ^o  mighty  club 
ho  carrieil  in  his  right  paw.

the    petition    of    Eugene  V.  Debs  et  al, 

participants  in  the  big  strike,  for    a  writ 

of  error.  Chief  Justice  Fuller  delivered 
ihe  opinion  and  said  it  was  the  unani- 
mous opinion  of  the  court  that  the  writ 
would  r.ot  lie. 

With  reference  to  the  application  for 
heabeas  corpus,  leave  was  granted  to  fi!e 
a  petition,  and  a  rule  entered  making  it 
returnable  on  the  28th  inst.  There  was 
no  written  opinion  and  the  proceedings 
were  confined  to  the  briefest  possible 
statement. 

/\uurucy  Darrow  was  present  as  the 
representative  of  Debsand  his  associates, 
ind  Assistant  Attorney  General  Whitney 
eprescnted  the  government.  Mr.  Dar- 
row construed  the  order  with  reference 
to  the  habeas  corpus  as  in  effect  the 
granting  of  the  petition,  but  other 
Attorneys  present  expresstd  the  opinion 
ihat  the  order  lelt  the  matter  in  its  pres- 
ent status  until  the  argument  could  be 
heard  on  the  28th.

Judge  Nelson  Has  Made  an    Interlocutory 

Decree   in  the   Case  of    Williams 

Against    McKinley. 


He  Orders  t(i3  Termination  of  the  Contract 

Under  Which  McKinley  Acted  as 

Williams'  Aeent. 


Directions  Given  to  A-  L.   Agatin,  Master  in 

Chancery,  For  Making  an  Accounting 

Between  the  Parties. 


Judge  Nelson's  interlocutory  decree  in 
the  c.-xse  of  John  M.  Williams  vs.  John 
McKinley  and  (ieorge  A.  Elder  was  re- 
ceived at  the  ctfice  of  the  clerk  of  the 
United  States  court  this  morning:.  It  is 
ilecidedly  against  the  McKinleys  as  was 
his  decision  recently.  The  detendants 
will  appeal  the  case  and  claim  to  have 
good  ground  for  believing  they  can  have 
the  decision  reversed. 

It  is  ordereil  that  the  contract  made 
between  Williams  and  McKinley,  Aug.  i, 
1891,  whereby  McKinley  was  to  act  as 
the  agent  for  Williams  in  the  manage- 
ment and  sale  of  very  valuable  iron  lands 
in  St.  Louis  county,  be  terminated,  can- 
celled and  set  aside,  and  that  McKinley 
is  not  entitled  to  receive  any  part  of  the 
royalties  which  the  complainant  has  re- 
ceived or  will  be  entitled  to  hereafter,  by 
virtue  of  leases  made  by  the    defendant. 

It  is  further  decreed  that  the  cause  be 
referred  to  A.  L.  Agatin,  master  in  chan- 
cery, with  directions  to  secure  an  ac- 
counting between  the  complainant  and 
defendant,  and  that  in  the  account,  Mc- 
Kinley be  charged  with  all  moneys, 
stocks  and  property  received  or  entitled 
to  from  the  leasings.  The  master  in 
chancery  is  ordered  to  charge  McKinley 
with  all  moneys  received  by  him  from 
leases  made  to  Alfred  and  Leonidas 
Merritt  and  also  with  all  moneys  re- 
ceived from  A.  E.v  Humphreys  and 
James  Billings,  trom  the  lands  leased  to 
them  and  then  assigned  to  McKinley. 

McKinley  is  further  to  be  charged 
with  all  moneys  and  stocks  received  by 
him  from  the  Cincinnati  Iron  company 
and  all  profits  received  therefrom,  lii 
determining  the  amount  to  be  charged 
to  the  defendant,  the  master  in  chancery 
is  Drderc'l  to  ascertain  the  market  value 
of  the  stock  at  the  time  it  was  issued  and 
also  the  amount  of  money  actually  re- 
ceived by  McKinley  for  the  stock  and 
the  highest  market  price  which  the  stock 
reached  from  the  time  of  its  issuance  and 
delivery  to  McKinley  and  the  time  of 
tiling  the  bill  of  complaint. 

The  shares  were  $25  each,  and  at  one 
time  the  shares  were  worth  $7.50  each. 
The  same  order  is  also  made  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  stock  of  Chicago  Mining  com- 
pany, which  at  one  time  reached  a  value 
of  about  $12  on  a  share  of  Jioo. 

McKinley  is  also  to  be  charged  with 
interest  upon  all  moneys  from  the  time 
they  were  received  by  McKinley  up  to 
the  time  of  making  his  report  at  the  rate 
of  7  per  cent  per  annum. 

It  must  be  taken  into  account  that  Mc- 
Kinley shall  not  receive  any  credit  for 
any  services  performed  in  making,  ne- 
gotiating and  executing  these  leases, 
nor  to  any  profits  which  would  be  his 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

The  court  finds  that  George  A.  Elder 
claims  an  interest  in  the  contract  be- 
tween Williams  and  McKinley  by  virtue 
of  an  assignment  of  the  same  to  Elder 
by  McKinley  on  March  11,  189J.  The 
court  finds,  however,  that  the  contract 
was  not  assignable;  that  Elder  took  it 
subject  to  McKinley's  right  and  that  any 
right  which  Williams  had  against  the 
defendant  could  be  assessed  against 
Elder  so  far  as  the  right  to  terminate 
the  contract  was  concerned.  Elder, 
therefore,  had  no  right,  title  or  interest 
as  against  the  complainant,  to  profits 
arising  from  the  leases  or  royalties  ac- 
cruing thereunder. 

Judge  Nelson  orders  further  that  the 
cause  stand  continued  until  the  report  of 
the  master  of  chancery  is  made  and  that 
the  master  have  leave  to  apply  to  the 
court  for  further  directions  with  refer- 
ence to  the  account,  as  he  may  deem 
advisable.

Trutlsen   Wants  Ihe  Ciiy  Restrained 
From  Selling  Bonds. 

Next  Monday,  Jan.  21,  the  council  pro- 
poses to  issue  water  and  light  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $594,005.  Henry  Truel- 
sen  objects  to  this  procedure,  and  he 
has  asked  the  district  court  foran  injunc- 
tion to  prevent  it.  His  request  will  be 
argued  at  Saturday's  special  term  of 
the  district  court. 

This  morning  Mr.  Truelsen  tiled  an 
allidavit  which  showed  the  following 
state  of  affairs,  which,  it  is  asserted,  is 
entirely  reprehensible:  He  has  made 
and  filed  his  amended  complaint,  pur- 
suant to  an  order  of  the  court,  but  not- 
withstanding that  fact  the  council  has 
arbitrarily  gone  ahead  and  advertised 
for  bids  on  an  issue  of  water  and  light 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $sm,ooo,  and 
threatens  to  issue  and  scUbuch  bonds  at 
its  meeting  next  Monday  night  unless 
restrained  from  so  doing  by  the  court. 

If  these  bonds  are  issued,  continues 
this  deponent,  and  are  sold  and  pass 
into  the  hands  of  innocent  purchasers, 
they  will  become  a  valid  indebtedness  of 
the  city  of  Duluth  and  it  will  be  useless 
for  the  plaintiff  to  prosecute  his  suit  to  a 
final  ludgment.  Furthermore  deponent 
sayeth  not,  save  that  he  reiterates  and 
reaffirms  the  allegations  of  the  amended 
complaint. 

I'pon  this  affidavit  Judge  Moer  issued 
an  order  to  show  cause  Jan.  ly  why  an 
injunction  should  not  be  issued  restrain- 
ing the  city  during  the  pending  of  this 
action  from  issuing  or  selling  the  pro- 
posed issue  of  bonds,  and  from  taking 
any  step  based  on  the  special  election  of 
Oct.  26. 

Some  time  ago  Eugene  C.  La  Chance 
sued  Henry  J.  Redmyr  to  foreclose  a 
mortgage  of  S530  on  a  fishing  smack. 
This  morning  the  defendant  filed  some 
papers,  including  an  answer.  The  de- 
fendant Redmyr  and  his  boat  are  the 
ones  taken  through  the  sagacity  of  the 
customs  officials  last  fall  near  Two  Har- 
bors and  brought  to  Duluth  on  a  charge 
of  smuggling.  The  grounds  for  the  seiz- 
ure were  the  peculiar  actions  of  the  boat, 
which  were  said  at  the  time  to  emanate 
from  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  boat's 
master  to  dodge  the  foreclosure  of  the 
mortgage  concerned  in  this  suit. 

In  his  answer  Redmyr  admits  having 
borrowed  a  sum  of  money  of  La  Chance, 
and  says  that  the  latter  re(|uired  him  to 
give  a  note  for  S530  and  a  mortgage  on 
the  hull  of  the  vessel  at  12  per  cent  in- 
terest. The  only  money  received  was 
$500,  so  Redmyr  charges  usury  and 
wants  the  case  dismissed.  He  also  wants 
it  transferred  to  Cook  county,  where  his 
home  is. 

The  Minnesota  Loan  and  Trust  com- 
pany, as  trustee  of  the  estate  of  R.  M. 
Hubbard,  has  sued  L.  J.  Taussig  for 
?io33-34  on  a  note. 

A  motion  for  a  new  trial  by  the  heirs 
has  been  made  and  served  on  Mrs.  L.  A. 
Hulett  in  the  Hulett  will  case,  though  it 
has  not  yet  been  filed.  It  will  be  .-'.rgued 
at  a  special  term  in  a  v/eek  or  two. 

Fred  J.  \oss  has  applied  to  the  court 
for  his  discharge  as  receiver  for  J.  W. 
Anderson  and  H.  H.  Bell,  who  were 
forced  into  insolvency  a  few  years  ago 
by  the  failure  of  a  number  of  contractors 
on  whose  bonds  they  had  qualified  in 
large  sums.  In  his  affidavit  he  says  that 
no  separate  property  of  either  had  come 
into  his  hands  except  some  real  estate 
which  he  could  not  sell. 

He  has  paid  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent 
amounting  to  $1594  44  and  $10,543.48  in 
preferred  labor  claims. 

In  the  case  of  R.  L.  Cochran  against 
S.  M.  Hewett  the  defendant  has  moved 
for  a  change  of  venue  to  Hennepin 
county  on  the  ground  that  he  is  a  resi- 
dent of  Minneapolis. 

The  Virginia  Iron  company  has  filed 
an  answer  to  the  suit  of  F.  S.  Colvin  and 
J.  A.  Robb  against  J.  B.  Weimer  et  al,  to 
determine  the  ownership  of  Mesaba 
lands.  It  is  alleged  that  the  contract 
from  C.  W.  Kimberley  under  which  the 
Moose  Mining  company  and  J.  B.  Weim- 
er operated  is  void  because  Kimberley 
had  no  right  to  make  it.

Facts  Which  the  News  Tribune  Would  Not  Pub- 
lish. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  unreasonable,  unjust  and  con- 
temptible methods  of  Washburn's  sup- 
porters in  the  present  senatorial  contest 
are  well  illustrated  in  the  conduct  of  the 
management  of  the  News  Tribune  of  this 
city.  Tuesday  afternoon  at  5  o'clock  I 
handed  a  communication  into  that  office 
with  the  request  that  it  be  mailed  back 
to  me  at  once  if  not  accepted  for  publi- 
cation, but,  notwithst-inding  this  request, 
the  article  did  not  appear  in  either  yes- 
terday or  today's  issue,  nor  was  it  re- 
turned as  directed,  though  a  stamp  was 
enclosed  for  that  purpose. 

This  morning  I  called  at  the  office  and 
requested  that  the  manuscript  be  handed 
me,  but  was  told  that  the  editor  was  not 
in,  and  would  not  be  until  4  o'clock  this 
afternoon.  1  then  further  requested  that 
he  be  informed,  and  the  manuscript  re- 
turned to  me  at  my  office  at  once,  insist- 
ing that  a  supporter  of  the  paper  had 
some  rights  that  were  entitled  to  be  res- 
pected; but  up  till  this  hour,  12  o'clock 
noon,  11  has  not  been  received.  The 
substance  ot  the  article  was  as  fol- 
lows: 

In  the  pending  senatorial  contest  the 
citizens  of  Duluth  should  look  well  to 
their  own  interests,  and  if  they  do  this  it 
is  hard  to  see  how  any  one  here  could 
give  his  support  to  Mr.  Washl>urn,  for 
the  reason  that  his  interests  are  diamet- 
rically opposed  to  those  of  Duluth. 

When  the  Hinckley  "cutoff"  from  St. 
Cloud  to  Hinckley  was  built  by  the 
Great  Northern  in  1884,  to  give  that 
company  connection  with  Duluth,  Mr. 
Washburn  and  his  Minneapolis  Iriends 
chartered  the  Minneapolis  ^S:  Pacific 
road,  and  told  Mr.  Hill  that  it  he  pro- 
posed to  carry  the  wheat  of  the  North- 
west to  Duluth,  they  would  build  roads 
into  his  territory  and  carry  tlie  wheat  to 
Minneapolis  themselves.  The  "cutoff" 
was  built  but  the  wheat  continued  to  go 
to  Minneapolis,  presumably  in  pursu- 
ance of  an  agreement  with  Mr,  Hill,  and 
the  Minneapolis  •'t  Pacific  was  not  built 
at  that  time;  but  two  years  later  Mr. 
Hill  commenced  to  build  an  air  line 
road  eastward  from  Crooki,ton  towards 
the  head  of  the  lakes.  Then  Mr.  Wash- 
burn and  his  friends  brought  out  the 
charter  of  the  Minneapolis  &  Pacific, 
entered  into  two  years  before,  and  re- 
peated their  former  threat  10  parallel 
Mr.  Hill's  road. 

But  .Mr.  Hill  built  his  new  line  east 
ward  as  far  as  Fosston  and  Mr.  Wash- 
burn went  to  work  and  built  the  Minne- 
apolis &  Pacific  out  as  far  as  Elbow 
Lake.  For  some  reason,  best  known  to 
himself,  Mr.  Hill  did  not  build  any 
farther  east  than  Fosston,  and  Mr. 
Washburn  did  not  parallel  his  lines,  but 
built  westward  into  Dakota.  Hai  ing 
prevented  the  air  line  from  the  Red 
River  valley  to  Duluth  from  being  built, 
Mr.  Washburn  then  originated  the 
broader  scheme  to  injure  Duluth  by 
building  the  Soo  road.  By  this  the  com- 
merce of  the  Northwest,  particularly  the 
wheat  product,  was  to  be  run  into  Min- 
neapolis, or  if  carried  to  a  lake  port,  was 
to  go  to  Gladstone,  Mich.,  and  thus  Du- 
luth was  to  be  injured  just  as  much  as  it 
was  possible  for  Minneapolis  to  do  this. 

Under  these  circumstances,  which  are 
well  understood  by  the  people  of  the  Red 
River  valley,  and  ought  to  be  by  those  of 
Duluth,  it  IS  hard  to  see  how  any  man 
who  is  the  friend  of  Duluth  can  give  his 
support  to  , Mr.  Washburn,  for  he  has 
done  more  to  divert  the  commerce  of  the 
Northwest  from  the  head  of  the  lake 
than  all  the  other  men  of  the  state.  The 
business  men  of  the  Zenith  City  should 
open  their  eyes  and  look  to  their  own  in- 
terest in  this  matter  of  choosing  a 
United  States  senator,  for  it  is  always 
well  to  have  a  friend  rather  than  an 
enemy  in  such  an  important  position.

Feig's  Resolution  to  investigate  StatMt  ol  Pub- 
lic Funds  Adopted. 
St.  Paui-,  Jan.  iS.— After  several  peti- 
tions on  the    Russian    thistle    and  other 
matters  the  committee  on  legislative  ex- 
penses reported  back  several  resolutions 
in  every  one  of  which  economy  was  the 
chief  thing  aimed  at.    Members  are  not 
to  have  their  usual  $io  for  postage,  nor 
are  they  to  have  any  extra    copies  of  the 
house  journal.    A  number  ot 
for  extra  employes  were 
referred. 

Dr.  Zier  introduced  a  resolution  for  a 
special  committee  of  seven  to  consider 
all  questions  of  capital  and  other  crimes, 
and  It  went  over  till  tomorrow,  notice  of 
debate  being  given.  Later  the  resolu- 
tion was  taken  uj?  and  passed.  Mr. 
Knuteson  introduced  a  resolution  calling 
on  the  judiciary  committee  to  report  a 
series  of  constitutional  amendments  for 
ihc  taxation  of  all  property  except  that 
held  by  the  national,  state  or  local  gov- 
ernments, the  purpose  being  to  tax  all 
railroad  lands  not  now  taxed. 

Mr.  Feig  called  up  his  resolution  to 
investigate  the  financial  status  of  all  pub- 
lic funds,  which  are  alleged  to  be  depos- 
ited in  the  interest  of  and  for  the  benefit 
of  those  public  officials  having  them  in 
charge. 

E.  E.  Smith,  of  Hennepin  county,  in- 
truduced  a  substitute  resolution  for  the 
same  investigatio.T  to  be  made  by  a 
joint  committee  instead  of  simply  by  a 
committee  of  the  house;  but  gives  the 
chief  authority  in  the  matter  to  the  pub- 
lic examiner. 

Mr.  Feig  emphatically  opposed  the 
substitute  on  the  ground  that  the  one 
official  who  should  have  nothing  to  do 
with  the  matter,  since  it  was  largely 
through  his  failure  of  his  duty  that  such 
a  state  of  affairs  as  the  resolution  indi- 
cated became  possible,  was  the  public 
examiner.  He  asked  simply  for  an 
honest  and  fair  investigation  of  these 
most  serious  charges.  A  letter  from  the 
attorney  general  of  Wisconsin  on  the 
"treasury  scandal"  in  that  state  was  read, 
in  which  he  said  he  had  heard  that 
Minnesota  officials  had  received  per- 
sonal benefit  from  funds  in  their  charge 
in  the  same  way  as    in    Wisconsin,    and 

fjave  details  of  the  amounts  recovered 
rom  former  treasurers  in  Wisconsin. 
Mr.  Feig  said  this  investigation  is  not 
intended  for  persecution,  nor  should  a 
whitewash  be  permitted.  He  did  not  say 
that  the  state  treasurers  of  Minnesota 
had  been  doing  anything  wrong,  but 
since  such  allegations  had  been  made  in 
'he  newspapers,  he  thought  there  should 
be  a  thorough  investigation.  These 
rumors  of  illegal  gains  by  state  or  other 
public  treasurers  gave  the  amount  as 
from  $150,000  to  5230,000;  the  reports 
showed  over  $300,000  of  state  funds  de- 
posited in  banks  that  have  failed.  He 
wanted  proof  of  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the 
charges,  and  expressed  the  hope  that  the  } 
charges  would  be  proved  false.  He 
ended  with  an  eloquent  appeal  in  sup- 
port of  his  request  for  an  investigation. 

Mr.  Underwood, of  Hennepin,  favored 
the  Feig  resolution.  TBe  Smith  substi- 
tute was  defeated  by  a  strong,  unanimous 
vote.  After  some  little  discussion  of  the 
technical  wording  of  part  of  the  resol- 
ution It  was  adopted  without  change,  on 
roll  call  by  107  ayes,   no   negative  vote

Sam 


Hotaling  Killed  His  Wife  and  Her  Par- 
ents and  Suicided. 

MiNNEAVOLis,  Jan.  18.— A  Fairmont, 
Minn,,  special  to  the  Journal  says:  Sam 
G.  Hotaling  shot  and  killed  his  wife's 
father  and  moiher  and  his  wife  last 
night.  He  went  to  Fairmont  about  four 
miles  from  his  home,  bought  a  Win- 
chester, went  back  and  shot  them. 

He  then  fled  to  an  unoccupied  house, 
where  a  sheriff's  posse  pursued  him.

"Judge  Ricks  was  clerk  of  the  United 
States  district  court  for  the  ncjfthern  dis- 
trict of  Ohio  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
during  the  latter  part  of  his  term  was 
also  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.  During 
his  cletkshiftlhere  were  a  number  of 
cases  brought  up  for  infringement  on  a 
certain  patent.  These  were  known  as 
the  Birdsell  cases.  After  one  ol  these 
cases  had  been  tried  and  decided  the 
others  were  referred  to  the  clerk,  as  mas- 
ter, to  hear  an  accounting  as  to  dam- 
ages and  report  to  the  court.  This  he 
did.  but  some  of  the  reports  were  not 
approved  until  after  Judge  Ricks  be- 
came judge.  The  remaining  repoits 
were  then  approved  by  Judge  Hammond 
from  the  United  States  district  court  of 
Tennessee  and  the  orders  of  approval 
were  entered  upon  the  records  of  the 
court. 

"In  188S  and  also  at  the  close  of  the

LONPON.  Jan.  18.— A  Paris  dispatch  to 
the  Daily  Times  says:  "The  members 
of  congress  arrived  at  Versailles  prac- 
tically unpledged.  One  of  the  results  ol 
the  multiplicity  of  parties  in  France  is 
that  they  are  unable  to  put  forward  a 
strong  man  in  an  emergency.  There 
cannot  be  that  scientific  organization 
which  we  see  carried  to  perfection  in 
America,  where  ihe  successor  of  an 
American  Casimir-Perier  would  have 
been  there  when  wanted. 

"Congress  hall  had  a  hurried  aspect. 
The  ladies'  dresses  were  the  best  they 
could  show  but  were  not  made  for  the  oc- 
casion, liaron  de  Courcet.  the  French 
ambassador  to  (ireat  Britain,  must  have 
spent  two  hours  in  handshaking.  He 
seemed  to  know  everybody.  A  lady  who 
was  taken  by  many  to  be  Sarah  Bern- 
hardt sat  on  the  tribune  reserved  for  the 
wives  ot  isenators.  Her  figure,  features 
and  style  were  strikingly  Bernhardt- 
•sque.  When  M.  Waldeck-Rousscau's 
name  was  called  she  blew  a  kiss  to  him 
with  the  tip  of  her  fan.  She  was  bis 
wife.  He  showed  no  :ir\iety  during  the 
first  ballot  but  bestirred  himself  during 
the  second.  M.  Faure  was  little  noticed 
until  the  first  count  whtn  it  became  cer- 
tain that  he  would  win. 

"I  regard  this  as  the  most  reassuring 
sign  we  yet  have  had  for  the  quiet  of 
France.  President  Faure  is  a  Moderate 
but  unlike  Casimir  Perier  or  Walde-  k- 
Rousseau  he  will  have  no  prejudice 
against  calling  Radicals  to  office^  when- 
ever they  have  a  majority.  M.  Waldeck- 
Rosseau  would  have  dissolved  the  cham- 
ber. This  accounts  for  his  defeat.  M. 
Faure,  on  the  contrary,  will  try  to  agree 
with  the  chamber.  In  many  respects  he 
will  be  a  president  like  Carnot,  tbat  is  to 
say  without  angles.  He  is  a  fast  friend 
of  ex-Minister  Siegfred,  who  takes  a 
deep  interest  in  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian association.  I  dwell  upon  this  fact, 
keeping  m  mind  the  proverb  that  'a  man 
is  known  by  the  company  be  keeps.' 
This  friendship  speaks  volunaes of  praise 
for  the  new  president.  M.  Siegfred 
showed  as  much  joy  over  the  election  as 
though  M.  Faure  was  a  beloved  son, 

"M.  Faure's  Protestantism  is  not  nar- 
row, since  his  daughter  married  a  Catho- 
lic; he  himself  never  embraced  Catholic- 
ism. Therefore  he  is  the  first  Protes- 
tant ruler  that  France  has  ever  had,  for 
Henry  IV  mounted  the  throne  after  re- 
canting at  Notre  Dame.  M.  Faure  is  an 
able  speaker,  of  Southern  fluency  and 
imagination,  with  the  hard  head  and 
practical  sense  of  the  Norman.  Like 
Carnot,  his  opinions  are  rather  neutral. 
He  has  a  gravity  that  is  the  opposite  of 
dullness  and  he  is  so  free  from  conceit 
that  he  can  agree  almost  with  anyone. 

"His  presence  is  finer  than  that  of  any 
other  president.  His  figure  is  tall  and 
well  knit,  but  is  that  of  a  man  in  whom 
the  nervous  system  predominates  over 
the  iDuscular.  There  is  a  seriousness  of 
the  Arab-Semite  in  the  well  set  eyes, 
though  I  fancy  he  can  have  no  Semitic 
blood  unless  through  the  Saracenes  who 
overrun  the  South  of  France  and  settled 
for  some  time  at  Nimes.  His  features 
are  finely  shaped.  When  a  smile  lights 
up  his  pensive  countenance  it  makes  it 
charming.  He  has  the  name  of  being  an 
obliging  and  kind  and  conscientious 
master.  His  character  is  too  harmon- 
iously developed  tor  streaks  of  dishonesty 
to  invade  it. 

"He  has  had  his  eye  a  good  deal  on 
China  since  she  and  Japan  went  to  war, 
and  looks  forward  to  startling  develop- 
ments in  the  far  Eastern  affairs.  He  is 
not  one  of  jingoes,  but  the  reforming 
spirit  he  showed  at  the  marine  ministry 
and  his  great  activity  there  have  en- 
deared him  to  all  there. '

Has  Resigned. 

SiRACJU!:,  Wash.,  Jan.  iS— Populist 
Sheriff  Williams  was  inaugurated  Mon- 
day, but  was  so  besieged  bv  applicants 
for  deputy  positions  that  he  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  J.  E.  Gray,  the  out- 
going county  clerk,  whereby  Gray  should 
take  the  office,  run  it  and  keep  $1 10  of 
the  monthly  salary,  tbe  remaining  $40  to 
be  turned  over  to  Williams.

An  Old  Medicine  Man  Will  Serve  Three  Years 
at  San  Quentin. 

San  Frani  is(  o,  Jan.  iS.— Soun-Doo, 
the  notorious  witch  doctor,  of  Alaska, 
has  arrived  here  in  charge  of  I'nited 
States    Marshal    Williams     and     been 

promptly  taken  to  San  Ooentin  prison 
to  begin  a  three-years'  sentence.  The 
old  medicine  man  during  the  past  dozen 
years  has  been  guilty  of  causing  the 
death  of  many  Indians  on  the  ground 
that  they  were  witches. 

For  a  long  time  he  evaded  the  United 
States  authorities  by  lleeing  to  the  vil- 
lages of  the  interior.  Last  spring,  how- 
ever, at  Chilcoot,  the  <!octor  caused  the 
death  of  a  woman  as  a  witch.  In  July 
he  was  arrested  and  taken  to  Juneau, 
and  his  trial  which  wasconductea  before 
I'nited  States  District  Judge  Warren 
True  t,  resulted  in  his  conviction  for 
manslaughter.  He  was  brought  down 
on  the  steamer  Mexico  to  Seattle,  and 
there  the  marshal  re-embarked  with  him 
on  the  Umatilla  for  San  Francisco.

He  w;.s  a  well-to-do 
farmer  living  near  Hennessey.

Desirable  Part  of  a  South  Dakota  Reservation 
Opened. 

Hlron,  S.  D.,  Jan  iS.— The  recent 
receipt  of  plats  by  the  Huron  land  ofi"ice 
of  100,000  acres  of  land  in  the  northeast 
portion  of  the  Crow  Creek  Indian  reserva- 
tion opens  that  portion  of  the  land  much 
sought  bv  settlers  years  ago  for  settle- 
ment under  the  homestead  law. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  from  this 
tract  of  land  many  settlers  were  expelled 
during  President  Cleveland's  former 
administration,  because  it  had  been 
thrown  open  in  violation  of  a  treaty  be- 
tween the  Indians  and  the  government. 
Much  of  this  lard  ifi  Missouri  rivir 
bottom.  It  ii  well  watered  and  has  some 
t  niber  and  will  be  la  e:i  as  socn  as 
spring  opens.  A  number  of  applications 
by  settlers  have  been  hied. 


Dissected  While  Alive. 
Mexico  CiTV,  Jan.  iS.— The  people 
of  Texcoce  are  greatly  excited  over  the 
dissection  cf  a  peon  named  Antonion 
\'angose  while  still  alive.  While  a 
medical  student  was  making  the  dissec- 
tion, the  supposed  corpse  writhed  in 
agony  and  sprang  to  his  feet  shouting 
"don't  kill  me."  Tbe  dissecter  en- 
deavored to  put  back  the  pieces  of  llesh 
and  sew  up  the  incisions.  The  effort  was 
of  no  avail,  and  the  man  was  a  genuine 
corpse  in  two  days. 


Blown  to  Atoms. 
Alto,  Tex.,  Jan.  iS — The  Manuel 
Hamilton  sawmill,  just  east  of  here,  wa.s 
blown  to  pieces,  killing  four  men,  Tobe 
Richards,  Alex  and  Will  Lewis  and 
Abner  Lee.  The  injured  are  Alex 
Hamilton,  arm  broken;  Richard  Loflm, 
leg  broken;  Noah  Miller,  I'eter  Van- 
burtn  and  Manuel  Hamilton,  badly 
bruised,  and  several  others,  names  not 
learned,  badly  scalded.  All  parties 
are    colored. 


Another  Blow  by  Germany. 

Wa.shington,  Jan.  18  —  The  state  de- 
partment has  been  informed  that  the 
Hamburg  authorities  have  forbidden  the 
importation  of  cattle  and  swine  from 
England  and  Ireland.  Inasmuch  as  a 
large  proportion  of  the  American  cattle 
entering  Germany  goes  through  Eng- 
land, ttiis  will  be  another  severe  blow  at 
our  cattle  interests  and  our  trade  with 
continental  Europe.

— Eastern 
fire  insurance  companies  are  apparently 
becoming  alarmed  over  the  tbteateneu 
legiblation  at  the  present  session  of  the 
legislature,  and  have  notihed  their 
agents  in  the  state  to  do  all  they  can  to 
defeat  the  passage  of  the  bill  introduced 
by  Representative  Cubbison,  of  this  city.

AsHiRV,  Mass.,  Jan.  18. — .Miss  Eliza- 
beth Bray  Downing,  who  was  widely 
mentionea  several  years  ago  as  the  sup- 
posed sweetheart  of  the  poet,  John 
Greenleaf  Whittier,  died  at  Maplewood 
farm.  West  Newbury,  last  night.  She 
had  been  ill  only  hve  days.  Htr  age  was 
85  years.

The  Idea  is  to  Construct  a  Canal  from  Parry 

Sound  to  the  Ottawa 

Canal. 


This  Would  Shorten  the  Route  from  Lake 
Si'perior  to  Montreal  and  the  At- 
lantic Ocean. 


Oti  AWA,  Ont.,  Jan.  18.— It  is  rumored 
that  when  the  Canadian  parliament 
meets  in  February  the  speech  from  the 
throne  will  contain  a  proposition  for  the 
construction  ot  the  Huron  and  Ottawa 
canal  by  the  government  or  by  a  private 
corporation  with  a  liberal  government 
subsidy. 

This  means  the  construction  of  a  deep 
water  canal  from  or  near  Parry  sound,  on 
Georgian  bay  to  the  Ottawa  river  near 
Renlrow,  a  distance  of  120  miles.  A 
vessel  can  then  pass  from  the  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  canal  or  the  Mackinac  straits 
direct  to  .Montreal  in  less  time  than  it 
now  requires  to  reach  Buffalo  or  the 
entrance  of  the  Wclland  canal  on  Lake 
Erie. 

From  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Montreal, 
via  Parry  sound,  is  500  miles,  while  from 
Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Buffalo  is  5S0  miles. 
From  Sault  Ste.  Marie  to  Montreal  via 
Detroit,  the  Welland  canal  and  the  St. 
Lawrence  river  is  1000  miles,  so  that  the 
saving  in  distance  by  tbe  construction  of 
the  Huron  and  Ottawa  canal  is  500 
miles. 

The  St.  Lawrence  route  is  now  a 
formidable  competitor  for  traffic  to  and 
from  the  lakes  to  the  Atlantic,  but  the 
Huron  and  Ottawa  canal  woutd  be  infi- 
nitely superior  to  the  present  route  by 
the  St.  Lawrence. 


THE  DISASTER  AT  BUTTE. 


The  List  of  Known  Dead  Has  Now  Reached 
Fitty-three. 

Buttk,  Mont.,  Jan.  iS.— Hour  after 
hour  the  disaster  has  been  putting  on 
more  distressing  proportions.  The  list 
of  known  dead  has  swelled  to  fifty-three 
and  there  are  at  least  four  in  the  hos- 
pitals who  cannot  recover.  These  are 
John  Sloan,  Charles  Ashton,  W.  L.  Miles 
and  William  Bow. 

To  the  list  of  missing  the  name  of 
Charles  Hoff'oauer  was  today  added 
A  few  hours  before  the  explosion  he 
was  up  town  and  purchased  a  pair  of 
shoes  and  on  his  way  home  he  evidently 
stopped  at  the  fire.  One  shoe,  badly 
torn,  of  the  new  o  es  he  had  under  his 
arm,  has  been  found  a  quarter  of  a  milt 
from  the  scene  of  the  catastrophe,  but 
not  a  fragment  ol  Hoffbauer  has  been 
found. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  many  were 
blown  to  atoms,  who  will  never  be  heard 
of.  Anftong  the  debris  was  found  a 
number  of  letters  addressed  to  William 
Moffett,  463  Freemont,  Boston.  The 
letters  were  from  Canada  and  were 
signed  Ambrose  Allen.  It  is  supposed 
he  is  among  the  victims. 

Every  hour  also  brings  additional  re- 
ports of  the  injured.  Fully  100  have  been 
heard  from,  many  of  them  being  in 
a  serious  condition. 


CORRUPIION  IN  ATLANTA. 


Tho  Police  Department  and  the  Heath  Inspec- 
tor Are  Charged. 

Atlanta,  Jan.  18.— The  special  coun- 
cil committee  engaged  for  the  past  three 
days  in  investigating  the  charges  pre- 
ferred against  City  Court  Clerk  Amos 
Baker,  by  Chief  Detective  Wright,  has 
startled  the  city  by  its  report  exonerat- 
ing Baker,  but  suspending  Detectives 
Wright,  Looney  and  Cason,  and  calling 
on  the  council  lor  a  full  investigation  ol 
the  police  and  detective  departments. 

This  report  is  signed  by  all  six  mem- 
bers of  the  special  committee  and  is  al- 
most certain  to  be  adopted  by  the  gen- 
eral council  at  its  r  cxt  meeting,  in  which 
case  startling  developments  ate  looked 
for.  Simultaneously  with  the  recom- 
mendation for  the  suspension  of  the 
detectives,  the  board  of  health  removed 
Sanitary  Inspector  Ray  for  accepting 
bribes  Irom  fruit  and  meat  dealers,  and 
City  Councilman  Mayson  has  preferred 
dainaging  charges  against  City  Warden 
Hunter.

fcr  the  y.icht  is  moviiifi  three  tiinea  an 
fa.^t  a.s  the  nale  itself.  Thu  truth  of  tho 
scateiiu'iit  has  been  ilenionstrnted  repeat- 
edly, however,  for  with  the  wind  nbeaiii  it 
far  outstrips  Its  propelli:iy  jiower  in  speed. 
For  example,  a  ;J0  or  :iO  mile  wind  may 
readily  impart  to  an  ice  yaelit  a  (iilmilo 
speed.  This  tjcieiitille  plienoiuenon,  whieli 
for  ft  time  troubled  tho  old  school  physicist 
as  profoundly  as  tlio  curved  ball,  is  not. 
tlillicult,  to  explain.  Tho  diffoienco  of 
l)r»'ssure8  on  tho  two  sUhs  of  a  sail  de- 
pi'iids  on  the  scjimre  of  the  velocity  of  the 
wind.  It  amounts  to  4.4  pounds  per 
sq  lare  foot  for  a  velocity  of  60  fcL-fc  por 
.second,  <ir  about  ;J0  mlUs  nn  hour,  and  is 
thus  a  large  pivssure  on  n  broad  sail.  Tht; 
actual  iNsiHtwmco  to  the  frietioii  of  nn  ice 
yacht  is  small,  lioth  on  tho  ice  and  in  the 
air. 

In  the  air  tho  friction  on  tho  sail.s  in 
pounds  is  only  an  Inflnitisimally  small 
amount,  so  that,  as  the  wind  must  neces- 
sarily bo  more  or  less  sidelong  and  the 
ett'ectlvo  movin^';  eonsequeiit  on  it 's  a  con- 
stant one,  the  velocity  acquired  may  bo 
very  «reat.  far  exceedlnj^  the  average  ve 
locity  of  the  wind,  whuii  an  anemometer 
only  f.-xlrly  well  records.  Thus  a  boat  may 
po  fn.ster  than  the  wind,  and  lcelx>at3  very 
often  do. 

Ice  yachting  has  thousands  of  devotees 
in  tho  United  .States,  and  these  enthusi- 
asts declarc  that  it  is  tho  very  king  of  all 
winter  sports.  It  is  in  reality  four  sports 
combined  in  one,  for  the  ice  yachtsman 
when  speeding  over  thi'  glassy  surface  of 
tho  river  or  lake  cxx)crii'nccs  about  all  tho 
joys  of  tho  .skater,  the  water  yacht.sman, 
tho  tohoggnnist  and  the  coaster.  There  Is 
very  little  hard  work  al>out  ico  yachtiuj?, 
too,  for  there  is  no  hill  climhinK,  no  dlsa- 
preeablu  walking  back  amllo  or  so  before 
a  iirw  ride  may  bo  uii.ioyed. 

It  is  said  that  ico  yachts  were  invented 
in  Holland,  but  the  old  Dutch  yachts  lit- 
tle resemble  tho  wonderful  racing  craft 
American  Ingenuity  has  produced.  An 
ico  yachtsman  of  Holland  would  think 
twice  before  ho  expended  $1,000  oil  a 
yacht,  Init  tho  New  Y«)rk  society  men  of 
wealth  who  have  country  places  alon^  the 
Huson  caro  little  what  their  Ice  yachts 
cost  to  long  as  they  can  hold  their  own 
with  or  defeat  rival  yachts.  A  good  boat 
of  small  size  may  be  built  for  !j!l.".0,  but 
the  large  boats  frequently  eiceeti  ?  1,000  in 
cost. 

loo  yachting  is  very  popular  in  the  vlcin 
ity  of  New  York  and  along  the  great  la ke.s, 
and  three  great  cetiters  for  tho  sport  are 
New  York,  Kcd  Bank,  N.  J.,  and  Mad- 
Lson,  Wis.  Tho  pastime  has  a  few  devo- 
tees lu  Chicago,  but  they  are  mainly  flsh 
ir/uen,  who  dwell  along  tho  lake  front 
Chicago  society,  unlike  that  of  New  York, 
has  not  yet  been  made  acquainted  with 
tlie  beauties  of  the  sport.  A  year  ago  Mad- 
ison forcetl  lier  way  to  tho  front  by  giving 
ono  of  tho  greatest  ico  yacht  regattas  In 
tho  hl.story  of  the  ijastlmo  in  America. 
Five  thousand  people  thronged  tho  shores 
of  Lake  Mendota,  mar  INIadlson,  and  saw 
a  fleet  of  40  ico  yachts  contest  for  supre- 
macy in  different  cl.i.sscs.  The  course  was 
six  miles  long,  and  tho  yachte  sailed  over 
it  three  times,  covering  as  they  did  so 
about  ten  miles  more  In  tacking,  and  the 
penn.int  was  won  by  tho  May  IJretonne, 
owned  by  Charles  .Spooncr,  a  son  of  ex- 
Unlted  States  Senator  John  C.  Spooner. 
She  negotiated  the  38  miles  In  1  hour  2 
minutes  48  seconds.  Some  of  tho  contcsc- 
ants  displayed  con.->idorablo  humor  in 
naming  their  yachts.  A  German  called 
his  tho  Flying  Dutchman,  and  two  wags 
who  remcmburotl  Chicago's  famous  Snell 
murder  ca.so  termed  their  yacht  the  Slip- 
pery Tjificott. 

About  the  only  typo  of  yacht  used  in 
the  west  is  the  sloop  rigged  yacht  with 
jib  and  mainsail.  The  largest  yachts  only 
spread  ;i30  s(|uaro  feet  of  sail,  while  some 
of  the  big  yachts  on  the  Hudson  and  North 
Shrewsbury  rivers  spread  from  750  to  b25 
feet.  The  eastern  yachts  arc  principally 
of  the  cat  rig  or  lateen  type,  with  but  a 
cingle  .sail  of  enormous  proportions.  Each 
yacht  has  two  front  iron  shod  wooden 
runners  3  or  4  feet  long,  get  parallel 
abont  IJ  or  11  feet  apart  and  connected  by 
a  thick  runner  plank,  while  at  the  rear, 
perhaps  la  feet  back,  Is  a  third  runner, 
.short  and  movable,  attached  to  which  is 
tho  tiller.  Above  the  runners  is  the  crib 
— a  low,  flat  box — In  which  the  riders  sit, 
or,  rather,  lie,  for  tho  jlbboom  swings  so 
low  as  to  forbid  tho  occupant  sittlug  up- 
right. Midway  between  tho  two  front 
runners  ia  the  spar. 

All  Ice  yacht  answi-rs  tho  helm  instan- 
t.-xneously  and  may  Iw)  guided  with  the  ut- 
most eaM  and  with  absolute  accuracy. 
The  no§e  «f  the  yacht  can  be  held  steadi- 
ly to  any  point  desired  without  material 
variation,  and  this,  too,  while  tho  craft 
may  he  clipping  along  faster  than  an  ex- 
press train. 

It  is  iuten>sting  to  observe  that,  despite 
the  stupendous  Bpeed  commonly  acquired. 
Ice  yachting  ia  a  sport  almost  wholly  de- 
void of  danger,  although  to  Ijoth  tho  spec- 
tator and  tho  rider  tho  feeling  of  constant 
danger  prevails.  This  Is  of  course  duo  to 
tho  unnatural  speed.  An  Ice  yacht  sel- 
dom capsizes,  and,  strangely  enough, 
whuo  such  an  accident  ooours,  the  hoat 

goM  over  %o  gently  that  the  ocoopants 
auffer  nothing  worse,  than,  beyi^  naerely 


[ippPd'oiii.  v%  nuit  tno  vinKiil  is  so  scrong 
that  the  yacht  careens  to  a  point  of  going 
over,  tho  wind  is  naturally  ''out  of  tho 
will,"  the  lowec  runner  plank  touches  thu 
ice  us  a  n^sult  ot  the  tipping,  and  tiie  c.ip- 
Hlziiig  is  robbed  of  all  serious  danger. 

FeAv  people  have  been  Injured  since  tho 
epnrt  IxM-ame  popular  In  America.  The 
prine'.pal  perils  ar»)  from  collisions,  run- 
ning down  skaters  and  running  Into  open 
water  formetl  by  huge  cracks  in  the  lee. 
Perfectly  smooth  lee  is  not  desirable  for 
ico  yachting,  for  under  sueli  conditions 
the  runiurs  are  left  to  slough,  thus  pre- 
venting an  oblique  wind  from  getting 
hohl,  as  it  were,  to  tho  best  advantage. 
Ice  somewhat  rough  is  the  sailor's  didiglit, 
.Tud  if  tliin  patches  of  snowaro  upon  It  no 
p.pecial  regret  Is  felt. 

Tho  North  .Shrewsbury  Ico  Yacht  cluli, 
which  was  organized  13  years  ago,  with  a 
-uembership  of  15,  now  has  a  membership 
of  lu'arly  loO,  and  Its  fleet  consists  of  17 
nwift  racing  yachts.  Hack  in  IstSU  began 
the  llrst  racing  tournaments.  In  that 
year  lea  yachting  cr.ieks  met  and  contest 
ed  for  the  Hudson  championship.  Tho 
coursn  varies  according  to  varying  ideas. 
At  times  some  clubs  have  advocated  a 
utraigJitaway,  but  usually  tho  course  has 
one  turn.  Tho  length  is  commonly  placed 
at  20  miles.  Tho  year  1881  marked  a  long 
step  forward  In  ico  yachting  tournaments. 
In  that  year  tho  New  Hamburg  Ice  Yacht 
club  offered  a  challenge  pennant  of  red 
and  whito  silk  suitably  inscribed.  Its 
crack  flier,  the  Phantom,  won  tho  banner, 
downing  the  speediest  challengers  from 
tho  roughkoepsio  and  other  clubs.  In  tho 
.•a me  year  the  Hudson  and  tho  .Shrews- 
bury river  yachtsmen  began  to  sail  world's 
championships  anu  have  held  such  cham- 
pionships nearly  every  winter  since.  In 
the  races  such  cyclonic  wonders  as  tho 
Phantom,  the  .Scud,  tho  Jack  Frost,  the 
Northern  Light,  tho  Icicle,  tho  Lady  of 
tlie  Lake,  the  Avalanche,  the  Dreadnaught 
and  the  Robert  Scott  have  won  renown 
among  ice  yachtsmen  .ill  over  the  country. 
Under  the  mo.st  favorable  coiulitloiit;  thu 
iM'st  Ice  yachts  have  sjx'd,  It  Is  claimed,  at 
the  appalling  rate  of  two  miles  a  minute. 
Though  most  yachtsmen  question  tin;  two 
miles  a  minute  claim,  they  assert  that  a 
speed  equi^■alent  to  l.")0  feet  a  second  has 
indisputably  been  made.  On  certain  pe 
culiarly  exposed  stretches  of  the  Hudson, 
when  a  raging  galu  wfis  tearing  througli 
the  air  ilirectly  across  tlie  river,  Ice  yachts, 
catching  tho  wind  on  their  beam,  have 
flown  by  the  fastest  express  trains  "almo.-t 
as  if  the  trains  were  standing  still,"  a 
some  enthusiasts  have  said.  On  soinerar 
occasions,  when  it  was  thought  that  .••.• 
express  was  running  well  over  (i.')  miles  t 
tho  hour,  tho  rery  best  of  tho  boats  a  1 
said  to  have  gained  more  than  .^lO  per  cen 
over  tho  locomotive,  thus  making  moi. 
than  a  niilo  and  two-thirds  to  tho  minute, 
or  alK)ut  150  feet  to  tho  .second.  The  most 
d.iring  calculators  wish  to  lielieve  that  as 
high  as  two  miles  in  GO  seconds  have  bcci;

A  Non- Partisan  Ticket- 
The  Herald  has  always  urged  the  elec- 
tion of  municipal  officers  without  re- 
spect to  party,  as  it  regards  municipal 
government  as  wholly  a  matter  of  busi- 
ness, which  should  be  separated  entirely 
from  partisan  politics.  The  injection  of 
partisanship  into  municipal  campaigns 
has  almost  invariably  resulted  in  injury 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  city  where 
this  policy  has  been  pursued.  Men 
should  be  chosen  to  fill  the  city  ofilices 
solely  on  the  ground  of  fitness.  What 
difference  does  it  make  what  views  the 
city  comptroller  may  entertain  en  the 
silver  question,  or  how  the  city  treasurer 
regards  the  tariff  issue?  And  why 
should  the  question  of  whether  a  man  is 
a  Republican  or  Democrat  be  raised 
when  selecting  judges  of  the  municipal 
court? 

Taking  this  view  of  the  question,  the 
action  of  the  Democratic  convention  yes- 
terday must  be  regarded  with  much  fa- 
vor. In  renominating  Treasurer  Voss 
and  Comptroller  Ten  Brook,  one  a  De- 
mocrat and  the  other  a  Republican,  the 
convention  rose  magnificently  above  that 
petty  partisan  spirit  which  has  been  the 
curse  of  municipal  government  in  many 
of  the  leading  cities  of  America.  Both 
men  have  served  the  city  well  in  the 
past.  They  have  made  splendid  offi- 
cers, and  their  unanimous  renomi nation 
in  this  manner  is  a  compliment  that  they 
richly  deserved. 

Id  the  selection  of  nominees  for  judge 
of  the  municipal  court  and  special  judge, 
the  conv  ention  also  acted  in  a  manner 
that  meets  very  general  approval.  The 
nominees  of  the  bar  association,  Messrs. 
Dibbell  and  Hunt,  were  given  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  Democratic  convention. 
Mr.  Dibbell  is  a  Republican  and  Mr. 
Hunt  is  a  Democrat,  but  neither  gentle- 
man has  shown  himself  a  bitter  partisan 
and  it  is  certain  that  in  their  actions 
upon  the  bench  they  would  not  be  biased 
by  any  political  feeling.  The  Republi- 
cans have  now  a  splendid  opportunity  to 
follow  the  excellent  example  set  by  the 
Democratic  convention. 


The  French  Crisis. 
France  has  safe'y  passed  through 
another  political  crisis.  The  election  of 
Felix  Faure  to  the  presidency  of  the  re- 
public yesterday,  was  a  triumph  for  the 
Moderates  and  a  crushing  defeat  for  the 
Socialists,  who  were  really  the  cause  ot 
the  trouble  which  culminated  in  the 
crisis.  First  c?.me  the  resignation  of  the 
Dupuy  ministry,  as  a  result  of  the 
scandal  arising  from  the  guaranteeing  of 
interest  on  the  bonds  of  a  certain  railway 
in  the  South  of  France.  The  ministry's 
dcwiif.iU  was  speedily  followed  by  the 
unexpected  resignation  of  President 
Oisiaiir-Perier.  That  he  made  a  serious 
misi.ke  in  resigning  is  the  universal 
opinion.  He  had  not  the  moral  courage 
which  the  presidency  of    the   French  re- 


public  demands  from  its  occupant.  This 
was  rather  remarkable,  because  he  h.id 
proven  himself  in  past  years  to  be  a  man 
of  great  physical  courage. 

And  now  as  to  the  final  reason  which 
led  to  the  downfall  of  Dupuy  and  Casi- 
rair-1'erier.  The  Southern  Railroad  com- 
pany, founded  in  iSSv  had  for  one  of  its 
promoters  the  late  Haron  Reinach,  who 
attained  to  much  notoriety  in  connection 
with  the  Panama  briheiy  scandals.  The 
company  is  charged  with  infringing  the 
law  lelating  to  such  corporations  and  the 
minister  of  public  works,  by  proposing  a 
certain  contract,  or  "convention,"  wilh 
the  company,  fell  under  condemnation. 
The  convention  was  approved  by  the 
chamber  of  deputies  over  three  weeks 
ago  by  a  majority  of  five,  but  was  hung 
up  in  the  senate.  Meanwl  ile  an  inquiry  in- 
cutd,  by  M.  Jautes  "panned  out '  so  much 
rattenncss  that  on  Jan,  3  a  contractor,  an 
ex-manager  and  ex-assistant  manager  of 
the  Southern  railroad  were  arrested. 

The  Dupuy  ministry  was  forced  to  re- 
sign b,.'cause  the  Socialists  insisted  that 
it  was  resp>onsible  for  the  contract  with 
the  railroad  company.  Casimir-Perier 
was  a  secretary  of  state  when  the  orig- 
inal contrict  was  made  wilh  the  com- 
pany, and  he  felt  that  the  charges  made 
upon  those  connected  with  it  were  alio 
aimed  at  him.  It  wis  a  victory  for  the 
Socialists,  when  both  the  ministry  and 
then  the  president  resigned,  and  they 
more  ooiaily  than  ever  insisted  that  the 
members  of  the  Republican  majority  of 
the  chamber  were  too  much  soiled  by 
various  scandals  to  command  public  con- 
fidence. But  when  it  came  ta  the  elec- 
tion of  a  new  president  they  were  beaten. 
They  voted  for  Henri  Brisson.who  would 
have  dissolved  the  chamber,  which  ac- 
tion was  desired  by  the  Socialists.  They 
have  recently  gained  in  strength,  and 
expected  that  another  election  wou'd 
give  them  a  niajarity  in  the  chamber. 
The  election  of  Felix  Faure  has  pre- 
vented such  a  catastrophe  to  the  repub- 
lic. He  will  undoubtedly  pursue  a 
policy  that  will  conciliate  the  various 
elements  composing  the  Republican 
majority,  and  thus  the  stability  of  the  re- 
public will  be  maintained. 


The  minority  report  in  regard  to  Judge 
Ricks'  case  makes  a  very  favorable 
showing  for  the  judge.  It  appears  very 
doubtful  that  he  has  committed  nny 
wrong  act.  The  St,  Louis  Star-Sayings 
thinks  that  the  fact  that  a 
judicial  officer  in  an  exalted 
position,  such  as  that  of  Judge 
Ricks,  is  an  appointed,  and  not  an  elec- 
ted official,  will  serve  to  delay  the  frui- 
tion of  the  American  idea  of  the  day — 
that  under  no  circumstances  should  ju- 
dicial functions  be  conferred  by  election, 
no  matter  how  high  or  how  simple  be  the 
office  in  question. 


The  two  disastrous  fires  in  the  city  of 
Toronto  recently  have  drawn  attention 
to  the  inefficiency  of  its  fire  department. 
The  city  has  not  a  steam  fire  engine  and 
has  depended  wholly  upon  hydrant  pres- 
sure for  water  for  the  use  of  the  fire  de- 
partment. The  result  is  that  each  fire 
did  Si.ooo.ooo  damage.  Steam  fire  en- 
gines and  water  towers  are  necessary  to 
make  a  modern  fire  department  in  cities 
where  high  buildings  exists.  Duluth 
needs  a  water  tower. 


Among  the  impc.t  anomalies  of  our 
existing  laws  is  the  fact  that  England, 
which  does  not  raise  a  pound  of  sugar 
per  annum  herself,  exported  to  us  $13,- 
236,491  of  non-dutiable  sugar  last  year, 
because  (raising  none)  she  gives  no 
sugar  bounty.  Among  our  export 
anomalies  is  the  fact  that  American  cat- 
tle, now  contraband  through  most  of 
Europe,  are  shipped  from  here  to  Liver- 
pool or  London,  and  thence  transhipped 
all  over  Europe  without  question. 
Wheels  within  wheels. 


Mayor  Strong,  of  New  York,  was  elect- 
ed on  a  reform  platform,  but  he  is  evi- 
dently nut  an  extremist,  because  he  has 
already  given  the  saloons  permission  to 
be  open  on  .Sundays  from  2  to  1 1  p.  m.

You  will 
bear  in  mind  this  is  a  short  bridge,  and, 
with  gauntlet  tracks,  a  tremendous  steam 
railway  traffic  can  be  done  over  a  single 
track,  and  you  can  rest  assured  that 
when  the  business  demands  another 
track,  any  company  owning  the  bridge 
can  well  afford  to  add  that  track,  and 
will  find  It  to  their  interest  to  do  sc.  This 
feature  will  regulate  itself, 

Mr.  Editor,  we  are  all  liable  to  forget; 
have  you  forgotten  that  only  a  few 
months  ago  The  Herald  was  devoting 
columns  ol  editorials  to  the  support  of 
the  bill  of  this  otber  company  you  now 
refer  to  as  being  "so  ready  and  able  to 
build  the  bridge  today"  and  that  com- 
pany's bill  did  not  provide  tor  any  steam 
railway  track  at  all— only  for  street  cars, 
"and  for  vehicles  and  foot  passengers  at 
the  option  of  the  corporation  building  the 
bridge," 

The  cities  ot  Duluth  and  Superior, 
whose  interests  you  claim  to  so  zealously 
guard  were,  by  the  provisions  of  that 
company's  bill,  (which  you  so  stoutly 
supported)  to  have  the  right,  ten  years 
after  its  first  operation,  or  at  each  recur- 
ring ten  years,  upon  two  years'  previous 
notice,  to  purchase  the  bridge  ai;  a  price 
based  upon  the  "value  of  the  franchise, 
the  physical  property  and  revenue  de- 
rived therefrom,"  with  10  per  cent 
added. 

You  say  "Mr.  Hartley's  company,  in 
seeking  authority  to  buiid  the  bridge, 
professed  to  have  the  necessary  capital 
to  construct  it."  I  thick  you  mistake ;wc 
have  repeatedly  said  to  you  and  the  pub 
lie,  that  we  must  borrow  a  large  portion 
of  the  necessary  money  for  this  enter- 
prise. The  lact  is,  many  people  who 
talk  glibly  of  building  four  track  bridges 
could  not  raise  the  money  to  pau.t  one. 
We,  in  this  neck  of  the  woods,  are  large- 
ly money  borrowers,  and  our  company

Tbe  commi'iiicitiiin  w.is  received  and 
then  John  C.  Bulliit,  jr.,  exhaling  parti- 
s.an  l.)eraocracy  from  every  pore,  m  the 
broad  accents  of  his  native  land,  howled 
and  roared  and  swung  his  hands  in 
mental  ano'uis^,  as  it  were. 

"Did  we  coiue  here  to  be  bamboozled? 
he  screamed. 

No  one  seemed  alarmed  but  he  con- 
tinued to  whoop  it  up  for  straight  out 
Democracy  and  partisan  politics.  "If 
these  nominations  are  made  we  stamp 
ourselves  as  nondescrint  hybrids,"  he 
said.  . 

"It  is  better  to  go  down  with  our  Hag 
nailed  to  the  masthead  than  to  float  on 
the  surface  sustained  bv  Mugwump  blad- 
ders and  windbags.

The  Tax  Penaliiot. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

There  appears  to  be  some  diversity  of 
opinion  relative  to  the  rebate  and  remis- 
sion of  penalties  for  non-payment  of 
taxes,  as  also  the  reduction  of  interest. 
Because  it  is  a  law  it  must  not  be 
changed!  Because  we  have  been  swel- 
tering under  the  burden  we  must  con- 
tinue to  be  "beasts  of  burden,"  to  swell 
tbe  bank  accounts  of  the  school  and 
county  funds  in  order  that  the  personal 
importance  and  influence  of  such  repre« 
sentative  bodies  shall  not  be  impaired. 

Because  one  man  is  able  to  pay  his 
taxes,  everyone  else  must  be  made  to 
conform  to  the  ri(;or  of  an  unjust  law, 
and  comply  with  the  methods  of  a  Stand- 
ard oil,  iron  ore  or  sugar  trust  king.  The 
money  paid  for  taxes  is  tbe  money  of  the 
citi/sn.  It  is  a  wicked  folly  to  maintain 
that  he  should  not  object  to  being  im- 
posed upon,  and  the  comforts  or  pleas- 
ures of  bis  home  diminished  because  the 
change  would  encourage  indifference  and 
procrastination. 

Of  the  100  per  cent  paid,  the  city  of 
Duluth  gets  only  40  per  cent.  The  re- 
mainder, 60  per  cent,  goes  to  the  school, 
county  and  state  funds.  Over  $1000  was 
paid  last  year  for  sheriff  and  district 
court  fees  to  collect  uncollectible  Jper- 
sonal  taxes.  I  say  emphatically,  abolish 
the  penalties  and  reduce  the  interest. 

Of  the  money  expended  last  year  in 
building  roads  in  the  county  two-thirds 
was  expended  on  the  iron  range.  The 
county  commissioners  directed  the  work. 
The  county  fund  paid  for  it.  The  citi- 
zens of  Duluth  supplied  the  money 
under  this  iniquitous  penalty  law.  Why, 
sir,  1  understand,  that  at  a  few  meetings 
before  the  old  county  board  went  out  of 
existence,  $3500  was  appropriated  to  pay 
for  the  opening  of  a  roadway  from  Eve- 
leth  to  an  iron  mine  to  enable  tbe  own- 
ers of.the  mine  to  get  their  machinery 
from  Kveleth  to  the  mine. 

The  taxpayers  in  this  city  should  rebel 
against  tbe  collection  of  moneys  to  be 
thus  used  up,  and  in  order  to  keep  such 
a  grinding  mill  supplied  they  must  be 
content  to  submit  to  usurious  interest 
rates  under  the  pretext  that  the  15  per 
cent  penalty  and  12  per  cent  interest  are 
essential  for  exact  and  prompt  business 
habits.  No  citizen  need  fear  the  charge 
of  impecuniosity  because  be  rebels 
against  being  robbed  lor  the  benefit  of  a 
fund  that  can  be  utilized  by  his  more 
selfish  or  sagacious  fellow  citizen. 

1  am  sorry  that  our  "chamber  of  com- 
merce" rest  their  judgment  of  what  is 
due  to  their  fellow  citizens  upon  legal 
quibbles  rather  than  upon  a  manly  and 
common  sense,  helpful  course,  but  I  am 
glad  our  heavenly  Father  made  some  of 
U3  unlike  others.

Paper  by  Mrs.  0.  H.  Simonds.  oi  Duluth.  Read 
at  St.  Paul. 

The  state  conference  of  charities  and 
corrections  has  closed  its  sessions  at  St. 
Paul.  On  the  last  day  a  paper  by  Mrs. 
O.  H.  Simonds  on  "Dependent  Children" 
was  read  by  T.  A.  Abbott,  ol  St.  Paul, 
Mrs.  Simonds  being  unable  to  be  present, 

The  paper  was  a  summary  of  the 
points  Its  author  had  noticed  by  per- 
sonal observation.  In  every  consider- 
able community  there  are  always  to  be 
found  a  percentage  of  children  who  are 
deprived  of  the  fostering  care  of  their 
natural  protectors,  Mrs,  Simonds  wrote. 
Among  the  sources  of  revenue  to  a  home 
tor  children  the  city  and  county  must  not 
be  overlooked.  It  is  reasonable  and  fair 
that  a  portion  of  the  expenses  of  main- 
taining children  wto  otherwise  might  be- 
come a  public  burden  should  be  borne 
by  the  city  and  county. 

She  holds  that  so  far  as  posstble  a 
home  ought  to  be  reproduced  for  these 
little  ones  who,  without  fault  of  their 
own.  have  been  thrust  out  into  the  world. 
These  homes  shoi^d  contain  the  charac- 
teristics of  a  natural  home.  If  love  and 
affection  are  prevalent  among  parents 
and  children  they  should  be  encouraged 
here.  Tbe  modern  kindergarten  is  an 
extremely  desirable  adjunct  to  such  an 
institution,  as  it  promotes  a  desire  to 
maintain  individuality. 

In  summing  up  this  question  of  the 
care  of  dependent  children,  we  find 
first,  that  the  home  should  be  carried  on 
in  a  manner  that  v/ill  command  the 
respect  of  all  good  citizens;  second,  that 
in  caring  for  the  children  the  keynote 
should  be  love,  which  will  surely  bring 
them  out  from  under  the  influence  which 
affected  them  in  the  street  and  alley.

A  Stipulation  to  Postpone  Argument  to  March 
25.  Taken  Under  Advisement. 
Washim.ton,  Jan.  iS.— In  the  habeas 
corpus  proceedings  in  the  case  of  Eugene 
V.  Debs  and  others  concerned  in  the 
Chicago  strike,  the   government,  acting 

through  Assistant  Attorney  General 
Whitney,  and  Attorney  Darrow,  acting 
(or  I)eb$  and  bis  associates,  today 
presented  a  stipulation  to  the  United 
States  supreme  court  agreeing  to  post- 
pone the  argument  of  the  case  until 
March  25  and  agreeing  that  in  the  mean- 
time the  prisoners  shall  be  admitted  to 
bail  in  the  sum  of  $2000  each. 

Chief  Justice  Fuller  stated  on  behalf 
of  the  court  that  the  matter  was  of  such 
importance  that  it  would  be  necessary 
that  the  court  should  have  an  oppor- 
tunity for  consultation  before  acting 
upon  the  ^ipulation  with  regard  to  bail. 
The  agreement,  therefore,  was  taken 
under  advisement. 


TO  PREVENT  SWINDLING. 


A  Bill  in  Illinois  Affecting    Loan  and  Name- 
ttead  Associations. 

Sfiungfield,  111.,  Jan.  18.— Delegate 
O'Donnell,  of  Bloomington,  has  intro- 
duced in  the  house  a  bill  to  protect  mem- 
bers of  loan  and  homestead  associations. 

It  provides  that  any   ofticer  or    agent 

of  such  association  who  shall  directly  or 
indirectly  receive  any  payment  on  stock 
when  at  the  time  of  receiving  such  pay- 
ment, he  knows  the  association  to  be  in- 
solvent and  should  have  known  it  by 
using  reasonable  dilligence,  and  where- 
by payment  on  stock  shall  be  lost  to  the 
shareholder,  the  officer  or  agent  receiv- 
ing such  payment  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  embezzlement  and  upon  con- 
viction be  fined  a  sum  double  the  amount 
embezzled,  and  in  addition  may  be  im- 
prisoned in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than 
one  or  more  than  three  years.

Do  you  suppose  it  pays  her,  and  can 
Buch  a  choice  on  herein  Ihj  defended  on 
largo  grounds  a.s  pro.^<tivcnf  the  greatest 
Rood  of  the  tfii-eatest  number?  Is  it  a  fact, 
as  has  Ix-en  flippantly  suggcatod,  that  sho 
moves  to  Knglaml  to  get  country  life  be- 
cause wo  have  no  good  roads  hero  yet,  or, 
on  the  contrary,  can  It  bo  demonstrated 
that  one  n  asiin  our  country  roads  are  so 
bad  is  that  the  American  girl  cannot  abide 
the  country  and  promptly  carries  Iicr  nir.n 
off  to  town  at  the  earliest  moment  that 
sees  his  endc.nvors  blessed  with  the  neces- 
sary increase?  Is  it  her  fault  that  country 
interests  tend  too  much  to  fjill  to  the  care 
of  a  rtsiduum  that  is  too  poor  to  get  awjiy, 
or  has  the  country  life  not  nuich  to  do  one 
way  or  the  other  with  her  British  propen- 
sities? 

To  be  honest,  there  are  other  conceiva- 
ble reasons  for  marrying  an  English  gon- 
tlcmaif  besides  his  country  roads.  He  may 
be  a  charming  gentleman — they  aro  eaid 
to  bo  so  once  in  awhile — who  can  win  a 
wife  by  plain  personal  courtship,  and 
whom  any  woman  would  be  justified  in 
marrying  on  general  principles  and  with- 
out specific  excuses,  or  he  may  lio  a  good 
•'average"  sort  of  a  man  whoso  advantage 
over  his  American  brother  is  a  matter  of 
size  or  complexion  or  halo  appearance.  I 
have  known  American  women  who  ven- 
tured to  assert  that  the  feminine  eye  re- 
joiced more  in  the  type  of  male  human 
that  treads  the  pavements  of  Piccadilly 
and  Pall  Mall  than  in  the  contemporaneous 
pedestrians  of  Fifth  avenue  and  Broad- 
way. 

Or  maybe  it  is  his  superior  stolidity 
that  electrifies  in  the  Briton.  It  is  to  bo 
feared  that  there  is  truth  in  that  tale  Mr. 
Kipling  or  somebody  was  telling  of  how 
the  phlegmatic  merchants  of  the  east  had 
discovered  that  the  way  to  heat  the  Amer- 
ican was  simply  to  put  him  off  and  let 
him  fret  himself  reckles.s.  Stolidity  is  not 
quite  the  same  as  repose,  but  to  persons 
who  are  suffering  from  an  acute  dearth  of 
repo.so  it  may  appeal  as  a  tolerable  substi- 
tute, so  that  one  can  imagine  an  Amer 
ican  maid,  worn  with  the  restless  aspira- 
tions of  iier  high  pressure  countrymen, 
turning  with  sincere  relief  to  pillow  her 
fair  young  head  tipon  a  bosom  behind 
which  lurked  no  threat  of  heart  failure. — 
North  American  lieview. 


The  Uses  of  Hot  Water. 

The  best  methods  of  using  Lot  water  are 
as  follows:  For  sprains  of  the  ankle  and 
wrist  or  any  joint  the  part  should  bo  thor- 
oughly soaked  for  half  an  hour  at  a  time, 
night  and  morning,  in  very  hot  water, 
writes  A.  Marcy,  M.  D.,  in  a  very  valua- 
ble list  of  'domestic  household  remedies" 
In  The  I^adies'  Jlonio  Journal.  Those 
stifferiug  from  a  severe  sprain  will  not  re- 
quire more  than  the  first  soaking  to  con- 
vince them  of  the  advantage  of  hot  ovt 
cold  water.  A  flannel  bandage  should  bo 
appliotl  firmly  after  each  treatment.  For 
bruises  very  much  the  same  method  should 
be  followed,  although  the  application  need 
not  be  continued  for  so  long  a  time.  For 
wounds  and  sores  the  best  mctho<l  Is  to 
drip  or  pour  for  a  few  minutes.  For  styes 
and  inflamed  eyelids,  and  even  for  sore 
eyes,  use  water  as  hot  as  can  bo  borne  by 
sopping. 

To  stop  bleeding  very  hot  water  applied 
tp  the  raw  surface  will  be  found  eflica- 
oious.  For  many  forms  of  dyspepsia  and 
biliousness,  particularly  a  catarrhal  con- 
dition of  stomach,  a  goblet  of  hot  water, 
drank  after  the  night's  fa.sting,  will  give 
relief.  For  continued  application,  in  ihe 
form  of  a  poultice,  aa  in  catarrh  of  the 
breast,  pleurisy,  pneumonia,  etc.,  a  jacket 
of  cotton  batting,  wrung  out  in  very  hot 
water  by  means  of  a  towel  and  covered 
with  oiled  silk  or  waxed  paper,  should  be 
used-  ,  *      .

THE  CASE  TO  BE  REOPENED. 


A    Practical  Defeat  For  Those   Who    Favor 
Impeacliment. 

Washington.  Jan.  18.— The  judiciary 
committee  of  the  house  held  a  long  ses- 
sion today  over  the  Ricks  case.  Re- 
presentative Bailey,  of  Texas,  presented 
the  majority  report,  drawn  by  himself, 
and  Representative  Droderick  the  minor- 
ity  report. 

The  majority  report  recites  the 
charges  against  Judge  Ricks  and  states 
the  facts  which  it  lielievcs  have  been 
established.  The  report  closes  by  say- 
ing that  it  tinds  it  impossible  to  reconcile 
the  judge's  conduct  with  the  rules  of 
common  honesty  and  therefore  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  the  impeachment 
resolution. 

The  friends  of  Judge  Ricks  endeavored 
to  reverse  the  decision  of  the  previous 
meeting.and finally  the conimitteedecided 
by  a  vote  of  7  to  5,  to  re-open  the  case  by 
extending  an  invitation  to  Judge  Ricks 
to  appear  before  them  if  he  so  desired, 
with  his  witnesses  and  to  give  a  like  in- 
vitation to  the  other  side. 

This  action  was  taken  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Harris,  who  refrained  from  voting 
at  the  last  meetidg.  The  affirmitive 
votes  were  cast  by  Ray,  New  York; 
Powers,  Vermont;  Broderick,  Kansas; 
Updegraff,  Iowa;  Childs.  Illinois,  Re- 
publicans; Goodnight  and  Harrison, 
Alabama,  Democrats.  Negative — Bail- 
ey, Texas;  Boitner,  Louisiana;  Lane, 
Illinois;  Stockdale,  Mississippi,  and 
Dearmond,  Missouri,  Democrats. 

Representative  Culberson,  the  chair- 
man, who  voted  for  impeachment  at  the 
last  meeting,  refrained  from  voting. 

Representative  Bailey's  report  was 
discussed  at  length,  and  several  amend- 
ments ofifered  and  voted  upon.  The 
members  who  have  stood  with  Mr.  Bailey 
for  impeachment,  regard  the  vote  as  a 
practical  defeat,  so  far  as  action  by  this 
congress  is  concerned. 

WHAT  THE  JUDGE  SAYS. 


The  United  Press  Story  of  His  Prostration  Was 
Utterly  False. 

Clevki.ani),  Jan.    iS.    Judge    Ricks 

left  the  city  late  last  night  for  Chicago, 
where  he  expects  to  sit  with  Judge 
Woods  in  a  consideration  of  one  of  the 
Clover  Leaf  road  cases.  Before  leaving 
the  judge  announced  that  he  had  re- 
ceived no  advices  from  Washington  and 
continued: 

"On  the  day  that  the  house  judiciary 
committee  voted  on  the  report  of  the  in- 
vestigating committee  the  report  was 
sent  over  the  country  that  I  was  pros- 
trated by  the  shock.  I  am  indignant 
over  the  report.  It  has  bothered  my 
friends  in  New  York  and  one  of  them 
who  came  to  Cleveland  today  said  that 
they  were  disturbed  by  the  rumor.  1 
have  been  here  every  day,  and  I  am  go- 
ing to  Chicago  now  to  sit  with  judge 
Woods  in  the  Clover  Leaf  case. 

"Some  of  the  reports  of  the  proceed- 
ings do  me  a  great  injustice.  I  have  en- 
deavored to  be  dignified  throughout  all 
this  matter,  but  it  seems  as  though  1 
ought  to  pay  attention  to  some  of  the  re- 
ports which  have  been  made. " 

AFFAIRS  IN  NEWFOUNDLAND. 


An  Attempt   Being    Made  to  Reorganize   the 
Union  Bank. 

St.  John's,  N.  F.,  Jan  iS.— The  share- 
holders of  the  I'nion  bank  met  again 
last  night  to  elect  directors  to  replace 
those  by  whose  mismanagement  the  fail- 
ure of  the  bank  was  brought  about.  A 
new  board  of  five  keen  business  men  was 
also  elected.  They  will  have  to  consult 
with  the  government  on  the  matter  of 
legislation. 

The  government  has  a  bill  tabled  pro- 
viding lor  the  winding  up  of  the  bank, 
but  it  is  opposed  by  the  shareholders  and 
many  of  the  creditors.  A  bill  satisfac- 
tory to  both  will  be  negotiated.  The  city 
is  indigi^aut  at  the  disgraceful  showing 
made  by  the  ex-directors  of  the  bank. 

Goodrich  cK:  Sons  compromised  last 
night  with  their  creditors  at  40  cents  on 
the  dollar.  The  creditors  of  Mr.  Stears 
will  meet  soon  and  it  is  thought  that  a 
compromise  will  be  effected  at  about  the 
same  figures.  Every  firm,  except  per- 
haps Duders,  will  be  encouraged  to  con- 
tinue business.  The  establishment  of 
outside  banks  is  stimulating  trade  some- 
what but  the  only  lively  market  is  that 
for  provisions.  These  are  selling  well 
by  shopkeepers  who  accept  notes  of  the 
defunct  banks. 

The  government  has  railroaded  reso- 
lutions through  both  houses  appealing 
to  the  governor  to  sign  the  bill  abolish- 
ing the  disabilities  against  Sir  William 
Whiteway  and  the  other  politicians  who 
were  disqualified  tor  corrupt  practices. 
The  bill  is  generally  known  as  "the 
whitewash  bill."  The  governor  has  been 
instructed  from  England  not  to  give  his 
assent  to  the  bill. 

RIOTING  IN  BROOKLYN. 


Mayor  Schieren  Thinking  ot  Asking  the  Gover- 
nor For  Troops. 

Brooklyn,  Jan.  18,— Several  conflicts 

between  the  strikerb  and  new  employes 

ot  the  trolley  lines  have  occurred  today. 

Men  were  driven  from  their  cars  and 
beaten  b>  mobs  and  E.  A.  Spink,  a  pas- 
senger, on  a  Putnam  avenue  car,  was  as- 
saulted and  serious  injured  by  the  strik- 
ers for  denouncing  them. 

Mayor  Schieren  is  satisfied  the  police 
force  IS  incompetent  to  preserve  order, 
and  he  has  been  in  consultation  with  the 
police  commission  and  corporation 
counsel  relative  to  asking  Governor 
Morton  for  troops.

Marcus   W.    Bates,   in  a  Complaint    Filed 

Today,  Tells  How  He  Dropped  Twelve 

Hundred  Dollars. 


He  Paid   Thirteeen   Hundred   Dollars  For  a 

Seventy-five  Dollar  Certificate  in  a 

Co-operation   Company. 


The  Company's  Object  is  to  Gain  Possession 

of  an  Extensive  Estate  in  Great 

Britain. 


Marcus  W.  Bates  has  filed  co.nplaint 
in  a  suit  against  J.  W.  Warren  and  A.  D. 
Haslett  in  which  he  recites  a  tale  of  how 
he  was  done  out  of  $1225  in  a  manner 
that  reminds  one  o{a"funeo"  story.  In 
the  beginning,  according  to  the  com- 
plaint, one  Hector  Jennings  represented 
that  he  had  inherited  a  vast  estate  in 
Kngland,  composed  cf  real  estate  and 
personal  property  worth  many  milliims  of 
dollars. 

While  he  said  he  had  a  valid  claim  to 
this  pnncely  estate,  there  were  many 
other  claimants,  and  fais  fortune  could 
only  be  gained  by  expensive  litigation, 
to  conduct  which  he  had  not  the  funds. 
So  the  Co-operative  company,  of  Phila- 
dflphia,  agreed  to  furnish  the  money  for 
a  half  interest  iu  the  estate,  and  to  raise 
funds  for  opening  the  litigation  issued 
certificates  the  purchasers  of  which  were 
entitled  to  pro  rata  dividends  in  the  pro- 
ceeds. 

The  defendants,  J.  W.  Warren  and  A. 
D^  Haslett,  trustees  in  the  company,  ap- 
proached Mr.  Bates  with  this  glowing 
account  and  offered  to  sell  him  certili- 
cales.  the  face  value  of  which  was  $75. 
They  further  represented,  plaintiff  says 
with  the  intention  of  cheating  him,  that 
the  company  was  badly  in  need  of  $1300, 
and  it  he  would  pay  that  much  for  his 
certificates  it  would  be  all  right  because 
the  more  one  paid  for  them  the  more 
they  were  worth.  "The  contribution  will 
enhance  the  value  of  the  certificates  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  paid  therefor," 
were  the  seductive  words  used  by  the 
defendants. 

This  interesting  financial  theorem  ap- 
parently was  plain  to  Mr.  Bates,  for  he 
bought  ihe  certificates  for  :f'i30o,  under  a 
promise  that  that  amount  would  be 
credited  to  him  with  the  company. 
Wants  Kis  Money  Back. 

He  has  found  out  the  frailness  of  that 
tempting  offer,  and  he  now  complains 
that  the  promises  of  the  defendants  were 
false,  that  the  company  repudiates  lia- 
bility fo»  all  money  paid  over  the 
amount  on  the  face  of  the  certificates, 
and  that  he  has  been  damaged  ;$I225,  for 
which  he  asks  judgment. 

Judge  Moer  has  filed  findings  for  the 
deier.dants  in  the  rase  of  the  heirs  of 
John  P.  Carey  against  C.  H.  Davis  and 
llie  Mahoninsf  Iron  company  to  deter- 
mine the  ownership  of  eighty  acres  of 
iron  lands  in  57-21,  occupied  under  a 
lease  by  the  Mahoning  Iron  company. 
The  plaintiffs  claimed  that  thev  had  de- 
rived their  title  from  J.  1'.  Carey,  who 
had  taken  the  land  under  a  soldier's 
homestead  right,  and  that  Davis'  agents 
had  secured  cjuit  claim  deeds  from  them 
for  $200  by  representationsjthat  the  land 
was  worthless  when  in  reality  it  was 
worth  $500,000  as  iron  lands. 

Judge  Moer  finds  that  Carey's  title 
was  good,  a  patent  having  been  issued, 
but  that  he  gave  one  W.  A.  Newton  in 
1874  a  power  ot  attorney  to  dispose  of 
the  land,  which  he  did  to  S.  C.  Moore. 
By  several  transfers  the  land  came  to 
C.  H.  Davis,  who  gave  an  option  for  a 
lease  to  the  Mahoning  Ore  company. 

The  claim  that  Davis'  agent,  when  he 
obtained  the  quit  claim  deed  from  the 
heirs,  who  lived  in  Jowa  and  knew 
nothing  of  the  land,  was  aware  that  the 
land  was  valuable  for  its  iron  ore  de- 
posits, he  finds  in  a  measure  true.  It 
was  valuable  as  prospective  iron  lands. 
Nevertheless,  Davis' title  is  found  to  be 
good  and  the  heirs  have  no  legal  claim. 

N.  B.  .Smith  &  Sons  have  sued  C.  G. 
Johnson  for  $561.70  for  goods.  Judge 
Ensign  has  filed  an  order  making  Dowd, 
Sons  &  Co.  a  party  defendant  in  the  caic 
of  the  Crane-Ordway  company  against 
the  Ricinate  company.

H.  B.  Moore,  district  court  receiver  of 
the  Great  Western  Manufacturing  com-

Boston,  Jan.  iq.— A  letter  received 
from  a  reliable  source  in  Armenia,  by  an 
Armenian  citizen  here,  contains  the  fol- 
lowing statement,  which  has  been  cor- 
roljorated  by  other  letters  and  advices 
recdv%d  by  Greeks  in  this  city  whose 
families  reside  in  the  district  referred  to. 

"Seeki  Pasha  arrived  at  Harpol  with  a

Manasian  states  that  when  he  was  arrest- 
ed be  informed  his  captors  that  he  was 
an  American  citizen  and  was  told  that 
that  was  the  reason  he  was  imprisoned. 
He  claimed  this  to  the  American  minister 
and  the  consul  investigated,  finding  the 
facts  in  the  case  substantially  as  reported 
by  Manasian.  The  latter  is  now  on  his 
way  to  this  country,  and  on  bis  arrival 
will  at  once  visit  Washington  and  lay 
before  the  government  evidence  in  sup- 
port of  his  statement.

There  are  fourteen  Populists  and 
twelve  Democrats,  or  twenty-six  votes, 
all  but  one  of  v/hich  would  be  necessary 
to  elect  Nelson  if  he  gains  no  more  Re- 
publicans. Washburr.'s  last  vote  was 
fifty-five  and  he  would  need  all  the  Pop- 
ulists and  Democrats  with  four  more  Re- 
publicans to  make  the   necessary   thirty. 

If  the  minor  candidate  vote,  twenty- 
bix,  went  to  Nelson  and  he  held  his 
present  sixty,  he  would  win.

Business  transactions  are  entirely  sus- 
pended, all  stores  and  shops  being  closed 
for  thirteen  days.  The  Christian  popula- 
tion is  in  a  state  of  great  excitement, 
and  an  outbreak  is  feared  at  any 
moment.  The  inhabitants  of  the  village 
of  Farasha,  situated  on  the  river  of 
Zahanta,  Cicilia,  were  attacked  by  a 
band  of  Circassians  and  the  slaughter  of 
Armenians  was  begun,  when  the  Greeks 
of  the  neighboring  village  of  Karkaeny 
hastened  to  their  assistance.  Some  200 
children  were  saved  from  massacre  and 
the  Circassians  were  put  to  flight.  The 
Turkish  troops  numbering  8000  are  sta- 
tioned at  all  the  principal  passes.  The 
whole  region  is  in  a  state  of  terror  and 
business  is  completely  paralyzed." 

Another  letter  received  here  states 
that  Kriker  Manasian,  a  naturalized 
Armenian  citizen  engaged  in  business  in 
New  York,  recently  visited  Tokat,  his 
natiue  city  in  Armenia,  intending  to  ar- 
range to  bring  his  family  to  this  country. 
The  night  he  arrived  at  home  the  house 
was  surrounded  by  Turkish|soldiers  who 
dragged  him  from  the  bouse  almost 
naked  and  locked  him  up  in  jail  with 
two  murderers.  He  was  kept  there  for 
two  days  and  then  taken  to  Sassoun  in 
irons,  being  compelled  to  walk  most  of 
the  way,  while  he  was  lashed  several 
times. 

From  Sassoun  be  was  taken  to  Con- 
stantinople on  a  Turkish  steamer.  Al- 
though carefully  guarded  on  the  steamer 
he  mana^^ed  to  communicate  with  some 
Armenians  who  in  Constantinople  ap- 
pealed to  the  American  legation  and  on 
the  interference  of  the  legation  Manas- 
ian was  released.  On  being  released  he 
demanded  /80  in  Turkish  money  which 
had  been  taken  from  him  and  redress 
for  the  punishment  he  had  suffered. 

The  Turkish  government  investigated 
but  the  authorities  at  Tokat  denied  that 
they  had  taken    the    prisoner's    money.

Mkxko  City.  Jan.  iq.— Don  Ilmilio 
(leLeon,  Guatemalan  minister  to  Mexico, 
was  seen  at  the  National  palace  today 
when  emerging  from  a  conference  with 
the  Mexican  minister  of  foreign  rela- 
tions, and  positively  denied  that  diplo- 
matic negotiations  have  come  to  an  end 
over  the  international  boundary  dispute. 
As  proof  of  the  verity  of  his  statement 
he  referred  to  the  meeting  just  conclud- 
ed, and  intimated  that  the  regular  diplo- 
matic course  of  proceedings  is  still  ia 
operation. 

He  referred  the  correspondent  to  an 
article  in  El  Nacional  of  today  (Satur- 
day) and  which  contains  a  lengthy  review 
of  the  Guatemalan  question,  with  the 
powers  which  Minister  Leon  bears  from 
his  government.  The  article  says  that 
the  Guatemalan  envoy  is  given  full 
power  to  act  in  all  departments  of  the 
case  and  to  give  it  final  settlement  ac- 
cording to  the  instructions  which  be 
bears. 

El  Universal,  which  is  counted  as  a 
semi-official  paper  of  the  Mexican  gov- 
ernment, contains  a  confirmation  of  the 
report  of  yesterday  that  Guatemala  bas 
rejected  Mexico's  claims.  These  claims, 
which  are  considered  as  Mexico's  ulti- 
matum, are  about  as  follows: 

First,  full  satisfaction  from  Guatemala 
for  the  invasion  ot  Mexican  territory  and 
the  destruction  by  armed  ^Guatemalan 
officers  of  logging  camps  belonging  to 
Mexican  citizens  and  Americans. 

Secoml,  due  indemnity  for  the  dam- 
age done  on  said  invasion. 

Third,  remuneration  in  full  to  Mexico 
for  the  expense  incurred  by  this  country 
in  sending  armed  forces  to  the  Guate- 
malan frontier  and  their  maintenance  at 
the  present  time  there. 

Fcuith,  the  speedy  conclusion  of  the 
boundary  survey  between  Mexico  and 
Guatemala,  as  provided  for  in  the  treaty 
of  1882. 

Only  an  extract  of  the  reply  of  Guate- 
mala has  been  received  from  Don  Josef 
Goderi,  Mexican  minister  to  Guate- 
mala, but  the  official  document  will  ar- 
rive according  to  expectation  about  Jan. 
25.  The  telegraphic  resume  received 
shows  that  Guatemala  is  still  dodging 
the  general  question  by  holding  that  the 
first  three  demands  for  indemnity  to 
Mexico  are  not  just,  on  account  of  the 
territory  alleged  to  have  been  invaded 
being  property  belonging  to  Guatemala. 

It  is  claimed  here  that  this  is  in  spite  of 
the  fact  that  according  to  the  treaty  of 
1882  the  disputed  land  was  to  be  consid- 
ered as  Mexican  until  the  permanent 
survey  commission  had  formally  passed 
on  the  matter,  which  survey  had  never 
been  completed.  The  stand  of  the  Mex- 
ican government  is  still  firm.  It  is  not 
thought,  however,  that  any  hostile  dem- 
onstration will  be  considered  by  Mexico 
until  the  original  document  has  been  re- 
ceived from  Guatemala  and  given  com- 
plete and  exhaustive  consideration  by 
the  president  and  cabinet. 

The  excitement  in  this  city  is  at  a 
higher  pitch  than  ever,  and  since  the 
question  has  been  pending  war  talk  is 
heard  on  every  side.  The  high  feeliof 
not  only  permeates  military  and  civil 
circles  at  the  seat  of  gnvernmeot,  but  has 
diffused  itself  throughout  the  whole  na- 
tion, and  the  department  of  war  is  daily 
receiving  proffers  uf  state  troops,  civil 
volunteers  and  money  and  munition  ap- 
propriations. 

Newspaper  correspondents  at  this 
capital  are  holding  themselves  in  readi- 
ness to  hasten  to  the  frontier  at  an  hour's 
notice,  and  unusual  activity  is  seen  in 
many  quarters  in  anticipation  of  what 
the  next  day  may  develop.  The  greater 
part  of  the  Guatemalan  frontier  is  occu- 
pied within  communicating  distance  with 
Mexican  troops  and  artillery,  while 
Guatemaln  has  taken  the  same  steps  in 
the  mobilization  of  its  troops  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  delimitation  between 
the  two  republics. 

It  is  feared  a  clash  of  arms  may  be 
precipitated  at  almost  any  time  by  an 
ill-advised  action  on  the  part  of  strag- 
glers connected  with  the  two  forces  of 
troops,  and  this  is  being  guarded  against 
on  the  part  of  Mexico  in  a  very  rigid  sur- 
veillance kept  over  every  point  possi- 
ble. 


Chinese  Defeated. 

London  Jan.  iq.— A  dispatch  frdm 
Hai  Ching,  dated  Thursdav,  says  that  in 
the  fighting  which  occurred  in  the  vicinity 
of  New  Chwang  on  Wednesday  last  the 
Chinese  were  defeated  by  a  loss  of  c/)o. 
The  Japanese  loss  was  about  50. 

Hiroshima,  Jan.  iq.— It  is  officially 
announced  that  on  the  morning  of  Jaii. 
17,  15,000  Chinese  troops  from  Lao  Yang 
encountered  the  Japanese  northwest  of 
Hai  Ching.  The  Chinese  were  repulsed 
by  sundown.  Only  one  Japanese  soldier 
was  killed  and  40  wounded.

His  highest  vote 
was  on  the  tirst  ballot  and  lost  on  nearly 
every  succeeding  ballot,  while  Governor 
Nelson  steadily  gained  until  on  the  sixth 
ballot  he  led  all  the  candidates.  Sen- 
ator Spencer,  of  Duluth,  Senator  Allen, 
of  Cloquet,  and  Representative  Gunn 
voted  steadily  for  Washburn,  while  the 
three  St.  Louis  county  menabers  voted 
for  Nelson  every  time.  Representative 
I'nderwood.  of  Hennepin,  voted  for 
Nelson. 

John  L  Gibbs  was  selected  as  chair- 
man. Mr.  Young,  of  the  Nelson  men, 
moved  that  seventy-two  be  required  to 
nominate  and  make  an  eloiiuent  appeal 
for  its  adoption.  Mr.  Morgan,  of  Hen- 
nepin, offered  a  resolution  that  a  ma- 
jority of  those  present  nominate,  which 
was  ruled  out  of  order,  its  adoption  be- 
ing the  natural  conclusion  if  the  Young 
motion  failed.  Morgan  strongly  urged 
his  side  of  the  case  and  the  Washburn 
and  anti- Washburn  causes  seemed  clear- 
ly opposed.  The  result  was  a  Wash- 
burn defeat,  the  Young  motion  being  car- 
ried 8610  5v  A  resolution  by  Senator 
Stevens  for  an  open  ballot  was  adopted 
without  opposition.

The  glass  is  all  in  small  £(iuares  of  a 
pretty  pattern.  The  iron  work  of  the 
frames  is  to  be  enamelled  in  a  pale  green 
shade  with  the  high  liehts  of  the  orna- 
ments picked  out  in  bright  gilt.  This 
trading  room  as  well  as  the  entire  build- 
ing in  all  its  appointments  will  be,  when 
completed  next  March,  a  magnificent  ac- 
quisition to  the  city. 

One  radical  departure  from  the  usual 
manner  of  doing  things  has  been  called 
to  our  attention,  that  is  the  furnishing  of 
the  offices.  I'sually  every  tenant  brings 
in  either  a  lot  of  old  furniture  or  has 
something  new  made  that,  while  it  may 
be  suitable  for  his  purposes,  has  no  ap- 
parent connection  with  the  bui!<ling  .ind 
is  neither  in  keeping  nor  suitable  to  the 
building.

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WAR  VESSEL  TO  GO  TO  HAWAII. 


Admiral    Beirdslee   Will    Proceed  With  the 
Philadelphia  at  Once. 

W.xsHiNGTON,  Jan.  19,— I  Special  to 
The  Herald.] — After  consideration  of  a 
report  of  the  rebellion  sent  by  Minister 
Willis,  Secretaiy  Gresham  requested 
Secretary  Herbert  to  dispatch  a  naval 
vessel  to  Hawaii,  immediately.  The 
vessel  chosen  is  the  Philadelphia,  and 
she  will  have  on  board  Admiral  Heards- 
lee.  the  commander  of  the  naval  station. 

.Secretary  Gresham  states  that  the 
sending  of  a  vessel  to  Hawaii  is  not 
caused  directly  by  the  receipt  of  the 
Willis  dispatch,  but  is  a  matter  of  ex- 
treme caution  taken  in  order  that  none 
of  our  interests  may  be    overlooked. 

The  vessel,  it  is  expected,  will  be  able 
to  depart  within  twenty-four  hours  from 
the  receipt  of  the  sailing  orders,  which 
go  out  this  afternoon  to  Admiral  Heards- 
lee. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  in  the 
senate  by  Mr.  Frye.  declaring  the  sen- 
ate hears  with  regret  of  the  Hawaiian 
revolution  and  extending  the  syoapatby 
of  the  senate  to  the  young  republic.

DANOEROUS  FlSHINrr. 

lATALITILS  Of  IHt  JiEA   DUE  TO  MA- 
RINE  ANIMALS. 

Huw  a  Sbark  Took  a  Uurpuouer  Uut  of  a 
Hoat — Losses  Froui  Whallur  Vessols. 
Why  There  Are  So  Many  Widows  aud 
Orphans  lo  Certain  New  Kuglaiid  Towns. 

If  tho  fntJilities  of  the  se;i  that  could  be 
traced  dlrt>ctly  and  liidlrerfly  to  ninrino 
aiilninlsooiild  iHicoHoctid  <ivery  year,  they 
would  inftko  not  only  interesting  hut 
startling  reading.  In  tho  nuilly  pacilJc 
w«t(!r>i  of  the  western  ocean  wo  havo  hut 
Itttlo  Iden  of  the  dnngers  of  tho  8t\i,  but  >i 
stroll  through  the  Now  Kngland  Ujwos  of 
(ilonct«ter,  Alarhlehrtul,  .^w^anipseott  and 
others  will  show  them  to  have  an  extraor- 
dinary number  of  widows  in  proijortlon 
to  tho  population. 

This  is  particularly  true  of  fJlouoester, 
whero  the  widows  and  orphans  of  llshor 
men  mako  a  small  army.  Tho  llsherrv.ou 
were  all  lost  on  tho  (irand  hanks  or  t,no 
(Jeorges  banks  of  the  ( ml  flshorios.  They 
wero  either  run  down  by  ocean  steamers 
that  go  over  tho  banks  at  full  speed,  often 
hitting  the  vessels  in  tho  fog,  or  the  frail 
schooners  wero  dctiroyed  in  tho  terrUlc 
gales  that  swoop  over  tho  country. 

It  may  be  of  interest  Ui  glance  at  the 
yearly  loss  of  men  who  loso  their  lives  in 
tho  effort  to  provide  tho  country  with  salt 
cod.  From  1830  to  1881,  3,240  wero 
drowned  from  cod  flshermen,  leaving 
1,800  widows  and  between  4,000  aud  5,000 
orphans,  not  to  speak  of  other  por.sons  do- 
pendent  upon  them.  Tho  loss  in  insuranoo 
during  this  time  was  about  $1,600,000, 
and  tho  number  of  vessels  lost  419 — a  re- 
inarkablo  showing  for  a  singlo  line  of 
business.  Tho  loss  of  those  2,000  or  more 
men  means  a  recital  of  Incidents  that  can- 
not be  equaled  in  tho  aiinnls  of  heroism. 

The  writer  knows  of  one  vessel  that  was 
lying  at  anchor,  with  all  hands  below  ex- 
<  .pt  tho  watch,  that  w.is  struck  by  a  st<^ani- 
or.  All  were  drowned  except  the  man  at 
the  wheel,  who  drifted  2  4  hours  before  he 
wa.s  plckeil  up.  Another  schooner  was 
sailing  In  tho  fog  when  she  was  suddenly 
capsized  by  a  steamer  that  rolled  her  com 
pletely  over,  the  men  drojipingoutof  their 
lianinionks  to  the  eeillng  and  then  to  the 
floor  as  siio  quickly  righted.  The  man  at 
tho  wheel  was  lashed  and  was  found  hrtlf 
di-owned. 

.Many  men  have  bein  lo.st  in  the  frg;  in 
their  dories  and  nearly  starved  to  deatli 
before  tliny  wero  found,  while  others  nro 
liickt'd  up  by  outgoiiifj:  steamers.  The 
eeeiio  when  tho  liiihiiig  fleet  returns  after 
threat  lossjis  is  described  as  lieartri'ndln^. 
'I'lun  there  is  always  tlie  uncertainty,  ami 
many  men  have  been  picked  up  and  cai^ 
lied  to  foreign  countries. 

Tho  losses  from  the  whaling  fleets  are 
not  so  great  as  formirly,  but  30  years  ago 
they  were  very  noticeable,  often  amount- 
ing to  several  hundred  men  in  a  year. 
The  ves.sels  are  sometimes  crushed  in  tho 
ice,  or  a  whale  kills  the  men  by  demolish- 
ing the  boat.  A  remarkable  accident  oc- 
curred some  years  ago,  which,  while  in  a 
fully  equipp<jd  whaleboat,  was  observed 
by  only  one  man.  The  whale  had  been 
struck  and  was  sounding  at  a  terrific  rate 
of  speed  when  in  some  way  a  coil  of  rope 
caught  about  tho  foot  of  the  harpooner, 
and  In  a  second  ho  was  gone.  The  acci- 
dent took  place  before  tho  entiro  crew, 
hut  was  so  suddenly  accomplished  that 
but  one  nmixjsasr  tbu_disappoarancc. 

Many  ifntalitics  of  tho  sea  are  laid  to 
sharks,  but  accidents  from  this  source  are 
comparatively  rare.  In  a  diligent  search 
for  authentic  instances  of  large  sharks  de- 
vouring men  I  found  but  two  that  could 
be  attested  to.  One  was  a  man  whose 
family  I  know,  and  the  instance  is  well 
I'.nown  and  reninrkable  for  tho  ferocity 
disiilayi  d  by  the  lish. 

In  1874  I  was  fishing  off  tho  isles  of 
Shoals  with  ;i  cod  Usher njan,  who  told  me 
that  when  his  father  was  a  young  man 
thoro  was  a  large  shark  that  infested  the 
coast  whicli  had  on  sovoral  occasions  at- 
tempted to  tip  over  bonts  and  dine  on  tho 
occupants,  and  once  or  twice  tho  young 
man  had  been  driven  ashore  by  it.  The 
date  corrospondetl  within  a  month  with 
that  of  a  tragedy  which  occurred  about  30 
miles  south,  or  at  Lynn,  and  which  war 
undoubtedly  caused  by  the  same  flsh.  A 
well  known  citizen  of  Lynn  went  out  with 
a  fishing  party,  and  after  a  short  timo  left 
the  Bchcxjner,  taking  a  small  dory,  which 
he  anchored  not  l.OUO  feet  from  the  vej^sel. 
Suddenly  he  was  heard  to  shout,  and  those 
on  the  ves.sel  distinctly  saw  a  huge  shark 
throw  Itself  over  tho  dory  and  sink  it, 
making  ufl  with  the  unfortunate  man, 
whose  cries  for  aid  were  of  no  avail. 

Tho  other  one  was  that  of  a  sailor  on 
the  Mediterranean  who  left  a  vessel  to 
take  a  swim  in  the  soa.  A  shark  was  seen 
fewimming  toward  him  by  some  of  the 
crew,  who  started  to  row  out  to  meet  tho 
swimmer,  but  before  they  reached  the 
spot  tho  shark,  had  seized  him  and  cut 
him  in  two. 

The  littlo  shark,  or  dogfish,  of  tho  New 
England  coast  has  not  a  very  savory  repu- 
tation in  these  waters.  I  have  seen  them 
in  such  schools  that  it  was  inipossihlo  to 
throw  a  line  over  without  their  biting  it. 
They  appeared  to  be  starving,  and  on  ono 
occasion  bit  a  sail  into  shreds  that  was 
hanging  overboard. 

These  ravenous  fish  appear  so  suddenly 
that  I  recall  one  day  ono  could  not  bo 
seen  in  that  portion  of  coast,  and  the  next 
day  the  fishermen  all  gavo  up  their  regu- 
lar fishing  and  devoted  themselves  to  dog- 
fishing,  bringing  the  flsh  in  by  the  boat- 
load. 

At  such  times  it  is  extremely  danger- 
ous to  fall  overboard,  and  numerous  fatal- 
ities point  to  the  conclusion  that  these  lit- 
tle sharks  are  as  dangerous  as  a  man  cater. 
On  one  occasion  some  children  were  play- 
ing about  tho  deck  of  a  schooner  when  one 
fell  overboard,  and  by  tho  time  the  crew 
reached  tho  side  the  body  was  surrounded 
by  a  living  ball  of  dogfishes  and  torn  In 
pieces.  A  fisherman,  having  left  his  dory 
anchored  in  a  cove  during  a  run  of  these 
flsh,  swam  out  to  it  and  was  caught  by 
them  and  killed  In  sight  of  his  friends  on 
the  beach,  who  could  not  aid  him. — Pan 
Francisco  Call.

W«  Vmt>  Milllona  of  Split  Hteel  KIuks,  but 
Don't  Make  Any. 

'I'vH  hnndlod  and  sold  40,000  grosfl  of 
apUt  keyrings  hinco  18«(7,"  said  thu  littlo 
man  in  an  overcoat  and  u  white  sweater, 
''and  not  one  of  them  was  of  American 
make. ' ' 

"Why,  how  is  that?"  asked  the  reporter. 

"Hecausu  there  aro  nono  made  in  thie 
country,"  replied  the  little  man,  with  a 
smilo  that  lifted  ono  corner  of  his  gray 
mustache.  "No,  sir,"  ho  continued,  "tho 
making  of  split  steel  rings  is  an  art  that 
wu  haven't  got  hold  of  yet,  somehow,  and 
1  must  say  I  often  wonder  at  It." 

"Whero  are  they  made,  then?" 

"The  Ix'St,  sir,  are  made  aliout  57  miles 
outside  of  Paris,  at  u  little  manufacturing 
town  whose  name  I  can't  just  now  recall. 
The  next  best  rings  are  made  in  Shefiield, 
Kngland,  while  rings  of  an  inferior  qual- 
ity made  from  Swedish  iron  are  manufac- 
tured in  Alsace.  I  don't  know  that  the 
steel  in  the  French  rings  is  any  better  than 
Uiat  used  by  the  Shcftjeld  manufacturers, 
but  the  Frenchmen  in  this,  as  in  so  many 
other  things,  have  got  tho  hang  of  making 
their  things  look  well.  The  .Sheffield  rings 
are  polished  with  oil  and  emery,  and  that 
gives  them  a  dull,  steely  look,  while  the 
Fn^nch  rings  aro  pidished  by  tho  dry  proc- 
ess, with  what  they  call 'crocus  powder,' 
a  sort  of  coarse  rouge." 

"What  are  tho  extremes  of  size  in  split 
rlngsy"  the  man  was  asked. 

•'Tho  smallest  that  I've  ever  handled," 
he  replied,  "wero  thnje-sixteenths  of  an 
inch  across.  They  are  gilded  when  they 
reach  this  country  and  are  used  in  cheap 
jewelry.  The  largest  keyrings  I  ever  sold 
were  23^  inches  in  diameter,  aud  those  I 
sold  to  tho  wardens  at  .Sing  .Sing.  In  fact, 
they  aro  called  prison  rings.  That  keyring 
with  tho  two  little  knobs,  or  bosses, 
through  which  you  slip  the  ring  is  also  of 
Frt^nch  manufacture,  and  indeed  I  have 
never  scon  any  American  keyring,  except 
that  cluiiLsy  little  thing,  whero  you  havo 
to  move  around  a  small  round  doublo  plate 
with  a  notch  in  it,  and  then  spring  out  tho 
open  end  of  the  ring  through  this  notch.  I 
must  say,"  continued  the  little  man  mus- 
ingly, "loften  wondcrwhy  wedontniako 
rings  over  here.  Why,  just  think,  1  sell 
over  l."jO,000  rings  a  year,  and  there  must 
bo  millions  of  them  handled  everj'  year  in 
this  country." — Now  York  Sun.

Not  a  little  trouble  is  experienced  today 
by  even  the  most  thorough  electrici.ins  in 
keeping  up  with  tho  advance  of  tho  art 
and  its  theory,  and  many  of  them  com- 
idain  of  tho  inadequacy  of  their  time  to 
master  the  current  literature  of  electricity 
that  is  of  value.  Various  schemes  of  in- 
dexing and  digesting  aro  proposed,  but 
they  all  fail  dismally  when  brought  to 
bear  on  what  was  written  and  done  in  the 
timo  when  electricity  was  really  in  its  in- 
fancy. In  other  words,  it  is  estimated  that 
tho  articles  and  publications  of  value  on 
electricity  since  the  beginning  of  tlie  con 
tury  would  make  some  50,000  titles,  and 
it  is  claimed,  with  some  show  of  reason, 
that  this  mass  of  record  is  more  worthy  of 
indexing  than  that  which  is  now  being 
put  togt^ther  in  current  electrical  books 
and  journals. 

Ono  of  the  most  common  and  annoying 
things  in  electrical  invention  in  the  dig 
ging  up  of  some  one  who  has  done  it  be- 
fore. Every  lato  electrical  discovery  and 
apparatus  has  been  more  or  less  anticipat- 
ed, it  would  sometimes  seem,  but  it  is 
not  until  tho  inventor  and  his  backers 
have  spent  largo  sums  uf  money  and  much 
time  that  they  find  out  how  narrow  and 
limited  is  tbo  patent  they  can  secure.  Of- 
ten, too,  a  line  of  investigation  is  engagec' 
ill  at  great  expense  which  some  other  un 
flirt unatei  has  already  traversed,  leaving 
behind  him  a  copious  though  buried  story 
of  his  failures;  hence  it  is  asserted  that  if 
the  I'lectrlcal  literature  of  tho  past  50  or 
75  years  wero  digested  millions  of  money 
and  much  time  would  bo  saved,  several 
reputations  would  bo  lowered  and  others 
made,  and  that  there  would  bo  revealed 
fields  of  work  deserving  to  bo  followed  up 
from  the  point  at  which  the  effort  was 
al>audoned  when  conditions  were  loss  fa- 
vorable. — New  York  Advertiser.

Who  Will  it  Be? 

The  Republican  caucus  on  the  sena- 
torsh'.p  developed  two  facts:  P'irst,  that 
Senator  Washburn  is  beaten;  second, 
that  Governor  Nelson  cannot  secure  the 
senatorial  plum.  It  was  evident  that 
Mr.  Washburn's  strength  would  never 
increase  beyond  his  figures  on  the  tirst 
ballot,  and  when  it  was  shown  that  he 
was  beaten  absolutely  a  determined  ef- 
fort, which  proved  successful,  was  made 
to  prevent  the  nomination  of  Governor 
Nelson.  After  six  ballots  without  choice 
the  caucus  adjourned,  and  the  proba- 
bility is  that  the  hght  will  b;  transferred 
directly  to  the  legislature. 

It  will  require  eighty-five  votes  there 
to  elect.  There  are  twenty-six  Demo- 
crats and  Populists.  Oa  the  sixth 
ballot  last  night,  Mr.  Washburn 
bad  fifty-five  votes.  If  to  these  were 
added  all  the  Democratic  and  Populist 
votes,  he  would  still  lack  four  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  legislature.  Bat  it  is  cer- 
tain that  he  cannot  get  all  the  Democrat- 
ic and  Populist  votes.  He  may  get  the 
support  of  a  few  Democrats,  bat  it  is 
unlikely  that  a  single  Populist  will  vote 
for  him.  Thus  it  would  appaar  that  Mr. 
Washburn  is  absolutely  defeated  and 
that  if  Minneapolis  is  anxious  to  retain 
the  senitorship  Mr.  Washburn  must  be 
abandoned  for  a  new  candidate.  Mr. 
Pillsbury  has  said  he  could  not  accept, 
and  the  most  available  man  therefore  ap- 
pears to  be  Hon.  R.  G.  Evans. 

While  it  must  be  confessed  that  Gov- 
ernor Nelson  s  chances  of  election  will 
be  much  improved  by  the  transfer  of  the 
fight  to  the  legislature,  it  does  not  appear 
probable  that  he  will  be  elected.  As  in 
the  case  of  Washburn,  his  strength  was 
pretty  well  defined  in  the  caucus,  al- 
though his  steady  gains  led  to  the  belief 
that  he  would  get  the  nomination  and 
caused  theComstockand  Washburn  men 
to  unite  in  securing  an  adjournment. 
The  conditions  at  present  point  to  the 
election  of  either  Comstock  or  McCleary, 
or,  more  likely,  a  dark  horse.  Tae  iwo 
leading  candidates  have  defeated  each 
other.  There  will  be  a  deadlock  in  the 
legislature  similar  to  that  in  the  caucus, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  accurate 
prediction  of  the  result. 

A  properly  conducted  effort  might 
land  the  senatorship  for  a  Duluth  man. 
If  the  Washburn  forces  decide  to  drop 
the  present  senator  and  take  up  a  new 
man,  why  not  select  O.  D.  Kinney,  of 
Duluih.  who  has  stood  steadfast  by  Mr. 
Washburn  and  refused  very  strong  in- 
ducements to  become  a  candidate? 


A  Washington  dispatch  reports    that

111  tho  senatoii.ll  contest,  and  it  is  inti- 
roaud  th.at  .Mr.  r..ildwin  may  put  in  a 
bid  (cr  the  Democratic  nomination.  In 
the  event  that  D.  M.  Clougb  should  se- 
cure the  nomination  two  >  cars  hence, 
which  is  liut  likely,  it  is  kuown  that  Mr. 
Baldwin  would  like  to  be  pitted  aeatnst 
him,  believing  he  could  distance  ClougU 
at  the  pollb. 


The  Municipa!  Elections. 
The  News  Tribune  is  extremely 
anxicus  to  inject  partisanship  into  the 
municipal  ekcticn.  It  would  have  the 
people  elect  men  to  the  municipal  otnces 
because  ihev  are  Republicans— regard- 
less of  the  question  whether  they  are 
lilted  for  the  positions,  and  entirely  re- 
gardless of  the  effect  it  would  have  upon 
the  city's  interests.  There  is  no  more 
reason  wliy  a  mag's  politics  should  be 
considered  in  the  selection  of  a  city 
couiplrollcr  or  city  treasurer  than  in  ihe 
selection  of  a  bank  cashier.  Certainly  in 
the  selection  of  the  judges  of  the  muni- 
cipal court  politics  should  not  be  con- 
sidered in  the  slightest  degree. 

The  people  of  Duluth  have  taken  ihii 
view  in   the  past  .'tnd  they  will   probably 
do  so  again  despite    the    efforts    of    the 
News  Tribune  and  the  little    coterie    of 
machine  politicians  that    it    reprtsents. 
The  people  have  become  so  accustomed 
to  regard  with  suspicion    any    idea   ad- 
vanced by  the  News  Tribune  that  they 
will  naturally  deem  it  good  policy  to  op 
pose  its  views  at  this  time.    Why  should 
men  who  have  given  excellent    satisfac- 
tion in  the  municipal  offices  be  replaced 
by  others  who  posses  $  no   more    ability 
and  are  lacking  in  the  experience  which 
makes  the  services  of  the    present    offi- 
cials so  valuable  to  the  city  ?    The  Her- 
ald has  particular  reference    of    Tre.is- 
urer  \'o5s  and  Comptroller  Ten    Brook. 
One  is  a  Democrat  and    the    other    is  a 
Republican,  but  the    people    who    have 
business  at  the  city  hall  would  never  dis- 
cover the  fact    unless    they    questioned 
them  on  the    subject.      It    is    conceded 
tbat  the  city  has  been  well   served  by 
them.    What  more  is  wanted? 

And  then  as  to  the  judgeships.  They 
are  not  political  offices  or  should  not  be. 
although  the  machine  politicians  have 
endeavored  to  put  them  under  that  head. 
The  bar  association,  without  any  thought 
of  politics,  has  selected  two  men  who 
are  well  qualified  for  the  positions,  and 
the  Democrats  have  endorsed  them. 
With  such  a  splendid  opportunity  to 
keep  the  municipal  court  out  of  the  mire 
of  pohtics,  the  Republicans  will  make  a 
serious  error  if  they  do  not  endorse  the 
nominees  of  the  bar.  Of  course  this 
would  not  suit  the  News  Tribune,  which 
is  pretty  good  proof  that  it  would  be  the 
correct  and  proper  thing  to  do. 


Electric  Smelting. 

In  another  column  will  be  found  an 
interesting  account  of  the  new  Taussig 
electric  smelting  process,  which  has 
passed  through  the  experimental  stage 
in  Germany  and  is  now  regarded  as  a 
complete  success.  P'  ntsarenow  being 
put  up  in  France  a-  1  Sweden,  and  the 
result  will  be  watcL-d  with  interest.  This 
system  will  be  particularly  valuable  lo 
places  possessing  water  power  near 
enough  to  permit  of  the  cheap  transmis- 
sion of  currents.  Such  a  point  is  Du- 
luth, and  on  this  account  the  water  power 
schemes  now  in  process  of  development 
here  attain  still  greater  importance. 

There  is  one  peculiar  thing  about  the 
Taussig  system,  and  that  is  the  failure 
of  the  inventor  to  patent  it  in  this  coun- 
try. The  question  is  pertinent,  why  has 
he  not  patented  the  system  in  the  United 
States?  Is  it  because  American  elec- 
tricians have  already  filed  caveats  cov- 
ering the  idea,  and  is  it  a  fact  that  the 
reason  the  ideas  of  the  American  invent- 
ors are  not  being  utilized  is  that  they  are 
controlled  by  the  existing  iron  and  steel 
concerns  in  this  country? 


Actuaries  are  at  work  for  the  govern- 
ment to  decide  upon  the  pension  proba- 
bilities of  the  future.  At  present  there 
are  still  alive  i,i82,88g  veterans  of  the 
war.  of  whom,  however,  only  738,358 
draw  pensions.  It  is  expected  that  these 
figures  will  have  dwindled  to  999,399  sur- 
vivors of  the  war  by  1900,  and    that    ten 
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years  later  the  number  v.-ill  have  shrunk 
106:6.231.  Ky  ''J2>-'>  only  251,727  men 
can  be  expected  to  be  drawing  pensions, 
and  in  1930,  the  number  will  be  reduced 
to  ;,:•'  000.  Ten  years  later  the  pension 
list  will  proli.ilily  show  not  more  th:in  ^lo 
n.ime' .     .'">  juiis  the  world  aw.ty. 

At  a  let  tilt  session  of  the  National 
Dairy  union  in  Waihington,  it  transpired 
that  the  shipping  of  olcouiargariue  as 
butter,  and  of  tilled  as  creim  cheese,  has 
caused  all  Europe  to  look  on  these 
American  products  with  suspicion.  Ke- 
poits  from  Kansas  City  s.iy  that  the  in- 
bpcction  for  export  cattle  at  that  point 
is  a  farce,  and  that  diseased  animals  can 
easily  slip  through.  It  therefore,  does 
look  as  if  greed,  rapacity  and  dishonesty 
are,  after  all,  the  cause  of  European 
objection  to  trade,  in  certain  lines,  with 
the  United  States. 


The  News  Tribune  does  not  lose  any 
opportunity,  when  discussing  the  sena- 
torship, to  remark  that  "it  does  not  ap- 
pear that  Dululh  has  any  possibility  of 
naming  the  candidate."  Of  course  if 
Duluth  would  name  the  Hon.  (i.  G. 
Hartley  for  the  position,  the  News 
Tribune  might  discover  that  a  Dululh 
man  had  a  possible  chance. 


In  opposition  to  the  prospects  in  the 
Bering  sea,  the  seal  breeding  outlook  in 
Alaska  seems  very  dark.  The  govern- 
ment last  year  sanctioned  the  killing  of 
6:>,ooo  seals  on  the  coast  of  that  territory, 
but  only  a  fifth  of  the  number  were  se- 
cured. It  was  a  pity  that  so  profitable 
an  industry  should  perish.

SERIOUS  IN  BROOKLYN. 


Troops  Arc  Under  Arms,  and  the  Strikers   Are 
Riotous. 

Brooklyn,  Jan.  ig.— About  3000 
militiamen  are  under  arms  in  this  city 
today  prepared  to  put  down  any  violence 
that  may  be  attempted  by    the    striking 

street  railway  men  or  iheir  sympathizers. 
The  lirst  appearance  of  their  solcieiy 
upon  the  streets  was  greeted  with  jt:ers 
and  hissing  from  men  and  boys  who 
thronged  the  thoroughfares. 

The  calling  out  of  the  troops  seems  to 
have  aggr.avated  instead  of  alleviating 
the  situation.  It  has  caused  indignation 
among  the  labor  unions  and  there  is  a 
prospect  that  other  trades  will  be  called 
upon  to  strike  in  sympathy.  Master 
VVorkman  Connelly  said  lo  a  reporter 
that  a  general  strike  may  be  ordered 
before  Sunday  dawns. 
^Several  cases  of  rioting  have  occurred. 
Boulders  were  placed  on  the  tracks.  One 
soldier  was  thrown  down  and  severely 
beaten.  Motormen  were  assaulted  by  a 
mob.  One  line  was  blocked,  the  circuit 
being  burned  out,  and  trolley  wires  were 
cut.  Eighty-five  who  were  impelled  to 
run  the  cars  were  induced  by  the  strikers 
to  quit.

Republicans. 


Strong  Movement  Among  the  Setter  Class 

of  Republicans  to  Indorse  Fred  Voss 

For  Treasurer. 


Benham  Leading   For  the   Judgeship,    But 

Dlbbell.  Edson,  Hanks  and  Others 

Have  Strong  Support. 


The  political  pot  is  bubbling  furiously. 
Its  contents  are  badly  mixed  and  exact 
nature  and  quality  of  the  broth  will  not 
be  positively  known  until    after  #16  Re- 
publican city    convention  next  Tuesdaj 
The  Populists    gave  the    ball  quite ; 
roll  down  the  hill  last   Wednesday  even 
in^'.    About  sixty   members  of  the  Cen 
tral  Populist  club  met  in  its  rooms  in  tb< 
Parsons'  block  and  endorsed  the  candi 
dacy  of  \  oss  for    treasurer,  Ten  Brook 
for  comptroller  and    Dibbell    and  Hunt 
the  bar    association's  reconimendat^on^ 
for  municipal  judges.    The  city  commit 
tee  also  held  a  meeting  at  the  same  tim* 
and  decided  not  to  call  a  city  convention. 
When  the  regular  Republican  alderman 
ic  candidates    are   not  satisfactory,  each 
ward,  so  far  as  the    Populists    are    con- 
cerned, will  decide  what    action  shall  be 
taken  as  to  putting  up  opposition  candi 
dates. 

Thursday  afternoon,    the    Democratic 
city  convention  met  in  the  council  cham- 
ber at  the  city  hall.    A  spirit  of  harmony, 
and  the  absence  of  partisan  feeling  were 
the    features    of  the    occasion.    FredJ. 
Voss,  a  sterling  Democrat,    was    nomin- 
ated to  succeetl  himself  as  treasurer  and 
W.  (;.Ten    Brook,  a  stalwart    Republi- 
can, was  nominated  to  succeed    himself 
as    comptroller.     There    is    scarcely  a 
doubt  but  that  Ten    Brook  will    receive  i 
the  Republican  nomination  next    Tues-  } 
day,  although  a  few  fire  eating    Republi-  , 
cans  want  to  punish  Mr.  Ten   Brook  for  ] 
making  so  satisfactory  an  official  as    to  i 
secure  the  Democratic  and  Populist  sup-  j 
port  by  putting  up  some  office  hungry  Re- 
publican   against    him.    A    few    of  the 
'West  Enders"  may    attempt    to    bring 
A.  K.  Hopkins  to  the  front    but,  despite 
the  fact  that  he  is  a  good  man.  he  appar- 
ently will  not  be  in  it. 

Stranger  things,  even  in  politics,  have 
happened  than  the  endorsement  of  Fred 
Voss  bv  the  Republicans  next  Tuesday. 
While  such  an  outcome  is  not  highly 
probable,  it  really  would  not  surprise 
many  people.  There  is  absolutely  no 
doubt  but  that  he  will  have  many  friends 
among  the  delegates,  '.mite  a  number 
of  Republicans  wbo  most  certainly  will 
be  delegates  have  called  upon  Mr.  Voss 
Ibis  week  and  offered  their  support. 
Even  if  a  itr.-i^ht  Republican  is  nomin- 
ated, there  will  be  no  small  number  of 
delegates  in  the  convention  who  will  go 
right  home,  take  off  their  coats  and 
whoop  it  up  for  \'oss.  And  they  are  stiff 
Republicans,  too. 

The  man  who  is  nominated  against 
Fred  Voss  must  remember  this  -he  will 
need  a  pocket  full  of  money.  The  "boys" 
are  hard  up,  and  then  they  -io  not  like  to 
get  out  and  rend  their  raiment  unless 
there  is  something  in  it— a  little  coin  of 
the  real. II,  a  promise  of  an  olTice,  or  a 
snug  berth  for  some  relative,  fhe  Re- 
pubUrans,  those  who  run  "wid  de  ma 
chine,"  realize  that,  and  a  penniless  can- 
didate will  have  bard  sledding. 

Now  Voss|has  no  "bar'l,"  and  he  does 
not  need  any.  He  has  warm,  personal 
and  business  friends  in  all  parties  and 
all  circles.  .They  will  work  for  him  tooth 
and  toe  nail,  because  they  know  he's  de- 
serving and  worthy.  That  will  go 
farther  than  many  "bar'ls."  That  is 
what  will  make  it  such  expensive  and 
up'>ill  work  for  a  Republican  opponent. 
The  people  are  a  tickle  lot,  too,  and  a 
man  in  seeking  and  securing  a  noimoa- 
tioa  finds,  after  the  polls  are  closed,  that 
he  was  not  as  much  of  a  household  god 
and  family  favorite  as  he  supposed.  This 
fact  will  cause  the  Republican  aspirants 
to  think  hard  the  next  two  days. 

The  only  objection  raised  to  Voss  is 
that  he  is  a  Democrat.  Partisan  Repub- 
licans hate  to  see  him  remain  there  when 
so  many  of  their  "boys"  are  hungry,  pen- 
niless and  out  of  a  job.  On  the  street 
car  the  other  morning  a  gentleman  was 
heard  to  express  himself  as  follows: 
"That  office  IS  too  good  a  one  for  a 
Democrat.  The  salary  is  going  to  be 
raised  this  year  and  a  Republican  has 
got  to  have  it." 

That  incident  being  reported  to  Voss 
he  sai'l:  "I  have  heard  nothing  about 
the  salary  being  raised.  It  now  is  $2200 
a  year.  Clerk  hire  is  extremely  limited 
and  I  have  to  be  here  in  person  every 
day  in  the  year.  To  properly  keep  the 
records  of  the  office,  I  have  been  com- 
pelled to  spend  many  evenings  at  my 
desk  and  Sunday  visits  to  the  cffice  have 
not  been  unknown  to  me.  I  took  this 
office  wnen  it  did  not  pay  me  a  living 
and  I  should  like  to  hold  it  one  more 
term.  I  do  not  ask  a  raise  in  salary  and 
1  do  not  expect  it.  If  the  people  will 
retain  me  here  another  term,  I  will  guar- 
antee the  people  of  Duluth  to  remain 
contented  with  $2200  a  year." 

The  Republican  candidates  for  treas- 
urer arh  J.  n.  Logic,  E.G.  Chapman, 
"Walter  I  ngalls  and  C.F.Johnson.  In- 
galls  feels  very  confident  and  so  does 
Chapman.  Logie  expects  to  have  his 
share  of  delegates  and  while  C.  F.  John- 
son maintains  that  he  is  not  really  a 
candidate,  there  is  any  number  of  men 
out  hustling  for  him  on  the  quiet. 
The  municipal  judgeship  is  decidedly 


mixed.  Ktlson  now  has  much  strength 
and  is  feared  by  the  Benham  supporters. 
The  latter  feel  confident,  however,  that 
Benham  will  pick  the  plum.  The  past 
few  days,  the  Benham  men  have  been 
making  the  gravel  rty,  and  will  probably 
win. 

I.  H.  Norton  is  still  on  deck  and  will 
have  some  loval  supporters  among  th: 
delegates.  "You  may  quote  me  as  say- 
ing," remarked  he  to  a  Herald  man  yes- 
terday, "that  nothing  but  the  use  of 
money  can  beat  me." 

judge  Isaac  £.  West  has  dropped  out 
and  will  make  a  play  for  second  place. 
J.  A.  Hanks  is  making  what  is  called  a 
"(lignitied  campaign"  .and  will  have 
some  supporters  just  the  same. 

The  slate  makers  and  the  favored  sons 
of  the  Republican  succession  want  to 
bear  in  mind  th.at  Homer  B.  Dibbell,  the 
candidate  recommended  by  the  Bar 
association,  will  not  be  destitute  of 
friends,  and  if  the  partisan  convention 
gets  into  a  wrangle,  as  now  seems  possi- 
ble, at  least,  a  stampede  to  this  non- 
partisan ticket  may  follow  and  sweep  all 
before  it. 

The  aldermanic  situation  is  not    espe- 
'.ially  exciting.     Alderman    Hale  in  the 
First  ward  will  have  no  opposition.      In 
^e  Second,  but  little  has  been  heard  of 
Vlderman    Evens  for  some  days.      He 
aost  likely  will  be    renominated,  unless 
ie    machine    slips  a  cog.    The  Demo- 
rats  have  nominated  John  T.  Wocdside 
n  that  ward.    E.  S.  Radcliffe    and  J.  L. 
)ow  do  not  seem  anxious  to  contest  the 
ield  with  Alderman   Harwood,  but    the 
ipposition  talks  of  running  J.  A.  Watter- 
vorth. 

In  the  Fourth,  Christensen  and  Hugo 
*ill  fight  it  out.  Whichever  receives  the 
Republican  nomination  will  have  oppo- 
sition. Jim  Anderson,  a  Populist  nomi- 
lated  by  the  Democrats,  will  run  against 
Goldsmith  in  the  Fifth,  as  it  is  conceded 
that  he  will  be  renominated  by  the  Re- 
publicans. In  the  Sixth  E.  J.  Buika 
(Dem  )  will  enable  Johnny  Nelson  to  en- 
joy a  competitor  .and  Alderman  French 
is  likely  to  have  opposition  from  some 
source  in  the  Seventh  ward.  In  the 
Eiehth  the  Democrats  nominated  W.  H. 
Smith.r 

1  he  Republicans  are  likely  to  have 
fun  in  the  Eighth.  Alderman  Olafson 
seems  to  be  m  the  lead  for  renouiination 
but  some  are  trying'  to  punish  him  for 
his  stand  on  tlie  waterworks  purchase. 
Then,  too,  it  is  said,  John  Clyne  and  W. 
J.  Holmes  are  after  him  because  he 
would  not  support  the  "Clyne  proposi- 
tion." It  is  asserted  that  Holmes  is  back 
of  the  candidacy  of  E.  J.  Luther  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  out  Olafson  and  that 
Clyne  and  Holmes  also  encourage  J.  H, 
Moork  and  ex-Treasurer  Johnson  in  their 
aspirations  for  the  same  reason.

Washington,  Jan.  19.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.]— Scarcely  a  week  passes 
that  some  representative  of  the  shipping 
interests  on  the  great  lakes  does  not 
appear  in  Washington  to  protest  against 
the  passage  of  the  rafting  bill  introduced 
at  this  session  by  Representative  Lock- 
wood  ot  New  York.  This  bill  is  said  to 
contain  all  the  objectionable  features  of 
the  rafting  clause  in  the  last  river  and 
harbor  bill,  which  was  stricken  from  that 
measure  through  the  efforts  of  the  Minne- 
sota representatives.  It  is  stated  by 
members  of  the  Lake  Carriers.'  associa- 
tion that  some  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Lockwood  bill  are  even  more  dangerous 
to  the  shipping  interests  of  the  lakes 
than  was  the  clause  in  the  river  and 
harbor  bill  which  was  defeated. 

Several  lumbermen  who  have  been  in 
the  city,  however,  say  that  the  Lake 
Carriers'  association  would  object  to  a 
raft  of  three  logs  being  towed  on  tlfe 
lakes,  if  they  had  nothing  else  to  kick 
about.  The  principal  objection  of  Du- 
luth lumber  merchants  who  have  been  in 
Washington  to  the  Lockwood  bill  is  that 
it  makes  the  rafts  so  large  that  they  can- 
not get  inio  the  harbor.  They  prefer 
that  the  law  should  be  left  just  as  it  is. 
At  any  rate  tne  Lockwood  bill  stands  no 
chance  of  becoming  a  law  at  this  ses- 
sion. 

+        «■        « 

The  house  committee  on  merchant 
marine  and  fisheries  has  under  consider- 
ation several  bills  regulating  signaling 
of  vessels,  etc.,  with  the  object  of  pre- 
venting collisions  at  sea  and  on  the  in- 
land v/aters  of  the  country.  It  is  stated 
by  navigators  on  the  lakes,  who  have 
seen  these  bills,  that  ?  while  the  proposed 
new  regulations  may  be  all  right  on  the 
open  ocean,  they  would  not  be  applic- 
able to  vessels  upon  the  inland  waters. 
Representatives  of  the  shipping  inter- 
ests from  Detroit,  Buffalo  and  other 
cities,  have  appeared  before  this  com- 
mittee and  endeavored  to  explain  the 
different  conditions  existing  upon  the 
lakes  and  on  the  ocean. 

Upon    the    open  sea    a  vessel  would 

scarcely  be    passed  once  in  twenty-four 

or  forty-eight  hours,  while  upon  the  lakes 

such  a  thing  is  liable  to  happen    every 

fifteen  minutes.    There  is  also  a  lack  of 

room    often    on    the  lakes  which  would 

make    a  compliance  with  the  proposed 

regulations    decidedly  dangerous.    The 

committee  promised  to  take  these  facts 

into  consideration  when    they  reported 

a  bill. 

*        #        * 

The  beer  men  are  considerably 
alarmed  at  the  proposed  tax  of  $1  per 
barrel  on  beei,  claiming  that  it  would 
drive  four-fitths  of  the  brewers  in  the 
country  out  of  the  business.  They  have 
a  strong  lobby  here  and  are  doing  all 
they  can  to  prejudice  members  of  con- 
gress against  the  proposed  increase.  No 
representatives  of  the  Duluth  breweries 
have  shown  up  here,  however. 

It  is  believed  that  these  people  are 
needlessly  alarming  themselves,  as  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  the  slightest  pros- 
pect of  the  passage  of  any  revenue  or 
tariff  bills  at  the  present  session.  "These 
brewers  are  doing  a  very  silly  thing  to 
advertise  the  fact  that  to  put  this  tax  on 
beer  would  drive  four-fifths  ot  them  out 
of  business,"  said  a  prominent  whisky 
dealer  here.  "This  announcement  will 
simply  stir  up  the  temperance  element 
of  the  country  and  such  an  avalanche  of 
petitions  will  pour  in  that  congress  will 
actually  put  this  tax  on.  However,  I  do 
not  think  the  proposed  tax  would  have 
any  effect  upon  the  consumption  of  beer." 


During  the  present  session  of  con- 
gress very  little  has  been  heard  of  the 
Populists^nd  their  multifarious  schemes 
for  the  relief  of  the  country.  The  great 
majority  of  them  were  so  overwhelming- 
ly defeated  for  re-election  that  they  are 
content  to  simply  draw  tbeir  pay  and  say 
nothing.  The  dozen  representatives  of 
the  People's  party  who  were  swept  into 
power  on  the  high  tide  of  popular  dis- 
content which  rolled  over  the  country  in 
i8<;2have|madeagreat economical  record 
for  themselves.  They  have  proved  to 
the  world  at  large  that  a  public  office  is 
not  a  public  trust  but  a  private  snap. 

It  would  be  a  pretty  safe  assertion  to 
make  to  say  that  not  a  single  member  of 
the  Populist  party  elected  to  congress  in 
i8g2  has  spent  $1  of  his  annual  salary. 
Nearly  every  one  of  them  will  return 
home  after  March  4  next  with  at  least 
$10,000  in  his  pockets  or  to  his  credit  in 
bank.  It  is  stated  on  good  authority 
that  one  Populist  member  from  the 
Northwest  has  lived  sumptuously  on  his 
cierk  hire  for  the  past  two  years.  Inci- 
dentally he  has  also  paid  a  clerk  $50  per 
month,  one-half  the  salary  allowed  by 
law,  and  he  and  his  clerk  have  occupied 
the  same  room,  taking  their  meals  at  a 
dairy  lunch  room.  The  S2000  allowed 
this  member  for  mileage,  stationery,  etc., 
has  been  carefully  put  aside  and  will  be 
expended  in  improvements  upon  his 
farm. 


No  one  who  has  not  been  here  on  the 
ground  and  watched  the  conduct  of  this 
product  of  popular  discontent  known  as 
the  Populists  can  appreciate  the  absurd- 
ity of  the  claims  of  the  People's  party. 
Of  course,»such  men  as  Peffer  in  the  sen- 
ate will  occupy  hours  of  the  valuable 
time  of  that  body  in  silly  vaporings  and 
no  attention  will  be  paid  to  him  because 
as  a  member  of  that  select  circle  he  is 
entitled  to  monopolize  a  certain  amount 
of  time,  and  so  they  allow  him  to  ramble 
on  without  regard  to  the  silly  statements 
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be  makes  and  no  one  thinks  it  worth 
while  to  contradict  him. 

In  the  house,  however,  it  is  different. 
It  is  a  larger  l>ody,  and  there  is  always 
one  or  more  members  who  are  not  so 
considerate  of  the  feelings  ot  others. 
For  this  reason  the  Populists  of  the 
bouse  are  not  so  valuable  as  they  are  in 
the  senate.  Since  the  great  speech  of 
Bourke  Cockran,  of  New  York,  in  which 
be  covered  the  whole  scheme  of  finance 
from  A.  B.  C.  ap,  the  representatives  of 
the  People's  party  have  kept  even 
quieter  than  ever. 

It  is  a  rather  curious  fact  that  even  to- 
day there  are  several  members  of  the 
Populist  party  in  the  house  who  are  not 
known  to  the  doorkeepers  of  that  body. 
If  they  did  not  come  in  before  the  hour 
of  the  opening  oi  the  house,  they  would 
have  to  secure  somel)ody  to  identify 
them  before  they  could  enter  the  cliam- 
ber.  A  better  illustration  of  the  insig- 
nificance of  the  representatives  of  the 
People's  party  could  scarcely  be  found. 
■  ■ 

ELECTRIC  SMELTING. 


A  System  That  Can  Be  Used  in  Connection 
With  Water  Power. 
The  new  Taussig  electric  smelting 
process,  which  is  now  passing  through 
the  experimental  state  in  Germany, 
gives    exceptional  promise,  and  should 

its  practical  test  prove  satisfactory  it 
will  modify  recent  electro-metallurgical 
developments,  progressive  as  they  have 
been,  to  a  remarkable  extent,  says  the 
Boston  Transcript.  The  process  con- 
sists of  first  reducing  and  smelting  the 
ore  and  then  in  casting  the  metal.  Both 
processes  are  carried  on  in  a  vacuum. 
The  rarefaction  of  the  air  has  the  effect 
of  removing  all  bubbles  of  gas  or  air, 
and  the  casting  is  thoroughly  homo- 
geneous. 

The  apparatus  consists  essentially  of  a 
long  airtight  smelting  chamber,  in 
which  the  hearth  inclines  toward  a  cen- 
tral opening;  through  which  the  metal 
passes  into  the  mold.  The  chamber  is 
packed  with  ore  and  flux,  or  metal,  as 
the  case  may  be,  and  the  furnace  is 
lined  with  glazed  fire  bricks,  which  so 
thoroughly  insulate  it  that  there  is  no 
escape  of  current.  Within  fifteen  min- 
utes of  the  turning  on  of  the  current  the 
heat  developed  will  melt  pig  iron,  and  it 
takes  but  little  longer  to  melt  Siemens- 
Martin  steel.  As  no  carbon  is  present, 
the  fused  metals  are  almost  pure.  Oxi- 
dation, or  blistering,  and  the  deleterious 
effect  of  gases  evolved  are  prevented  by 
the  rarefied  at^.osphere,  which  at  the 
same  time  increases  the  fluidity  of  the 
metal,  and  the  castings  produced  are 
dense  and  homogeneous. 

The  most  obvious  advantage  claimed 
for  this  process,  in  the  smelting  of  raw 
ores,  is  that  it  can  be  worked  wholly  by 
water  power.  This  ability  to  dispense 
with  fuel  is  a  matter  of  great  moment  in 
mountainous  and  remote  ore  producing 
districts,  which  have  abundant  water, 
but  no  coal.  In  the  fusing  of  iron  it  is 
claimed  that  the  operation  is  rapid  and 
amenable  to  continuons  working;  that  it 
improves  the  quality  of  the  castings,  and 
that,  even  where  steam  power  is  used  to 
generate  the  current,  it  gives  a  saving  of 
30  to  50  per  cent  in  fuel.  The  practical 
limit  of  the  process  as  at  present  organ- 
ized would  appear  to  be  the  handling  of 
about  one  and  a  half  tons  of  metal  in  one 
charge,  which  would  require  a  furnace 
or  fusion  channel  of  from  thirty-six  to 
forty  feet  in  length. 

By  applying  to  such  a  furnace  a  cur- 
rent of  30,000  amperes  and  fifty  volts,  or, 
say,  about  2000  horse  power,  the  entire 
charge  of  3000  pounds  can  be  fused  and 
run  into  castings  in  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 
In  the  making  of  steel  and  iron  castings 
by  smelting  in  a  Siemens-Martin  regen- 
erative furnace  1 000  to  1400  pounds  of 
coal  are  burned  to  smelt  2000  pounds  of 
iron.  In  the  Taussig  process,  even  as- 
suming that  water  power  is  not  available, 
and  that  the  dynamo  and  air  pumps 
must  be  worked  by  steam,  it  is  claimed 
that  the  smelting  of  2000  pounds  of  iron 
and  steel  can  be  effected  by  the  con- 
sumption of  from  720  to  800  pounds  of 
steam  coal,  an  economy  of  nearly  50  per 
cent  in  fuel.  Where  the  steel  is  treated 
in  crucibles  the  economy  is  still  greater, 
especially  if  the  coal  used  be  of  an  infe- 
rior quality. 

By  means  of  this  process,  it  is  stated, 
pig  iron  containing  under  3  per  ceiit 
total  carbon  has  been  produced,  and  it  is 
believed  that,  where  desirable,  the  car- 
bon limit  can  be  brought  down  to  that  of 
steel.  It  is  estimated  that  a  plant 
equipped  with  500  or  600  horsepower, 
using  a  good  quality  48  per  cent  ore,  can 
produce  pig  iron  for  $8  to  $9.50  per  ton, 
allowing  $2.40  for  the  cost  of  ore.  Cer- 
tain plants  in  the  South  already  turn  out 
iron  at  a  lower  cost  than  this,  but  the 
figure  can  be  greatly  reduced  where  a 
water  power  is  available  for  the  genera- 
tion of  electric  current. 

If  this  system  can  be  put  on  a  com- 
mercial basis,,  it  will  be  most  valuable 
for  the  treatment  of  ore  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  water  power,  or  even  where 
water  power  exists  near  enough  to  per- 
mit of  the  cheap  transmission  of  current, 
fuel  being  presumably  high  priced.  For 
instance,  an  electric  generating  plan, 
might  be  erected  near  the  coal  mines, 
and  power  could  be  generated  by  using 
slack  coal  in  producers,  the  gas  thus 
obtained  heating  the  boilers.  From 
here  the  current  could  be  transmitted  to 
the  ore  mines  where  the  smelting  fur- 
naces were  erected.  The  working  of 
the  plants  now  being  put  up  in  France 
and  Sweden  will  be  watched  with  in- 
terest by  the  iron  smelters  of  the  south, 
which,  with  its  numerous  waterways, 
would  be  a  most  favorable  field  for  the 
utilization  of  any  such  successful 
system.

During  the  week  just  p.isscd  happen- 
iiij^is  in  the  ranks  of  organized  labor 
seem  to  have  l>een  scarcer  than  hens' 
teeth.  The  Fetleraied  Trades  assembly 
not  meeiii;i:  m.ikes  this  the  off  week. 
Next  week  the  asseml>Iy  holds  its  regu- 
lar meeting  and  the  prospects  are  that 
quite  a  little  of  interest  to  local  labor  or- 
jjani'iations  will  come  up  for  consider- 
ation.   Several  committees,  appointed  in 

the  past,  have  had  miportant 
matters  to  consider  and  several 
reports  may  be  expected.  The 
lecture  committee  for  one  is 
not  dead  and  will  report  next  Friday 
evening.  It  has  been  intended  to  arrange 
an  interesting  lecture  course  and  make 
it  a  feature  of  the  winter  season.  That 
idea  is  still  alive  and  some  favorable 
action  IS  expected  soon. 

It  is  practically  settled  and  understood 
that  State  Senator  H.  R.  Spencer  will  in- 
troduce a  bill  in  the  legislature  this  win- 
ter permitting  labor  unions  to  incorpor- 
ate. That  will  give  thcra  a  standing  in 
law  that  they  now  do  not  possess  and 
that  will  be  most  beneficial  to  both  the 
unions  and  the  general  public. 

THE  ROCHDALE  SUCCESS 


Has  Existed  Fifty  Years  and  Grown  to  Mam- 
moth Size. 

The  workiuf:  people  of  Rochdale,  Lau- 
cashire,  England,  have  just  celebrated 
the  jubiko  of  tho  co-operativo  move- 
meut.  The  prir-cinal  feature  was  a  do- 
nation of  $5,000  to  rho  Rochdale  infirm- 
ary. Tiii>  Slim  was  voted  to  tho  hospital 
by  tho  Equitable  Konuer  society,  the 
co-operative  organization  which  v/as 
started  in  December,  1844,  and  the  es- 
aiuplo  and  influence  of  which  have 
•wholly  transformed  retail  trade  in  hnn- 
dredd  of  towns  in  industrial  England. 
The  Pioneer  society  was  established  by 
some  weavers,  whose  joint  capital 
amounted  to  f  140.  There  are  now  in 
England  nioro  than  1, 700  co-operative 
societies,  with  1,800,000  members.  Their 
aggregate  capital  amounts  to  $90,000,- 
000,  the  annual  turnover  to  about  |250,- 
000,000  and  profits  to  nearly  $33,500,- 
000  a  year. 

Tho  movement  began  in  a  very  small 
way.  The  28  weavers  who  started  it  hall 
a  century  ago  had  no  idea  that  they 
were  going  to  bring  about  a  revolution 
in  any  department  of  English  trade  or 
be  the  pioneers  in  a  farreaching  social 
movement.  They  were  merely  dissatis- 
fied with  tho  groceries  they  obtained  at 
the  ordinary  stores  and  the  prices  they 
were  compelled  to  pay  for  thexu,  and 
they  determined  to  try  to  supply  them- 
selves on  a  co-operative  plan.  Some  of 
thein  were  in  debt,  and  with  all  of  them 
a  great  effort  was  needed  to  save  the 
little  ready  money  which  was  necessary 
to  start  the  new  store. 

When  each  of  them  had  contributed 
$5  to  the  undertaking,  a  start  was  made. 
One  of  the  weavers  went  to  Manchester 
and  bought  at  wholesale  rates  barrels  of 
flour,  sugar,  butter  and  oatmeal.  Each  ! 
of  tho  28  subscribers  bought  his  weekly 
supplies  from  the  little  store.  He  paid 
cash  at  the  price  current  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, with  the  result  that  when  a 
clearance  had  been  made  and  a  balance 
struck  a  good  profit  was  shown  on  the 
turnover.  The  experiment  was  repeated 
and  with  equal  success,  and  beforo  tho 
co-operative  idea  had  been  tried  many 
weeks  it  was  found  necessary  to  hire  a 
room  and  give  tho  store  an  established 
and  permanent  character.  A  room  was 
taken  for  which  a  rent  of  $50  was  paid. 

Up  to  this  time  the  co-operators  had 
met  when  tho  supplies  from  Manchester 
arrived  and  taken  their  shares  away 
with  them.  When  the  permanent  stoie 
was  opened,  another  plan  was  adopted. 
The  store  was  open  in  the  evenings  only, 
and  after  the  weavers  had  finished  work 
at  the  factories  they  took  turns  in  act- 
ing as  salesmen.  This  plan  was  contin- 
ued until  business  had  developed  to  such 
an  extent  that  it  required  tho  care  of  a 
permanent  manager  and  two  or  three  as- 
sistants. It  was  not  long  before  this 
stage  was  reached.  At  the  end  of  the 
second  year  tho  membership  had  increas- 
ed from  28  to  74,  the  capital  stood  at 
1900,  and  there  was  a  profit  fur  tho  yeiu 
of  $160.   This  was  in  1845. 

In  1846  $360  was  divided;  in  1847, 
$400,  and  since  then  tho  Rochdale  so- 
ciety has  gone  on  increa.sing  in  member- 
ship, capital  and  turnover  until  in  1894 
it  is  in  a  position  to  vote  $5, 000  to  a  hos- 
pital to  celebrate  its  jubilee.  From  1844 
onward  numerous  towns  and  villages  in 
the  north  of  England  followed  the  ex- 
ample of  the  people  of  Rochdale  and  es- 
tablished co-operativo  stores,  and  as  they 
succeeded  in  their  enterprises  they  went 
into  now  lines.  At  first  business  was 
confined  to  groceries.  Butchers'  shops 
were  next  added,  and  later  on  the  socie- 
tie?s  branched  out  into  dry  goods,  shoes, 
tailoring  and  furniture  until  now  it  is 
possible  to  buy  all  the  ordinary  requi- 
sites of  life  at  the  stores  of  the  existing 
Bocicties. 

Until  early  in  the  sixties  the  mana- 
gers of  each  co-operative  store  bought 
goods  at  wholesale  in  what  they  regard- 
ed as  the  best  market,  and  there  was  no 
national  organization  in  which  the  soci- 
eties were  afliliated.  In  1864  the  prin- 
ciple of  co-operation  was  applied  to 
wholesale  buying.  The  Co-operative 
Wholesale  society  was  established,  and 
since  then  most  of  the  societies  have 
done  their  buying  through  this  concern, 
which  has  its  headquarters  in  Manches- 
.ter  amL  dfiiiets  in  .all .  the  Jaaze.  towna. 


lliis  stieu'ty  was  fully  orgauizod  in'lS05. 
In  tJiat  yeiir  its  turnover  aniountetl  to 
$«oa,750,  for  1SII8  tho  sales  aiuountiul 
tonioro  tliau  $47,500,000,  and  now  more 
thiui  1,000  stx-ieties,  with  N35, 000  uieui- 
birs,  have  .subscribed  to  its  capital.  In 
1S44  thoRochdule  weavers  were  ublo  to 
carry  the  purchases  for  their  storo  in  a 
whiH»lb:irrow. 

Last  ycjur  the  Co-operativo  Wholesale 
society  hud  a  lleet  of  seven  ocean  going 
steamers  of  its  own,  exclusively  used  ia 
bringing  homo  its  purchases  from 
abroail.  The  society's  agents  are  estab- 
lished iu  every  country  which  has  pro<l- 
ucis  to  sell,  and  iu  the  caso  of  tlried 
fruits  and  similar  goods  it  often  buys  up 
the  produce  iif  jui  ishuid  or  of  iUi  entire 
fruit  growing  district.  Among  IJritish 
buyers  it  does  tho  largest  trade  of  all  iu 
the  protlucti  oi  tho  world. 

Altih>ugli  the  co-operativo  societies 
have  bioomo  so  numerous  and  tho  vol- 
uuje  of  their  trade  is  now  so  large,  there 
has  been  practically  no  change  in  the 
simple  iletails  of  orgimizntiou  and  con- 
stitution adopted  by  tho  Rochdale  pio- 
neers 50  years  ago.  Now,  as  in  1S44,  to 
become  a  uunnbt^r  of  a  co-operative  so- 
ciety it  is  only  necessary  to  subscritw  i[<5 
to  the  society's  share  capital.  Tho  sum 
so  invested  gives  the  shareholder  a  voice 
in  the  management  of  tho  society  :md 
entitles  him  to  a  dividend  based  ou  the 
amount  of  his  purchases  at  the  store. 
The  u  lUiagemeut  is  in  the  haiids  of  a 
committee  elected  annually  by  the  mem- 
bers, and  to  this  committee  is  intrusted 
all  responsibility.  It  appoints  the  p.aid 
manager  and  tiie  salesman,  elects  dele- 
gates to  tho  Wholesale  society's  mcet- 
iii^js,  and  generally  acts  for  a  co-opera- 
tive society  as  a  board  of  directors  does 
fur  a  joint  stock  association. 

It  is  open  to  any  one  to  make  pur- 
chases r.t  the  stores.  Pi-ices  are  tho  same 
to  miiMt  CIS  and  noumembcrs,  and  there 
is  absolutely  no  cre<lit.  Trade  at  the  co- 
oporativo  stores  ditYers  from  trade  in  or- 
dinary itores  iu  this,  that  for  every 
penny  spent  at  the  co-operative  .stores 
checks  are  given  to  purchasers.  At  the 
end  of  tho  qu.irtcr  a  dividend  is  dei-lared 
at  so  laiK'h  iu  the  pound  on  tlio  pur- 
chases. Members  then  hand  in  their 
checks  autl  either  draw  tlu  ir  dividend 
or  allow  it  to  accrue  to  their  civdit.  In 
the  latter  case  interest  is  paid  on  the 
money,  usually  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent, 
with  a  limit,  however,  ou  the  sura  which 
cr,n  bo  placed  to  tho  credit  of  any  one 
member.  Tims,  if  the  '^^videudis  at  the 
rate  of  half  a  crown  im  the  pounl,  a 
family  v.!i-M'  tradiu-^  f'>r  tl:e  •uartcr 
amounted  to  £13  will  have  110  sliil lings 
standing  to  their  credit.  2\onmember8 
receive  a  dividend  ou  their  purchases, 
but  not  at  tho  sanio  rate  as  members. 
Usually  there  is  a  dill'ereuceof  about  35 
per  cent  in  the  dividend  payable  to  mem- 
bers and  n  on  members. 

In  connection  with  most  of  the  co- 
operative societies,  reading  rooms  are 
maintained  which  are  free  to  members. 
There  are  also  halls  for  social  and  edu- 
cational purjioses  iu  the  smaller  towns. 
Frequently  these  are  tho  only  halls  so 
available.  In  many  of  the  largo  towns 
tho  societies  spend  liberal  suras  ou  edu- 
cation.- They  organize  free  lectures  and 
often  pay  tiio  fees  of  their  members  or 
the  children  of  their  members  who  care 
to  attend  tho  evening  schools  and  tech- 
nical classes.  Although  no  credit  is  al- 
lowed at  t!ie  stores,  iu  times  of  excep- 
tional distress  the  societies  often  make 
liberal  grants  to  funds.  Many  of  the 
more  important  societie.T  have  large  and 
carefully  selected  libraries  aud  led  the 
way  iu  establishing  lending  libraries  for 
the  working  dasties  long  before  tho  mu- 
nicipal councils  embarked  ou  this  work. 

Members  of  the  co-oy^  rative  societies 
are  almost  exclusive^'."  of  the  working 
classes  aud  comprise  .aepick  of  the  in 
dustrial  population  of  England.  The 
movement  originated  and  has  been  work- 
ed entirely  by  men  of  this  class.  In  some 
places  tho  stores  almost  monopolize  the 
trade  of  tho  working  class  population. 
Only  thoso  who  want  credit  deal  else- 
where. In  towns  where  this  is  tho  case 
the  ordinary  tradesmaa  seldom  gets  a 
working  class  cash  cnstomer.  Ho  has  to 
rely  ou  people  of  greater  social  preten- 
sions. 

Americans  iu  provincial  England  of- 
ten remark  on  thu  comparatively  small 
amount  of  advertising  done  by  trades- 
men. There  is  littlo  of  the  spirited  ad- 
vertising which  characterizes  tradesmen 
in  Aniericau  cities.  One  reason  for  this 
is  that  no  amount  of  advertising  would 
ever  draw  tho  working  class  cash  trade 
to  ordinary  tradesmen  doing  business  in 
a  to»Vij  whero  a  co-operativo  society  has 
a  stroiig  hold.  Every  penny  a  working 
class  customer  has  to  spend  goes,  if  pos- 
sible, to  tho  co-opcratve  store,  to  be  rep- 
resented in  the  pile  of  checks  which  he 
is  accui:!ulp.ting  for  dividend  day.  Mem- 
bers will  often  walk  a  mile  and  pass  a 
dozen  g  :>d  shops  in  order  to  mako  a  six 
penny  purchase  at  the  society's  store. 
As  has  been  stated,  the  invariable  rule 
is  money  down  ou  the  counter  for  every 
purchase,  and  the  rule  is  almost  as  gen- 
eral that  purchasers  shall  carry  tho  goods 
home,  no  matter  what  their  weight. 

A  map  of  England  showing  tho  loca- 
tion of  the  1,700  co-operativo  stores 
would  present  some  curious  features.  It 
would  sho.v  that  most  of  them  are  in 
tho  north  and  midland.  Hero  and  there 
outside  tho.^o  sections  there  aro  isolated 
societies,  but  these  havo  usually  been 
started  by  i)eoplo  from  tho  north,  whc 
have  settled  in  fairly  largo  numbers  in 
these  places.  In  a^  the  railway  centers, 
such  as  Cnwe,  Gloucester,  Swindon, 
Peterborough  and  Doncaster,  theso  socie- 
ties exist,  owing  to  tho  fact  that  in  the 
first  30  years  of  tho  railway  era  tho  me 
chanics  iu  tho  locomotive,  car  and  waf- 
on  shops  at  theso  places  were  recruited 
largely  from  tho  north  of  England  and 
brought  tho  co-operativo  idea  with  them 
to  their  now  settlements. 

Tho  one  place  where  tho  co-operntivc 
movement  has  never  thrived  among 
workiugmen  is  London.  If  a  map  of  the 
kind  suggested  were  made,  tho  area 
compri.sed  iu  the  metropolis  would  be 
comparatively  a  blank,  almost  as  much 
a  blank  as  the  purely  agricultural  coun- 
ties of  England.  London  working  peoplt 
are  not  too  poor,  but  thoro  is  no  neigh- 
borliness  among  them.  In  working  clasr^ 
London  tho  movement  has  been  tried  ir 
only  two  or  three  districts,  and  there  the 
measure  j3f  BOfiCess  hga  hoeu  sjnajl,—

Ho  ought  to  rejoice  that  he  is 
counted  worthy  to  suffer  porseoutiou  for 
rishteonoue.'--s'  sake.  I  envy  Debs  tho 
honor  of  being  punished  for  making  a 
sturdy  protest  against  our  iniquitous  in- 
dustrial system  as  much  as  I  pity  tho  lit- 
tlo man  who  wroto  that  coutomptiblo 
slur.  Debs  is  a  hero  with  a  gi-eat,  warm 
heart  and  ainaguificentbrain,  which  ho 
lays  dov.u  at  humanity's  service.  Tho 
littlo  man  is,  I  believe,  a  hireling  for 
the  rich. 

I  am  glad  Mr.  Dobs  has  given  and  re- 
ceived such  au  object  lesson  ou  tho 
rights  (?)  of  workingmeu.  They  havo 
no  rights  unless  to  bo  permitted  to  quit 
work  and  starve  is  counted  a  right  How 
much  is  that  worib? 

It  is  monstrous  that  two  meji — call 
ono  George  Pullman  and  the  other  John 
Smith — can  each  put  all  of  his  capital 
into  an  enterprise,  aud  at  thu  end  of  ten 
years 'the  only  right  John  Smith  has  is 
"tho  right  toquitwork  if  ho  wants  to," 
while  tho  other  man  can  say  exactly  on 
what  terms  John  Smith  must  work  if  ho 
works  there.  John  Smith  has  had  noth- 
ing but  a  bare  living  out  of  the  busine.s.s, 
while  the  other  man  has  had  a  good  liv- 
ing and  claims  millions  of  dollars  as  a 
surplua  Is  it  right?  No.  It  is  wrong, 
wrong,  wrong,  and  if  such  a  thing  as 
justice  exists  it  cannot  continue  forever. 
And  yet  uuder  our  present  system  John 
Smith  can  go  on  working  20  or  30  years 
more,  his  capital,  which  is  his  ability 
to  work,  gi'owing  less  and  less,  and  even 
then  has  he  acquired  any  rights';;'  Noth- 
ing but  "tho  right  to  quit  work  if  he 
wants  to,"  tho  tamo  as  the  man  who 
was  hired  in  hast  week. 

I  do  not  thiuk  tho  people  would  al- 
low this  to  go  ou  if  they  realized  tho  ex- 
tent to  which  they  aro  defrauded.  Wo 
say  of  a  man,  "Ho  is  10  or  20  or  100 
times  a  luilliouairo, "  but  do  we  realize 
how  much  that  means?  Ono  million  dol- 
lar.^, even,  is  au  almost  incouceivable 
amount  To  get  a  more  practical  idea  of 
ii  lot  us  reduce  it  to  houses  at  §2,500 
apiece.  That  is  more  than  the  cost  of 
tho  average  workingman's  house.  I 
think  tho  cabins  I  havo  seen  for  tho 
miners  and  their  families  iu  the  Penn- 
sylvania coal  regions  could  not  cost  more 
than  !?500  or  ^600.  Dividing  !?1,000,- 
000  into  houses  at  $3, 500  each  we  get 
400  houses.  Tho  prico  of  tho  lot  is  in- 
cluded. Counting  tho  number  of  persons 
to  a  house  as  five,  aud  we  havo  a  village 
of  3.000  inhabitants,  all  provided  with 
comfortable  houses  at  an  expenso  of  only 
;$  1,000, 000. 

Now,  let  us  see  how  long  it  would 
take  our  millionaire  to  earn  this  village, 
working  at  ^3  a  day,  which  is  far  and 
away  above  tho  averago  workingman's 
wages.  By  working  300  days  iu  each 
year  he  will  earn  ?600.  For  convenience 
v.'o  v,'ill  suppose  ho  has  no  family  and 
lives  on  air  himself,  saving  all  of  his 
|600.  It  would  take  him  four  years  and 
two  mouths  to  earn  one  of  his  400 
houses.  Four  years  and  two  mouths, 
multiplied  by  400,  equals  1,606  years 
and  a  fraction,  the  time  it  would  take 
the  millionaire,  the  owner  of  just$l,- 
000,000,  to  eiurii  his  fortune  at  work- 
ingmeu's  wages.  Where  and  how  did  he 
get  it?  I  know  of  only  four  ways  of  get- 
iing  wealth — by  earning,  finding,  gift 
or  stealing.  Which  is  our  millionaire's 
way? 

And  yet  our  littlo  newspaper  man, 
who  is  "glad  to  seo  that  Debs  has  been 
pronounced  guilty  of  contempt  of 
court,"  says  "the  laws  in  this  country 
are  made  for  the  protection  of  the  peo- 
ple."  Will  he  please  tell  us  what  tho 
people  aro  protected  from  and  by  whom?

The  Christian  Endeavor  constitution 
has  now  been  translated  into  Hindoo 
and  in  this  language  will  reach  a  large 
constituency,  for  it  is  spoken  by  fully 
one-fourth  of  the  inhabitants  of  India. 

Last  year  the  Christian  Endeavor  so- 
cieties of  tho  Presbyterian  church  in  the 
United  States  gavo  to  missions  ^31,-

ABOUT  GREAT  TENORS. 


Some    of  the  Striking    PeculiiiHiet   of   the 
Genus. 

W.  S.  fiilbcrt,  the  librettist  of  "Pina- 
fore," "The  Mikado"  and  a  scoro  of  other 
good  things,  once  said  after  a  comic  opera 
rtihearsal,  -When  the  Almighty  .puts  a 
tenor  voice  Into  a  man  s  throat,  he  always 
takes  the  brains  out  of  hi.s  head  in  pay- 
ment." The  great  satirical  writer,  him- 
self a  particularly  disagreeable  man,  Tras 
probably  suffering  from  a  slight  attack  of 
dyspepsia  when  be  gave  vent  to  that  opin- 
ion, but  it  musl  be  admitted  that  tenors 
are.  to  say  the  least,  a  very  peculiar  set  of 
fellows,  as  a  rule.  Besides  those  whose 
voices  have  made  them  world  famous  were 
In   nine  cases  oui  ot.  ten  the  merest  accl-

C'aiiipnnini  Wiis  lowly  Iwrn.  Ho  wa.<J 
atonotlinoa  blacksmith.  Hlsvoico  at- 
tracted st)influHl>  's  attention,  and  ho  Iw- 
came  jjerhaps  the  most  popular  tenor  in 
the  worlil  for  a  few  years.  Jean  de  lleszke 
wast  never  intended  liy  nature  to  beatciuT 
at  all.  I'p  to  middle  life  ho  was  a  Liari 
tonu  ami  attraeted  no  particular  atten 
tlou.  He  may  Ik-  .said  to  have  almost  forced 
hia  voieo  into  a  tenor  register.  For  many 
years  he  siing  in  the  small  towns  of  ICu- 
ropo  without  partiriilar  notice,  and  it  was 
his  hister.  .Mile,  de  Heszke,  who  inado  the 
tirst  hit  of  tho  family  at  the  (irand  Opera 
House  in  Paris.  She  waMa  soprano  of 
great  gifts.  iSho  is  now  dead,  but  her  in 
tliicnce  pot  tho  De  Hes/kes  to  Paris,  and 
there  Jean  made  his  first  hit  singing  with 
Patti.  Tho  papers  at  tho  time  praised  the 
teiRF  nioiv  than  they  did  tho  great  prima 
doima,  and  it  Is  a  matter  of  operatic  his- 
tory that  when  she  was  in  New  York  un- 
der tho  management  of  Abbey  she  refused 
to  sing  with  .Jean. 

Tamaguo  was  the  son  of  an  innkooper 
near  Turin,  in  Piedmont,  Italy,  and  he 
used  to  serve  at  his  father's  tables.  It  is 
a  curious  fact  that  thyro  aro  two  men  at 
present  in  the  chorus  of  tho  Metropolitan 
Opt^ra  House,  New  York,  where  Tamagno 
is  now  singing,  who  have  in  their  time 
given  him  tips  as  a  waiter.  Tamagno  is 
a  wealthy  lunn.  He  is  computuil  to  he 
worth  7,000,1100  francs,  or  about  $1,400,- 
000.  Ho  has  never  been  able  to  get  over 
his  original  habits  of  frugality,  whieh 
largely  accounts  for  the  great  sum  of  mon- 
ey he  is  worth  today.  He  looks  into  the 
smalle.^t  expense  and  loves  tho  acquisition 
of  money.  All  sorts  of  stories,  many  of 
them  doubtless  gnat  exaggeration.s,  are 
told  of  Tamaj^no's  ••closeness. "  One  of 
these  i.s  to  the  elTect  that  a  few  nights  ago 
at  tho  Metropolitan  he  was  thirsty  alter 
the  lirst  act  and  gave  a  boy  23  cents  to  go 
and  get  him  some  beer.  The  boy  came 
back  with  a  bottle  of  Milwaukee  and  10 
cents  change,  Tamagno  would  not  hear 
of  6uch  a  thing.  "Only  that  for  16  cent.s, " 
he  exclaimed.  "Go  back  and  change  it.  " 
He  gave  liie  boy  his  water  pitcher,  which

he  got  filled  with  beer  from  the  spigot. 
and  when  the  messengtr  came  back  after 
his  dual  trip  Tamagno,  it  is  said,  put  the 
10  cents  change  in  his  pocket. 

Besides  liis  $1,000  a  night  Tamagno  in- 
sists on  so  many  tickets.  He  used  to  Ire 
given  eight  on  every  occasion  he  appeared. 
Now  ho  gets  four.  It  is  a  custom  with 
Italian  opera.  The  tickets  are  supposed  to 
l>e  givt-n  to  friends  to  work  up  the  ap- 
plause. But  Tamagno,  it  is  said,  very  sel- 
dom gives  his  away.  Ho  prefers  selling 
them  to  speculators,  so  'tis  .said,  and  of 
oourso  he  gets  his  price  for  them.  When 
he  last  sang  in  Rome,  where  he  got  i3,000 
francs,  or,  say,  ?  1,000.  a  night,  his  privi- 
lege was  to  get  15  tickets.  Here,  as  usual, 
he  used  to  sell  them,  very  much  to  the 
disgust  of  the  management.  On  one  oc- 
casion the  tickets  failed  to  arrive,  so  ho 
took  a  cab  for  -2  francs  and  went  to  the 
theater  to  get  them  hiuLself.  At  the  end 
of  the  week  his  manager  found  2  francs 
added  to  his  expen.«o  list  for  Signer  Ta- 
magno's  cab. 

Another  j)eculiarity  of  his  arrangement 
is  that  tlio  management  pays  not  alone 
his  traveling  expenses,  but  those  of  four 
other  people.  Tamagno  reduces  his  trav- 
eling epen.ses  by  only  taking  a  valet  with 
him  and  leaving  his  personal  agent  back 
In  Now  York.  Ho  is  even  alleged  to  sell 
his  scats  in  the  drawing  room  compart- 
ment. IIo  ha.s  been  known,  when  the 
seats  did  not  sell,  to  occupy  them  with 
all  his  personal  l)aggage,  leaving  other 
people  standing,  women  .sometimes.  Of 
course  it  is  his  right, but  it  shows  his  pecul- 
iar system  of  bringing  up  that  ho  exacts  to 
the  last  cent  of  his  contract.  Sometimes 
tho  management  has  actually  bought  back 
from  him  the  privilege  of  so  many  seats 
in  the  drawing  room  car. 

On  one  occasion  he  was  singing  at  the 
Auditorium  in  Chicago  and  was  in  very 

bad  voice,  so  ho  ordered  several  numbers 
of  the  opera  to  be  cut.  The  stage  manager 
went  to  the  front  and  reported  the  fact  to 
Messrs.  Abbey  and  Gran.  They  naturally 
took  the  ft'"«iund  that  as  .^ignor  Tamagno 
was  paid  a  big  simi  of  money — then  $3,- 
000 — the  public  had  a  right  to  the  full 
opera.  Though  quite  unequal  to  it,  Ta- 
magno said,  ••All  right,"  and  he  sang 
every  number,  with  tho  rcsxdt  that  he  lost 
his  voice  and  at  the  same  time  six  per- 
formances. He  made  $:2,000  that  night, 
but  he  lost  $1:^,000  by  it. 

Tamagno  .shares  this  peculiarity  with 
tho  elder  Salvini.  Tamagno  gave  tho  boy 
26  cents  to  get  his  beer,  but  Salvini,  who 
wanted  to  mend  his  trunk  on  the  stage, 
sent  a  boy  out.  with  a  cent  to  buy  some 
nails,  and  when  the  boy  came  back  and 
said  he  could  not  get  a  cent's  worth  of 
nails  the  great  actor  carefully  put  tho  cent 
In  his  pocket  and  went  around  the  scenery 
and  extracted  a  couple  of  old  nails,  with 
which  he  fixed  bis  traveling  apparatus.

lit  Denies  th«  Charge  ot  liiegally  Retaining 
Fees. 

Wasuixgton,  Jan.  21.— Judge  A.  J. 
Ricks,  of  Cleveland,  accompanied  by 
his  counsel,  has  arrived  in  Washington 
to  appear  before  the  committee  of  the 
house  of  representatives  to  answer 
charges  preferred  against  him  by 
Central  Labor  union  of  Cleveland, 
answer  to  questions  by  a  representative 
of  the  Associated  Press  Judge  Ricks 
today  said: 

"The  substance  of  the  charge  made  is 
that  I  have  retained  fees  claimed  by  me 
by  virtue  of  my  former  clerkship  which 
I  should  have  paid  over  to  the  United 
States.  There  is  absolutely  no  truth  in 
this  charge.  The  whole  accusation  em- 
braces three  items  aggregating  some 
$766,  and  in  ray  reports  as  clerk  for  the 
year  1888  and  the  first  half  of  i88g,  I 
charged  mvself  with  this  very  amount  as 
part  of  my  compensation  as  clerk,  the 
charge  being  made  upon  account  of  rec- 
ords in  what  are  known  as  the  Birdsell 
cases. 

"The  actual  making  of  records  in  all 
clerk's  offices  is  always  many  months- 
behind  the  disposal  of  cases,  and  in  this 
way  it  happened  that  the  records  in  these 
cases  in  which  I  had  so  charged  myself 
with  $76^^)  before  actually  receiving  the 
same  were  not  completed  until  after  my 
appointment  as  judge.  When  the  fees 
in  the  cases  were  paid  to  me,  they 
amounted  to  $1792.1  V  For  this  amount 
I  forwarded  the  proper  department  of 
the  government  a  full  statement  and 
account,  which  account  as  so  reported  by 
me  is  as  follows: 

"A.  J.  Ricks,  the  clerk  of  the  United 
States  circuit  court,  northern  district  of 
Ohio,  ihe  United  States,  debtor,  to  the 
amount  received  for  making  final  record 
in  eight  Birdsell  cases  as  per  statement 
$1792.15. 

"Credits — By  amount  reported  as  part 
of  his  emoluments  for  first  half  of  1888, 
the  sum  of  S265.  .   .,      , 

"By  amount  reported  in  last  naif  ot 
1888,  sum  of  $284.62  by  amount  reported 
in  first  half  of  1889.  sum  of  $217.17.  mak- 
ing the  total  sum  reported  $766.79.  By 
amount  paid  Miss  Lillis.  per  voucher. 
$300.  By  amount  paid  Short  &  Forman, 
per  voucher.  $4875.  Total  credits. 
51115.54.  By  dr^ft  for  balance  due  the 
United  States,  ^60461." 

"in  this  account,  as  above  shown,  I  re- 
tained only  that  which  had  been  charged 
to  me  and  the  actual  expense  of  making 
the  records,  which  expense  was  allowed 
me  by  law. 

"Having  thus  fully  accounted  and  re- 
sponded to  every  duty  of  the  govern- 
ment, in  this  respect.  I  cannot  but  re- 
gard the  prosecution  of  the  charge  as  not 
only  unwarranted,  but  actuated  by  ma- 
licious motives  by  those  who  have  taken 


offense  at  the  rulings    made  by    me 
judge  of  the  United  States  courts. 

"1  am  here  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
committee,  and  am  glad  of  the  opportu- 
nity to  meet  them  face  to  face.  I  have 
nothing  to  conceal  in  this  matter,  and 
the  facts  entitle  me  to  complete  exonera- 
tion, which  I  am  confident  will  be  given 
me  by  any  body  ot  men  investigating  the 
subject  and  becoming  familiar  with  the 
facts."  ^^_^_ 

FELL  FOURTEEN  STORIES. 


Brooklyn,  Jan.  21.— There  is  every 
indication  of  serious  work  today  in  con- 
nection with  the  street  railway  strike. 
The  mobilization  of  the  First  brigade, 
composed  of  the  New  York  city  regi- 
ments and  which  comprises  46:0  men, 
mikes  the  total  number  of  troop.s  now 
under  arms  in  Brooklyn  8ooo.  These 
mer,  with  the  assistance  of  the  police, 
are  expected  to  guard  the  property  of 
the  surface  railways  which  form  a  mesh- 
work  of  rails  and  wires  throughout  a  city 
of  over  i,ooo,co3  inhabitants. 

The  car  sheds  and  power  houses  of  the 
various  lines  are  naturally  regarded  as 
the  points  to  be  particularly  guarded, 
but  mischief  may  be  done  anywhere  on 
the  many  miles  of  track.  The  refusal  of 
the  companies  to  promise  reinstatement 
of  strikers,  when  the  latter  had  indicated 
a  willingness  to  call  the  fiejht  off  upon 
that  one  condition  has  had  the  effect  of 
making  many  of  them  hitherto  peaceably 
disposed,  desperate  and  ready  to  partici- 
pate in  acts  of  violence  directed  against 
the  property  of  the  corporations. 

It  is  possible  that  the  only  line  not 
hitherto  involved  in  the  strike,  known  as 
the  Coney  Island  line,  running  on  Smith 
and  Jay  streets,  will  now  be  brought  into 
the  trouble  and  subjected  to  a  tie-up. 
The  men  on  the  Dekalb  line,  who  on 
Friday  resumed  work  under  a  compro- 
mise with  the  company,  may  be  called 
out  also.  Acts  of  vioieuce  in  the  sup- 
posed interest  of  the  strikers  have  been 
almost  continuous  in  one  part  or  another 
ot  the  city  for  the  last  forty-eight    hours. 

During  last  night  trolley  wires  were 
cut  in  all  directions,  those  who  performed 
the  work  escaping  detection.  Early  in 
the  day  a  mob  blocked  the  Seventh  ave- 
nue line  from  Twelfth  to  Twentieth 
streets,  moving  off  from  one  place  as  the 
militia  or  police  approached  and  con- 
gregating a  short  distance  away  a  few 
moments  later,  thus  avoiding  a  collision 
with  the  representatives  of  the  law  while 
actually  stopping  traffic  for  more  than  an 
hour. 

About  8  o'clock  a  mob  numbering  a 
thousand  or  more  stoned  a  Sumner  ave- 
nue car  rear  Broadway  and  FluOiirg 
avenue.  An  ambulance  call  indicates 
that  someone  has  been  injured,  but  at 
the  present  writing  particulars  are  la-k- 
ing. Officials  of  the  Broadway,  Queens 
county  and  suburban  roads  say  they  will 
run  cars  on  their  lines  today.  Forty-

A  Falling  Scaffolding  In  Chicago   Badly  In- 
jured Several  People. 

Chicago,  Jan.  2t.— Several  people 
were  badly  injured  today  by  the  falling 
of  a  portion  of  the  scaffolding  on  the 
new  Fort  Dearborn  building  at  Clark 
and  Monroe  streets.  The  heavy  timbers 
were  blown  from  position  and  falling 
fourteen  stories  buried  two  men,  one  ot 
whom,  J.  D.  Burke,  a  ticket  broker,  was 
tkought  t«  be  fatally  injured. 

The  other  men  seriously  injured 
were:  A,  J.  Donaldson,  clerk,  shoulder 
crushed;  Frank  Woodward,  teamster, 
arm  crushed;  William  Lucius,  printer, 
scalp  wounds;  H.  S.  Fisher,  restaurant 
employe,  badly  bruised.  A  half  dozen 
other  people  were  struck  by  ilying  tim- 
bers but  not  seriously  hurt. 

Others  injured  are:  H.  W.  Irwin, 
clerk,  dangerous  internal  injuries;  George 
Bey,  stenographer,  head  badly  cut.  It 
was  at  first  thought  that  several  people 
had  been  killed  but  it  was  found  later 
that  none  but  Burke  and  possibly  Irwin 
were  fatally  hurt.  The  street  was  crowd- 
ed at  the  time  of  the  accident  and  many 
more  fatalities  would  undoubtedly  have 
occurred  had  not  the  great  height  from 
which  the  casing  fell  given  many  of  the 
passersby  time  to  escape. 

The  gale  which  crushed  the  scaffold- 
ing on  the  Fort  Dearborn  building  caused 
damage  in  many  othsr  places  in  ihe  city. 
Signs  were  torn  from  their  fastenings  and 
burled  throus^h  store  windows,  chimneys 
were  blown  down  and  sidewalk  displays 
of  goods  badly  scattered. 

The  west  wall  of  the  building  at  302 
West  Madison  street  was  blown  in,  and 
two  workmen  narrowly  escaped  death. 
The  interior  of  the  building  had  been  de- 
stroyed by  fire  leaving  the  walls  stand- 
ing. The  men  were  at  work  in  the  back 
of  the  building  when  the  wall  fell,  and 
although  bruised  by  llymg  bricks  and 
timbers  escaped  serious  injury.  The 
front  Dortion  of  the  building  was  buried 
under  the  debris  and  completely 
wrecked. 


Bail  For  Debt. 

Washington,  Jan.  21.— The  supreme 
court  of  the  United  States  today  ordered 
that  Eugene  V.  Debs  and  his  associates 
in  jail  in  Illinois  be  admitted  to  bail  in 
the  sum  of  $2000  each.  The  hearing  to 
show  cause  is  to  be  bad  on  March    25. 


sick  leave,  most  of  it  caused  by  over  ex- 
ertion. 

Crowds  numbering  20,000  hang  about 
the  stations  where  the  military  are  post- 
ed and  annoy  the  soldiers  by  jeering  and 
pelting  them.  All  night  the  pickets 
were  subjected  to  these  attacks.  Mis- 
siles dew  around  them  from  the  dark- 
ness and  thev  could  not  retaliate. 

The  Brooklyn  Heights  Railroad  com- 
pany tried  to  run  some  cars  on  the  Ful- 
ton street  line  but  had  to  abandon  the  at- 
tempt. The  motormen  were  awed  by 
thfeats  into  leaving  their  cars  on  the 
street  and  giving  up  all  attempts  to  con- 
tinue their  work.  All  the  cars  on  the 
line  were  stoned,  the  windows  broken 
and  their  motor  boxes  rendered  useless. 
The  company  ran  some  cars  on  the 
Court  street  and  Putnam  avenue  lines. 
They  were  not  molested  much  and  the 
reason  for  the  limited  accomodation  was 
said  to  be  owing  to  the  fart  that  the 
companies  cannot  secure  sufficient  men 
to  run  the  cars. 

The  hope  of  a  peaceful  settlement  of 
the  trouble  has  not  been  abandoned. 
Mayor  Schieren  said  to  a  reporter  of  the 
Associated  Press  that  he  had  not  y«t 
lost  heart  and  would  again  attempt  to 
effect  a  compromise.  I'here  v^ill  b?  a 
meeting  this  afternoon  when  the  board 
of  arbitration  and  a  committee  of  the 
.strikers  will  discuss  the  situation. 
The  men  now  hold  out  on 
only  one  point;  that  if  the  strike  be  de- 
clared off.  all  the  men  now  on  strike 
shall  be  taken  back  and  the  new  men 
employed  during  the  strike  sent  back  to 
their  homes.  The  mayor  believes  that 
the  companies  which  now  seem  obdurate 
will  recede  from  their  position  and  allow 
the  men  to  return. 

At  10  o'clock  fifteen  cars  on  the 
Seventh  avenue  lines  of  the  Atlantic 
avenue  system  had  been  put  in  operation. 
Thirty  rootormen  reported  at  the  depot 
before  9  o'clock.  ThoiC  not  ou  cars  are 
he'd  in  reserve. 

Foreman  Hart,  of  the  Fulton  avenue 
line,  said  this  morning  that  three  of  the 
old  employes  had  returned  to  work.  At 
South  Ferry  this  morning  two  cars  of  the 
Atlantic  avenue  line  were  in  collision. 
Thf  y  were  in  charge  of  green  motorintn. 
Both  were  filled  with  passengers  on  their 
way  to  New  ^■ork.  Nobody  was  hurt, 
but  the  platforms  and  windows  of  both 
cars  were  smashed. 

A  mob  at  the  Halsey  Street  depot  had 
a  scrimmage  with  the  mi'itia early  todav. 
A  man  was  noticed  sneakin?  to  the  back 
of  the  barn.  He  was  halted  by  the  pick- 
ets and  refused  to  give  any  explanation 
of  his  actions.  When  the  soldiers  turned 
him  back  into  the  crowd,  they  were  met 
by  a  volley  of  stones.  Many  of  the  men 
received  bad  bruises,  and  before  thev 
could  make  a  charge  on  the  mob  it  had 
dispersed. 

The  men  hanging  around  the  depots 
are  angry  and  threaten  to  burn  all  the 
barns  simultaneously  if  the  alleged 
wrongs  of  the  strikers  are  not  righted  to- 


day.  The  pickets  around  the  barns  will 
be  increased  tonight,  and  nobody  will  be 
allowed  to  pass  the  lines. 

No  attempts  had  been  made  up  to  10 
o'clock  to  open  any  more  lines  except 
.those  operated  the  latter  part  of  last 
week.  One  car  on  the  Sumner  avenue 
line  started  out  at  10:15  and  was  stoned 
by  a  mob  a  short  distance  from  the  car 
house.  It  is  intended  to  make  an  effort 
during  the  day  to  run  the  Gates  avenue 
and  Butler  street  lines.  Upon  every  car 
leaving  today  there  arc  two  policemen 
as  cuards.  The  car  houses  and  Ppwc 
houses  are  guarded  by  militia.  There 
are  rumt  rs  as  ityel  unveiified  of  an  im- 
pending sympathetic  strike  on  the  elevat- 
ed railway  lines. 

President  Lewis,  of  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  railroad  company,  said  to  a 
representative  of  the  Associated  Press 
that  he  had  the  fcllowing  lines  in  opera- 
tion: Flatbush,  40  cars;  Court  street,  20 
cars;  Fulton  avenue  liue,  open  through- 
nut  its  entire  length  from  Fulton  ferry  to 
East  New  York,  40  cars;  Putnam  ave- 
nue line,  50  cars.  President  Lewis  ex- 
plained that  the  number  of  cars  in  oper- 
ation on  the  Putnam  avenue  line  was 
large,  but  it  was  necessary  to  have  so 
many  in  order  to  break  in  new  motor- 
men.  Mr.  Lewis  said  that  he  was  satis- 
fied tnat  the  presence  of  soldiers  in  the 
city  will  help  materially  in  moving  cars. 
President  Norton,  of  the  Atlantic  ave- 
nue road,  suid  that  the  Fifth  avenue 
line  of  that  company  would  be  opened 
with  a  full  complement  of  cars  both  to 
the  Brooklyn  bridge  and  to  Fulton 
ftrry.  The  Seventh  avenue  line  will  .ilso 
be  opened  in  its  entirety  and  the  Wise- 
berger  line. 

During  the  night  three  pistol  shots 
were  fired  at  the  Bush  street  stables  of 
the  Court  street  line.  None  of  the  bul- 
lets took  effect,  however,  and  it  could 
not  be  learned  from  whence  the  shots 
came. 

Mayor  Scheiren  is  in  conference  with 
Corporation  Counsel  McDouald. 

As  the  First  battery  N.  G,  S.,  New 
York,  under  command  of  Capt.  Louis 
Wendell,  was  being  escorted  to  the 
Broadway  barn  of  the  Halsey  street  line 
escorted  by  Maj.  Duffy's  command  of 
the  Sixty-ninth  battalion,  a  crowd  gath- 
ered and  Maj.  Duffy  ordered  his  men  to 
charge  the  mob  which  was  soon  dis- 
persed. Wendell's  battery  proceeded  to 
East  New  York. 

The  executive  board  of  district  Assem- 
bly No.  75,  K.  of  L.,  which  ordered  the 
strike  and  is  now  conducting  it,  has  been 
called  before  the  grand  jury.  They  are 
to  be  examined  as  to  the  cause  of  an 
accident  at  Franklin  and  Fulton  avenues 
on  New  Year's  night.  The  jury  requested 
the  men  to  produce  the  time  tables  of 
the  company  which  specify  the  time  of 
running  and  the  number  of  trips  made 
by  eacti  car  during  the  day. 

The  jary  will  also  look  into  the  treat- 
ment ot  the  men  by  the  companies,  the 
causes  of  dismissal  and  other  matters 
connected  with  the  management  of  the 
trolley  cars.  The  object  of  the  investi- 
gation is  to  ascertain  whether  cars  are  to 
be  propelled  at  a  rate  of  speed  in  excess 
of  the  legal  limit.  It  is  expected  that 
this  investigation  will  kuve  an  important 
bearing  upon  the  strike. 

L'nder  cover  of  darkness  last  night  the 
rioters  laid  a  neat  trap  for  the  soldiers 
and  they  caused  them  to  charge  in  order 
that  they  might  fall  into  it.  Some  wire 
which  had  been  cut  from  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  company's  plant  had  been 
stretched  a  foot  above  the  ground. 
It  was  attached  firmly  at  the 
ends  of  two  posts.  One  of  the  mob 
then  called  upon  the  mob  to  "raise  Cain 
and  seej  some  fun."  They  became  so 
boisterous  just  before  d-iylight  that  the 
military  charged  to  keep  them  at  a  dis- 
tance. Fully  half  of  the  soldiers  tripped 
and  fell  when  they  encountered  the  ob- 
struction and  the  crowd  retired,  jeering 
the  unfortunate  militiamen. 

The  strikers  are  tearing  up  the  tracks 
of  the  Green  and  Gates  avenue  lines  at 
Gates  and  Central  avenues.  The  com- 
pany claims  that  it  had  intended  to  send 
out  thirty  cars  this  afternoon.  The  po- 
lice instructions  today  are  to  keep  all 
persons  on  the  streets  moving  and  not 
to  allow  any  one  to  stand  talkiner.  .The 
saloons  in  the  neighborhood  of  Flatbush 
avenue  are  filled  with  idlers. 

In  disposing  of  the  First  battalion  of 
the  Thirteenth  regiment,  Maj.  Cochran 
met  with  obstruction  from  a  crowd  as- 
sembled in  front  of  the  strikers'  head- 
quarters at  Fifth  avenue  and  Twenty- 
fourth  street.  Maj.  Cockran  ordered  a 
I  charf^e,  before  which  the  greater  v^ti  of 
the  ciowd,  numbering  about  600,  fled  in- 
side the  builcing.  Col.  Appleton.of  the 
Seventh  regiment  at  Halsey  street,  with 
three  companies  sent  men  out  to  the 
neighboring  stores  to  purchase  provis- 
ions, but  the  threatening  aspect  of  the 
mob  terrified  the  shopkeepers,  who  re- 
fused to  sell  to  the  soldiers  and  shut  up 
their  stores.  The  soldiers  then  charged 
the  mob  which  scattered  in  all  directions. 
A  guard  upon  an  elevated  train,  carry- 
ing a  company  of  soldiers  to  the  point 
10  which  It  had  been  ordered,  attempted 
to  enlc>rce  the  railway  company's  rule 
against  smoking  in  the  cars.  He  seized 
one  offender  by  the  shoulder  to  put  him 
off  the  train  when  other  militia  men  went 
to  their  comrade's  assistance  and  beat 
the  cuard  severely.  Capt.  Lyons,  com- 
manding the  company,  placed  the  guard 
under  arrest  but  released  him  when  the 
company  reached  its  destination. 

Several  cars  of  the  Sumner  avenue 
line  were  stalled  at  the  corner  of  Green 
and  Sumner  avenues.  A  mob  of  600 
men  surrounded  the  cars  and  endeavored 
to  induce  the  motorman  to  join  their 
ranks.  They  became  very  boisterous. 
The  police  charged  them,  scattering  the 
mob.  Meanwhile  a  summons  had  been 
sent  for  Troop  A,  which  was  stationed  at 
Tompkins  avenue  and  Fulton  street. 
A  detachment  of  thirty-two  men  under 
Cppt.  Roe  arrived  but  the  trouble  was 
over. 

Master  Workman  Martin  J.  Connelly, 
the  strike  leader,  is  confined  to  his 
home  by  sickness.  His  wife  and  child 
are  also  ill  with  pneumonia. 

A  secret  conference  of  master  work- 
men was  in  session  at  Mujjg's  hall  at 
noon.  President  Lewis,  of  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  railroad,  is  reported  to  have 
said  today  that  he  is  willing  to  com- 
promise with  the  strikers,  if  President 
Norton,  of  the  Atlantic  Avenue  com- 
pany will  join  with  him.  Mr.  Norton,  it 
is  declared,  will  stick  out  as  long  as  the 
men  do  and  if  Mr.  Lewis  waits  for  him 
in  bis  present  slate  of  mind  the  strike 
will  continue. 

At  12:15  two  cars  of  the  Brooklyn 
Heights  Railroad  company  reached  East 
New  York  with  forty  men.    They  were

St.  Paul,  Jan.  21. — There  will  be  no 

caucus  until  Tuesday  eight  and  probably 

not  then,    Mo5t   of  the  Washburn   men 

oppose  another    caucus    and    one    will 

probably  not  be  held  immediately.   The 

members  of  the  caucus    committee    are 

not  now  in  the   city  and    any  statement 

from  them  on  the  subject  is  entirely  out 

of  the  question.    As  the  house    does  not 

meet  until  tomorrow   morning  many  of 

the  representatives  will  not  be  back  to- 
night. 

Alter  the  show  of  .strength  that  will  be 
made  in  tomorrow's  balloting,  somethirg 
definite  may  be  decided  on.  In  the  first 
ballot,  to  be  cast  at  noon  tomorrow,  both 
Populists  and  Democrats  will  probably 
casta  complimentary  vote  for  some 
prominent  member  of  their  own  party. 
The  Populists  will  caucus  on  the  rnatt«r 
tonight,  their  candidates  being  Donnelly, 
Owen,  Boen,  Lommen  and  one  or  two 
others.  There  are  fourteen  Populist 
votes  and  both  Washburn  and  Nelson 
count  on  getting  part  of  them  later  in 
the  contest. 

The  twelve  Democrats  have  taken  no 
action  yet,  but  will  probably  compliment 
someone  of  their  own  number  on  the 
first  ballot.  The  claims  of  all  candi- 
dates are  as  they  have  been  for  several 
days,  each  being  confident  of  his  own 
success.  No  new  developments  are  re- 
ported today,  everybody  seeming  to 
want  to  hear  from  the  first  ballot  in  the 
legislature  before  taking  any  kind  of 
new  action. 

Ed  Folsom,  ex-secretary  of  the  senate, 
took  the  tally  stieets  from  the  caucus 
home  with  him  and  announces  this 
morning  that  had  the  members  been 
under  the  necessity  of  choosing,  on  the 
last  ballot  Friday  night,  Washburn 
would  have  received  45  votes  and  Nel- 
son 47;  that  the  remainder  were 
really  for  some  other  candidate,  and  were 
merely  voting  for  Washburn  and  Nelson 
respectively  until  they  should  have  an 
opportunity  ot  making  a  vote  for  some 
other  man  count  for  something.

A  Bill  on  Behall  of  Duluth  Lumbermen  to  be 
Introduced. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  21.— Labor  Commis- 
sioner Powers  has  received  a  petition 
from  Duluth,  signed  by  some  1500  lum- 
bermen, asking  for  legislation  in  behalf 
ol  the  lumbermen  who  are  most  griev- 
ously oppressed  by  ironclad  contracts, 
under  xvhich  they  do  not  receive  pay  un- 
til next  April.  The  hardships  and 
abuses  of  the  present  system  are  set 
forth  in  the  petition. 

The  lumbermen  want  a  law  passed 
which  will  compel  companiesto  state  the 
wages  they  propose  to  pay,  to  give  no- 
tice whenever  a  reduction  m  wages  is 
made  and  to  pay  wages  monthly.

Minneapolis,  Jan.  21.— The  trial  of 
Harry  Hayward  for  the  murder  of 
Catherine  Ging  was  for  mally  begun  in 
the  district  court  of  Hennepin  county  this 
morning.  Fifteen  minutes  after  the  court 
room  doors  were  opened,  the  seats  were 
full  and  the  doors  were  closed  to  the 
public.  Six  rows  in  front  were  reserved 
for  women  and  were  entirely  occupied. 
Harry  Hayward  was  brought  in  and  went 
to  his  seat  as  blithely  as  if  he  were  enter- 
ing a  theater.  He  chewed  gum  vigor- 
ously and  played  with  bis  spaniel  while 
waiting  for  proceedings  to  begin. 

Judge  Seagrave  Smith,  the  presiding 
judge,  soon  entered  and  ascended  the 
bench,  the  sheriff  declared  the  court  in 
session  and  the  trial  begun.  W.  W. 
Erwin,  the  criminal  lawyer  already  well 
known  from  his  connection  with  the 
Homestead  and  Debs  cases,  was  on  the 
defendant's  side  of  the  attorney's  table, 
flanked  by  John  Day  Smith,  a  local  at- 
torney who  is  to  assist  him. 

County  Attorney  Frank  M.  Nye,  a 
brother  of  Bill  Nye,  the  humorist,  and 
his  assisunt,  Albert  H.  Hall,  were  on 
the  other  side.  It  was  deemed  significant 
that  the  attorney  of  Claus  Bhxt  sat  upon 
the  prosecution's  side  of  the  table.  Soon 
after  proceedings  began,  Miss  Julia 
Ging.twin  sister  of  the  murdered  woman, 
entered  and  took  a  seat  not  six  feet 
away  from  the  prisoner. 

Tne  county  attorney  first  moved  that 
the  case  of  Blixt  be  re-set  for  Ftb.  5  and 
this  was  agreed  to  by  Blixt's  attorney, 
and  the  first  venireman  was  called  for 
examination.  He  was  a  Dane  named 
Ncls  Miller  and  evinced  considerable 
ienorance  of  the  story  of  the  murder. 
The  defense  accepted  him,  but  the 
prosecution  .  was  suspicious  and  ex- 
amined him  at  great  length.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  work  ot  securing  a  jury 
will  consume  at  least  a  week.  A  special 
venire  has  been  prepared  in  addition  to 
the  regular  panel. 

During  the  morning  five  veniremen 
were  examined;  four  were  challenged  by 
the  defense  and  one  by  the  state.  Just 
before  the  court  adjourned  at  noon  there 
was  a  sensational  episode.  It  had  be- 
come evident  that  the  defense  had  ob- 
tained possession  of  the  jury  list  and  had 
looked  up  every  name  on  it.  Judge 
Smith  inquired  very  severely  whether 
this  were  not  the  case.  John  Day  Smith 
admitted  that  the  antecedents  and  char- 
acter of  each  had  been  looked  up,  but 
claimed  that  the  defense  was  privileged 
to  take  that  course. 

The  court  admitted  that  investigation 
as  to  character  and  antecedents  was  ad- 
missible, but  declared  very  emphatically 
that  if  it  appeared  that  the  defense  or  its 
agents  had  talked  with  the  veniremen 
about  the  case  in  an  endeavor  to  ascer- 
tain their  opinions,  the  court  would  bold 
the  defense's  attorneys  in  contempt.  Mr. 
Erwin  had  just  challenged  a  venireman, 
declaring  that  he  had  talked  over  the 
case  with  a  witness  whom  he  could  pro- 
duce as  lately  as  last  Saturday.  Judge 
Smith  declared  that  that  witness  must  be 
produced,  and  court  was  adjourned  amid 
considerable  subdued  excitement. 


WINCHELL'S   UNFAIR   REPORT. 


As  a  Result  Duluth   Will    Not  Get  an  Assay 

Office. 

Washington,  Jan.  21. — [Special  to 
The  Herald.]— The  report  of  Professor 
Winchell,  the  Minnesota  state  geologist, 
on  question  of  the  establishment  of  assay 
office  at  Duluth  has  been  received  by 
the  director  of  the  mint.  This  report  is 
of  such  a  discouraging  nature  that  the 
director  of  the  mint  cannot  possibly  make 
favorable  report  to  congress  on  Repre- 
sentative Baldwin's  bill  to  establish  this 
office. 

Professor  Winchell  states  that  the 
gold  resources  of  the  Rainy  Lake  region 
would  not  warrant  him  in  recommending 
an  assay  office  at  Duluth.  Representa- 
tive Baldwin,  in  view  of  this  report,  will 
not  attempt  to  pass  the  bill.

Neb.,  says:  The  body  of  Ber- 
nard Scott,  Holt  county's  defaulting 
treasurer,  who  was  taken  from  here  by  a 
party  of  disguised  men  on  the  night  of 
Dec.  31,  was  found  in  the  Niobrara  river 
yesterday  with  a  rope  around  the  neck. 
The  man  had  been  hanged  undoubtedly 
bv  his  captors  and  the  body  then  thrown 
into  the  river.

WASHiNCTON,Jan.2i.— Official  reports 
of  the  bureaa  of  road  irniuiry  show  that 
increased  interest  is  being  taken  in  the 
good  roads  movement  and  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  railroad  companies 
have  agreed  to  further  the  movement  by 
ofifering  veiy  low  rates  whenever  any 
general  movement  is  started.  (»en.  Roy 
Stone,  in  charge  of  the  bureau,  and  who 
has  been  spending  some  weeks  attend- 
ing road  conventions  in  the  West  as  the 
representative  of  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment, has  returned  to  Washington.  In 
reviewing  the  progress  of  the  movement 
today  Gen.  Stone  said: 

"In  Indiana  and  Missouri,  great  inter- 
est is  being  taken  in  the  movement.  In 
Nebraska  there  is  not  much  need  for 
general  road  improvements  except  in 
the  river  countries.  Owing  to  the  natur- 
ally good  roads,  helped  lately  by  the 
very  dry  weather.  Kansas  is  interested 
in  the  question  and  anxious  to  make  the 
improvements  and  the  legislature  will 
undoubtedly  take  up  the  matter  and 
make  decided  changes  in  legislation. 

Nearly  all  the  Southern  states  are  tak- 
ing some  steps  m  road  building,  either 
by  increased  use  of  convict  labor  or  by 
county  bonding.  Michigan  will  take 
some  important  steps  this  winter  to  make 
its  county  roads  law  more  successful.  A 
very  energetic  movement  is  in  progress 
in  Wisconsin,  In  New  Jersey,  state  aid 
probably  will  be  doubled  in  amount  this 
year.  The  .Massacbusetts  state  commis- 
sion has  asked  for  $i,o<x),ooo  to  expend 
in  the  construction  of  state  roads.  There 
is  some  opposition  to  whether  the  ap- 
propriation will  be  granted. 

The  general  opinion  favors  convict 
and  tramp  labor  for  road  improvement. 
The  main  idea  is  to  use  state  prison  con- 
victs in  preparing  road  materials,  work- 
ing in  quarries  where  they  can  be 
guarded,  and  to  use  tramps,  county  pris- 
oners and  short  term  convicts  in  mecad- 
amizing  the  roads. 

•»        •       • 

Representatives  Boen,  of  Minnesota, 
Avery,  of  Michigan,  and  Perkins,  of 
Iowa,  members  of  the  territorial  commit- 
tee, have  united  in  a  minority  report 
against  the  passage  of  the  bill  amending 
the  liquor  law  of  Alaska  which  author- 
izes the  governor  ot  Alaska  to  issue  a 
license  in  every  town  in  that  territory  of 
too  or  more  white  inhabitants  to  sell  in- 
toxicating liquors  to  white  people,  also  to 
manufacture  and  sell  brewed  or  malt 
liquors  to  white  people.  The  license  fee 
is  fixed  at  S500  a  year. 

The  passage  of  the  bill  is  urged  by  the 
governor  of  Alaska  under  the  plea  that 
the  present  law  cannot  be  enforced  and 
therefore  results  in  giving  free  whisky 
to  Alaska.  "While  we  are  not  disposed 
to  controvert  this  plea,"  said  the  report, 
"we  confess  that  we  are  not  able  to 
understand  how  the  establishment  of 
breweries  and  the  license  of  a  hundred 
or  more  saloons  in  Alaska  would  remedy 

the  evil."

In  reporting  the  bill  to  compel  and  re- 
quire the  attendance  of  civilian  wit- 
nesses before  naval  courts  martial  and 
courts  of  enquiry  the  naval  appropri- 
ations committee  of  the  house  submits  a 
letter  from  Secretary  Herbert  strongly 
urging  the  proposed  legislation.  The 
secretary  first  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  is  no  law  on  the  subject  re- 
ferred to  and  adds: 

"The  unwillingness  of  civilians  to  ap- 
pear before  such  courts  as  witnesses  in 
cases  of  gross  negligence  in  the  payment

The  latest  restriction  imposed  by  Ger- 
many on  our  stock  exportaiions.  through 
prohibition  of  shipments  from  England, 
is  regarded  here  as  merely  another  at- 
tempt on  the  part  of  the  imperial  lead- 
ers to  conciliate  the  agrarian  party  which 
is  tingling  under  our  recent  sugar  legis- 
lation. It  is  generally  understood  that 
England  does  not  produce  any  consider- 
able amount  of  stock  for  shipment  to 
other  countries  and  the  restriction  there- 
fore is  a  blow  to  other  interests  than 
England,  and  to  a  very  large  extent  to 
our  own. 

There  is  no  definite  information  at  the 
agricultural  department  as  to  the  number 
of  American  cattle  and  hogs  shipped 
from  England  to  Germany,  and  there  is 
no  way  of  knowing  the  amount  of  Ameri- 
can stock  taken  over  to  Germany  via 
England. 

It  is  believed  here  that  the  action  of 
the  Hamburg  senate  was  the  result  of  a 
demand  by  the  imperial  authorities. 
Hamburg  has  evinced  its  preference  for 
American  meats,  which  have  been  pro- 
vided not  only  cheaper  than  other  meats 
that  find  their  way  there,  but  are 
acknowledged  to  be  far  superior  in 
quality.

Nothing  Likely  to  Be  Done  in  the  House  ihis 
Session. 

Washington,  Jan.  21,— Friends  of  the 
Nicaragua  canal  bill  and  the  free  ship- 
ping bill  are  greatly  discouraged  at  the 
outlook  for  obtaining  a  hearing  in  the 
house  for  their  measures  and  are  about 
ready  to  concede  that  nothing  will  be 
done  by  this  congress.

More  Snow  on  the  Ground   Than   for  Five 

Years  and  is  Rapidly  Growing 

Deeper. 


The  Immense  Withdrawals  ol  Capital  From  this 
Country  to  Europe. 

New  York,  Jan.  21.— Henry  Clews 
says  in  his  weekly  financial  review: 
"There  can  be  little  question  about  the 
cause  of  these  immense  withdrawals  of 
capital  to  Europe.  In  the  main  it  signi- 
fies that  our  foreign  creditors  have  be- 
come distrustful  of  our  ability  to  save 
ourselves  from  drifting  upon  the  silver 
basis.  Their  fear  is  not  so  much  about 
the  possibility  of  our  taking  care  of  such 
silver  money  as  we  at  present  have.  It 
is  that  the  silver  faction,  which  has 
shown  its  ability  to  force  on  the  country 
already  500.000,000  of  what  are  virtu- 
ally 50-cent  dollars,  and  that  it  may  still 
retain  force  enough  to  yet  further 
increase  those  issues  indefinitely;  and 
they  say  that  we  have  no  satisfactory  as- 
surances to  the  contrary  to  advance — but 
hopes  only,  which,  it  is  claimed.find  little 
backing  in  the  present  phases  of  federal 
politics.  In  all  this  there  is  a  great  deal 
of  exaggeration  of  the  worst  features  of 
our  case,  and  perhaps  little  disposition 
to  give  due  credit  for  the  certainty  with 
which  we  always  ultimately  correct 
our  blunders;  but  the  fact  nevertheless  is 
that  our  critics  choose  to  take  their  own 
view  of  the  matter,  and  their  opinions 
can  be  changed  only  by  some  sort  of  con- 
clusive demonstration  that  no  further  is- 
sues of  silver  money  in  the  United  States 
are  possible. 

"The  prospects  of  currency  legislation 
by  the  present  congress  are  fast  vanish- 
ing, if  they  have  not  wholly  disappeared. 
Any  general  scheme  for  dealing  with 
bank  circulation  becomes  more  impos- 
sible of  hurried  realization  as  diversities 
of  opinion  develop.  Time  must  be  al- 
lowed for  the  comparison  and  maturing 
of  views,  and  sentiment  seems  to  be 
drifting  in  favor  of  the  appointment  of  a 
national  commission  of  eminent  experts, 
who  shall  hear  witnesses  and  report 
conclusions  at  the  next  session 
of  congress.  There  is  much  to  be 
said  in  favor  of  that  course,  especially  as 
congressmen  are  imperfectly  informed 
on  the  question,  and  as  this  method  of 
treatment  might  develop  the  mature 
judgment  of  ttose  best  qualified  to  coun- 
sel better  than  any  other.  But  the  de- 
ranged condition  of  the  treasury  finances 
and  especially  of  the  gold  reserve  is  a 
separate  matter,  which  will  not  admit  of 
any  such  postponement. 

"A  measure  providing  in  the  first  place 
for  deficiencies  of  revenue,  and  in  the  next 
for  a  fixed  gold  income.imperatively  needs 
to  be  enacted  at  the  pending  session 
of  congress,  and  it  is  hardly  conceivable 
that  the  administration  will  fail  to  urge 
the  adoption  of  a  law  to  that  effect  at  an 
early  day.  That  being  accomplished, 
the  more  acute  and  urgent  difficulties 
will  be  overcome,  and  the  question  of 
retiring  the  legal  tenders  andfilline  their 
places  with  bank  notes  can  be  well  al- 
lowed to  stand  over  for  a  year  without 
any  immediate  serious  inconvenience 
That  is  in  the  nature  of  a  general  cur- 
rency measure;  whilst  the  treasury  prob- 
lem is  the  mucn  nanower  one  of  re-es- 
tablishing recent  departures  from  the 
customary  usages  of  making  payments 
to  the  government  in  gold  or  gold  cer- 
tificates."

Ttie  Snow  Banked  up  Alongside  of  Railway 

Tracks  in  Places  Nearly  Thirty  Feet 

High. 


Snow  Now  Falling  Thicker  and  Faster  Than 
at  Any  Time  for  Twenty- four 
Hours. 


Sa«  R A  M  KNTO,  Cal.,  Jan.  21  .—Another 
storm  i  s  raging  in  the  mountains  and,  al- 
though there  is  more  snow  on  the  ground 
than  there  has  been  for  five  years,  it  is 
rapidly  growing'deeper.  The  storm  be- 
gan yesterday  morning  and  has  con- 
tinued without  ceasing  all  day.  The 
wind  is  howling  through  the  mountains 
and  the  snow  is  falling  thicker  and  faster 
than  at  any  time  during  the  past  twenty- 
four  hours.  Owing  to  the  violence 
of  the  storm  and  the  possibility  of  a  tie- 
up  at  any  moment,  no  more  treight  will 
be  moved  until  the  storm  abates.  Pas- 
senger trains  will  be  kept  moving  as  long 
as  possible. 

The  snow  is  banked  up  alongside  of 
the  track  in  places  nearly  thirty  feet  and 
the  rotary  plows  are  beginning  to  work 
with  ihfliculty  in  these  places.  Hun- 
dreds of  men  are  employed  in  shoveling 
the  snow  so  as  to  widen  the  space  be 
tween  the  banks.  As  it  is  now,  the  snow 
scrapes  the  sides  of  the  cars  and  as  the 
plows  cannot  work  to  advantage  the 
shovelers  work  in  tiers  grading  the 
bank. 

The  storm  on  the  Sheets  division  is 
equal  to,  if  not  greater,  than  that  on  the 
Truckee  division.  A  number  of  enor- 
mous slides  have  occurred  between 
Dunsmuir  and  Fisson,  and  although  it  is 
hoped  the  track  will  be  cleared  in  time 
to  allow  the  southbound  Oregon  express, 
now  held  at  the  latter  place,  to  proceed 
on  its  way  today,  it  is  by  no  means  cer- 
tain that  It  will  be  able  to  get  through. 

North  of  Dunsmuir  there  is  an  enor- 
mous slide  which  push  plows  are  trying 
to  handle.  A  number  of  engines  coupled 
together  take  a  flying  start  of  about  half 
a  mile  at  the  bank  of  snow  and  are  slow- 
ly forcing  it  off  the  track.  If  there  are 
no  more  big  slides  or  drifts,  all  obstruct- 
tions  will  be  removed  from  the  track  by 
morning  and  the  trains  will  be  able  to  go 
through,  but  as  it  is  snowing  heavily  be- 
tween Sisser  and  Dunsmuir  more  slides 
are  likely  to  occur. 

HE  WAS  A  MILLIONAIRE. 


Deatli  of  an  Old  Man  in  Ragged  Clothing  in 
Kentucky. 

Paris,  Ky.,  Jan.  21.— At  a  boarding 
house  in  this  city  last  night  the  death  of 
B.  E.  L.  Williams,  aged  70,  occurred. 
He  was  comparatively  a  stranger  and 
died  of  pneumonia.  After  his  death  his 
clothing  and  effects  were  searched  in 
order  to  identify  the  man,  when  papers 
were  found  showing  that  he  was  a  mil- 
lionaire, owning  a  vast  estate  in  Aus- 
tralia, to  which  he  had  recently  fallen 
heir.  A  fews  days  ago  Mr.  Williams  ap- 
plied at  a  bank  in  Winchester  for  the 
cashing  of  a  check  for  $100,  which  was 
made  paya'ole  at  a  bank  in  California. 

The  bank  officials  in  Winchester  hesi- 
tated in  cashing  the  check  on  account  of 
the  ragged  appearance  of  the  applicant, 
but  finally  telegraphed  the  California 
bank  and  the  officials  replied  that  Mr. 
Williams'  check  was  good  for  any 
amount  under  $1,000,000. 

A  letter  from  Mount  Pleasant,  Mani- 
toba, addressed  to  B.  E.  Williams,  was 
found  on  his  person,  and  to  this  place 
telegrams  have  been  sent  for  instruc- 
tions concerning  the  disposition  of  the 
remains.

School  Board  OiicHtted  II  Saturday  Evening 
and  Will  Push  It. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board  of 
education  Saturday  riight,  among  the 
several  items  of  business  the  members 
gave  quite  a  little  attention  to  the  plan 
for  securing  a  fifth  state  normal  school 
for  this  city.  Superintendent  Dcnfeld 
read  letters  from  the  superintendents  of 
the  Mankato  and  Moorhead  normal 
schools  as  to  the  advisability  of  locating 
such  a  school  here.  Superintendent 
Kdward  Searing,  of  Mankato,  among 
other  things  said: 

"In  my  oDinion,  when  another  such 
school  is  built,  it  should  be  located  in 
Duiuth.  The  geographical  argument  in 
favor  of  your  city  is  very  strong.  That 
a  normal  school  will  be  eventually 
needed  and  located  there  1  have  no 
doubt." 

The  executive  committee  will  see  that 
a  bill  is  proposed  and  presented  to  the 
legislature.  Members  of  the  committee 
will  go  to  St.  Paul  this  week  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  scheme.  When  the  bill  is  in- 
troduced a  memorial  will  go  with  it  con- 
taining statistics  calculated  to  show  the 
necessity  of  a  normal  school  in  Duiuth 
at  an  early  dat  j  too.  It  will  show  among 
other  things  that  St.  Louis  county  con- 
tributed to  the  state  fund  the  sum  of 
#437.884,  and  for  educational  purposes 
?5o,575,  while  there  was  received  from 
the  state  for  educational  purposes  but 
t3'.777-  Then,  also,  it  is  represented 
that  Minnesota  has  the  next  to  the  larg- 
est educational  fund  in  the  United  States, 
so  that  the  expense  of  building  oper- 
ations at  the  present  time  is  very  low. 
The  need  of  the  school  is  illustrated  by 
statistics  of  other  states.  Wisconsin,  for 
example,  with  1,771,000  population,  has 
seven  normal  schools;  Maine,  with  664,- 
000  population,  has  five  schools.  Minne- 
sota, with  1.418.000  progressive  people, 
has  but  four  schools. 

The  board,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  de- 
cided to  introduce  the  "vertical"  system 
of  penmanship  into  the  schools  in  place 
of  the  Spenccrian  or  slant  system  now  in 
vogue.  E.  J.  Luther  was  absent  but  had 
he  been  therf,  it  is  claimed,  he  would 
have  strenuously  fought  that  action,  as 
he  is  greatly  opposed  to  the  change  in 
systems. 

John  Hayes,  representing  the  Elec- 
trical Workers'  union,  was  on  hand  with 
a  protest  against  the  selection  of  E.  E. 
Hodgson,  of  West  Superior,  as  electrical 
superintendent.  The  members  ot  the 
building  committee  said  that  they 
thought  he  was  a  Duiuth  man  and  an 
investigation  will  follow.  A.  R.  Mc- 
Donald moved  that  all  men  employed  by 
the  board,  not  citizens  of  Duiuth,  be  dis- 
charged, but  later  withdrew  it. 

The  board  voted  to  start  a  series  of 
university  extension  lectures  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Webster,  of  the 
University  of  Chicago.

met  at  Tompkins  avenue  by  Sergeant 
Reimels,  of  the  Third  mounted  squad, 
and  a  troop  of  policemen  who  escorted 
the  cars  to  their  destination.

At  I  o'clock  an  attempt  was  made  to 
operate  the  Fulton  street  line.  Three 
cars  at  a  time,  manned  by  non-union 
motormen  and  conductors,  were  sent  out 
together.  The  crowd  attempted  an 
onslaught  on  the  cars.  The  militia  drove 
them  back  with  bayonets,  several  being 
slightly  injured. 

In  the  charge  of  Maj.  Duffy's  com- 
mand upon  a  mob  at  Broadway  and  Hal- 
sey  streets,  several  women  and  children 
were  roughly  handled  by  the  troops. 

An  attempt  to  operate  the  Nostrand 
avenue  line  of  the  Brooklyn  Heights 
was  made  at  2  o'clock,  several  being 
sent  cut.

The  Only  hsue. 

The  News  Tribune  asks:  "Did  The 
Herald  ever  hear  cf  a  municipal  election 
which  did  not  have  something  partisan 
about  it?"  This  is  in  answer  to  The 
Herald's  contention  that  national  politics 
should  be  kept  out  of  municipal  elec- 
tions and  that  city  officials  should  be 
chosen  on  the  score  of  fitness  and  faith- 
ful service  to  the  city  rather  than  on  ac- 
count cf  their  views  on  the  tariff  or  their 
confused  ideas  on  currency  reform. 

The  Herald  has  heard  of  municipal 
elections  where  a  man's  politics  did  net 
cut  any  figure.  These  elections  were 
held  in  Duluth,  and  it  was  at  such  elec- 
tions that  the  present  efficient  city  trea- 
surer and  the  equally  efficient  city  comp- 
troller were  elected  and  re- 
elected. No  one,  except  a  few 
machine  politicians  with  whom  the 
News  Tribune  is  now  training,  ever 
thought  about  these  officials*  political 
beliefs,  and  no  one  cared.  The  citizens 
were  anxious  only  to  place  in  office  men 
who  would  faithfully  guard  the  interests 
of  the  city. 

The  city  of  Duluth  has  been  fortunate 
during  its  short  history,  because  national 
politics  have  been  kept  out  of  its  munici- 
pal contests.  For  this  reason  it  has  been 
free  from  the  corrupt  political  rings  such 
as  have  disgraced  other  cities  in  the  land 
and  made  their  municipal  governments 
a  means  for  plundering  and  robbing  the 
people.  We  have  seen  in  New  York  a 
horrible  example  of  municipal  elections 
conducted  upon  the  political  lines 
advocated  by  the  News  Tribune. 
Chicago  affords  another  instance 
of  this  state  of  affairs,  and  today  we  see 
in  Philadelphia  the  best  Republican  citi- 
zens rallying  around  the  Democratic 
candidate  for  mayor,  ex-Governor  Pat- 
tison,  because  a  corrupt  Republican 
ring,  elected  and  maintained  in  power  by 
raising  the  party  cry,  as  the  News  Tri- 
bune would  do,  has  produced  a  state  of 
affairs  that  is  only  equalled  by  the  Tam- 
many regime  in  New  York  city.  It  is  to 
prevent  Duluth's  city  government  from 
falling  into  the  same  condition  that  The 
Herald  has  urged  that  national  politics 
be  kept  out  of  the  elections  this  year  as 
heretofore. 

The  Herald  has  no  doubt  that  Duluth 
would  find  another  honest  and  efficient 
city  treasurer,  if  Mr.  Voss  removed  else- 
where, but  his  removal  would  be  a 
greater  calamity  to  the  city  than  the 
transfer  elsewhere  of  the  News  Tribune 
which  has  lost  no  opportunity  to  injure 
Duluth  by  representing  it  as  the  home  of 
the  corporation  and  opposed  to  the 
interests  of  the  farmers  of  Minnesota,  who 
have  heretofore  regarded  this  city  with 
kindly  feelings  and  in  entire  sympathy 


Washburn  Hopelessly  Beaten. 
The  result  of  the  senatorial  fight  is 
still  enveloped  in  doubt.  That  Senator 
Washburn  is  beaten  is  absolutely  certain. 
All  the  Twin  City  p.ipcrs  agree  on  this 
point.  The  St.  Paul  Pioneer  Press  says: 
"While  these  billots  were  not  decisive 
as  to  the  final  result,  they  dtfmitely  set- 
tled one  point,  the  defeat  of  Mr.  Wash- 
burn, and  afford  encouragement  to  his 
leading  competitor.  Governor  Nelson." 
The  Globe  says:  "The  defeat  of  Sena- 
tor Washburn  seems  practically  assured, 
for  he  will  probably  never  receive  any 
more  votes  than  he  received  on  the  first 
ballot  last  night,  even  should  he  remain 
in  the  contest,  which  seems  doubtful." 
In  another  article  the  Globe  s.iys:  "The 
result  of  the  caucus  was  fatal  to  Wash- 
burn. Of  this  there  can  be  no  doubt." 
The  Call  says:  "Washburn,  himself,  is 
the  only  man  in  his  camp  who  does  not 
know  that  he  is  irretrievably  lost,  but  he 
will  find  it  out  later  en." 

The  Minneapolis  Penny  Press  admits 
Mr.  Washburn's  defeat  and  adds:  "We 
are  of  the  opinion  that  of  the  candidates 
voted  for  last  night,  Mr.  Comstock  is  the 
only  one  who  has  a  ghost  of  a  show  to 
succeed."  "The  consensus  of  opinion  is 
that  whatever  Washburn's  fate.  Nelson 
can  never  be  elected,"  says  the  Minne- 
apolis Tribune.  "It  will  not  be  Knute 
Nelson;  it  may  not  be  W.D.Washburn," 
says  "the  Minneapolis  Journal.  "The 
Times  still  hopes  for  Mr.  Washburn's 
return  to  the  place  he  has  filled  with  un- 
usual sagacity.  *  *  *  At  the  same 
time  it  would  be  folly  to  deny  that  Nel- 
son has  shown  altogether  unexpected 
strength,  and  that  his  election  is  some- 
thing more  than  a  mere  possibility,"  says 
the  Minneapolis  Times.  "If  Senator 
Washburn  cannot  be  elected,  then  why 
not  elect  as  good  and  loyal  a  Republican 
as  Governor  Nelson?"  says  the  St.  Paul 
Dispatch.  All  these  papers  have  been 
strong  supporters  of  Mr,  Washburn,  but 
they  see  that  their  candidate  is  hope- 
lessly beaten. 

And  yet  the  sapient  News  Tribune 
says:  "No  two  ©f  the  Twin  City  papers 
agree  as  to  the  exact  meaning  of  the 
battle  fought  in  the  Republican  sena- 
torial caucus."  Is  it  any  wonder  that 
the  people  long  ago  ceased  to  place  any 
reliance  upon  what  the  News  Tribune 
says? 


That  Bridge  Bill. 

Ry  some  strange  oversight,  Mr.  Hart- 
ley's paper  has  failed  to  publish  the 
Washington  dispatch  announcing  that 
Senator  Vilas  has  declined  to  withdraw 
his  objection  to  the  passage  of  the  amend- 
ed bill  for  a  bridge  over  the  St.  Louis 
\  river  between  Duluth  and  Superior  and 
that  he  says  when  the  people  of  Superior 
and  Duluth  can  agree  on  the  measure,  he 
will  consent  to  its  passage,  and  not  be- 
fore. 

Inasmuch  as  the  amended  bill  would 
entirely  thwart  the  will  of  the  people  as 
heretofore  expressed  upon  this  question, 
it  is  hardly  likely  that  the  citizens  of 
Dulath  and  Superior  will  agree  to  this 
measure.  The  amended  bill  is  radically 
different  from  the  measure  agreed  to  at 
the  joint  conference  of  the  commercial 
bodies  and  city  councils  of  the  two  cities, 
and  the  senators  and  representatives 
from  this  section  should  oppose  it  as  a 
direct  violation  of  the  agreement  made 
last  summer. 

In  replying  to  an  article  in  The 
Herald,  Mr.  Hartley  pleaded  that  the 
changes  now  desired  are  necessary,  in 
order  to  raise  capital  to  build  the  bridge, 
and  in  answer  to  the  statement  that  the 
Commercial  Improvement  company 
stands  ready  to  accept  the  franchise  and 
build  such  ^  bridge  as  the  people  de- 
sire, he  said  that  the  bridge  v/hich  the 
Commercial  company  proposed  did  not 
provide  for  stearh  railways  at  all.  Mr. 
Hartley  must  have  a  veiy  poor  memory 
or  he  must  imagine  that  the  people  are 
easily  bamboozled.  Every  one  who 
knows  anything  about  the  bridge  ques- 
tion knows  that  the  Commercial  com- 
pany's amended  bill  provided  for  a 
hrst-class  steel  bridge  with  double  tracks 
tor  steam  railways,  tracks  for  street  rail- 
way cars,  roadway  for  teams  and  side- 
walks for  pedestrians,  and  it  provided 
also  for  the  free  passage  of  pedestrians, 
in  accordance  with  the  agreement  en- 
tered into  with  the  Duluth  and  Superior 
conference  committee. 

The  bridge  now  proposed  by  the  Du- 
luth and  Superior  company  does  not 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  people  and 
the  bill  before  the  senate  can  never  re- 
ceive their  approval.  Consequently 
S<:nator  Vilas  will  feel  compelled  to 
object  to  its  passage.  It  is  not  likely 
either  that  Senator  Davis,  when  he  learns 
of  the  attitude  of  Duluth,  will  continue 
to  press  this  measure,  which  he  brought 
up  at  Senator  Washburn's  request  dur- 
ing the  latter's  absence.

Bulger  Had  B^en  Given  the  Ring  to  Sell, 

But  Had  Failed  to  Dispose  of 

It. 


Martin  Bulger  was  arraigned  in  police 
court  this  morning  on  a  charge  of  grand 
larceny  in  the  second  degree.  Charles 
Miller,  a  helper  in  the  machine  shops  at 
the  West  Duluth  car  factory,  makes  com- 
plaint and  alleges  that  on  Jan.  u.  Bulger, 
who  is  a  barkeeper  in  John  Schult^e's 
saloon  on  Lake  avenue,  stole  from  him 
three  diamonds,  of  one  quarter  carat 
each. 

About  three  months  ago,  Miller  found 
a  ring  on  the  street  .ind  competent 
judges  told  hmi  that  the  settmg  w.-is 
composed  of  real  tliamonds.  Wishing 
to  make  a  little  on  the  sule,  he  kept 
watch  for  advertisements  in  the  paper, 
so  that  he  could  return  the 
ring  and  claim   the   reward. 

Some  time  ago,  seeuiji  no  advertise- 
ment and  hearing  nothing  of  the  owner 
ot  the  ring,  Miller  gave  it  to  Bulsrer  to 
sell.  He  took  it  but  later  returned  it. 
Miller  then  went  out  to  sell  it  himself 
but  was  surprised  when  the  prospective 
purchaser  told  him  the  diamonds  were 
no  better  than  window  glass. 

He  at  once  took  it  for  granted  that 
Bulger  had  eEEected  a  transposition  of 
settings,  so  called  on  the  county  attorney 
for  a  warrant  on  the  above  charge,  which 
was  allowed. 

The  examination  will  be  held  tomor- 
row morning.

On  Saturday  evening  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  car  repairers  at  the  Duluth  & 
Iron  Range  shops  at  Two  Harbors  were 
laid  off  temporarily.  Only  enough  are 
retained  to  make  repairs  which  may  be 
demanded  from  time  to  time.  The  ore 
cars,  excepting  the  400  loaded  with  ore, 
have  been  repaired  and  made  ready  for 
next  season's  busiuess. 

It  is  the  intention  to  replace  the  pres- 
ent couplings  on  the  cars  with  the  Mas- 
ter Car  Builders  Automatic  coupling, 
and  on  the  arrival  of  the  drawbars  there- 
for, the  force  will  all  be  put  at  work 
again,  and  their  number  increased.  The 
carpenters  and  framers  will  all  be  re- 
tained on  new  car  work,  and  a  small 
crew  will  be  employed  in  finishing  the 
coaches  undergoing  repairs  in  the  paint 
shops. 

SCALDED  TO  DEATH. 


He  Supports  the  Bible  Against  the  Assault  of 
Col.  Ingersoll. 

Thiee  Duluth  ministers  preached  ser- 
mons in  defense  of  the  Bible  and  in  re 
ply  to  P.ob  Ingersoll's  late  lecture  in  Du- 
luth. Rsv.  J.  M.  Thoburn,  of  the  First 
M.  K.  church,  was  one  of  the  three,  and 
the  way  he  gave  body  blows  to  Inger- 
soll's theories  was  a  caution.  The  text 
was  "The  Scriptu-es  cannot  be  broktn." 
Among  other  things  the  preacher  said: 

"Look  for  a  moment  at  the  career  of 
the  Bible  as  a  book.  What  a  career  it 
has  had!  The  lews  were  its  first  cus- 
todians. In  the  third  century  before 
Christ  the  entire.  Old  Testament  was 
translated  into  Greek  by  seventy  of  the 
best  scholars  of  that  age.  This  helped 
wonderfully  to  preserve  the  Scriptures. 
To  these  editions  the  different  books  of 
the  New  Testament  were  added  and  the 
entire  book  committed  to  the  Christian 
church  for  safe  keeping.  There  is 
abundant  evidence  to  bridge  the  years 
between  the  death  of  John,  the  last  of 
the  disciples,  and  the  years  when  the 
earliest  copies  which  we  have  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures  were  made,  so  that  for- 
gery would  have  been  impossible.  There 
are  still  extant  which  show  conclusively 
that  the  New  Testament  existed  then  as 
we  print  it  now. 

"If  2000  years  from  now  doubt  should 
arise  concerning  the  existence  of  the 
Bible  in  the  nineteenth  century  and  a 
copy  of  Col.  Ingersoll's  lecture  should 
be  found  it  would  be  conclusive  evidence 
that  such  a  book  existed.  Ln  the  second 
century  there  were  two  men  ot  like  char- 
acter who  mutilated  and  rejected  the 
sacred  books,  naming  nearly  everv  book 
of  the  New  Testament  as  we  have  it  to- 
day. Their  arguments  against  it  are  to- 
day only  a  proof  of  its  existence  in  their 
age.  All  that  learning  and  eloquence, 
sophistry  and  cunning  could  suggest  has 
been  done  and  yet  the  Bible  has  with- 
stood every  assault  and  remains  pure. 

"There  are  some  sayings  in  the  Bible 
very  hard  to  grasp  but  there  is  nothing 
in  the  Book  so  obscure  that  we  cannot 
see  a  light  ever  growing  brighter  if  we 
give  less  attention  to  the  drapery  and 
more  to  the  evident  object  of  the  Infinite 
One  whose  will  and  thought 
is  therein  recorded.  The  Bible  was 
finished  ages  before  the  wondrous 
march  of  scientific  research  began.  It 
(iocs  not  propose  to  be  a  treatise  on  sci- 
ence, yet  every  allusion  to  physical  facts 
is  corroborated  by  modern  research. 

"Mr.  Ingersoll  has  said,  'Life  is  a  nar- 
row vale  between  the  peaks  of  two  eter- 
nities.' Suppose  this  is  true.  The  ques- 
tion arises,  how  are  we  to  cross  this  vale.'' 
Who  can  bridge  this  awful  chasm?  This 
blessed  Book  reaches  all  the  dread  dis- 
tance. It  is  betrussed  and  upheld  by  di- 
vine veracity.  It  begins  on  an  earthly 
Eden  and  eiids  in  the  paradise  of  Hea- 
ven. Over  this  bridge  faith  goes  singing. 
Down  beneath  yawns  the  awful  abyss  of 

hell."  .   ^ 

The  speaker  closed  those  remarkslby 
picturing  the  unbelievers  as  struggling 
through  the  chasm  between  the  two 
peaks,  while  those  believing  the  Scrip- 
tures passed  easily  and  safely  across  the 
bridge  above.

Next  Season's  Plant  (or  the  North  West  and 
the  North  Land. 
The  Uhistraled  Butlalo  Express  in  last 
week  s  issue  gave  finely  executed  pic- 
tures of  the  new  steamer  North  Land, 
the  sister  ship  to  the  North  West,  taken 
on  the  day  of  her  recent  launching  at 
Cleveland,  when  Miss  M.art'na  Peyton, of 
Duluth,  smashed  the  bottle  of  cham- 
pagne upon  the  bow  ot  the  ship  as  it 
prepared  to  slide  into  the  yellow  Cuya- 
hoga. The  Express  says:  "Last  year,  it 
will  be  remembered,  Mrs.  F.  P.  (iordon, 
wite  of  the  assistant  general  manager  of 
the  Northern  Steamship  company,  per- 
forme«l  this  ceremony,  and  out  of  com 
pliment  to  the  people  of  Duluth  and  Su- 
perior, the  daughter  of  one  of  the  most 
prominent  men  of  the  Northwest  was  in- 
vited to  christen  the  North  Land." 

If  the  North  Land  is  finished  in  time, 
General  Manager  (iordon  will  send  her 
on  an  excursion  trip  about  the  middle  of 
May  to  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  in  order 
to  give  the  people  of  those  cities  an  op- 
portunity to  inspect  and  get  a  proper 
impression  of  her.  If  she  is  not  ready, 
the  North  West  will  go  instead.  An 
important  change  has  been  made  for 
i8g5,  in  adding  Mackinaw,  a  delightful 
summer  resort,  to  the  list  of  stopping 
places.  Although  the  change  adds  tifty- 
four  miles  to  the  route  the  extra  speed 
at  which  the  boats  will  be  run  next 
seaaon  will  reduce  the  schedule  time  of 
1894,  and  passengers  from  Buffalo  can 
reach  Mackinaw  sooner  by  the  ships  of 
the  Northern  Steamship  company  than 
they  can  by  rail.  Capt.  W.  H.  Campau, 
who  navigated  the  North  West  last 
season,  will  command  the  new  ship,  and 
Capt.  E.  MJBmith,  who  sailed  the  North- 
ern nuecqr4acy  summer,  succeeds  to  the 
captaincy  of  t^e  North  West.  The  days 
of  sailing  from  Buffalo  will  be  Tuesdays 
and  Frits  ;tys  and  the  hour  top.  m.  The 
season 'j^ginsoa' May  2S,  and  there  is 
every  reaSol?  E<5  believe  that  a  large 
share  of  the  transcontinental  travel  will 
be  diverted  to  the  two  mapnificent 
steamers  of  the  Northern  Steamship 
companv's  line.  The  western  terminus 
of  both  boats  will  be  Duluth,  which  will 
derive  considerable  benefit  from  the 
tourist  business  which  these  vessels  will 
bring.

Hopkins  Answered  Alfred  Jaques'  Argu- 
ment ol  the  Sunday  Previous. 

L.  T-  Hopkins  gave  the  second  lecture 
in  the  Unitarian  church  course  last  even- 
ing before  a  large  audience.  He  spqke 
in  answer  to  the  arguments  for  single 
tax  made  by  Alfred  Jaques  last  Sunday 
night.  He  said  that  single  tax  would 
not  remedy  poverty,  and  took  exception 
to  Henry  George's  statement  that  rent  is 
dependent  upon  the  profits  of  the  land, 
a  d  based  his  exception  on  the  fact  that 
land  in  England  renting  for  8o  cents  an 
acre  in  the  seventeenth  century  rented 
for  $9.08  in  1885,  though  there  was  no 
corresponding  increase  in  its  produc- 
tions. 

The  introduction  of  the  single  tax 
system  would  result,  he  said,  in  a  quar- 
ter of  property  owners  in  this  country 
losing  a*Il  they  had.  George  Gould's  tax 
of  $1,000,000  on  $80,000,000  assessed  val- 
uation would  terminate,  and  there  would 
be  no  taxes  on  luxuries  such  as  narcotics 
and  stimulants.  The  speaker  of  the 
previous  week  alluded  to  New  Zealand 
as  a  country  where  the  system  is  used  to 
advantage,  but  Mr.  Hopkins  showed  by 
figures  that  the  example  was  not  a  very 
good  one. 

In  concluding  he  declared  that  single 
tax  was  allied  to  the  lowest  form  of 
savagery,  while  individual  possession  of 
property  was  the  highest  type  of  civiliza- 
tion.  

Sues  for  Personal  Injuries. 
Complaint  was  filed  Saturday  in  a  suit 
for  personal  injuries  against  the  North- 
ern Pacific  by  Charles  Mitchell.  He  as- 
serts that  on  Feb.  25,  1894,  while  making 
a  Hying  switch,  he  was  struck  by  a  car 
and  injured  because  of  the  negligence  of 
defendant's  employes.

Particulars  as  to  That  Secret  Session  Which 

the  County  Board  Held  a  Few  Days 

Ago. 


Ex-County  Surveyor  Ration  Refuses  to  Turn 

Over  Certain  Records  Which  He  Claims 

Are  Private. 


Board  Then  iitopped  Payment  on  His  Orders 

for  Supplies— He  Thinks  His  Credit 

is  Injured. 


The  honorable  members  of  the  board 
of  county  commissioners,  from  all  ap- 
pearances, have  begun  early  in  their 
term  of  office  to  distinguish  themselves, 
at  least  three  of  the  members  are  doing 
well.  It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the 
meeting  held  last  Wednesday  afternoon 
the  members  of  the  board  present  were 
Dinham,  Helm  and  Swenson.  and  that  a 
star  chamber  session  was  held  at  which 
some  business  was  transacted  which  the 
commissioners  refused  to  divulge. 
Messrs  Miller  and  Morcom  were  both 
absent.* 

After  the  business  for  which  the  com- 
missioners had  i.iet  was  disposed  of. 
County  Attorney  Arbury  laid  a  bundle  of 
p.iperson  the  table  and  asked,  "What 
about  this  Fred  Davis  matter?"  It  was 
proposed  to  go  into  executive  session, 
and  repurters  and  others  were  requested 
to  leave  the  commissioners  to  them- 
selves for  a  while.  Upon  leaving  the 
room  the  commissioners  were  asked  by 
a  Herald  reporter  what  they  were  about 
to  consider,  and  ingenuously  replied  that 
they  did  not  know. 

Then  the  door  was  closed  and  for  half 
an  hour  the  coalescent  majority  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  considered.  At 
the  end  of  that  time  the  doors  were 
thrown  open,  but  the  commissioners  had 
nothing  to  say.  The  morning  paper 
naively  jumped  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  matter  before  the  board  was  its  idi- 
otic and  palpably  malicious  charges 
against  Commissioner  Miller,  but  other- 
wise the  matter  remained  a  secret.  It 
has  now  cropped  out,  however,  and  if 
the  side  of  the  <|uestion  which  has  ap- 
peared be  true  it  looks  marvelously  like 
a  petty  persecution  on  the  part  of  some- 
body. 

Wanted  More  Records. 

When  William  B.  Patton,  the  county 
surveyor  up  to  the  change  in  the  county 
administration,  surrendered  his  office  to 
Fred  Davis,  his  duly  elected  successor, 
all  the  county  records  and  notes  were 
turned  over  to  the  new  man  and  receipt- 
ed for.  That  was  not  enough,  however, 
and  Mr.  Davis  requested  ^Ir.  Patton  to 
turn  over  a  number  of  other  records  per- 
taining, so  Mr.  Patton  says,  to  his  pri- 
vate business,  or  rather  to  that  of  bis 
firm,  Patton  &  Frank.  The  position 
taken  by  Mr.  Davis  seems  to  be  that  as 
county  surveyor  Mr.  Patton  had  no  right 
to  belong  to  a  firm  and  do  business  for 
them. 

The  records  and  notes  which  Davis 
asked  for  were  those  resulting  from  work 
done  by  the  firm  for  private  individuals, 
much  of  which  is  secret  and  wholly  pri- 
vate business  which  Mr.  Patton  could 
not  make  public  under  any  circumstan- 
ces. Nevertheless,  Mr.  Davis  wanted 
them  and  the  three  members  of  the 
board  thought  he  should  have  them. 
That  was  the  business  which  occupied 
their  secret  session. 

After  pondering  over  the  matter  for  a 
time,  without  consulting  Mr.  Patton  or 
his  attorneys,  the  board  decided  on  a 
course  of  action.  When  the  county  sur- 
veyor was  ordered  to  survey  a  road  he 
v/ss  empowered  to  issue  orders  for  pro- 
visions and  similar  supplies  for  the  men 
employed.  These  orders  were  always 
good  at  mercantile  establishments  and 
weie  honored  by  the  banks.  In  the 
course  of  the  ordinary  run  of  county 
work  when  Mr.  Patton  retired  there 
were  about  $Soo  in  these  orders  outstand- 
ing signed  by  him. 

Stopped  Payment  on  Orders. 

As  a  means  of  compelling  Mr.  Patton 
to  turn  over  these  records  the  commis- 
sioners ordered  payment  on  these  orders 
stopped,  and  sent  around  notices  through 
the  county  auditor  to  all  the  banks  to  re- 
fuse to  honor  them.  They  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  merchants  about  the  city, 
and  unless  payment  is  made  by  the 
county  they  are  a  loss. 

Mr.  Patton  has  the  advice  of  attorneys 
that  this  proceeding  was  entirely  outside 
the  law  and  was  wholly  unwarranted. 
He  said  this  morning  that  he  would  fol- 
low the  matter  to  its  logical  conclusion, 
and  if  his  credit  had  been  damaged  he 
would  demand  reparation.  The  matter 
i"5  in  the  hands  of  Billson,  Congdon  & 
Dickinson,  the  attorneys  of  Mr,  Patton's 
firm,  ai^d  while  he  did  not  care  to  say 
much  this  :r'orning,  he  will  refuse  to  give 
up  the  records,  and  a  suit  for  damages  is 
not  an  unlikely  contingency,  although 
Mr.  Patton  did  not  state  that  as  his  in- 
tention.   ^

WANT  BETTER  ROADS. 

Cook  County  Wants  Aid  From  the  State  tn 

Building  Roads. 

Perry  D.  Martin,  of  Cook    county,  the 

well  known  Hermit  of    Mount    Asbury, 

who  settled  on  Lake  Pepin  forty    years 

ago  and  who  has  been  a  settler  in  Cook 

county  for  a  number  of  years,  is  in  Du- 
luth on  his  way  to  St.  Paul  with  a  pe- 
tition signed  by  nearly  the  whole  popu- 
lation of  Cook  county  which  will  be 
productive  of  much  good  to  the  state 
and  to  Cook  county  as  well  as  to  Du- 
luth, if  the  legislature,  to  which  it  is  ad- 
dressed, sees  fit  to  grant  it. 

The  Cook  County  Good  Roads  asso- 
ciation has  been  agitating  the  matter  of 
good  roads  for  the  county,  and  at  a  late 
meeting  of  the  county  commissioners  it 
was  resolved  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
the  association  and  to  empower  Mr, 
Martin  to  act  as  their  representative  in 
asking  the  legislature  to  appropriate  a 
good  sum  of  money  to  aid  the  county  in 
building  roads  to  tap  its  immense  terri- 
tory filled  with  great  resources  whose 
extent  is  practically  unknown  at  present. 

Cook  county  comprises  anjarea  of  1700 
square  miles,  and  would  hold  the  coun- 
ties of  Ramsay,  Hennepin,  Dakota  and 
Scott  and  leave  eighteen  stjuare  miles  to 
spare.  It  is  an  immense  principality 
with  a  wealth  of  timber,  mineral  and 
agricultural  resources  which  are  practi- 
cally unknown  and  untouched  for  want 
of  roads  for  communication  with  the  out- 
side world.

NO  TRUTH  IN  IT. 


Great  Activity  is  Now  Prevailing  in  the  Lum- 
ber Camps. 

Cold, clear  weather,  about  six  inches 
of  snow,  under  •  which  conditions  the 
greatest  activity  is  prevailing  in  the 
lumbering  camps  about  Duluth,  says  the 
Duluth  correspondent  of  the  Northwest- 
ern Lumberman,  Ice  roads  are  in  first 
class  condition,  and  as  there  is  but  little 
variation  in  the  temperature  they  re- 
main solid,  with  but  little  care  after 
they  are  constructed.  Logging  by 
farmers,  of  small  lots,  is  exceptional 
here,  and  regular  jobbers  or  lumber 
companies  can  well  afford  to  construct 
and  maintain  the  ice  roads.  In  a  few 
instances,  on  the  higher  ground  in  the 
Duluth  district  there  is  a  scarcity  of 
water,  or  rather  the  distance  that  it  is 
necessary  to  haul  water  makes  the  ice 
roads  somewhat  expensive,  but  as  the 
January  thaws  do  not  interfere,  the  roads 
are  permanent. 

As  the  winter  wears  on  and  the  re- 
quirements of  the  new  mills  are  being 
manifested,  there  is  a  better  tone  to  the 
log  market,  and  a  strong  tendency  to  ad- 
vance prices.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
winter  buyers  were  indifferent  and  in  no 
hurry  to  close  contracts,  while  loggers, 
not  knowing  what  the  year  would  bring 
forth,  were  anxious  to  unload.  Condi- 
tions have  changed  and  the  mill  owners 
are  now  making  an  aggressive  campaign 
for  stock,  while  log  owners  are  disposed 
to  hold  for  better  prices.  This  situation 
is  strengthened  by  the  inquiry  from  East- 
ern customers  for  stock  to  be  sent  for- 
ward with  the  opening  of  navigation. 

J.  J.  Rupp,  ot  Szginaw,  who,  with  his 
associates,  owns  in  the  neighborhood  of 
400,000,000  feet  of  standingjumber  injthis 
city,  returned  home  today  alter  a  trip 
into  the  woods  near  Ely.  I  asked  Mr. 
Rupp  whether  he  contemplated  the  erec- 
tion of  a  sawmill  here  some  time  in  the 
future,  and  he  said  that  he  did.  "We 
are  now  manufacturing  at  Three  Rivers, 
Canada,  and  are  tied  up  in  that  direc- 
tion, but  in  time  it  is  quite  likely  we  will 
manufacture  our  timber  up  here.  But 
before  I  start  into  that  business  I  want  to 
get  through  buying — a  man  cannot  do 
both  with  success  at  the  same  time." 

With  reference  to  the  Canadian  com- 
petition with  the  pine  sawed  on  this  side 
of  the  line  Mr.  Rupp  -stated  that  while 
considerable  lumber  is  sent  from  there 
into  the  United  States,  he  did  not  antici- 
pate the  competition  wou'd  be  very 
iharp.  "Stum page  will  average  higher 
over  there  than  mthe  Du'.uthdistrict,and 
it  costs  considerably  more  to  get  in  sup- 
plies and  to  manufacture;  but  on  the 
other  band  freight  rates  to  Albany  and 
New  York  are  from  Si  to  $1.50  better 
than  from  the  head  of  the  lakes.  There 
will  be  a  continuous  and  gov-d  market 
for  all  the  white  pine  now  standing  in 
this  part  of  the  country." 

But  little  stumpage  in  the  Georgian 
bay  district  has  changed  hards  recently. 
H.  Neinstadt,  of  this  city,  reports  that 
he  has  just  closed  a  trade  for  Daniel 
Hardin,  a  Saginaw  banker,  of  125,000,000 
feet  to  Eddy  Bros,  &  Cc,  of  Bay  City. 
The  tract  comprised  berth  No.  163  and 
the  consideration  was  $235,000.  The 
logs  are  to  be  towed  to  Bay  City. 

In  confirmation  of  tue  report  that  the 
Musser-Sauntry  people  are  to  build  a 
sawmill  in  West  Superior  for  next 
season's  sawing,  attention  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  the  company  has  contracted  to 
have  17.500,000  feet  of  logs  put  into  the 
Nemadji  river,  tributary  to  Superior,  this 
winter,  also  to  the  fact  that  the  company 
has  arranged  with  the  Northern  Pacific 
railroad  to  dump  3.500.000  feet  of  logs 
into  Allouez  bay,  near  Superior,  this 
v/inter. 

The  B.  B.  Richards  Lumber  company 
is  pushing  the  improvements  of  its  plant 
at  New  Duluth,  and  has  them  nearly 
completed.  The  addition  to  the  mill, 
which  doubles  the  si;;e  of  the  old  build- 
ing, is  finished  and  the  machinery  will  be 
put  in  inside  of  a  month.  The  new  por- 
tion of  the  mill  is  28  by  132  feet,  to- 
gether with  a  brick  boiler  house  in  which 
will  be  placed  two  new  boilers. 
The  McDonough  Manufacturing  com- 
pany of  Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  has  the  con- 
tract for  putting  in  the  machinery  which 
will  consist  of  a  band  and  all  accessories, 
giving  the  mill  a  band  and  circular 
capacity.  The  dock  has  been  extended 
to  a  capacity  of  11,000,000  feet.  Dredg- 
ing will  be  completed  in  time  to  enable 
the  company  to  begin  early  spring  ship- 
ments by  water.

Brooklyn,  Jan.  22.— There  was  an 
unusual  calm  about  Brooklyn  this  morn- 
ing after  the  excitement  of  last  night. 
The  posts  where  the  military  guards  are 
stationed  were  devoid  of  crowds,  and 
save  for  a  few  petty  assaults  the  early 
morning  was  without  incident.  At  Ala- 
bama avenue  station  of  the  Fulton  ave- 
nue line,  the  soldiers  were  treated  to  a 
volley  of  bricks  and  stones,  but  the  men 
who  threw  them  kept  out  of  sight. 

Each  stable  is  crowded  to  its  utmost 
with  tired  soldiers.  Privates  and  officers 
who  are  accustomed  to  e/ery  luxury 
slept  in  cars  and  on  straw  placed  on  the 
floor  of  the  stables.  Outside  in  the  fog 
where  they  could  see  only  three  paces 
before  them  were  the  pickets  who  halted 
every  passer-by  to  know  his  business. 
They  were  in  no  humor  for  nonsense.and 
it  is  with  an  ill-grace  that  they  stand  the 
fusilade  ot  missiles  which  are  hurled 
from  an  impenetrable  darkness. 

While  they  did  not  make  any  open 
manilestation,  tbe  mobs  busied  them- 
selves in  cutting  wires.  They  could  ao 
this  work  without  fear  of  discovery  and 
at  the  intersection  ot  Gates  and  Minette 
avenue  they  cut  the  wires  for  about  two 
blocks.  At  Gates  avenue  between 
Knickerbocker  and  Central  avenues  they 
also  cut  the  wires  and  carried|ihem  away. 

At  FJatbush  it  was  discovered  that  a 
man  had  made  his  way  into  the  stable 
and  attempted  to  bribe  the  new  men 
there  to  desert  their  posts  under  promise 
of  being  well  paid  for  staying  away  from 
their  work.  It  was  discovered  that  some 
other  miscreant  had  tampered  with  the 
motor  boxes  of  some  of  the  cars.  The 
man  was  discovered  in  the  stable  and 
fought  like  a  demon  with  the  military  of- 
ficers who  found  him  there.  One  of  them 
received  a  black  eye  and  the  man  made 
his  escape.  Every  precaution  is  being 
taken  to  prevent  any  stranger  entering 
the  power  house?,  as  there  have  been 
threats  that  the  stables  and  powerhouses 
will  he  blown  up  and  every  man  in  them 
killed. 

It  is  said  that  during  the  day  delegates 
from  New  York  city,  Newark  and  Jersey 
City  will  come  to  Brooklyn  to  confer 
with  the  strike  leaders  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  ordering  a  strike  among 
the  motormen  and  conductors  of  the 
trolley  lines  in  those  cities.  The  execu- 
tive committee  will  advise  the  delegates 
not  to  do  so  unless  they  have  indepen- 
dent grievances,  as  they  fear  that  a  sym- 
pathetic strike  will  deprive  them  of  tbe 
public  confidence  which  they  now  claim 
to  have.  The  executive  committee  also 
deprecates  any  attempt  of  other  workers 
to  strike  out  of  sympathy. 

Another  conference  between  Brig. 
Gen.  McLeer.  Mayor  Schicren,  the  exec- 
utive committee  of  strikers  and  the  pres- 
idents of  the  railroad  companies  will  be 
held  today  in  order  that  another  effort 
may  be  made  to  settle  the  dispute  with- 
out further  trouble.  After  midnight  a 
non-union  motorm.in  named  O'Neil  who 
came  from  Newark  was  seized  by  a  gang 
of  strikers' friends  and  with  a  pistol  at  his 
head,  he  was  ordered  to  relinquish 
bis  intention  of  working  in  place  of  a 
striker.  He  refused  to  do  so  and  was 
knocked  down  with  the  butt  end  of  the 
pistol  and  kicked  into  unconsciousness. 

He  was  then  bound  hand  and  foot  with 
wire  and  carried  into  the  middle  of  some 
empty  lots  and  kept  there  until  daylight. 
His  letters  were  then  removed  and  he 
was  escorted  to  the  Broadway  ferry  by 
the  strikers.  H's  fare  was  paid  to  New 
York  and  he  was  told  not  to  return  under 
penalty  of  worse  treatment  next  time. 
The  saloons  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
car  stables  are  crowded  with  strikers  and 
their  sympathizers  and  they  are  threat- 
ening in  their  attitude. 

It  is  learned  that  two  boys  were  badly 
injured  bv  being  trampled  upon  by  the 
strikers  in  the  conflict  between  the 
soldiers  of  the  Seventh  regiment  and  the 
rioters  last  night  at  Rid?ewood.  The 
strikers  seem  to  have  the  best  of  tbe  sit- 
uation, despite  the  strong  military  and 
police  guards. 

The  companies  are  still  unable  to  se- 
cure new  men  to  run  all  their  cars  and 
it  is  not  expected  that  any  more  cars 
will  be  running  today  than  there  were 
yesterday.  The  companies  are  still  fur- 
ther hampered  by  the  refusal  of  tht.ir 
linemen  to  repair  cut  wires.  This  is 
practically  a  strike  ot  the  linemen.  A 
car  started  out  from  Halsey  street  depot 
of  the  Putnam  avenue  line  at  5:12  this 
morning.  By  6  o'clock  the  company  had 
a  dozen  cars  running. 

The  company's  linemen  before  day- 
light found  thai  the  strikers  had  been 
getting  revenge  during  the  night  by 
cutting  the  wires  in  many  places.  On 
Myrtle  avenue  near  Broadway  two  sec- 
tions of  wire  h.id  been  cut  out  and  on  the 
Gates  avenue  line  fourteen  sections  were 
cut  out.  It  will  require  several  hours  to 
repair  these. 

A  non-union  motorman  was  attacked 
at  the  Halsey  street  station  about  5 
o'clock  this  morning  and  severely  beaten. 
A  policeman  who  stood  near  by  refused 
to  interfere. 

In  pursuance  of  the  agreement  arrived 
at  yesterday  afternoon  by  the  linemen 
that  they  would  refuse  to  execute  any  re- 
pairs on  the  roads  still  tied  up,  twelve 
men  struck  work  at  1:45  this  morning. 
They  were  sent  with  a  repair  wagon  to 
replace  wires  which  had  been  cut  during 
the   ai^bt  between  Gates  and  Knicker- 


bocker avenues.  On  reaching  the  spot 
where  the  wires  were  down  the  men  rc- 
lused  point  blank  to  have  anything  to  do 
with  repairing  them  and  left  the  wagon. 
The  wagon  was  then  taken  b.ick  to  tbe 
depot  by  a  motorman  and  conductor. 

A  squad  of  policemen  and  some  dis- 
turbers were  in  conflict  this  morning. 
When  the  men  were  ordered  to  clear 
away  from  the  corner  of  Hamilton  ave- 
nue and  Court  street,  they  refused  to  do 
so.  One  of  the  men  hurled  an  egg  at  a 
policeman.  The  bluecoats  thereupon 
charged  the  mob  and  clubbed  everyone 
in  sight.  Twenty  ol  the  crews  left  the 
ntighborbood  with  badly  bruised  heads. 

Superintendent  Campbell  has  received 
word  that  the  linemen  on  all  railroads 
have  struck.  They  held  a  meeting  this 
morning  at  the  corner  of  Throop  and 
Gates  avenue  and  decided  upon  this  ac- 
tion. The  wagons  were  sent  back  to  the 
company's  office. 

Superintendent  George  Goodwin,  of 
the  Brooklyn  Heights  road,  says  the  trol- 
ley hues  are  cut  on  Gates  and  Minette 
avenues.  If  he  can  get  new  linemen  he 
will  repair  tbe  lines  and  start  cars  on 
Gates  and  Myrtle  avenues.  This,  how- 
ever, will  take  two  or  three  hours. 

Boulders  and  stones  have  been  placed 
on  the  tracks  of  these  routes  and  stones 
have  also  been  placed  in  the  switches. 
It  will  not  take  long,  however,  to  remove 
them  in  case  the  companies  wish  to 
start  cars.  Last  night  an  attempt  was 
made  to  shoot  Private  Louis  P.  DuEf,  of 
company  L,  Fourteenth  regiment,  who 
was  on  picket  duty  at  the  corner  of  the 
Flatbusii  avenue  car  stables.  A  pistol 
ball  passed  within  a  few  feet  of  his  head. 
The  guard  was  turned  out  but  could  find 
no  one  who  might  have  tired  the  shot. 

The  superintendent  of  tbe  Gates  ave- 
nue line  said  today  that  the  refusal  of 
tbe  linemen  to  work  will  preclude  all 
possibility  of  the  company  running 
cars  today.  The  fixing  of  electric  wires 
is  a  business  which  requires  much  care 
and  an  expert  knowledge.  This  strike 
is  the  greatest  blow  the  companies  have 
yet  received,  as  in  case  of  wires  being 
cut  car  traffic  will  come  to  a  complete 
standstill.  Linemen  cannot  be  secured 
as  easily  as  motermen   and  conductors. 

Cars  are  running  on  the  Fulton  street. 
Fifth  avenue,  Bergen  street,  Sumner 
avenue,  Putnam  avenue  and  Flatbush 
lines  today.  None  of  them  have  been 
molested. 

Two  companies  of  militia  have  been 
sent  from  the  depot  of  the  Atlantic  ave- 
nue line  at  Fifth  avenue  and  Twenty- 
fourth  street  to  the  depot  at  Ninth  ave- 
nue and  Twentieth  street,  where  it  was 
proposed  to  start  the  Fifteenth  street 
line. 

Edward  Hayes  and  W.  D.  Bray,  tin 
roofer?,  at  work  on  a  building  on  Seventh 
avenue.between  First  and  Second  streets, 
threw  bricks  at  a  passing  trolley  car. 
They  were  arrested.  Inexperienced 
motormen  caused  two  minor  accidents 
during  the  forenoon.  In  both  instances 
cars  came  in  collision,  suffering  consid- 
erable damage,  but  no  passengers  were 
hurt. 

At  1 1  o'clock  cars  were  reported  to  be 
running  ofl  the  following  lines  of  the  At- 
lantic avenue  sy«tem:  Bergen  street, 
Butler  street,  Ninth  avenue.  Seventh 
avenue  and  Atlantic  avenue.  The  Brook- 
lyn, Queens  County  tSc  Suburban  com- 
pany was  running  cars  on  Broadway, 
Sumner  avenue  and  Ralph  avenue  lines, 
the  latter  line  having  been  put  in  opera- 
tion this  morning.  The  Brooklyn  City 
company  has  cars  moving  on  the  Fulton 
street.  Court  street,  Halsey  street  and 
Flatbush  lines.  On  all  these*  lines  tbe 
number  of  cars  in  operation  is  the  same 
as  yesterday. 

The  wires  extending  from  Central  to 
Knickerbocker  avenues  on  Gates  avenue 
having  been  cut,  a  squad  of  linemen 
were  sent  to  repair  them.  When  they 
attempted  to  do  so  they  were  attacked 
by  a  mob.  The  militia  drove  the  mob 
away,  but  the  linemen  refused  to  return 
to  work. 

Col.  Appleton,  of  the  Seventh  regi- 
ment, has  issued  an  order  to  the  men  of 
his  command  that  there  shall  be  no  more 
temporizing  with  rioters,  and  that  when 
they  are  assaulted  with  missiles  of  any 
kind  they  must  answer  with  a  volley  of 
lead.

The  Nelson 
forces  are  very  confident  and  state  that 
they  will  not  only  stay  in  the  fiRh^,  but 
that  they  fully  expect  to  win.  The  Wash 
burn  people  are  not  so  confident  of  suc- 
cess but  will  not  admit  tbeir  defeat  and 
say  they  are  in  the  fight  to  tbe  end. 

Ex-Congressman  Comstock  held  his 
caucus  strength  and  seems  to  be  re- 
garded favorably  by  many  in  both  the 
Nelson  and  Washburn  camps,  but  Con- 
gressman McCleary  lost  two  of  his  cau- 
cus strength  and  seems  less  confident 
than  heretofore.  The  present  indica- 
tions are  for  a  deadlock,  more  or  less 
prolonged.

ARE  GOING  TO  MEXICO. 


Report  that  One  Hundred  Thousand  Negroes 
Will  Leave  the  South. 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Jan.  22.— One 
hundred  thousand  negroes  will  be  re- 
moved from  the  states  of  Alabama, 
Georgia  and  Louisiana  to  Northern 
Mexico  within  the  next  six  months. 
That  is  the  statement  of  W.  H.  Ellis,the 
manager  of  the  Mexican  Colonization 
company,  who  has  just  returned  from 
Atlanta,  Ga. 

Mr.  Ellis  states  that  the  missionary 
work  among  the  negroes  is  meeting  with 
tbe  greatest  success,  and  the  first  100 
families  will  pass  through  here  this  week 
en  route  for  the  promised  land.  The 
Mexican  citizens  living  in  the  section  to 
be  colonized  by  the  negroes  have  pro- 
tested to  the  Mexican  government  against 
the  scheme. 


A  Severe  Experience. 
Milwaukee,  Jan.  22— A  special  to 
the  Wisconsin  from  Sturgeon  Bay,  Wis., 
says  the  car  ferry  Ann  Arbor  No.  i, 
reached  Menominee,  Mich.,  at  9  o'clock 
last  night  after  buffeting  tbe  ice  of  Green 
bav  for  nearly,  sixty  hours,  the  last  ten 
miles  of  her  trip  being  made  in  the 
teeth  of  a  50-mile  blizzard.  The  steamer 
is  all  right  and  will  return  at  once  to 
Franklort,  Mich.,  with  a  full  load  of  cars. 

Gen.  Bethuna  Very  III. 
Washington,  Jan.  22.— Gen.  James 
N.  Bethune,  former  owner  of  Blind  Tom 
and  ex-solicitor  general  of  Georgia,  is 
seriously  ill  at  the  residence  of  his  son 
here.

The  Four  Candidates  for  Reading  Clerk  to  Be 
Tested. 

St.  Paul,  Jan.  22.— Considerable  time 
was  taken  op  in  the  house  this  morning 
on  routine  matters.  The  fourcandinates 
for  reading  clerk — A.  P.  Wheaton,  Paul 
E.  Ewarts,  E.  A.  Taylor  and  Robert 
Deakin— are  to  be  given  a  trial,  one  day 
each,  and  the  house  will  vote  for  them 
on  Saturday.  This  was  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  legislative  expenses  and  it 
was  adopted.  The  same  committee  fa- 
vored buying  a  small  safe  for  the  clerk's 
supplies  and  the  house,  by  a  vote,  adopt- 
ed the  report.

Mr.  Robbins,  of  Hennepin,  to  prohibit 
unlawful  acts  by  state  ofHcials,  forbid- 
ding any  state  official  leaving  his  office 
to  lobby  for  any  candidate  for  any  office, 
and  providing  a  fine  of  from  $100  to  $500 
for  each  violation  of  this  act.    Judiciary. 

Mr.  Johns,  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ing by  the  governor  of  a  commission  of 
five  members  to  investigate  the  matter 
of  smelting  iron  ore  by  the  use  of  crude 
oil  as  fuel  and  report  as  to  practicability

Helena    District  Cancelled  by 

Interior  Department. 


Pottibility  That  an  Effort  to  Secure  Finan- 
cial legislation  in  the  Senate  Will 
be  Successful. 


Washington,  Jan.  22.— Representa- 
tive McMillin.  chairman  of  the  ways  and 
means  sub-committee,  to  whom  the  beer 
tax  question  has  been  referred,  intends 
seeing  Secretary  Carlisle  today  or  to- 
morrow to  learn  whether  the  secrcUry 
considers  an  increase  of  the  govern- 
ment's revenues  necessary.  Mr.  Mc- 
Millin says  the  action  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee will  depend  largely  on  the  secre- 
tary's views.  In  the  meantime  it  ap- 
pears to  be  accepted  among  the  tarifif 
leaders  of  the  house  that  there  is  no 
present  necessity  for  an  increased  beer 
tax  or  an  increase  on  any  oiher  internal 
revenue  tax  or  customs  dutv. 

The  patent  issued  to  the  Montana 
Mining  and  Reduction  company  on  a 
mineral  entry  for  lands  in  the  Helena, 
Mont.,  land  district,  involving  the  Ida. 
Emma,  Cleveland,  Dandy,  Bismarck, 
Star,  Saratoga  and  Handy  Lode  claims 
has  been  cancelled  by  the  interior  de- 
partment. It  is  charKcd  that  the  lands 
embraced  were  non-mineral  land  and 
that  the  entry  was  fraudulent. 

There  is  a  possibility  of  an  effort  to 
secure  financial  legislation  in  the  senate 
through  an  amendment  of  one  of  the  ap- 
propriation bills  to  be  acted  upon  bv 
the  committee  on  appropriations.  A 
canvass  of  the  senate  which  has 
been  made  during  the  past  ten  days  or 
two  weeks  has  convinced  leaders  on 
both  sides  of  the  chamber  that  the  con- 
flict between  the  silver  and  the  bond 
men  renders  it  next  to  impossible  to  se- 
cure the  passage  of  any  independent 
financial  or  currency  measure.  They 
have,  therefore,  quietly  taken  up  this 
scheme  of  securing  the  needed  legisla- 
tion by  adding  the  necessary  provision  to 
one  of  the  bills  providing  for  ihe  regular 
annual  appropriations. 

It  IS  understood  that  the  Republican 
senators  would  not  oppose  au  amend- 
ment which  simply  granted  authoiity  for 
an  issue  of  bonds.  They  say  if  it  be- 
comes absolutely  necessary  to  provide 
additional  money  for  the  government 
expenditures  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  gold  reserve,  the  Democrats  can  pro- 
vide it  bv  agreement  to  a  bond  amend- 
ment without  weighing  it  down  with 
other  quesiionsand  that  a  majority  of  the 
Republicans  will|accept  it  in  this  shape 
but  will  not  permit  it  to  go  through,  if 
coupled  with  either  silver  legislation  or 
the  repeal  oi  the  state  bank  tax. 

The  amended  bill  for  the  settlement  of 
labor  disputes  by  means  of  an  arbitra- 
tion committee  has  been  reported  favor- 
ably from  the  committee  on  labor,  with  a 
few  minor  changes  in  verbiage.  "The 
national  and  state  legislative  bodies," 
says  the  report,  "are  not  so  constituted 
as  to  be  able  to  give  proper  time  to  the 
examination  of  the  industrial  matters 
presented  in  this  bill,  nor  are  they  made 
equally  of  representative  men,  such  as  is 
proposed  by  this  commission,  nor  arc 
they  non-partisan.  This  commission  can 
hear,  consider  and  recommend  in  a 
shorter  time  and  with  less  expense  for 
the  best  goad  of  all  than  can  be  accom- 
plished by  a  legislative  body  or  in  any 
other  way. 

"Congress  is  the  proper  body  to  author- 
ize the  appointment  of  such  a  commis- 
sion, as  it  is  composed  of  members  com- 
ing from  all  parts  of  every  state." 
Appended  to  the  report    were    letters  of 


approval  received  by  the  committee 
from  Samuel  Gompers.  John  W.  Hayes. 
H.  C.  Denning  and  I.  H.   .Sovereign.

L.  VV.  MacGuire.  When  the  townsite 
becomes  organized  as  a  municipality  and 
proper  proof  is  furnished  to  the  depart- 
ment, a  patent  will  be  issued  to  the  town 
for  the  remaining  ten  acres  to  be  main- 
tained for  pnblic  purposes. 

The  interior  department  has  called  for 
bids  to  be  opened  for  furnishing  a  sheet 
metal  ceiling  and  new  copper  root  for  the 
pension  bureau  building.  The  present 
appropriation  is  ;J28,0(X?.  but  congress 
has  been  asked  for  an  additional  appro- 
priation.

THE  SCENE  IM  THE  SIERRAS. 

Snow  Up  to  the  Cross  Arms  on  the  Telegraph 
Poles. 

Sa(  RAMKNTO,  Cal..  Jan.  22.— The 
scene  in  the  Sierras  is  one  of  surpassing 
magnificence.  It  seems  as  if  the  route 
of  the  Central  Pacific  were  laid  through 
the  line  of  the  greatest  snowfal'.  With 
drifts  forty  feet  deep  and  snow  twentv-two 
feet  deep  on  the  level  at  the  summit,  the 
utmost  tnergies  of  the  railro-d  people 
are  put  to  test.  The  rotaries  are  tossing 
snow  m  continuous  streams  from  the 
roadbed,  but  from  Gold  Run  to  Truckee 
snow  is  falling  at  the  rate  of  one  inch  or 
more  per  hour. 

IILuckily  the  wind  is  not  blowing,  and 
the  situation  is  not  complicated  by  the 
formidable  land  and  snow  slides  that  so 
often  make  railroading  and  even  exist- 
ence in  the  hi^jh  Sierras  perilous.  In 
some  places  hardy  mountaineers  in  the 
smaller  towns  communicate  by  means  of 
tunnels  through  the  snow.  Habitations 
are  obliterated  and  the  reign  of  the 
storm  king,  magnificent  but  desolate,  is 
supreme. 

Trains  proceed  cautiously  through 
solid  perpendicular  banks  of  snow  like 
marble  walls  towering  above  the  coaches. 
The  rotaries  precede  them  in  ceaseless 
toil,  cutting  the  way  that  a  couple  of 
thousand  men  have  prepared.  The 
snow  is  falling  so  fast  that  it  is  not  cer- 
tain that  the  pu^h  plows  will  not  have  to 
be  invoked  to  keep  the  way  open. 

The  latest  official  reports  received 
show  that  during  the  previous  twenty- 
four  hours  the  snowfall  was  as  follows: 
Truckee  30  inches,  on  the  ground  7  feet 
3  inches;  Summit  24  inches,  on  the 
ground  20  feet  5  inches;  Cascade  30  in- 
ches, on  the  ground  18  feet;  Cisco  20  in- 
ches, on  the  ground  16  feet  3  inches; 
Emigrant  Gap  18  inches,  on  the  ground 
15  feet;  Blue  Canon  12  inches,  on  the 
ground  S  feet  9  inches;  Towles  q  inches, 
on  the  ground  8  feet  3  inches;  Gold 
Run  6  inches,  on  the  ground  8  feet  10 
inches;  Colfax  4  inches,  on  the  grouu«l  3 
feet. 

There  is  no  flood  in  the  valley.  Of 
course  the  tules  and  low  basins  are  filled, 
but  the  streams  are  well  in  their  banks 
and  at  present  there  is  no  danger  of 
washouts.  If  the  storm  continues  it  will 
severely  test  the  levels.  A  warm  rainon 
the  mountains  of  snow  now  would  bring 
a  greater  body  of  water  on  the  valley 
than  1861-62. 

Wora  was  received  early  this  morning 
that  the  snow  on  the  summits  had  reached 
to  the  cross  arms  on  the  telegraph  poles 
and  that  four  more  inches  of  snow  would 
prostrate  every  wire  over  the  mountains.

GEN.  AVERY  IS   INDIGNANT. 

Incompetent 


Frank  Rivard  Killed  By  Being  Thrown 
a  Sleifih. 

Frank  Rivard  who  has  been  in  the 
employ  of  Powers  &  Simpson  since  fall, 
was  killed  on  Thursday  at  Snow  Ball 
camp,  says  the  Grand  Rapids  Herald. 
He  was  driving  a  towir.g  team  when  the 
dinner  horn  sounded  and  the  team 
started  to  run.  It  was  on  a  downgrade 
and  Rivard  was  handling  the  lead  team, 
but  could  not  stop  them,  and  in  some 
way  was  thrown  under  the  sleigh  run- 
ners, breaking  both  legs  and  receiving 
fatal  internal  injuries.  He  lived  but  a 
short  time. 

Mr.  Powers  brought  the  remains  of  the 
unfortunate  man  to  town.  Rivard  was 
a  man  about  30  years  of  age  and  is 
highly  spoken  of  by  his  associates.  His 
home  was  in  Quebec,  Canada,  and  he 
has  a  brother  at  Chippewa    Falls,    Wis,

At  the  lime  of  the  tragedy  his  wife  was 
absent  from  home,  for  upon  her  return 
ibe  bloody  spectacle  threw  her  into  con- 
vulsions which  imperil  her  life.

the  Brooklyn   Police   Are 
or  Cowardly. 

Ni.w  YrtUK,  Jan.  ::2,--Among  Mayor 
Schierens  callers  yesterday  was  Gen. 
Robert  Avery,  who  lost  a  leg  at  Lookout 
mountain.  The  general,  with  suppressed 
indignation,  said  he  desired  to  ask  the 
mayor  whether  the  people  must  go 
armed,  or  whether  they  were  to  have 
protection.  It  was  certain  that  they  had 
not  had   protection  yet. 

He  deplored  a  situ.ition  which  held 
the  rights  of  loo.ooo  people  of  Pirooklyn 
who  were  .iccustomed  to  ride  on  the  cars 
of  this  city  daily,  as  nothing  against  the 
demands  of  4000  or  5000  strikers.  He 
believed  that  if  such  a  man  as  Superin- 
tendent Byrnes  of  New  S  ork  had  been 
given  full  charge  of  the  police  here,  the 
trouble  would  have  been  ended  before 
now. 

"The  police  of  Brooklyn,"  said  he.  "arc 
either  incompetent  to  handle  this  situa- 
tion or  they  are  cowardly,  or  are  in 
sympathy  with  the  strikers.  The  police 
of  New  York  may  be  thieves  and  black- 
mailers but  they  are  not  cowards.  As 
for  myself,  I  prefer  thieves  and  blark- 
mailers  to  cowards.  There  is  no  pro- 
tection whatever  afforded  by  the  police 
here.  The  other  day  a  car  containing 
fifteen  policemen  was  attacked  by  a 
mob,  who  dragged  the  motorman  to  the 
street  and  brutally  beat  him.  Behind 
the  car  was  a  police  patrol  wagon  with 
twelve  men.  Vet  with  those  twenty- 
seven  ofllcers  present,  not  one  arrest  was 
made. 

"The  police  neither  club  the  strikers 
nor  arrest  them.  They  have  not  arrested 
a  striker  yet.  Now,  this  is  a  pretty  state 
of  affairs.  I  say  that  an  administration 
which  cannot  meet  a  situation  like  this  is 
not  a  competent  administration.  I  have 
nothing  to  say  as  to  the  justice  of  the  de- 
mands of  the  strikers  for  more  pay.  They 
have  the  right  to  strike  but  they  have  no 
right  to  interfere  with  others  who  do 
want  to  work." 

Alderman  Clark,  who  happened  to  be 
present,  said  that  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions were  violating  the  law. 

"Why  are  they  permitted  to  do  so?" 
queriea  the  general.  "Whose  business 
IS  it  to  compel  them  to  observe  the  law? 
Isn't  it  the  business  of  the  administration 
to  do  so?  I  do  not  defend  the  railroad 
companies,  but  I  claim  they  should  be 
protected  against  riotous  strikers,  and  I 
claim  that  something  should  be  done  at 
once  to  accommodate  the  traveling  pub- 
lic of  Brooklyn." 

FROM  DAKOTA  TO  OULUTH. 

Towns    in    North    Dakota   Uniting  to  Build  a 
New  Railroad. 

Drayton.  N,D.,  Jan.  22.— Messrs.  J. 
A.  Whitmore,  I.  E.  Mussel!,  Thomas 
McDonald,  J..hn  Cochran  and  A.  J. 
Hamilton,  of  this  city,  accompanied  D. 
W.  Hines  to  St.  Thom.is  Saturday  even- 
ing, where  a  joint  meeting  was  held  wiih 
the  citiiiens  of  that  place  in  the  interests 
of  the  proposed  new  Duluth  &  North 
Dakota  road. 

Mr.  Hines  ad<lressed  the  meeting  and 
said  that  he  had  a  force  of  nine  men  a' 
work  making  ties  for  the  road  at  Red 
Lake,  but  tbat  he  wanted  to  increase  ibt 
force  to  forty  and  wanted  money  to  board 
them  while  at  work.  A  committee  was 
appointed  to  act  in  conjunction  with  Mr. 
Hines  in  the  matter  of  securing  funds  tn 
meet  the  expense  of  securing  ties  and 
otherwise  in  so  far  as  his  plans  for  build 
mg  the  road  may  seem  feasible  and 
practicable. 

This  committee  will  also  attend  to  Iht 
matter  of  securing  the  right-of-way,  at 
ranging  for  the  grade  and  endeavor  to 
secure  financial  assistance  from  the  va 
rious  townships  interested.  Mr,  Hines 
was  authorized  to  increase  his  force  of 
tiemakers  U,  forty  men  at  once,  .Several 
hundred  dollars'have  been  subscribed  b> 
the  citizens  of  Drayton  and  St.  Thomas, 
and  no  doubt  the  people  of  the  towns 
further  west  will  do  their  share.

MiNNKAioi.is,  J.in.  22.— Harry  Hay- 
ward  was  indignant  when  he  was  brought 
into  the  court  room  this  morning.  His 
attorneys  were  also  indign.int  and  Mr 
Erwin  lost  no  time  in  letting  the  court 
know  the  state  of  the  defense's  feelings. 
It  was  all  due  to  a  story  printed  in  a 
morning  paper  this  morning  with  refer- 
ence to  a  recently  attempted  jail  deliv- 
ery. The  sheriff  had  discovered  a  care- 
fully planned  conspiracy  among  the 
prisoners  in  the  county  jail  for  a  mid- 
night delivery.  It  had  proceeded  so  far 
that  a  fine  set  of  tools  had  been  pro- 
cured and  six  rivets  taken  out  of  the  bars 
in  a  protected  portion  of  the  cage. 

The  plan  was  to  get  through  the  cage, 
overpower  the  single  night  watchman 
and  escape,  but  the  suspicions  of  the 
sheriff  were  aroused  and  he  caused  a 
search  of  the  cells  to  be  made.  The  dis- 
covery of  the  tools  frustrated  the  plan. 
The  morning  paper  which  published  an 
account  of  the  affair  endeavored  to  con- 
nect Harry  Hayward  with  the  plot  to 
escape,  and  ascribed  to  him  the  leader- 
ship in  the  whole  affair.  And  that  was 
wliv  Mr.  Erwin  was  indignant  when  he 
arose  to  address  the  court  this  morning. 

He  declared  that  an  explanation  was 
due  his  client.  He  then  detailed  how 
one  of  the  prisoners  oa  the  lower  tier 
had  passed  up  to  Hayward,  whose  cell 
is  on  the  upper  tier,  a  bottle  of  acid  with 
which  he  was  told  he  could  make  his 
escape  by  using  it  to  corrode  the  bars. 
Hayward  at  once  told  Erwin  of  the  oc- 
currence and  was  advised  to  have 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  any  such 
plot.  He  acquiesced  and  it  was  deter- 
mined to  notify  the  authorities 
of  the  plan.  Hayward  did 
not  care  to  gain  the  illwill  of  the  other 
prisoners  by  playing  informer,  and  the 
ofticers  agreed  when  information  of  the 
plot  was  given  them  through  Hayward 
that  his  connection  with  tbe  affair  should 
not  be  divulged.  Mr.  Erwin  was  very 
indignant  thi  refore  at  the  publication. 

judge  Smith  said  that  the  whole  affair 
was  outside  of  the  trial,  but  that  in  view 
of  tbe  peculiar  circumstances  it  was 
proper  euough  for  the  defense  to  make 
in  explanation.  Turning  to  the  press 
table  ne  made  a  special  plea  to  the  news- 
paper representatives  to  be  fair  and  im- 
partial in  all  that  they  wrote  concerning 
the  trial.  The  third  juror  was  secured 
this  morning  in  the  person  of  C.  S.  Phil- 
brick,  a  lumberman.

Mr.  Whistler  amiably  gave  some 
of  his  paper  and  six  j-astels,  which  were 
finally  mixed  up  with  those  by  the  Rus- 
sian and  sulnnittedtoa  jury  who  bad  seen 
none  of  them.  Mr.  Whistler's  pastels  were 
unmistakablo,  and  the  Russian  lost  tho 
wine.  A  few  days  later  tha  two  met  on 
tho  Klalto,  pnd  Mr.  Whistler  laughed  a 
little  about  the  wine  and  the  bet.  Tho 
Russian  was  furious.  "  Vou  forget,  sir," 
ho  said,  "that  I'm  a  Russian,  and  if  you 
scratch  one  ycu  find  a  Tartar  underneath. " 
"Ob,  no,  you  have  it  wrong,"  said  Mr. 
Whistler,  "you  have  it  wrong.  I  scratched 
un  artist  and  found  an  amateur."

eistem,  nearly  ten  tVet  far  to  the  bottom,  as 
he  wa.s  about  to  pluck  an  atisemblage  of  red 
lotases,  according  to  his  wife's  will.  The  wife, 
who  kept  watch  over  the  matter,  was  crjnng 
out  that  her  husband  was  under  water.  In  the 
twinkling  .tt  au  eye  crowd  of  people  came 
there,  at  the  top  of  her  voice  and  net  eyes  on 
tbe  sunk  man.  but  no  one  dared  to  make  up 
to  him,  who  was  about  to  die  by  sinking,  un- 
der the  eye  of  the  throng  of  so  many  pix)ple.

An  Important  Measure. 
The  bill  introduced  in  the  senate  by 
Senator  Davis  looking  to  the  establish- 
ment of  direct  rail  connection  between 
Duluth  and  L>enver  deserves  more  than 
passing  notice,  because  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  it  is  part  of  a  plan  that  will 
bring  into  actual  existence  a  railroad 
that  has  been  much  needed.  The  estab- 
lishment of  direct  rail  communication 
between  Duluth  and  the  Southwest 
would  add  immensely  to  the  business  of 
this  port  and  would  be  another  great 
factor  i'l  the  upbuilding  of  the  city. 
Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  mea- 
sure introduced  by  Senator  Davis,  the 
St  Paul  Dispatch  says: 

"II  the  commerce  of  the  Southwest 
seeks  the  shortest  and  cheapest  route  to 
the  Eastern  seaboard,  it  can  find  it  only 
through  the  head  of  the  great  lakes.  In- 
stead of  setting  toward  the  foot  of  Lake 
Michigan,  it  will  ascend  to  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior,  Both  overland  and  by 
water  it  will  thus  save  time  and  expense. 
While  we  have  availed  ourselves  very 
fully  of  our  own  immediate  resources,  we 
have  made  no  effort,  through  our  carry- 
ing agencies,  to  draw  onoutside  sections. 
We  must  do  so  in  order  to  fully  realize 
the  commercial  possibdities  of  our  sec- 
tion. With  an  air  line  between  Duluth 
and  Denver  via  these  cities  it  would  be 
but  a  brief  period  until  we  were  able  to 
command  all  those  aids  to  inland  naviga- 
tion, the  withholding  of  which  must  al- 
ways prevent  our  progress. 

"The  establishment  of  such  a  line  will 
be  the  prelude  to  the  two  great  works  of 
the  future— the  establishment  of  marine 
communication  from  Buffalo  or  vicinity 
to  the  port  of  New*  York  and  the  union 
ot  the  Mississippi  and  Lake  Superior. 
With  such  a  line  in  existence  our  claim 
to  the  enforcement  of  those  two  great 
undertakings  would  be  unassailable.  It 
would  be  no  longer  a  sectional  issue  but 
a  national  one,  and  the  South  and  South- 
west will  unite  with  the  Northwest  and 
East  for  the  effectuation  of  both  under- 
takings."

The  Dockery  Commission. 
Alexander  Munroe  Dockery,  chairman 
of  the  commission  appointed  to  reform 
the  methods  of  doing  business  in  the 
various  government  departments,  having 
made  all  the  confusion  in  the  office  pre- 
sided over  by  Secretary  Carlisle,  has 
now  turned  his  attention  to  the  general 
land  office.  The  fact  that  his  reforms 
inaugurated  in  the  treasury  department 
have  been  an  ignommious  failure  has  not 
deterred  the  Missouri  brigadier  from  fur- 
ther efforts. 

It  is  stated  on  the  authority  of  one  of 
the  expert  accountants  in  the  treasury 
department,  who  has  occupied  a  high 
position  under  the  government  for  years 
and  who  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
methods  of  keeping  government  ac- 
counts, that  under  the  system  introduced 
by  Dockery's  commission  of  experts 
there  are  absolutely  no  safeguards  thrown 
around  the  government  in  the  matter  of 
checks,  etc.,  and  that  if  a  great  deal  of 
fraud  is  not  committed  under  its  opera- 
tion it  will  be  a  very  strange  thing. 

The  old  system   of  keeping  accounts 
in  the  treasury  department   was   formu- 
lated by  Alexander  Hamilton,  and  of  all 
the  distinguished    financiers    who  have 
been   at   the   head   of  that  deoartment 
since  not  one  could  propose  a  better  sys- 
tem than  that  of  Washington's  secretary 
of    the    treasury.      Now    this    Missouri 
backwoodsman,  assisted  by  a  half  dozen 
commercial  bookkeepers,  who  have  had 
no  experience  in    government  business, 
comes  to  the  front  and  attempts  to  im- 
prove upon  a  system  which  has  the  sanc- 
tion of  John  Sherman,  William  Windom 
and    other    secretaries    of  the  treasury 
who  made  a  life  study  of  these    matters. 
The  changes  proposed  in  the  general 
land   office  by   Mr.  Dockery  are    even 
more  verdant  than  those  which  he  has 
already  set  on  foot  in  other  government 
bureaus.    After  wasting  several  nights' 
sleep  in  deep  thought,  this  great  states- 
man from  the  Southwest  has  discovered 
a  new  method  of   writing  land  patents 
which  he  considers  will  be  a  vast  saving 
to    the    government.      He    proposes    to 
have  these  patents  written    on  a    type- 
writer, and  carbon  copies  made  of  them, 
the  carbon   copies  to  be  preserved  as  a 
record.     This    be    finds    will    dispense 
with  two  or  three   poor  clerks  who  are 
employed  in  writicg  these  patents  with  a 
pen. 

Any  one  familiar  with  the  use  of  a 
typewriter  knows  how  easy  it  would  be 
to  alter  a  carbon  copy  and  such  a  sys- 
tem of  writing  patents  would  open  the 
gates  to  innumerable  frauds.  Not  only 
this,  but  from  ionie  of  these  patents  fifty 
or  sixty  certified  copies  arc  often  made. 
Where  the  patents  arc  written  with  a 
pen  they  are  on  heavy  paper  and  can- 
not be  injured  by  handling  but  what 
would  a  typewritten  carbon   copy    look 


A  Desirable  Change. 
One  of  the  most  needed  pieces  of  leg- 
islation now  pending  in  congress  is  the 
bill  introduced  at  last  session  providing 
for  the  reorganization  of  the  supervising 
architect's  office.  It  is  generally  con- 
ceded that  the  evils  which  have  aroused 
so  much  just  complaint  as  to  the  conduct 
of  this  office  are  due  to  the  system  and 
not  to  the  individual  management  of  the 
various  architects  who  have  held  this 
position  during  recent  years. 

Whether  he  desired  to  or  not,  the  su- 
pervising architect  has  for  years  been 
compelled  to  devote  more  time  to  provid- 
ing soft  berths  for  spoilsmen  and  to  the 
executive  work  of  his  office  than  to  the 
actual  business  of  constructing  public 
buildings.  The  object  of  the  pending 
legislation  is  to  remedy  this  by  taking  all 
such  matters  out  of  the  hands  of  the  ar- 
chitect and  appoint  officers  whose  duties 
shall  be  strictly  of  an  administrative 
character  in  connection  with  the  bureau. 
This  will  leave  the  supervising  architect 
himself  entirely  free  to  look  after  the 
actual  work  of  making  plans  and  design- 
ing buildings  which  is  now  done  by  or- 
dinary clerks. 

It  would  also  give  the  architect  Sn  op- 
portunity to  go  into  the  field  occasionally 
and  see  the  actual  work  that  was  being 
done  upon  the  various  government  build- 
ings in  course  of  erection  and  decide  for 
himself  whether  the  superintendent  in 
charge  was  a  competent  man.  This  is  a 
much  needed  reform  and  it  might  result 
in  better  appearing  government  build- 
ings. 

A  Little  Political  History, 
The  morning  paper  does  not  relish 
The  Herald's  plain  statements  regarding 
the  attempt  of  the  ring  politicians  to  ob- 
tain control  of  the  municipal  offices.  Its 
weak  reply  this  morning  is  merely  an 
evasion  of  the  facts  and  an  attempt  to 
lead  the  discussion  into  another  channel. 
It  says:  "The  Herald  says  no  one  but  ring 
politicians  evtr  cared  for  politics  in  muni* 
cipal  elections.  How  about  The  Herald 
when  it  supported  Mr.  d'Autremont  and 
a  Democratic  ticket?" 

It  is  evident  that  the  editor  of  the 
morning  paper  has  not  lived  long  in  Du- 
luth or  he  would  not  ask  such  an  absurd 
question.  The  Herald  did  not  support 
Mr.  d'Autremont  because  he  was  a  Dem- 
ocrat. There  was  no  party  issue  in  that 
election.  The  only  issue  was  a  question 
of  policy  in  the  management  of  munici- 
pal affairs.  In  that  campat,'n  the  News 
supported  the  Populist  candidate,  while 
the  Tribune  supported  the  Republican 
nominee.  To  show  how  little  were  party 
lines  drawn  and  what  small  respect  Du- 
luth voters  pay  to  national  politics  in 
municipal  campaigns,  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  state  that  the  Republican  nomi- 
nee was  a  very  bad  third  at  the  finish  of 

the  race.

Report  Thai  the  Mexican  President  Will 
the  Field  in  Person. 

Mexico  City,  Jan.  22.— An  interesting 
story  in  circulation  regarding  the  prob- 
able outbreak  of  war  between  Guatemala 
and  Mexico  is  to  the  effect  that  Gen. 
Porfirio  Diaz,  president  of  the  Mexican 
republic,  will  take  command  of  the 
forces  on  the  frontier  in  person.  The  re- 
port iS  widely  spread  in  official  gossip, 
and  is  not  without  the  range  of  possi- 
bility. 

In  the  higher  circles  it  is  held  that 
Gen,  Diaz  will  not  leave  his  seat  as  chief 
executive  in  the  pending  difficulties,  at 
least  not  until  his  presence  is  impera- 
tively demanded  at  the  front.  The  gen- 
eral opinion  cif  those  close  to  the 
executive  is  that  he  will  place  the 
command  in  the  hands  of  one  of 
three  men  to  push  the  Guatemalan 
invasion.  These  three  officers  are  Gen. 
Pernardo  Reyes,  governor  of  the  state  of 
Leon,  and  general  of  a  division  of  the 
Mexican  army;  Gen.  Jose  Vicente  Villa- 
do,  governor  of  the  st;ate  of  Mexico  and 
general  of  a  brigade,  and  Gen,  Louis 
Torres,  governor  of  the  state  of  Sonora 
and  general  of  a  brigade. 

Of  these  three  it  is  pretty  well  known 
that  the  choice  of  the  president  is  Gen. 
Reyes,  of  Monterey,  who  is  also  the  un- 
derstood favorite  of  Gen.  Diaz  as  his  siic- 
cessor  as  chief  executive  of  this  repu'olic. 
The  Guatemalan  war  will  give  the  pres- 
ident an  opportunity  to  bring  out  his 
pr  otcge  and  push  him  well  forwaid  in 
public  favor  as  the  hero  of  the  Guate- 
malan episode.

council.    Order  reversed."

Another  contract  for  a  leviathan 
steamer  has  been  awarded  to  the 
cago  Shipbuilding  company  of  South 
Chicago,  this  time  by  a  syndicate  of  Du- 
luth and  Chicago  capitalists  interested 
in  iron  mines.  This  second  steamer  is 
10  be  an  exact  duplicate  of  the  one  con- 
tracted tor  a  week  ago — 380  feet  keel, 
4t'5  feet  over  all,  4S'..  feel  beam,  28  feet 
molded  depth  and  3'j  feet  water  bottom, 
with  a  duplicate  ot  the  engine  and 
boilers  in  the  steamer  Kearsarge. 

The  power  will  be  sufficient  to  drive 
the  craft  through  the  water  at  the  rate 
of  fourteen  miles  an  hour.  Her  carry- 
ing capacity  will  be  4200  gross  tons  on 
I4>a  feet  and  6000  gross  tons  on  t8  feet. 
Tbe  contract  calls  for  her  completion  by 
June  15,  but  she  can  hardly  be  got  in 
readiness  for  business  before  July  i.  The 
new  steamer  is  intended  solely  for  the 
Lake  Superior  iron  ore  and  coal  trade. 
There  isa  possibility  that  she  may  be  put 
in  service  between  Duluth  and  South 
Chicago. 

As  in  tbe  case  of  the  steamer  already 
under  contract  the  cost  complete  is 
figured  at  $225,000.  Tbe  construction  of 
these  two  monster  vessels  will  give  em- 
ployment to  700  men  in  the  South  Chi- 
cago yard  alone.  Tbe  t  ngine  and  boilers 
will  be  built  at  the  Shipbuilding  com- 
pany plant  in  Cleveland.  With  these 
two  steamers  and  the  two  large  steel 
towbarges  now  well  under  way  the  Chi- 
cago Shipbuilding  company  will  con- 
tribute i8,coo  tons  to  the  canying  capac- 
ity of  the  lakes  by  midsummer.

IN  HONOR  OF  BURNS. 


Judge  Lewis  filetl  his  order  in  the 
Henry  Truelsen  bond  case  yesterday 
afternoon,  discharging  the  order  to  show 
cause  and  denying  the  motion  for  a  tem- 
porary injunction.  His  memorandum 
accompanying  the  order  is  substantially 
as  follows:  The  new  matter  in  the 
amended  complaint  is  limited  to  the 
assertions  that  20S  votes  were  cast  ami 
counted  which  favored  both  propositions 
two  and  three;  that  Soo  votes  were  cast 
against  the  same  propositions;  and  that 
the  1008  voters  who  did  this  were  misled 
by  the  directions  placed  at  the  head  of 
the  ballots. 

The  answer  denies  the  statement  about 
the  208  votes,  admits  that  about  the  800 
votes,  and  asserts  that  the  correct  vote 
on  proposition  ttreewas2i37forandioio 
against,  and  that  a  number  of  votes 
were  counted  against  it  which  should 
not  have  been  counted  and  a  number  of 
votes  for  it  which  should  have 
been  counted  were  not.  Judge  Lewis 
resolves  the  matter  into  two  ([uestions 
and  thus  disposes  of  them. 

"Does  the  result  of  the  election  as 
shown  by  the  amended  pleadings  indi- 
cate that  proposition  three  was  lost  or 
carried,  there  being  no  change  as  to  the 
other  propositions.  The  positive  alleg- 
ations of  the  answer  not  being  denied  in 
the  reply  they  must  be  taken  as  true. 
The  result  then  stands  as  follows  on  pro- 
position three:  For  2137,  against,  1910; 
majority  for,  227.  Deducting  from  this 
the  208  votes  referred  to  and  it  still 
leaves  a  majority  of  10  in  favor  of  said 
proposition. 

"There  is  no  reason  why  the  800  votes 
should  be  thrown  out;  they  might  have 
been  consistently  cast  against  both  pro- 
positions." 

The  Batloi  Not  Indefinite. 
The  second  question  is:  "Does  the  re- 
sult of  the  canvass  show  that  enough 
voters  failed  to  vote  intelligently  to  raise 
the  inference  that  as  a  matter  of  law  the 
ballot  was  indefinite  and  for  that  reason 
void?  We  think  not.  The  800  voles 
cast  against  both  propositions  two  and 
three  may  have  been  cast  intelligentlv 
and  consistently.  The  fact  that  208 
persons  voted  yes  on  both  two  and  three 
may  be  an  indication  that  such  did  not 
know  what  they  were  doing,  but  as  these 
votes  do  not  affect  the  result  it  is  not 
sufficient  to  prove  that  the  ballot  was  in- 
definite and  void. 

"Some  of  the  counsel  for  defense  have 
assumed  that  as  the  ballot  was  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  law  any  faults  must 
be  laid  to  the  law.  As  1  have  said  in 
former  memoranda  in  this  case  1  am  of 
the  opinion  that  neither  charter  nor  gen- 
eral law  prescribes  any  particular  form 
of  ballot.  .Ml  that  was  necessary  was 
that  the  propositions  should  be  intelli- 
gently submitted  to  the  people,  and  I 
have  held  before  and  no*^  hold  that  the 
ballot  did  intellieently  present  the 
(juestions  thereby  submitted  to  the. 
people. 

"We  are  not  concerned  with  what 
might  have  happened  on  the  possible 
effect  of  combinations  upon  two  and 
three,  neither  can  it  be  said  that  the 
direction  at  tht  head  of  the  ballot  was 
misleading. 

"It  is  perfectly  clear  and  comprehensi- 
ble and  has  in  the  main,  so  far  as  the 
pleadings  show,  been  obeyed.  The  re- 
sult is  that  the  people  have  intimated, 
giving  the  plaintiff  the  benefit  of  every 
doubt,  by  a  majority  of  nineteen,  that 
the  money  should  be  expended  for  the 
purchase  of  a  gas  and  water  plant."

Some  of  tlie  Cases  to  Come  Before  tlie  Feb- 
ruary Term. 

Up  to  date  the  criminal  calendar  for 
the  February  term  seems  to  be  the  most 
important  part  of  the  business  to  come 
up.  Foremost  among  the  cases  are 
those  of  George  A.  Elder,  for  grand  lar- 
ceny in  the  first  degree  for  alleged  pecu- 
lations from  the  American  Loan  and 
Trust  company,  of  which  he  was  form- 
erly vice  president  and  manager, 
amounting  to  many  thousands  of  dollars 
in  all.
